Paper Read Before the Indiana Duroc.

The future is unlimited as to time and 
possibility, but it can always be expressed 
in mathematical terms. Our present con- 

ditions, multiplied by our present efforts. 
The product of these will always equal 
future results. 


Breeders are men of foresight. The very 
nature of their vocation is that they must 
always have an eye on the future. We mate 
our animals expecting litters about four 
months from that time. We know that we 
must care properly for our herd boar and 
our sows if they are to produce profitably. 
But in making these matings, we are still 
looking forward beyond the time that the 
litters will be farrowed. We are looking 
forward to the time that the pigs will be 
sold: We know that the conditions under 
which the pigs grow up will largely gov- 
ern what they will be when they are ready 
‘to be turned into money. 


The constructive breeder looks still far- 
ther into the future. In making a mating 
it is not only the immediate results that he 
sees and expects. He looks forward to re- 
sults, sometimes several; sometimes many 
generations ahead. But all of these re- 
sults are governed by the conditions un- 
der which he works, and the effort that he 
puts forth. So I say to you that the future 
of the Duroc breed will be proportionatet 
to its present condition, and to the effort 
that we make to improve those conditions. 
We know that our present conditions are 
due to the past, We have today the most 
prominent breed of hogs in the world. Why 
It is simply because we had good 
hogs to start with, that they have been im-~- 
provea, and that they have been widely dis- 
tributed. Any successful business depenus 
on those three things; good goods, the 


improvement of them, and their proper dis- 
tribution. 

The decay of any successful business be- 
gins with a cessation of efforts toward im- 
provement and wide distribution of the 
products of that business. Several years 
ago wherever Duroc men met, at associa- 
tion meetings, at sales, and at fairs, the 
sentiment most freely expressed, and most 
loudly applauded was one that, no mattetr 
how true in itself, had it been persisted in, 
to the neglect of further advancement of 
the breed, would have led to certain retro- 
gression. It was this: “The Duroc is now 
on top. Nothing further needs to be done!” 
If the dark times of 1907 and 1908 caused 
us to forget our pride, we should be most 
sincerely thankful. 


In the United States today we are on the 
eve of an era of pure bred live stock. This 
condition already prevails in the older coun- 
tries of Europe and in the United Kingdom. 
The farm herds there are pure bred, and 
are to a large extent herds of recorded ani- 
mals. Our land here, as there, is reaching 
a price where it must be pushed to its ut- 
most production to make it pay. The Agri- 
cultural press, the agricultural colleges, the 
continuous work of the breeders, and of the 
experiment stations, have demonstrated the 
superiority of the pure bred sire for proftt- 
able farm production. In this day of im- 
provement the recorded dam for the same 
purpose is the next logical step. The ad- 
vantages of a herd or a flock of recorded 
animals for beef, pork or mutton produc- 
tion on the farm are numerous and appar- 
ent. Uniformity is one. Intelligent selec- 
tion of good blood is another. Profitable 
producing and feeding qualities. are not in 
the least. 


That the next few years will see re- 
corded herds on every properly managed 
farm is not for one moment to be doubted. 
That this will materially enhance the pros- 
perity of the breed best prepared to take 
advantage of that condition is no less a fact. 
It has long been evident to those inter- 
ested in the breeds of live stock making the 
greatest advancement, that the more men 
that were pushing such breed, the better 
they were off, and the more profitable it 
was to handle the animals of those breeds. 


For the foundation of recorded herds the 
farmers are even now turning to the breed- 
ers. These herds, once established in close 
proximity to each other, a healthy circula- 
tion in the interchange of breeding stock 
will be induced. This will bring about a 
friendly rivalry; a desire to have the best, 


and for the best the breeder will again be 
called upon, 

Each individual of us can do his part in 
creating and maintaining an interest in the 
Duroc. We can best help our breed by 
helping ourselves, and we can best help 
ourselves by helping our breed. “Work for 
the good of the breed” should be our slo- 
gan, and we can do this in our daily busi- 
ness, in our state associations, and in our 
record associations. We want to interest 
more good men, and to keep them inter- 
ested. The more men that there are work- 
ing intelligently, the more improvement, and 
the more good there will be accomplished. 
We need a greater number of constructive 
breeders, and better conditions for con- 
structive breeding. 

These conditions can be brought about by 
the furnishing of additional information in 
the pedigrees recorded in our herd books. 
The known weights and producing qual- 
ities of certain animals at certain ages 
should be a matter of record. This ad- 
vanced record has given the greatest im- 
petus to the breeding of dairy cattle and 
has carried the improvement of dairy breeds 
along more rapidly than any other one 
thing. Extreme speed in trotting and thor- 
oughbred horses has been attained by the 
same method. There is no reason why util- 
ity records of swine should not be kept in 
individual herds, and be made a matter of 
public record in our herd books. Also the 
results of the state fair exhibitions should 
be made a matter of record in our herd 
books, together with the names and ages of 
the animals shown, Nothing would do 
more to insure honesty on the part of the 
exhibitors, and the information given in a 
form that could easily be referred to at all 
times, would be invaluable to breeders. 

It is a good sign that one of our associa- 
tions is insisting that its members shall 
furnish pedigrees or certificates for every 
animal] sold to be recorded, and that failure 
to furnish a pedigree within sixty days shall 
cause the member at fault to be suspended 
from recording animals. 

Nothing can be more harmful to our 
breed than the lack of proper business 
methods and the neglect of furnishing pedi- 
grees promptly, 

I am one of those who believe that the 
holding of public sales upon a strictly cash 
basis will prevent the Duroc business from 
being inflated with so-called “hot-air.” The 
indiscriminate extending of credit has hurt 
the pure bred business, and especially the 
swine business. 

Then we must do everything to encourage 
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the new breeder, and espcially the young 
breeder We can make him feel that he is 
one of usin our meetings, such as this. A 
state association should have dues sufficient 
to accomplish the bringing in of as many 
new men as possible. In the Ohio asso- 
ciation, which has 180 members at present, 
and was formed only one year ago, the 
members are listed by counties, and each 
member is asked to bring in as many new 
men as he can. The listing by counties 
shows the member at a glance, what men 
he knows in his locality who are members. 
He can easily think of those who are not, 
and ask them to join. 

There is no doubt that the work of ad- 
vancement of the breed, now being carried 
on by the record associations through the 
distribution of premiums at the state fairs, 
and in the future through the advanced re- 
cording that I have suggested, can event- 
ually be done better by one consolidated as- 
sociation than by the two working separ- 
ately.. I am not, nor will I ever be in favor 
of the union of the two Duroc associations 
unless it is on the ground of common in- 
terest. Whenever both associations work 
whole-heartedly and disinterestedly along 
the same lines to advance the breed, their 
union will be natural and inevitable. Until 
that time it would be worse than useless, 

There is only one serious harm at pres- 
ent in our having two associations. This 
arises from dividing the breeders, espec- 
ially in Western Indiana and Illinois, where 
there is an almost equal distribution of the 
members of each. These men having their 
animals recorded in different herd books, 
and having their interests separated, can not 
work, in entire harmony 

I desire to thank the gentlemen of In- 
diana and those others present, for listen- 
ing to me, and wish you all a very happy 
and prosperous year. 


When pigs are two or three weeks old 
they will begin to take a little extra feed 
in addition to the milk they receive from 
their mother. Care must be taken to start 
them in easy, feeding not more than twice 
a day, as they are liable to eat too much 
at the beginning, and overfeeding makes 
pigs stunty. 


The characters of growing hogs are de- 
termined by the limitations imposed by in- 
heritance and the food supply. Inheritance 
furnishes the detailed plans and specifica- 
tions while foods build up and maintain the 
structure, 


Young pigs that are fed well may become 
too fat. If this is the result, there is likely 
to be some loss unless abundant -xercise is 
furnished. If any are inclined to lie in bed 
get them outdoors and see that they get 
the exercise needcw to maintain health and 
vigor, 


CONSTRUCTION OF FARM BUILD- 
INGS. 


At the annual meeting of the Iowa State 
Farmers’ Institute Prof. J. B. Davidson of 
the Iowa Agricultural College delivered an 
able address on “The Design and Con- 
struction of Farm Buildings.” Among 
other things he said: 

The design and construction of farm 
buildings is an important subject with all 
those directly interested in agriculture and 
one which is worthy of much greater con- 
sideration than is usually given to it. 

Viewed from any standpoint, farm build- 
ing design and construction must occupy 
an important place with those interested in 
agriculture if thought be given to the sub- 
ject but for a time. Consider first the cap- 
ital invested in farm buildings. For the 
United States, it is necessary to refer to 
the twelfth census report, the complete 
data for the thirteenth census not yet being 
available. 

The fixed capital of farms is divided by 
the 1900 census into land, buildings, im- 
plements and machinery and live stock. 
The relative importance of these is indi- 
cated from one standpoint by the percent- 
age which each bears to the whole:

It is to be noticed that the value of farm 
buildings exceeds that of all live stock and 
is equal to about one-third of the value of 
the land, 

The 1907 year book for Iowa gives the 

values of the various properties for the 
state as follows: 
Value of land...... $1,552,106,448 or 69.7 pc. 
Value of buildings 303,750,975 or 13.4 pc. 
Value of live stock. 340,826,266 or 15.1 pc. 
Value of farm 


machinery 41,232,368 or 18 pc. 


The preliminary report of the thirteenth 
census has been announced and furnishes 
values which differ widely from those given 
above:

Land .........$2,799,025,000 $1,256,752,000 
Buildings , ..... 454,694,000 240,803,000 
Implements and $ 
machinery 95,273,000 57,961,000 


Although the value of buildings has prac- 
tically doubled during the last ten years, 
its percentage of total fixed capital of the 
farms has undoubtedly been lowered on 
account of the large advance in the value of 
land 

Too little thought is given to the con- 
servation of labor on the farm by the con- 
venient arrangement of the farm buildings, 
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enabling the work of feeding or the chores © 


to be done with the minimum of effort and 
time. It would be difficult to estimate the 
great loss of labor due to the present ih- 


convenient arrangement of buildings now ~ 


in almost general use. In fact, there are 
very few farmsteads which cannot be crit- 
icised from this standpoint. 

The loss of labor from an inconvenient 


arrangement of buildings is so gradual that — 


it is not fully appreciated, but it is cumul- 
ative and the aggregate is enormous, Thus 
the total distance traveled in walking 300 
feet and return four times a day for a year 
is over 145 miles and a saving of 30 min- 
utes a day for a year is equal to over eigh- 
teen days of ten hours each. 


It is generally recognized that it is im- 
possible to produce dairy products econom- 
cally without providing comfortable quart- 
ers for the dairy herd. There is no data at 
hand to show to what extent comfortable 
quarters will compensate for a reduced ra- 
tion, yet there is no doubt but what an 
animal well protected from the cold and 
wind and housed in sanitary quarters not 
only will produce more, but require a 
smaller ration. There is much difference 
of opinion in regard to the need of of warm 
quarters for beef animals. Some investiga- 
tors have reached the conclusion that the 
waste heat from the digestive processes 
furnishes a surplus amount of heat and 
warm quarters are not necessary. All 
agree, however, that protection from wind 
and wet is essential to economical béef 
production. 


The animal requires the oxygen of the 
air as much as food. In fact, an animal 
will live much longer without food than 
without air. Perhaps nothing has been 
proven more effective in warding off tub- 
erculosis than good ventilation. In the 
localities where the animals, especially 


dairy cows, are not housed for any consid-. 


erable length of time, tuberculosis is un- 
known. In like manner light is also essen- 
tial in combating disease. ' 


Good dairy products cannot be produced 
except in sanitary quartérs. The milk will 
become contaminated with foul odors and 
disease germs unless the barn be dry, light 
and well ventilated. 

In citing*various reasons why the design 
and construction of farm buildings is a 
subject worthy our best consideration, the 
design of the farm house and the plan of 
the home which enter to make the farm 
a pleasant or an unpleasant place to live, 
should not be overlooked. “Farming is 
not all corn.” One function of the farm 
is to provide a home. If in building the 
house it may not only be made convenient 
and comfortable, but by means ofthe 
planting of trees and shrubs it may be 
made a place where happy lives are to be 
passed, it has a more far-reaching influence 
upon the character and ideals of the grow- 
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ing generation than it is possible to esti- 
mnate, 

tl Farm building devia and construction 
must be developed alone. Examples are 


to be found everywhere of an attempt to 
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take the city ideas or architecture to the 
country, to find out they are entirely out 
of place. It is becoming more and more 
realized that whatever is of extreme utility 
and practicability, coupled with neatness 
and perhaps plainness, is of good taste. In 
no place is this so true as upon the farm. 
Farm buildings are of good taste if they 
are perfectly adapted to the uses to which 
they are designed and shall bear no mean- 
_ingless or useless ornaments. It costs no 
more to build a building of good taste 
than otherwise, and often when an attempt 
is made to decofate a building it is made 
less pleasing than before. — 

_ The matter of good taste is reflected 
more in farm buildings than in city build- 
ings, because the former stand alone. 

Taking up the location of farm buildings, 
perhaps is not possible to incorporate all 
the good principles in one plan, yet a 
good plan must include most of them: 

1. Have the buildings near to the center 
of the farm, giving due consideration to 
other advantages. 

2. Needless fences should be avoided 
on account of first cost and maintenance. 


3. A pasture should be adjacent to 
_ buildings. 
4. Buildings should occupy poorest 


ground. 


5. Buildings should be located in ref- 
erence to water supply. 

6. Buildings should be on a slight ele- 
vation whenever possible, 

7. A southwest slope is desired. 

8. The soil on which buildings are to 
be placed should be dry and well drained. 
9. A timber windbrake should be se- 
cured, 


10. A garden plot should be near the 


house, 
11. Buildings should not be located on 
high hills because of the difficulty of 


reaching from fields or road.

12. Buildings should not be placed in 
' low valleys on account of the lack of air, 
drainage and of frost, 

13. Buildings should be located on the 
side of the farm nearest the school, church 
or town, 

14. The house should not be less than 
100 feet from the highway. 

15. The barn should be about 150 to 
200 feet from the house and not in the 
direction of the prevailing winds. 

16. The barn should be in plain view 
from the house, 

17. Lots should be on the farther side 
of the barn from the house. 


18. Several views from the house are 


desirable,

19. All buildings should serve as wind- 
brakes. 

20. The shop and mocking shed ‘should 
be convenient to house, barn and fields. 


LIVE STOCK RECORD ASSO- 
CIATIONS ORGANIZE 


The Greatest Movement in the History of 
Pedigreed Domestic Animals— 
A National Association of 
Live Stock Men, 


One of the greatest movements ever in- 
augurated by live stock men since the 
foundation of records of domestic animals 
was started some weeks ago by the four 
record associations having their head- 
quarters in the Pure Bred Record Building 
at the Union Stock Yards. The follow- 
ing call was sent out signed by secretaries 
of the four associations named 


Chicago, Dec. 21, 1910. 
eDar Sir: It has for some time been ap- 
parent that the various pure bred live 
stock associations have many interests in 
common, which can be more efficiently ad- 
vanced by united action than by the ef- 
forts of the individual associations. 

State and federal laws, state fair and 
other live stock shows, railroad rates on 
breeding and on exhibition stock, and 
other similar matters, affect in more or 
less degree all breeders of pure bred live 
_ stock. 

The pure bred live stock record accocia- 
tions, who represent more accurately than 
any other organizations the sentiment of 
the breeders of pure bred live stock, 
should give these matters attention. 

It is needless to add that existing laws, 
regulations, classifications and rates may 
be modified and that proposed laws, regul- 
ations, classifications and rates may be fav- 


orably influenced by united action on the 
part of the record associations, represent- 
ing the breeders of pure bred live stock. 

The question of organizing a national 
association whose membership shall be 
limited to the record associations record- 
ing pure bred live stock has been quite 
fully canvassed during the past season. 
Sentiment seems to be quite unifomly 
favorable. The general idea appears to be 
that such a national organization should 
include all of the recognized associations 
that are recording pure bred live stock, 
that each association should be represented 
in the membrship by the president and 
secretary of such association; that the dir- 
ectorate of such national organization 
should consist of one representative from 
each association; that such directorate 
should select an executive committee of 
six, selecting one representative from each 
of the following live stock interests: Beef 
cattle, dairy cattle, draft horses, light 
horses, sheep and swine; that such execu- 
tive committee should have charge of the 
work of the national organization and 
should direct such publicity and other 
work as in their judgment will be benefi- 
cial to the interests concerned. 

The general thought is that the national 
organization should be properly organized 
with president, vice-president and _ secre- 
tary-treasurer and the executive commit- 
tee; that none of the officers should re- 
ceive any compensation whatsoever for 
their services; that each association repre- 
sented in the membership should contribute 
annual dues, ranging from $20 to $100, de- 
pending upon the strength of the asso- 
ciation and its willingness to contribute 
towards opening a general fund, such fund 
to be expended only under the direction © 
of the executive committee and only for 
such expenses as are actually involved in 
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connection with the work of the national 
association; such as_ stationery, steno- 
graphic help, printing, publicity and the 
actual traveling expenses of the executive 
committee to such meetings as they find 
it necessary to hold. 

This is the general idea as blocked out 
by those who have given the matter con- 
sideration and details will necessarily need 
to be settled at the meeting to be held for 
the organization of such a national asso- 
ciation, 

A preliminary meeting was held at. the 
Saddle and Sirloin Club rooms on Thurs- 
day, Dec. 15, and it was decided to com- 
municate with each of the pure bred live 
stock associations and to ask each associa- 
tion to send its president and secretary to 
a meeting to be held in the Pure Bred Live 
Stock Record Building, Union Stock Yards, 
Chicago, Ill., on Jan. 3, 1911, at 1 o’clock 
p. m., for the purpose of forming such a 
permanent organization with general pur- 
poses as outlined above. 


The meeting is called by and with the 
consent and approval of the officers of the 
undersigned associations, and it is hoped 
that a large and representative gathering 
may be present. 

Each association should be represented 
by the president and secretary, but direc- 
tors of the various associations, or influen- 
tal breeders and members, will ve welcome 
at the meeting, and their advice and assis- 
tance in the organization of such a national 
association will be appreciated. 

An early reply is requested.

On Jan. 3, in response to this call, the 
representatives of sixteen breed organiza- 
tions met in the Pure Bred Record Build- 
ing and proceeded with the formal organ- 
ization. B. O. Cowan, assistant secretary 
of the Shorthorn Association, was made 
president; A. Tyler, secretary of the Hamp- 
shire Sheep Association, vice-president, 
and Wayne Dinsmore, secretary ofthe Per- 
cheron Society of America, secretary and 
treasurer. 


The following executive committee was 
next elected to represent the following in- 
trests: 

H. G. McMillan, president of the Per- 
cheron Society of America, for draft 
horses, 

Wm. L., Allen, president of the American 
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Trotting Association, for light horse inter- 
ests 

R. J. Kinzer, secretary of the American 
Hereford Association, for beef cattle in- 
terests. 


C. N. Woods, prsiadent of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, for dairy cattle in- 
terests, 


R. J. Stone, president of the Oxford 
Down Sheep Association, for mutton sheep 
interests. 


Dwight Lincoln, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Rambouillet Association, for fine wool 
interests, 


C. F. Curtiss, president ofthe American 
Berkshire Association, and W. M. McFad- 
den, secretary ofthe American Poland 
China Record Association. 


The duties of the executive committee 
are as outlined in the by-laws and they 
will have active charge of the work of the 
National Association, subject to the will 
of the board of directors. 

Following the meeting of the board of 
directors a general discussion ensued, cov- 
ering nearly two hours. The chief advan- 
tages to be gained through the existence 
of such an organization will come through 
concerted action on the part of all record 
associations, who represent more closely 
than any other associations in America 
the real breeders of pure bred live stock, 
on matters that are of common interest.

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A GREAT YEAR FOR HOG 
BREEDERS AND FEEDERS 


1910 Beats the Record in Many Ways— 
High Prices the Result of a 
3,000,000 Shortage. 


In a resume of the year’s hog market, 
the Live Stock World has this to say: 

The year 1910 went into live stock his- 
tory as the season of the great hog short- 
age. Compared with 1909 the six princi- 
pal western markets, Chicago, Kansas 
City, Omaha, St.. Louis, St. Joseph and 
Sioux City, rounded out the twelve months 
with a supply deficiency of approximately . 
3,000,000 head, compared with 1909, of 
which 2,000,000 is to be credited to Chi- 
cago and Kansas City. On a basis of 
comparison with 1908, a year of normal 
supply, the shortage is about 6,000,000 
head, 


December, according to the forecasters 


of a large and well matured new pig crop, - 


was to have turned the supply tide and’ 
put the price list on a new basis, but the 
shortage of the current month has been of 
the acute kind. Pyrotechnical advances 
have marked the course of both hog and 
provision trade; all suspicion of liquidation 
or fear of lower prices of the grower has 
been eliminated. The country may regard 


the future of the cattle market with skep-_ 


ticism, but where hogs are concerned it has 
abounding and deep-rooted confidence. It 
now develops that the price breaking No- 
vember run of pigs 
caused not by fear of lower prices, but 
sporadic outbreaks of disease. 

Less than a month ago packers managed 
to break prices about $1 per cwt and put 
up a few droves below $7, but their victory 
was brief. The second week of December 
saw the re-establishment of the $8 quota- 
tion with the packers powerless to dictate 
Instead of putting up 6%4c droves as they 
had promised, much selling of January pro- 
visions having been done on that basis, 
they found themselves unable to 
their fresh meat trade when they offered 
7'%4c for hogs. Instead of accumulating

Not only as to prices, but in many other 
respects has it been a unique market, Light 
hogs and pigs have never before sold as 
close to weight and quality; in fact, for 
many weeks during the summer bacon 
weights commanded a substantial prem- 
ium. Hogs were relatively much higher 
than corn and the crop was fed out in 
profitable fashion. There were some ir- 
regularities, notably the rise of March 
above the lle line and the drop below 
7c in November, but most of the year the 
market was fairly steady. The rise of 
March was due largely to interrupted rail- 
road service, the drop of November to a 
bear campaign of brief duration from 
which the reaction of per cwt was 
prompt and emphatic, 

At every stage the trade has gone against 
the packer. Competition for a limited sup- 
ply has been keen at all times and the hun- 
dreds of small killers and special cut mak- 
ers in the trade have insisted on getting 
their share of the crop. The November 
market afforded some encouragement to 
killers, but the grower promptly reassert- 
ed his ability to dominate prices and dis- 
aster overtook those who, placing faith in 
the prediction of a swelling supply, sold 
short, 

The year 1910 demonstrated that no sur- 
plus exists. The custom of carrying aged 
sows for breeding purposes has been prac- 
tically discontinued and the winter mar- 
ket run is now one of barrows, sows fol- 
lowing the succeeding summer after rais- 
ing a crop of pigs. The new practice will 
continue until pork production overtakes 
consumption, 

Average prices are, of course,an approx- 
imation, so far as the total crop is con- 
cerned, but the general level of the mar- 
ket may be ascertained with some dgree 
of accuracy by the cost of packers’ droves 
any one of which will serve for illustrative 
purposes. The figures at which a local 
drove of good butcher mixed was purchas- 
ed during the year follow 
the purpose:

Of course, the character and weight of 
these droves made seasonable changes, but 
the figures give an excellent idea of what 
packers paid for hogs in 1910, 

Provision trade was as spectacular dur- 
ing the year asthe hog market. Extreme 
high prices’ for the year were established 
in the month of January when pork on May 
contracts covered a range from $24.42¥% to 
$26.75. From this high level there was a 
drop to $16 in November and a recovery 
on an excited market two weeks before 
the end of the year to $18.85. Lard prices 
had similar action, May going as high as 
$14.25 in January and breaking to $9.40 in 
November, with a recovery to $10.45 in 
December, Ribs for the same month sold 
as high as $14.12%, had shrinkage to $8.75 
and later a recovery to $10.03. 


HOG BUTCHERING. 


Butchering Hogs on the Farm is the title 
of a comprehensive pamphlet issued by 


the Missouri State Baord of Agriculture. 
This will be sent free to anyone who 
writes the Secretary of State at Columbia, 
Mo. 

On the subject of hog butchering the 
bulletin says: “The first step to be con- 
sidered in killing hogs on the farm is the 
kind of hogs and the manner in which 
they are fed. Hogs should be well fat- 
tened, but not made so fat as to be ‘only 
a great glob of lard.’ At the present day 
it is hardly necessary to tell a Missouri 
farmer that he should raise only a good 
breed and type of hog. The days of the 
razor back are in the past. The days of 
the heavy lard hogs are past, too. When 
lard oil was used extensively for lubri- 
cating the heavy lard hog was at its best, 
but at the present time the demand for 
this kind of lubricant is much less, People 
as a rule want ‘lean’ meat. Therefore we 
should endeavor to get a hog that will 
furnish a good quality of bacon and hams, 
giving less consideration to the quantity 
of lard. It would not be possible in this 
bulletin to discuss the feeding of hogs 
for butchering, but suffice it to say that a 
hog fed entirely on swill will not make 
satisfactory meat. Make it a rule to feed 
your hogs on a variety of feeds just as you 
do yourself. At this point let me suggest 
that if’ you want to feed your hogs in a 
manner to get the most out of your feed, 
get some of the bulletins on hog raising 
by the Missouri State Board of Agricul-

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the hogs ready, but it is possible to so man- 
age his hog farming as to have all hogs 
get ‘ripe’ during cold weather. ‘That is, 
the fall pigs may be run over and finished 
at about fourteen months old. The spring 
pigs should be farrowed in March and be 
butchered in January at ten months of age. 

“Now for some suggestions as to the 
methods. First, let us consider when and 
how to butcher. In all cases it is best to 
kill in the forenoon. The number to be 
killed daily will of course depend upon 
the equipment at hand. Five men should 
be able to handle from six to ten hogs in 
one forenoon. Select the hogs you intend 
to kill, doing so the day before, and do not 
feed them the night before or on the 
morning they are to be killed. Get your 
hogs as near where you are going to scald 
them as you possibly can. Avoid all ex- 
citement among them, and do not select 
any gilts or sows the condition of which 
is such as to cause them to be restless. 
Leave them until this period has passed. 
In killing hogs I should in all cases use 
a small rifle. Have ready a hog hook, a 
sharp pointed butcher knife and plenty of 
gammon sticks. At the ‘crack’ of the rifle 
the ‘sticker’ should rush forward and be- 
fore the hog begins to struggle turn it on 
its back and stick, being very careful not 
to stick the shoulder. Then let the hog 
lay there until it shows no signs of life. 
A reliable and simple test of death is to 
stick the pastern of the hind leg with a 
knife or nail or other sharp instrument. 
If the faintest trace of life still exists the 
hog will kick. It is important that it 
should be dead before being moved. If 
moved too soon blood clots will be formed 
where it is bruised by dragging over stones 
or frozen ground. This may seriously 
damage the meat. 

“We are now ready to scald the hog. 
For this work there are many devices. 


Many farmers have moveable scalding 
tanks, which are excellent. The plan most 
commonly used, though, is the barrel 


method. Build a platform about 20 inches 
high and about 4 by 10 feet, on top. When 
possible build this in front of a tree or 
solid post, having the platform some two 
feet to the front. Place the scalding bar- 
rel behind the platform so that the bottom 


will rest against the tree, the barrel being 
at an angle of about 45 degrees and the 


mouth of the barrel resting near the back 
of the platform. It may be necessary to 
make a slight excavation and let the ber- 
rel into the ground. After it is in place 
weight it down well or anchor it with a 
rope or use any method that will make it 
as stationary as possible.” 


If cholera strikes a herd there is but one

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CONTROLLING TUBERCULOSIS 


Department of Agriculture Gives Interesting 
Article on Sources of Contagion and 
Methods of Suppression 


(Continued from December 15th Issue) 


Feeding upon tuberculous carcasses or 
slaughterhouse offal is a fourth important 
source for the development of tuberculosis 
among hogs. It is an all too prevalent custom 
in some sections for hog raisers to buy up 
all carcasses of animals that have died from 
various unknown causes and feed them to 
their hogs. This is a fertile source of in- 
fection with parasites and with whatever 
infectious disease the animal may have been 
affected at time of death. Several instances 
of tuberculous hogs being traced to such an 
exposure have been found. Probably the 
most important case occurred in an eastern 
station, where 31 out of 40 hogs were con- 
demned for tuberculosis. When these ani- 
mals were traced back to the raiser it was 
found that he was running a large dairy and 
that a dairy inspector had by clinical exam- 
ination condemned one of his cows for tuber- 
culosis. The owner, in order to save some- 
thing, as he stated, from the’carcass, hauled 
it out to the hog pasture and allowed the hogs 
to consume it, with the above disastrous re- 
sults. Hogs that had been raised by him pre- 
viously had never been condemned, and the 
bunch in question were running on a large 
pasture separated from cattle and apparently 
had no other opportunity to become infected 
than by the condemned tuberculous dairy cow. 

An equally dangerous source of infection 
is likewise observed in the methods which 
obtain among some of the small country 
slaughterhouses. It is not unusual for these 
houses to get rid of their blood, intestines, 
viscera and.other inedible parts by feeding 
them to hogs, a herd of which is usually kept 
on the premises. This custom is pregnant 
with danger and is another fertile source of 
perpetuating the infectious principle of vari- 
ous diseases, and particularly an ingested dis- 
ease like tuberculosis. The feeding of offal, 
etc., to hogs on the premises of abattoirs 
having government inspection is not permitted 
by the federal meat inspection regulations, and 
other state and municipal regulations should 
be equally stringent on this feature, as has 
been done in the meat regulations of the city 
of Philadelphia. We have-no records of such 
hogs being tuberculous, as they are killed by 
the butcher on the premises on which they are 
fed. As these houses have no inspection the 
carcasses pass into trade as healthy. 

It may appear at first glance that the sup- 
pression of hog tuberculosis is an absolutely 
hopeless undertaking, the more so when we 
realize that no section of our country is free 
from it. The inspection reports to the De- 
partment of Agriculture show that it is en- 
countered, at least to some extent, in all of 
the packing houses having federal inspection.

But there are many encouraging features in 
the problem which we shall not overlook. 
Present reports from inspectors show that in 
several localities there has been a material 
decrease in the number of tuberculous hogs 
sent to market. One state in particular has 
shown most encouraging improvement. The 
disease has been studied until its manner of 
spreading and the proper means of eradicating 
it are much better understood than they were 
formerly. 

In an endeavor to trace out the origin of 
the infection of tuberculous hogs that were 
arriving at one of the packing houses of Iowa, 
Rogers of the Bureau of Animal Industry, for 
some time carried on an experiment which 
consisted in tagging the hogs that were hauled 
to market at that place in wagons, before they 
were removed from the farmers’ wagons, and 
later using these tags as means of identifica- 
tion in case tuberculosis was found to exist 
in any of them at the time of slaughter. In 
this manner 3,420 hogs were tagged, and on 
tracing them up to their final disposition it 
was learned that less than 6 per cent. of the 
farms were shipping all of the tuberculous 
stock to that market, while more than 94 per 
cent. of the farms were free from the disease. 
This proportion of non-nifected farms should 
give great encouragement ot any efforts that 
may be made to eradicate the disease from the 
state. It was further noted that the success- 
ive shipments of hogs marketed by certain 
farmers always contained tuberculous animals

and in at least two instances the entire con- 
signments were condemned for tuberculosis at 
the time of slaughter. 

Since hogs almost invariably contract tuber- 
culosis through eating infectious material, it 
is evident that the most effective means of 
preventing and eradicating the disease must 
consist of feeding only such substances as are 
known to be pure and free from all tubercu- 
lous taint. This means that we must avoid 
feeding the milk that has been returned from 
a public creamery after the butter fat has 
been removed, unless we are assured that it 
contains no living tubercle bacilli; it also 
means that hogs must not be allowed to fol- 
low a drove of cattle unless the cattle have 
been proved to be free from tuberculosis. It 
may be stated here that the danger of tuber- 
culous infection to hogs following a bunch of 
fattening steers is comparatively very slight, 
but whenever there are a number of milking 
cows included in the drove the dangers are 
greatly increased, and all such cows should 
be carefully tested with tuberculin so that the 
infected animals may be removed from the 
herd. If it should so happen that one of the 
cows in the dairy has appeared unthrifty for 
should not be fed to the hogs with a view to 
saving as much as possible out of a misfor- 
tune. Justéconsider for a moment that if that 
cow has died from tuberculosis she has within 
her body enough tubercle bacilli to infect a 
large number of hogs and the loss from these 
tuberculous hogs would more than offset the 


amount saved by feeding the carcass of the 
cow. 

In dealing with affected herds of cattle it 
has been found best in most cases to apply the 
tuberculin test to the entire herd as a means 
of selecting the tuberculous animals, but with 
a drove of hogs in which tuberculosis has ap- 
peared there can be no doubt that the best 
and surest method of procedure will in nearly 
every case be the slaughter of the entire drove 
as soon as they can be put in marketable con- 
dition. They should be slaughtered at an 
abattoir under federal inspection, so that 
proper disposal may be made of affected car- 
casses. 

This means of removing from the farm all 
of the centers of infection which exist among 
its swine is made possible and practicable by 
the ease with which a new drove may be built 
up from fresh foundation stock. With cattle 
the offspring seldom number more than one to 
a cow in a year, and the young cow does not! 
produce until two years of age. With swine 
reproduction may be expected when the young 
sow is one year old, and instead of producing 
but one at a birth, from six to ten may reason- 
ably be expected. If properly handled, the 
first litter of young may be weaned in time to 
allow the sow to farrow again the same year. 
This shows how very rapidly a farm may be 
stocked with healthy swine after the total 
slaughter of a tuberculous lot. The early age 
at which the sow may be bred, her capacity! 
for breeding twice a year, and the plural num-

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ber of her offspring are forceful arguments 
for the total destruction of every diseased 
drove of hogs and the breeding up in clean, 
healthy quarters of a sound, healthy drove in 
its. stead. 

In reviewing the questions of detection and 
of eradication of tuberculosis in hogs, it is 
noticeable at once that there are but few re- 
corded instances in which reliable tuberculin 
tests have ben made. This may be due to 
the fact that the temperatures of hogs are 
subject to rapid changes, under conditions 
which would not cause noticeable variations 
with cattle. These alterations in temperatures 
in individual hogs are so great within short 
spaces of time and from apparently insignifi- 
cant causes that it seems at first glance that 
no change caused by the injection of tubercu- 
lin could ever, guarded from outside influ- 
ences, be sufficient to permit one to reach any 
definite conclusion as to the presence or ab- 
sence of tuberculosis. 

In the experiments of Schroeder and Moh- 
ler of the Bureau of Animal Industry, re- 
corded in Bulletin 88, it was found desirable 
to keep the hogs as quiet as possible during 
the test, it having been shown that excitement 
affects the temperature of hogs very quickly. 
Each hog was therefore placed in a rectangu- 
lar crate about twelve hours before the first 
temperature was taken, and remained in this 
confinement until the tuberculin test was com- 
pleted. The crates, while large enough to 
permit the hogs to get up and down easily, 
were still close enough to prevent their turn- 
ing around or moving backward or forward 
to such an extent as to interfere with the 
insertion of the thermometers. Crates that 
are made 4 feet long, 1 foot 2 inches wide, 
and 2 feet high, inside measurement, are en- 
tirely satisfactory in restraining hogs weigh- 
ing from 50 to 150 pounds. Unless use is 
made of crates or of some other satisfactory 
means of restraint, it is difficult to obtain 
trustworthy temperatures of hogs. 

The dose of tuberculin used was estimated 
on a basis of .5 c. c. for each one hundred- 
weight or fraction thereof of the weight of 
the animals tested. For instance, a pig weigh- 
ing 75 or 100 pounds would receive .5 c. c. of 
tuberculin, while one weighing 150 or 200 


pounds would receive 1 c¢. c. The injections 
were made directly under the skin at the inner 
surface of the thigh, and in no instance were 
any harmful results noted following the punc- 
ture. 

For a practical tuberculin test it has been 
found sufficient to have the temperature of the 
hogs taken every two hours from 8 a.m. to 
6 p.m., inclusive, on the day of injection, and 
at the same hours on the day following, when 
the tuberculin injection is made at 10 p.m. on 
the first day. The temperature before injec- 
tion should be taken as frequently as after 
injection, and at corresponding hours, because 


of the very erratic character of the tempera- 


ture of hogs and because of the slight cir- 
cumstances that may inadvertently be the 
cause of marked variations. It should espe- 
cially be borne in mind that the value of the 
results obtained depends entirely upon keep- 
ing the hogs absolutely quiet during the whole 
of the test, and this point may be more read- 
ily gained if the animals are kept in their 
crates for twelve hours, at least, before the 
first temperature is taken. 

In making a decision as to the presence or 
otherwise of tuberculosis in a hog, as shown 
by the temperature readings, it is somewhat 
unsafe to base a condemnation upon the com- 
parison of the maximum reading before in- 
jection with the maximum of the day follow- 
ing, but one is enabled to reach very satis- 
factory conclusions by averaging the tempera- 
ture for the two days and comparing these 
averages. It is essential also that the tem- 
peratures should be taken at corresponding 
hours on each day of the test if results are to 
be determined by means of averages. By this 
method it was found in a test experiment with 
68 hogs that only two failures: (less than 3 
per cent.) occurred. In these tests no hog 
was condemned as tuberculous until it had 
shown an average elevation of temperature of 
at least one degree on the day following the 
injection. 


dertaking and should be entered into with full 
determination to do thorough work. The dis- 
infection of pens and stables may be accom- 
plished by thoroughly cleaning them, scrub- 
bing the floors with hot water, brushing down 
all loose dust from the walls, and tearing out 
all woodwork which has become partly de- 
cayed. The interior of the pens or stables 
should then be carefully covered with a coat- 
ing of lime wash containing one part formalin 
to 30 parts of the lime wash, or 4 ounces of 
formalin to each gallon of the lime prepara- 
tion. The yards should be carefully cleaned 
at the same time, special attention being given 
to the removal of all rubbish and litter from 
the dark, shady corners. Lime, or a 3 per 
cent. solution of carbolic acid, may then be 
sprinkled upon these dark portions of the 
yards. In all of the open portions of the yard 
the action of the direct rays of the sun will 
very quickly destroy all the virulence of the 
scattered tubercle bacilli. 

The premises now being cleansed, healthy 
foundation stock may be procured, and if 
proper attention is given to keeping the cattle 
of the farm free from tuberculosis and to 
supplying the hogs with suitable feed, the 
owner may feel every reasonable assurance 
that he has seen the last of tuberculosis among 
his swine. The trouble, time and expense re- 
quired will be more than repaid by the ad-+ 
vantages gained. 

It has been quite conclusively shown that 
swine acquire their infective tuberculous 
material from cattle, manure, or poultry, but 
principally from cattle. Tuberculosis can not 
develop spontaneously in swine, but must be 
acquired from some outside source, and the 
farmer whose yards and stables have been 
thoroughly freed from the disease need fear 
no reappearance of the disease except when in- 
troduced from some outside point of infection. 

Great assistance will be afforded in keeping 
tuberculosis away from a farm by the use of 
concrete in the construction of stables. Its 


Having removed all tuberculous cattle, hogs,, advantages over wood, which may decay so 


and fowls from the farm, attention should 
next be given to disinfecting the premises so 
that no center of infection may remain to 
contaminate future purchases of live stock. 
This is in reality a serious and strenuous un- 


soon, in the construction of floors and walls, 
can hardly be apreciated except by those who 
have tried it. Its use affords one added 
means for combating tuberculosis and freeing 
our stock from its damaging effects.

It will enable you to keep only the most 
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prolific, the even pig raiser. The beauty 
of the system is that it is equally valuable 
for the beginner with a half dozen sows, 
or the extensive breeder with any number 
of brood sows and males. This system is 
in use by W. H. Robbins, who has per- 
fected it and used it a number of years. 
Briefly it consists of a set of what we may 
term “main cards,” each of which con- 
tains the name and record number of a 
sow in the herd; also whether bred by you 
or purchased.

ILLINOIS LIVE STOCK BREEDERS’ 
JUDGING CONTEST. 


At the Arsenal in Springfield, Ill., Febru- 
ary 7, 8 and 9, the Illinois State Live Stock 
Breeders’ Association will have a meeting. 
The entire day of February 9 will be de- 
voted to the judging contest of live stock, 
and the following rules of the contest have 
been issued by the committee. The pro- 
gram will be out in a few days. 

Rules and Regulations Governing Stock 
Judging Contest, 

An examination of contestants for prizes 
offered by the Illinois Live Stock Breeders’ 
Association will be held in the Arsenal 
Thursday, February 9, 1911, and will be 
governed by the following rules and regu- 
lations: 

1. Contestants. No party sholl be eligi- 
ble to judge in more than one of the follow- 
ing classes into which the contestants are 
to be divided, nor in more than one class 
of live stock: 

1. Former and present students from 
the State Agricultural College. 

2. The two weeks short course stu- 
dents from the State Agricultural College. 

3. Expert judges, holders of certifi- 
cates issued by the Illinois Live Stock 

Breeders’ Association. 

4. Open to-any not included in any of 
the three classes above. 

No contestant shall be eligible to any 
class mentioned above unless he be a mem- 
ber of the Illinois Live Stock Breeders’ 
Association and shall have paid the usual 
membership fee of one dollar, 

2. Examinations. The examinations are 
to be conducted by examining boards con- 
sisting of-three members, two of whom are 
to be appointed by the president of the 
Illinois Live Stock Breeders’ Association, 
and the other to be the instructor in charge 
of the given subject at the University of 
Illinois. There will be an examining board 
for the different subjects—horses, beef cat- 
tle, sheep, swine and dairy cattle. 

The character of the examination must be 
extensive enough to cover all phases of the 
_ work determined by the examining 

board. ; 

The rating of a contestant by the exam- 
ining board shall be based upon placing of 
animals, method of work, and reasons given 
for said placing. 

Any matters which may arise and which 
are not covered by the rules and regula- 
tions above shall be decided by the com- 


as 


mittee of control, consisting of one mem- 
ber of each breed, 

Special prizes to be given in connection 
with judging contest and Illinois Live 
Stock Breeders’ Association examination. 


J. Mr. -B. T. Abbott of Morrison, IIli- 
nois, in order to stimulate interest and in- 
duce students to do more careful work in 
the judging of live stock, makes the follow- 
ing offer: : 

2. The contestants winning first, second 
and third places in each class of live stock, 
viz., horses, beef cattle, sheep, swine and 
dairy cattle, will receive a medal suitably 
inscribed, 


3. To become eligible to receive one or 
more of these medals, the contestant must 


be spcializing in animal husbandry and en- 
rolled in the regular or winter classes in 
live stock judging at the University of 
Illinois, 

4. No medal will be awarded unless the 
contestants pass the examination entitling 
them to a certificate as an expert judge. 

5. Mr, C. A. Lowery offers a cash prize 
of $10 to the contestant receiving the high- 
est rating in beef cattle judging in class 4.

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J.J. HILL’S IDEAS ON AGRICULTURE 


In response to an invitation to address 
the Missouri Farmers at their meeting this 
month at Columbia, Mo., Jas. J. Hill writes 
as follows: 

“While it would give me much pleasure 
to visit the agricultural college at Colum- 
bia during Farmers’ Week next January 
and address the farmers, I regret to say 
my time is so fully occupied that I am 
unable to accept your kind invitation. One 
of the chief troubles of this country is the 
inadequacy’ of agriculture to support all the 
other interests that rest upon it. We are 
not increasing the food praduct in pro- 
portion to the increase of population. Our 
industries are too unbalanced by the move- 
ment from the farm to the city. The big- 
gest fact before the country today is this 
situation and the necessity of changing it. 
The relative decline of agriculture as an 
occupation is due mostly to artificial causes. 
At the beginning of the last century less 
than 10 per cent. of the people lived in 
towns. The other nine-tenths were food- 
producers. By 1870 a little less than half 
the workers furnished food for,all the rest. 
Today probably less than a third must feed 
the other two-thirds. But for the last fifty 
years especially we have stimulated other 
industries at the expense of the farm. 
Every inducement has been offered to both 
capital and labor to transfer themselves 
from agriculture to manufacturing. 

“The farmer everywhere is in despair be- 
cause he cannot get help. It is the cry not 
only of the harvest season, but of the whole 
farm year. And the farmer himself, be- 
cause he follows antiquated, wasteful and 
‘unscientific methods, is at the same time 
getting a relatively poor ‘return for his 
labor and making his farm annually less 
productive. These mistakes can be cured 
by better education; and this is your pecu- 
liar province and opportunity. The farmer 
need not, in order to make his occupation a 
success, be highly educated in scientific 
agriculture. The principles of successful 
farming are few and simple. The farmer 
should adapt his crop to his soil. That is 
the first condition, if plant and earth are to 
work together. He must select his seed 
with care. Too little attention has been 
given to this in the past. But by selecting 
and testing seed for quality, from 25 to 40 
per cent. has been added to the average 
yield in a single season Nine-tenths of the 
battle, however, is proper cultivation. Fer- 
tilizing, rotation of crops and constant 
working of the soil are the best agricul- 
tural methods,”

ABUNDANT EXERCISE IS GOOD 
FOR SOWS. 


Above all things, excepting the food sup- 
ply, exercise is the most important. It is 
conducive to health and vigor. There is 
nothing so improves the tone of brood 
sows as plenty of exercise on good, whole- 
some, effective food. ‘All classes of brood 
animals do well only in the abundant op- 
portunity for generous exercise, says Cole- 
man’s Rural World. Closely confined 
pregnant animals lose tone and vigor and 
become pampered and sluggish. Plenty of 
light, easy movement, such as induced by 
walking, tends to build up a strong and 
vigorous body, such a body as every preg- 
nant animal of nature should have. It is 
self-evident that a vigorous sow will pro- 
duce more vigorous and strong pigs than 
the pampered, sluggish sort. The question 
now rises, we are convinced that exercise 
is an absolute necessity, as to how to in- 
duce the swine matrons to take sufficient 
exercise. A number of methods lend them- 
selves for our consideration. 


1. Range sufficient to allow abundant 
exercise. Range on pasture is best of all. 
Late bluegrass, or fall rye, or fall wheat 
all are in order. 


2. Allow run of barnyard, letting sows 
work over the manure, chaff, straw, etc. It 
is a wise precaution, however, in letting 
sows barnyard, to be careful that other 
stock does not injure them. 


3. Feed in scattered places chaffy grain, 
sheaf oats, etc., letting sows work same 
over. Throwing the grain by handfuls in 
heavy litter, making sows hunt and root for 
it, is a most excellent tonic method of feed- 
ing for exercise. 


4. Feed on side of range opposite the 
feeding bunks. The sows will then come 
across lots twice a day to feed, In stress- 
ing times one could feed three times daily 
if sows are not getting enough exercise. 
A couple of feeding troughs at opposite 
corners of lot, feeding in both one-half of 
ration, keeps the sows busy running from 
one to the other to clear up every morsel. 
The feeding of hogs in racks somewhat 
removed from sleeping bunks is a good 
However, be careful not to place 
them so far away as to make it so much of 
a burden on sow that she refuses to eat 
half what she would were they near. The 
feeding at the rack is conducive to light 
exercise, as it requires a little strenuous- 
ness on part of the sow to pull the hay 
from racks, etc, etc. Ingenuity is required 
to induce exercise under most conditions. 


Keep thinking and devising schemes and 
your sows will be better for it all. 


BECOMING VERY GENERAL. 

Mills for the manufacture of alfalfa foods 
hlave been and are being established, and 
it is reasonable to assume that the use of 
these foods will become quite general in 
cites and districts-remote from the alfalfa 
regions. Whether or not the actual feeding 
value is appreciably increased, or the nutri- 
tive constituents made more thoroughly 
available, is as yet not determined by suf- 
ficient tests, nor has it been determined by 
any station test that any factory food pre- 
paration is more economical than alfalfa hay, 
where the hy can be obtained well cured and 
with a reasonable proportion of its leaves. 
It is altogether probable, however, that alfal- 
fa. meal will be more economical in distant 
cities than baled hay. If these preparations 
of alfalfa prove to be satisfactory to con- 
sumers in distant markets, it will lead to 
the multiplication of mills in the alfalfa re- 
gions, thereby decreasing the cost of trans- 
portation and giving the grower a wider and 
probably a better market. The use of the 
meal or the food preparations is likely to 
prove most especially valuable for dairy 
cows and poultry.—Coburn’s “The Book of 
Alfalfa.” 


WATER FOR THE DAIRY COW. 

It is very important that the water drunk 
by the cows giving three or more gallons of 
milk daily be warmed to about 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Otherwise the cows will not 
drink as much as they need to keep up a 
good milk flow. It does not take much ice 
water to chill a thin-fleshed dairy cow 
through and through on a cold winter day, 
especially when she is compelled to walk 
some distance through the snow or a cutting 
wind to get to the tank or pond. 

Experiments made at the Missouri station 
show that drinking water is needed in pro- 
portion to the milk yield. That is, a cow 
giving six gallons of milk a day needs about 
twice as much water as a cow giving three 
gallons a day. If the water is too cold to be 
comfortable if drunk in large quantities, the 
cow will not drink enough, and as a result, 
will drop considerably in her milk yield. 

When Missouri Chief Josephine was giv- 
ing about 100 pounds of milk each day last 
winter she drunk daily about 31 gallons of 
water. Imagine how she would have suf- 
fered if that had been ice water. It was 
warmed, however, and Josephine did not chill 
after drinking. 

A good tank heater, or some other device 
should be used this winter to warm the 
water for the cows. It will pay.—H. EB. Mc- 
Natt, Dairy Department, University of Mis- 
souri

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CHEAP HOG FEED. 

A would-be farmer writes asking us if he 
can go into the hog business, using as feed 
for hogs exclusively clover or alfalfa, asking 
if it is feasible to grow and fatten them on 
feed of this character, as he was so informed 
by a man desiring’ to sell lands to him that 
such could be done. 

There are always people who can easily 
figure out with a pencil profits in the hog 
business that would make it a get-rich-quick 
business, in theory at least. In these cases 
their figures lie; they are deceptive and are 
not practical. 

They can’t do it. Clover and alfalfa are 
great hog feeds; their importance is not to 
be denied, they can be used to the very best 
advantage, but you can’t fatten hogs with 
either alfalfa or clover. You can grow them, 
but the best results are attainable only when 
fed in combination with a grain feed, the 
best of which is corn. 

Clover and alfalfa furnish a maintenance 
ration, and a little over. Brood sows that 
have been suckled down when weaned from 
their pigs will make a gain of one-third to 
three-fourths of a pound a day on alfalfa 
alone. Pigs will grow in frame on alfalfa or 
clover, but it will be slow; the alfalfa that is 
raised on the farm can be put to better use 
in combining it with a small grain ration, 
and in this way you will get a cheap feed. 
The hog’s stomach is made for a more con- 
centrated ration than simply grass, yet the 
grass supplies the function by filling up the 
stomach, and is, therefore, helpful in better 
assimilation of the grain ration. 

It has been determined by the Experiment 
Stations that corn anywhere under 75 cents 
can be fed to advantage as a part of the 
ration, with clover or alfalfa as the other 
part. They have made a number of experi- 
ments for the purpose of testing out about 


the most satisfactory and profitable propor- 
tion of grain to the ration that should be 
used. 

If you feed a little you get less gain, but 
you can feed so much that you increase the 
cost too much to make it profitable. Give a 
half feed of corn, which is determined to be 
something near 2 per cent of the livé weight 
of the hog per day, or, in other words, a 100- 
pound hog should be fed two pounds of corn 
per day in additon to what clover or alfalfa it 
will eat. With a 50-pound hog we would 
feed one pound of corn per day in combina- 
tion with alfalfa or clover, and it is believed 
that this is more profitable than either a 
lighter or a heavier grain ration. This is an 
easy rule to remember. Two per cent of the 
live weight of the hog is a half feed of corn 
or maintenance ration. 


It has been found that an average-sized 
hog will require about 2 per cent of his live 
weight in pounds of grain per day for main- 
tenance purposes, therefore the alfalfa or 
clover pasture may also be considered a 
maintenance ration for pigs, and the 2 per 
cent grain ration in addition would meet the 
needs of growing hogs in very good condi- 
tion. 


They also determined that when hogs are 
running on pasture, either of alfalfa or clover 
the best balance to this ration will be found 
in corn; that corn, unless very high in price, 
is cheaper than shorts, and it was shown at 
the experiment stations that corn alone made 
better gains with alfalfa than corn and shorts 
mixed, while tankage made a good gain, but 
at a higher cost. In fact, until corn gets to 
be the price of shorts per hundred pounds, it 
is the cheapest feed for growing pigs on 
either clover or alfalfa pasture.—HExchange. 


BREED YOUR STOCK FOR PORK 
; BARREL. 

No matter what a hog raiser’s notions mag 
be about hogs, he should always bear in min 
that the ultimate end of him is the pork 
barrel, and it is a wonder that so many 
breeders are inclined to stray from this fact; 
Why it is not more strongly emphasized in — 
the average farmer’s consideration of hogs, 

The pig for the pork barrel is the one with 
a good head, deep chest, broad back; all de- 
noting a good constitution; a well sprung 
rib with a capacious middle to insure a goog 
basket; a good loin and ham in order to get 
that good, juicy, high priced meat that is ee 
demand the world over. 

Some may think it is quite difficuit to oe 
all these characteristics well developed in 
one animal; and it is. But come as near to 
it as possible and breed with this ideal in 
view. 

There used to be an old fairy story that 
read that if you only wished hard enough for 
a thing you’d get it eventually. Now, while 
this is only a fairy story, and fairies and 
hogs are about as far removed from each 
other as any two things could well be, we 
believe that if a man keeps an ideal in his 
mind’s eye, by continually wishing to make 
his hogs come up to it, he will in due time 
come very near to getting what he wished 
for. ae

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SHELTER FOR HOGS. 

Comfort reduces cost. Good shelter is 
a sure way of cutting down expenses in 
producing hogs. 

_ Hogs require shelter that is warm in 
'winter, cool in summer, dry, well lighted, 
easily cleaned and easily disinfected or 
moved in case of disease, says a writer in 
the Journal of Agriculture, 

| The beginner in hog raising should al- 
‘ways provide cheap shelter. Every condi- 
tion necessary for the comfort and thrift of 
the hog can be provided at low cost. After 
‘the grower has raised hogs for a number 
‘of years, he can, if it suits his fancy, build 
an elaborate hog house out of the profits 
the hogs have made him. 

Hogs need shelter that will always give 
‘them a dry place, no matter what the 
weather. Wet sleeping and resting places 
are good to bring losses from pneumonia 
and rheumatism. No disease germ can live 
long when subject to direct sunlight, and 
the more nearly the shelter can be planned 
so that direct sunlight can strike at some 
time duirng every day all parts of the in- 
terior, the more can the great disinfecting 
power of the sun be used. 

Hogs need pure air the same as do hu- 
man beings, and good ventilation must be 
secured without a draft. A draft will 
cause cold, pneumonia and kindred dis- 
eases more quickly than in any other farm 
animals. A sleeping hog should no more 
be allowed in a draft than a sleeping child.

Hogs are annoyed more by wind than any 
other farm animal, and in windy countries 
shelter against wind should be furnished 
both in the yards and in the pasture. 

Shelter should be arranged to be cleaned 
easily and to require the least amount of 
labor in feeding and handling the hogs. 
Shelter for brood sows should be made so 
that when necessary the pigs at farrowing 
time may be handled without disturbing 
the sow. 

In case of disease the shelter must be 
thoroughly disinfected, and germs live long 
in cracks and corners. In disease the 
grounds and fences must either be thor- 
oughly disinfected or else the hogs and 
buildings moved to new ground. 

There should be easy access from the 
shelter to feed lots and pastures, and as 
pastures should be changed frequently to 
prevent losses from worms and disease, the 
shelter should be located and built to meet 
this need, 

During the summer the hogs in pasture 
should have shelter from the sun that will 
give good ventilation. 

Knowing the requirements, the hog 
raiser can use all his ingenuity to devise a 
shelter that will meet his fancy and that 
while supplying all the needs of the hog 
and making him comfortable, will cost 
little, 

The writer prefers the “A’-shaped port- 
able hog house. The portable hog house 
is cheap and convenient. It is eight feet 


with heavy muslin, 


wide, eight feet long, and the roof is eight 
feet in length, making the building seven 
feet high. The door in front is two and a 
half feet wide, three feet high, and an- 
other at the back, near the top is 12x18 
inches. The small door may be covered 
admitting air and light 
without draught. The frame is made of 
2?x4s and is covered with drop siding. No 
floor is used. When it is desired to move 
the building it may be tipped over on to a 
low wagon or stone boat.

bright fall asters showing plainly against 
the white walls of the pretty home, and the 
same white walls spangling the dark, warm 
evergreens as the western light shone 
through. Yes, the home, particularly the 
farm home, reflects the ones who make it 
and to some extent the life they lent there. 


SOME EARLY HOG HISTORY. 


From the report of the Kansas Board of 
Agriculture we glean the following: 

It is universally conceded that the first 
swine that were brought to our shores were 
of the Spanish variety, but their peculiari- 
ties are unknown, says S. M. Shepard, In- 
dianapolis, Ind. Next in order were those 
that came on the ships with the Pilgrim 
Fathers, and, soon afterwards, the intro- 
duction into Virginia of swine from Eng- 
land. And so from time to time hogs came 
in with immigrants and they, too, so far as 
we now know, were “just hogs,” without 
other names or titles. After the Revolu- 
tionary War, the Duke of Bedford sent 
General Washington some Woburns at the 
hands of a man by the name of Parkinson. 
Mr. Parkinson, thinking the General too 
busy to look after swine, or from some 
other unexplained cause, kept them, and, 
like many other ambitious men, did not 
disclose the name by which the said swine 
were known in England, and, therefore 
permitted and encouraged the name of the 
Parkinson breed. They were well received 
and are highly spoken of. : 

Contemporaneously, and possibly prior 
thereto, “the heathen Chinese” put in an 
appearance in Virginia and some portions 
of New England, and about the same time, 
the African, whether pure or a grade from 
England history is silent. Next came what 
is termed the big China, doubtless of Eng- 
lish origin, and given that name because it 
seemed hardy and attractive. A little later 
the Spanish and the Berkshire made their 
appearance, the former in small quantities, 
and the latter a little later, very plentiful. 
Early in the present century the Yorkshire 
and Cheshire, from England, were admitted 
and made favorable impressions; then 
arose, without herald of or account of 
origin, a comely, good feeding, medium- 
sized hog, called the “grass breed,” and 
later the Byfield, and then an active ad- 
mixture of several, and all prompted by an 
ambition to make so-called breed, and the 
ingenuity of man was taxed for new and 
attractive names. The people were coming 
from every clime and civilized nation, and 
were themselves mixing the blood of the 
different nationalities, and they acted upon 
the theory that there must be a general 
mixing all around in order that the Amer- 
acin citizen and American hog that should 
each in turn excell all others, be con- 
structed.

A new element of the © 
feed was also at hand, and was the princi- — 
pal product of the new country, viz: Indian y, 
corn, and the standard American hog must — 
be the best concentration of that important — 
article. Means of transportation were lim- id 
ited, and the hog was the principal medium . 
for marketing that article of feed. t 

The old methods of feeding in the mother 
country were abandoned. The American ~ 
hog must prove himself profitable on corn, © 
clover and other grasses, and any family of } 
swine that could not successfully measure — 
up to the requirements was promptly mus- — 
tered out. In such a struggle only the fit- 
test could survive, and without spending 
more time in giving the details of the work 
of the American farmers, it may be said 
that the results demonstrated the wisdom, 
tact, intelligence and business sagacity of 
the swine breeders of America. The Ches- 
ter White, Jersey Red, Poland China and 
Victoria of the American breeds, and the 
Berkshire of the English now remain, still 
contesting for supremacy as the hest prac- 
tical variety. Each has its enthusiastic and

FEEDING ALFALFA MEAL. 

An advocate of alfalfa meal says that in 
feeding hogs, shorts or ground corn should 
be used, mixed at the time of feeding with 
the finest ground alfalfa meal, about equal 
parts of each, and fed in a thin swill to 
brood sows and young pigs. No other feed 
is needed except pasture for the brood sows 
or pigs until time to fatten for market. To 
finish a hog for the market alfalfa meal is a 
bulky form of protein, and while it is far 
better than fattening on corn and water, 
a more concentrated protein like meat meal 
will give quicker results. Where some bulk 
is not objectionable in the feed, alfalfa meal 
is an ideal food for hogs, 


Deficiencies in the amount and kinds of 
nutriment available may affect not only the 
- size but also, within limit, the character of 
the growth of hogs, just as shortage of 
certain building materials would affect the 
size and style of construction of a building. 


Pork production as a specialty is fast 
beginning to be recognized. For many 
years the hog to a large extent has been a 
by-product of the farm and feed lot wherein 
beef production was the standby. 


During the hog fattening period the pre- 
viously built frame in the making of which 
protein is so essential is loaded with fat, a 
process in which corn makes the most 
economical gains. 


The cost of a bucket of air-slacked lime is 
inconsiderable, but if it is scattered about 
the hog house its benefits are consiaerable. 


Hogs properly sheltered will thrive on 
much less feed than those exposed to cold 
or bad weather.

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ILLINOIS CORN GROWERS AND 
STOCKMEN MEET, 


This year’s Corn Growers’ and Stockmen’s 
Sonvention, which was held at Urbana, Jan- 
tary 16 to 28, proved one of the most suc- 
essful meetings ever held at the University 
»f Illinois. The attendance was good through- 
sut the entire two weeks. Eighty of the 102 
‘ounties of the state were represented in the 
egistered attendance. Students from seven 
tates, Washington, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Nisconsin, Maryland and Kansas, and one 
Zuropean country, Austria-Hungary, availed 
hemselves of the entire two weeks’ agricul- 
ural course. The land owned or controlled 
yy those in attendance is estimated at nearly 
60,000 acres. The counties having the great- 
st number of students in attendance were: 
Thampaign, 40; Sangamon, 29, and McLean, 
® As a result of corn judging contests, 71 
tudents received scholarships from twenty- 
hree counties, eighteen being sent by Win- 
1ebago county, which had a delegation, all 
old, of twenty-five. The attendance was rep- 
‘esentative of the state in every respect and 
was the largest and most interested and en- 
husiastic ever registered at an Illinois Corn 
Growers’ and Stockmen’s Convention. 

The program of the two weeks’ course was 
irranged especially to meet the needs of those 
yn the farm. The work was divided into sec- 
fons convenient to those in attendance and 
very phase of the instruction was appreci- 
ited. It covered special laboratory exercises 
n corn and live stock judging, dairying, study 
yf soils and farm mechanics. Then lectures 
m topics of general interest to Illinois agri- 
sulture were given each day. The great pro- 
yortion of young men who took advantage of 
he course was particularly noticeable as was 
uso their pronounced interest in the work 
they were pursuing. They were there for 
dusiness and were employing every minute to 
a, ae advantage. Two full weeks of such ap- 
olication to the principles and essentials in- 
yolved in their everyday work on the farm 
with crops and live stock, under the personal 
lirecti6n of competent university instructors, 
cannot help but prove profitable. 
| Chief features of the convention were the 
State Corn Show, held under the auspices of 
the Illinois State Corn Growers’ Association 
and the exercises attending the admission of 
the name of John Nicholas Brown, founder 
and first president of the Illinois state fair, 
fo the Illinois Farmers’ Hall of Fame. These 
exercises were held in the afternoon of 
Wednesday, January 25, and were largely at- 
vended. Miss Lynette M. Brown unveiled the 
34 of her great-grandfather. The in- 
stallation ceremonies were unusually impress- 
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ive. Among the speakers who participated in 
the program were: Hon. Charles Deneen, 
governor of Illinois; Dr. Edmund J. James, 
president University of Illinois; Hon. John 
M. Crebs, president Illinois state fair. The 
creation of the Illinois Farmers’ Hall of Fame 
is one of the most significant steps taken in 
the name of agriculture. 

Students attending the two weeks’ course 
spent one afternoon visiting the university, 
inspecting with greatest interest the buildings 
and experimental fields of the college of agri- 
culture. The University of Illinois is the fifth 
largest institution of learning in the United 
States, having over 5,000 students in attend- 
ance. The college of ‘agriculture showed the 
largest increase in enrollment this year, 22 
per cent. In 1895, when Dean Davenport be- 
came connected with the college, it was prac- 
tically extinct. Its equipment was sold and 
the farm rented. There was no inventory 
and but sixty dollars were appropriated for 
expenses. Only nine students were registered 
and the faculty consisted of but three in- 
structors. No instruction was given in agri- 
cultural subjects except for a few weeks of 
the winter term. When the present building 
(built in 1900) was suggested, only 19 stu- 
dents were enrolled. The idea of a $100,000 
building for less than two dozen students was 
the cause of much ridicule. Today, only a 
few years after the building was erected, the 
attendance is nearly sveen hundred. At the 
present rate of increase, students to the num- 
ber of 2,500 will be enrolled within ten years 
if proper accommodations are provided. The 
limit is now reached. Many students were 
refused admittance into some of the popular 
courses, due to the congestion in class rooms 
and laboratories. The agriculture building is 
much too small to accommodate the regular 
students, to say nothing of those attending 
the short course. Conditions cannot possibly 
go on this way another two years. The col- 
lege of agriculture cannot go into next year 
without retrenchment. 

Among the many instructive addresses en- 
joyed by the students perhaps none was more 
important and impressive than that by Dr 
Hopkins on “Legumes and the Nitrogen 
Problem.” That there is $10,000,000 worth of 
available nitrogen in the air above every acre 
of land in Illinois and half of the soils of this 
state are limited in crop yields because of a 
deficiency of that most expensive plant-food 
element,” was one of the startling statements 
made by Dr. Hopkins. It should be under- 
stood that nitrogen may be secured most 
cheaply by transferring it from the air to the 
soil by growing clovers and other legumes 
which have the peculiar property of gathering 


nitrogen from the air. Plow the crops under, 
either directly or in form of manure. In 
commercial fertilizers nitrogen costs over 15 
cents per pound, and one pound is necessary 
to produce one bushel of oats (grain and 
straw), while 1.5 pounds are .required for 
every bushel of corn, and 2 pounds must be 
supplied for each bushel of wheat. There are 
only 10 pounds of nitrogen in one ton of 
manure and as much as 40 pounds in one ton 
of clover. It requires 400 tons of manure to 
furnish as much nitrogen for 40 acres as can 
be secured by plowing under 2.5 tons crop ‘of 
clover, after saving the seed. Clover adds no 
nitrogen to the soil unless plowed under.” 
The speaker emphasized the importance of 
including clover in all crop rotations and in- 
sisted that every farmer should know how 
much nitrogen he thus provides for his crops. 


WANT HOG SERUM. 

Letters have poured into the office of Goy- 
ernor Stubbs at Topeka, Kan., and Live Stock 
Inspector J. H. Mercer from almost every 
section of the state, and by the dozens, urging 
them to aid in the fight to stamp out hog 


cholera in Kansas. The letters seem to have 


had their effect, as the state live stock in- 
spector has a bill prepared for introduction 
in the house which will go a long way toward 
accomplishing the end desired. 

Likewise, something prompted Governor 
Stubbs to deliver his first message to the leg- 
islature along the same lines and urging 
prompt action. Under the plan now contem- 
plated the state agricultural college will be the 
center from which the cholera serum is to be 
distributed to the farmers and stock raisers 
of the state. 

The appropriation to be asked will not be a 
large one, just enough to provide a revolving 
fund so that the serum can be manufactured 
and sold at exact cost. The annual loss in 
Kansas from this one disease alone is claimed 
to be near the million dollar mark and the 
friends of the serum claim that practically all 
of this can be saved if the treatment is used 
in time and in proper way. 

Numerous veterinarians in the state have 
urged that the serum be furnished free of 
charge, but there is small chance that this will 
be done, owing partially to the expense, and 
again to the idea that if the serum does the 
work, as it is known that it will, it is cheap 
when sold at the bare cost of production. 
There is a small serum plant at the state agri- 
cultural college at this time, but its capacity 
is so limited that it has proved to be inade- 
quate to the demand in the last year.

Forty-eight expositions, shows and fairs o 
various classes get a slice of this great sun 
the association is to distribute over the Unite 
States to encourage the interests of the short 
horn. Of course the International is in a clas 
by itself and gets the biggest plum, $6,251 
going to the home show for special prizes. 


The American Royal at Kansas City come 
in for second honors, getting an even $4,000 
Following these two big shows the remainde 
class A falls the Iowa, Minnesota, Nebrask; 
and Ohio state fairs, each to get $1,050. Cali 
fornia, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Missour 
and Wisconsin state fairs come in class

As a matter of 
fact, the supply of hogs from now on until 
the spring pigs begin to come will continue 
to grow smaller and smaller, intensifying con- 
ditions. This teaches a lesson, and that les- 
son is: Raise hogs and then raise more hogs.

This being the fact, and it is admitted to 
be a fact by everyone who has given the mat- 
ter thought, the demand for hogs is going to 
continue strong and in fact greater than there 
are hogs in the country to supply, which as a 
matter of course will stimulate and keep up 
prices for live hogs. There is no prospect for 
cheap hogs for one or two years and not then 
unless hog breeding gets a lively movement 
on itself.—Ex.

BIG HEARTED HOG MEN. 

“One touch of nature makes the whole world 
kin” was again feelingly demonstrated in the 
Stemen & Son sale Saturday, Feb. 4. Some 
months ago an inmate of the Montana peni- 
tentiary wrote to Col. Fred Reppert saying 
that he had seen his name in some paper and 
had taken the liberty to write him for aid.

So the bridle was again sold 
and was purchased by John Stemen, a cousin 
of the man who was holding the sale. Alto- 
gether a little more than $41 was realized and 
forwarded to the unfortunate man. The bridle 
is a beauty and it is almost beyond belief that 
it is made by hand. Not a buckle in its make- 
up, and yet it is adjustable and strong enough 
for most any kind of service. No bigger 
hearted people are grown than the breeders of 
Durocs, and no appeal is ever made to them 
without a hearty response.

FACTS FOR BREEDER WORTH 
FOLLOWING. 


Hogs can be raised profitably in the South 
is one conclusion among many demonstrated 
by tests just concluded by the United States 
department of agriculture, and digested by 
Prof. Gray of the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. The digest is of bulletin No. 411, issued 
by the department of agriculture, and the con- 
clusions in detail reached by Prof. Gray fol- 
low: 

1. Hogs can be raised at a profit in the 
South, and southern farmers should raise more 
of them. 

2. Hogs cannot be raised profitably on corn 
alone, 

3. While pork can sometimes be made at a 
profit when corn is supplemented with nothing 
but a concentrated food, still it is not wise to 
use concentrated supplements alone. 

4. Hogs can be produced cheaper when 
pastures are used along with the grains than 
when grains are used alone. By means of 
pasture crops pork can be made cheaper in 
the South than it is possible to make it in 
the corn belt. 

5. The advantages arising from the use of 
pastures are: 

Pork costs only one-htird to one-half as 
much when pastures are used as when con- 
centrated feeds alone are used. 

The soils are improved materially as a re- 
sult of growing the legumes for the hogs and 
feeding extra grains to the animals. 

The crops are harvested (through the hogs) 
without danger of loss from rains and with- 
out expense. 

The hogs are under favorable health condi- 
tions; therefore losses from disease will be 
lessened.

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APPRECIATING PURE BRED SOWS. 


The editor of this paper is in receipt of 
several letters enclosing bids to be used in 
the pure bred Duroc sales just held, both 
in Illinois and the east, the bids limiting 
him to $25 for a bred sow. If a bred sow 
or gilt, bred to a boar of any merit as a 
producer, or any record as a winner or sire 
of good easy feeding pigs, is not worth 
from $40 to $50 she isn’t worth recording. 
Now we don’t wish to discourage any man 
who is breeding and disposing of his boars 
and gilts to farmers, but we do want to 
impress on the minds of every raiser of 
pure bred hogs who takes care of the 
records and takes the pains to have every- 
thing marked and all his breeding stock 
recorded, that he is losing money by all this 
effort and pains if he is going to sell pure 
bred boar pigs at $10 or $15 and his bred 
gilts in the fall and winter for $20 or $25. 
A nine or ten months old gilt bred ought 
to weigh at least 275 pounds in January, 
and at the prevailing market price of 7% 
cents would bring close to the $20. Now, 
what’s the use of a pedigree and all this 
trouble? Why don’t you let the shipper 
have them and get them off your mind? At 
the farm sales being held throughout the 
hog belt we absolutely know that brood 
sows without any pedigree and carrying the 
blood of possibly three or four different 
breeds, with only a limited amount of the 
“corn crib cross” showing on her ribs, 
brings anywhere from $25 to $40, owing to 
locality. Then why should a man pay ex- 
penses for advertising them or in holding 
a thoroughbred sale if breeders who need 
this new blood are going to fool their time 
and talents awayand expect to buy stuff of 
him for less than $40? We don’t want any- 
thing like a boom to strike the breed, as 
struck it a few years ago, but until the 
breeders who take the pains to have the 
right kind of blood and take the care to 
keep up the records, put a proper estimate 
on their stuff, buyers will haggle around 
and want to get good breeding stock for 
pork prices. The recent sales in the east 
have opened the eyes of the buying public 
to the fact that the pure bred sow is ap- 
preciated at least in one spot in the hog 


belt, and not only in one spot either, for 
the sows from the ten sales held in Ohio 
since February 1 have gone into more than 
a dozen states of the Union, bought by 
people who attended the sales and knew 
what they were getting. We are a “bull” 
when it comes to the worth of a pure bred 
Duroc sow and no price up to $750 is too 
high, if the blood lines are the producing 
kind and the individual animal carries the 
proper quality and has a record of produc- 
ing families behind her. 


DUROCS IN SLAUGHTERING CONTESTS. 


Some Facts From Every Day With the Durocs, By 
T. W. Stoner. 

We wish more of our friends would take the time 
to cite us just such testimony as contained in the 
first part of the following letter from our friend T. W. 
Stoner, one of the oldest and best posted of the 
Duroc men of today.

I wanted the meat 
weighed warm, but they didn’t shrink quite 18 per 
cent, or dressed 82 and a fraction, almost 83 per cent 
of as good, sweet, tender fine-fiber, juicy meat as can 


be produced. pars last December we shipped som 
to Chicago, we thought better than those dresse 
here. We believe these would dress 85 per cent, o 
only shrink 15 per cent without the heart and live: 
The reason we write we always admired your courag 
and grit in championing the Duroc at all times, ur 
der all conditions, through all the ups and downs ¢ 
the swine indusetry, during the darkest days for th 
hog grower. Let the profits be great or small, yo 
never lost your enthusiasm. We always found yo 
with your coat off beside the pig pen holding alo! 
and cheering the Duroc Banner. Your courage, gr 
and enthusiasm helped the boys to improve and gro 
better hogs and better meat. You risked your tim 
and money in producing an expensive journal base 
on the superior factors of one breed of hogs.

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THE HOG INDUSTRY IN VIRGINIA. 


One of the Industries That Is Bound to Be, 


a Money Maker in the Future 
in the South. 

The southland is certainly awaking to its 
ypportunity in the swine industry, and we 
ake pleasure in reproducing an article by 
Leslie D. Kline of Richmond, Va., manager 
sf the Newstead farms, on the “Hog In- 
lustry in Virginia.” This was read before 
he Virginia State Farmers’ Institute. What 
Virginia can do, the entire south can do, 
ind we commend a careful perusal of this 
0 all our readers: 

It has been said that the hog is both 
ibiquitous and omnivorous, that he is found 
ind thrives in all lands and climates, and 
hat he will eat anything from the scapula 
#f an ox to the choicest spring chicken, and 
irink anything from kitchen slop to the 
‘efuse of a moonshine distillery. Notwith- 
standing the fact that hogs are raised pro- 
itably in almost every country on the globe, 
ind that he is a heavy and promiscuous 
eeder, both in his native state and under 
lomestication, yet many persons seem to 
yelieve that pork cannot be economically 
yroduced in this country outside of the corn 
elt. Such argument is wholly contrary to 
he facts. The middle west has some ad- 
rantages, but it also has its disadvantages, 
ind many of the breeders of this section 
ie awakening to the fact that the over- 
eeding of corn for many generations has 
esulted in the deterioration of their ani- 
nals, both in vitality and prolificacy. The 
log without vitality must sooner or later 
uuccumb to disease, and the aristocratic 
rood sow with a litter of two or three 
igs is a fit subject for discipline with the 
ig stick. 

Virginia is peculiarly adapted for success- 
ul swine husbandry; not only can she pro- 
luce pork for the market at a handsome 
rrofit, but she can raise as good pure-bred 
logs as can be grown on this continent. 
ter soil is capable of producing every plant 
lecessary to the scientific and most eco- 
1omical feeder, her long growing seasons 
vith the opportunity of using the most val- 
table forage crops and the exercise that 
ses with continuous grazing, her ideal cli- 
nate, with its germicide atmosphere and the 
reedom from disease, together with the best 
1ome market in the world, makes Virginia 
he most favored area on earth for profitable 
ork production, 

In 1900 fully 90 per cent of the hog meat 
consumed in the south was raised in the 

and shipped into this section from the 

Rs 


great packing houses of St, Louis, Kansas 
City, Cincinnati and Chicago. Compara- 
tively little attention was given to swine 
breeding and few farmers produced enough 
of pork for their own consumption. During 
the last eighteen years, however, there has 
been a rapid increase in the number of hogs 
raised in the south, and with it has come a 
decrease in the living expenses of those 
farmers who raise their own supply and an 
improvement in soil conditions on those 
farms. With our peculiar advantages, it is 
estimated that the south is today purchas- 
ing about 75 per cent of her pork in the 
middle west and paying the extra freight to 
get it here, while much of the land of this 
section has been impoverished by a system 
of one-crop farming, and both a lack of in- 
terest in and deficiency in the number of 
live stock raised on the farm. I believe it 
was Cicero who said that the greatest profit 
that can come out of land is to feed animals 
well upon it, and however much we may 
learn by scientific research about the feeding 
ot animals, we shall never get away from 
the fact that the improvement of the farms 
of the south depends in large measure upon 
a more extensive system of live stock hus- 
bandry, and wherever this system is estab- 
lished with success, it will mean a more in- 
tensive system of cultivation. 

The twelfth census shows that the aver- 
age value per acre of farm land in the south, 
including improvements, was less in 1900 
than in 1860. In that year it was $14.05, 
while in 1900 it was $10.95. The value of 
farm land has increased in the south, how- 
ever, during the last ten years. In 1860 
there was an average of $801.00 worth of 
live stock on each farm in the south, while 
in 1900-the value had been cut down more 
than one-half, or to $372 worth of live stock 
to the farm. 

The last census reports the total number 
of hogs in Virginia on June 1, 1900, as 946,- 
443, and the total value of these hogs was 
$2,574,524, just $2.72 per head. The twelfth 
census shows that at the same time there 
were 167,886 farms in the state of Virginia, 
which means that there were 5.6 hogs per 
farm, or that there was but $14.25 invested 
in swine on each farm in this state. The 
same census shows that Iowa had in 1900, 
9,723,791 hogs or 180 to the square mile, 
farm area, as against Virginia’s 30 to the 
square mile, while the average value of the 
Iowa hogs was $4.50, and the highest aver- 
age value in the state of Rhode Island was 
$7.87. The ratio per 1,000 inhabitants was 
4,357 in Iowa as against 510 in Virginia. 

These facts show that there is very con- 


siderable room for improvement, both in the 
quality and number of hogs kept in the state 
and what is true of Virginia in this respect 
is true of the whole south. 

Outside of the reason already pointed out, 
there are numerous that 
should lead a large per cent of the farmers 
of this state to engage more extensively in 
hog raising. The first cost of establishing 
a herd of hogs is less than that required 
with any other kind of live stock. The early 
age of development, the great prolificacy of 
the animals, the short period of gestation, 
and the early age at which hogs can be mar- 
keted, all go to make it the safest and most 
profitable branch of live stock husbandry 
that the average farmer can engage in, The 
people of Virginia and the south have gotten 
awake to the opportunities that lie right at 
their doors and today there is more demand 
for high class breeding hogs in the south 
and in Virginia in particular, than in any 
other section of the country. I know one 
breeder of pure-bred hogs in Virginia who 
has made a net profit of upwards of $150.00 
per sow, during the last five years. 


considerations 


As to whether it will prove more profit- 
able to raise pure-bloods, crosses or grades 
is a question which is much discussed, but 
which must depend in every case on the in- 
dividual breeder, and his market. Pure- 
bred animals of the best types will be 
found more profitable in the great majority 
of cases, than either crosses or grades. 
There is no sentiment in raising hogs. They 
are used exclusively for the making of 
pork, and the largest and best carcass, or 
the one that will bring the most dollars, is 
the ultimate object. The pure-bred hogs 
have been bred to meet the demands of the 
feed lot and the packing house for many 
generations. The highest type of animals 
—those which were capable of making a 
pound of meat from the least food in the 
shortest time—have been selected in each 
generation as breeders, while inferior ones 
have been discarded and sent to the slaugh- 
ter house. By this system of careful selec- 
tion, breeding and feeding, the natural ten- 
dency of the pure-bred animals of today has 
become so fixed that they make a rapid 
growth for a comparatively small amount 
of food. Through this system of feeding to 
a fixed type, and that type the highest that 
a discriminating market has demanded, has 
resulted a class of animals which for qual- 
ity and prepotency are unsurpassed. On 
the other hand, the “scrub” has been forced 
to care for himself, An outcast, he has 
taken his food wherever he could find it, 
and his ancestors have been selected in the 
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same way, and today he is but little differ- 
ent from his wild progenitor. The qualities 
of quick growth, good form and easy fat- 
tening have been neglected. As some one 
has said: It has been literally “root, hog, 
or die,” and the rooting form has been de- 
veloped at the expense of the hams and 
side meat. At six months of age, having 
been fed on the same amount of food, the 
pure-blood will weigh fully twice as much 
as the “srcub,” and when slaughtered will 
lose but 20 to 25 per cent of its live weight 
while the native will on the average dress 
about two-thirds of its live weight. Every 
single economic consideration would seem 
to insist on the extinction of the “scrub.” 


The choice among the different breeds is 
largely a question of personal preference 
on the part of the hog raiser and a matter 
of market. Each breed has its peculiarities 
and its excellencies, and management and 
feed will be found of more importance than 
breed, so long as the one selected is a 
standard one. It will be found that the 
standards of the different breeds are 
molded by market qualifications, and that 
the ideals of all breeds tend to converge 
into a common type. It is a very prevalent 
idea that crosses make better animals than 
pure bloods. The crossing of two pure- 
blood animals of different breeds often 
gives pigs which are fine animals, have good 
forms and will mature quickly and satis- 
factorily. When a litter of pigs is to be 
raised exclusively for slaughter, such cross- 
ing is not objectionable, but the pigs from 
crosses, however good they may be, are of 
little value as breeders. The pure-blood 
ancestors on both sides have been devel- 
oped towards certain definite but different 
ideals. In the first cross there seems to be 
a blending of the two types, and the re- 
sults are often very satisfactory, but the 
offspring of these crosses are almost sure 
to show all the weaknesses and defects of 
both lines of ancestors as well as many of 
their own. Such a system of breeding has 
led to failure with every class of live stock, 
At the present price of land, labor and feed, 
it is nothing less than an indictment against 
the farmer’s business sagacity to persist in 
breeding mongrels. At all events the males 
used in the herds should be pure-breds, and 


to get pure-bred males we must have pure- 
bred herds, 


The hogs selected should possess a store 
of inherited vitality and vigor, and should 
conform in type to the demands of the 
market. 


We hear and read a great deal of the 
bacon hog, and the demand for this type of 
pig is rapidly increasing, and while several 
breeds have been developed along these 
lines, it is, and will always remain, largely 
a question of selection and feeding. Wher- 
ever we find the best production of bacon, 
as in Ireland, parts of England and Den- 
mark, we find the system of feeding very 


different from that employed in the pro- 
duction of the lard hog type. In no other 
European country has such a close study 
been made of pig production as in Den- 
mark, and in no other country of the world 
has such uniformity or product been ob- 
tained. During the past twenty years the 
Danish pig breeders have devoted their en- 
tire attention to the production of bacon. 
In this time they have captured the Brit- 
ish bacon market by their careful methods 
of breeding and feeding, and the quality of 
the bacon produced, and since 1888, the 
year when imports of Danish bacon were 
first reported by the British government, 
they have received a considerably higher 
average price for their total output than 
any other country exporting bacon to Great 
Britain, whose trade is enumerated in the 
official reports. All of their export bacon 
is sent to the British markets, and the trade 
has increased in this time from less than 
seven million dollars to more than eighteen + 
million dollars annually. Little corn is fed 
and protein compounds enter largely into 
their scheme of feeding. The following 
rations are used by the most successful 
feeders: ground barley, cooked potatoes 
and skimmed milk; shorts and skimmed 
milk; two parts shorts, two parts barley, 
one part corn meal and skimmed milk; two 
parts ground barley, one part wheat bran, 
one part ground rye and skimmed milk; 
two parts ground barley, one part ground 
oats, one part corn meal and skim milk. 
Corn meal is fed with care, especially dru- 
ing warm weather; when fed in small quan- 
tities with barley, shorts, oats and bran, 


combined with a liberal allowance of skim - 


milk, there aré no bad results. Some good 
feeders use corn meal to the extent of one- 
third or one-half of the grain ration during 
the first three or four months, and then 
omit it and finish with oats or similar feed. 
Feeders are sometimes compelled to use 
corn on account of the low‘price of bacon. 
Ground rye to the extent of about one- 
third of the ration gives good results, but 
rye shorts are not satisfactory and are only 
used in small quantities. The best feeds are 
gronud barley, crushed oats and wheat 
shorts. Roots are fed during winter and 
soiling crops during summer. 


Because of the fact that Virginia is pe- 
culiarly adapted to raising crops for hogs, 
it is possible for her to produce pork at 
less cost than is required in many other 
sections. The mildness of the climate 
makes it possible to have some grazing 
crop for the hogs to run on the entire year, 
such crops as clover, sorghum, artichokes, 
rape, soy beans, hairy vetch, cow peas and 
alfalfa will all thrive well singly, and many 
of them in combination, producing a rich 
and well balanced ration, which not only 
adds flavor and quality to the pork, but 
which will materially reduce the cost in 
pork production. 
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There is no other grading plant, whiel 
will give so much hog food per ae 
through a large part of the year, as alfalfz 
and on such a pasture. Professor Cottre] 
of the Colorado experiment station, has 
cently issued a statement showing that hog 
are being produced very profitably in tha 
state without the use of corn. Barley, i 
cow peas, clover, wheat products, digeste 
tankage and alfalfa will put the balance 
sheet right without an appeal to the 4 
belt. In one instance, one hundred an 
twenty-two pigs,t welve weeks old, were pe 
on eight acres of alfalfa pasture. No gr 
was fed. The pigs were sold in the fall 
one thousand one hundred dollars. The 
were worth two hundred and fifty dollar 
when turned on the alfalfa, giving eig 
hundred and fifty dollars profit from 
eight acres. 


The Utah station has devoted consid 
able study to the effect and value of pa: 
ture for pigs that are on a grain ratioy 
The pastures used were made up of mi e 
grasses and alfalfa. The experiments, con 
ering four years, in every respect the pig 
on pasture showed better results than thos 
that had no pasture; the total gain pe 
head averaged 33 per cent greater for th 
pigs on pasture than for those on grai 
alone; the average daily gains were nearl 
29 per cent greater, and there was a savit 
of more than 10 per cent in the feed ‘pe 
100 pounds of gain for the pigs on pastur 

The Wisconsin station has reported tw 
experiments, comparing rape and clover ¢ 
pasturage for hogs. Their grain feed we 
a mixture of two parts of corn meal an 
one part shorts, twice daily as slop. The: 
experiments give rape a greater value fe 
pigs than clover pasture. Rape had an a 
vantage of over 7 per cent in grain 
quired to produce 100 pounds of oii 
number of the experiment stations had pr 
cured similar results, including the Virgin 
station. We have used dwarf Essex rape. 
connection with a light grain ration, e 
erally of corn and shorts, for a numba 
years, both for brood sows and growif 
pigs, and have found no grazing crop whic 
gives such satisfactory results with the £ 
ception of alfalfa.

eding, the same station conducted an ex- 
eriment in silage feeding. At other sta- 
ons where silage has been used as an 
<clusive ration for feeding hogs, the re- 
uts have not been favorable, but at the 
irginia station it was found that silage 
suld be economically used in conjunction 
ith corn as a maintenance ration for brood 
ows during the winter months. In the 
alley several large breeders have used sil- 
ge in connection with corn and mill feed 
yr their shoats and breeding herd with 
iccess, and found that a saving of from 
ne-fourth to one-third was effected in the 
ost of feed. 

There is no reason why Virginia should 
ot be the greatest pork producing and ex- 
orting state in the union. It is only neces- 


ary to take advantage of our natural. re-

RULES FOR GROWERS OF HOGS. 


A set of rules for hog growers prepared 
y R. K. Bliss of the Iowa Agricultural 
ollege is being disseminated by the Chi- 
igo Great Western railroad. The author 
iserts that reasonable folowing of these 
les would increase the net income from 
ork in Iowa, Illinois, Missouri and Min- 
tsota about $30,000,000 annually. We 
jerefore submit the rules that our farmers 


ay benefit by them: 


|First—Select thrifty, vigorous, well-bred 
feeding stock. 


— not feed the brood sow too 
uch corn. The following rations will give 
bod results: Ration No, 1, corn, nine- 
nths; oil meal, one-tenth; No. 2, corn, 
ne-tenths, tankage, one-tenth; No. 3, corn, 
ro-fifths; oats, three-fifths; No. 4, corn, 
te-half; bran one-half; No, 5, corn, one- 


i 


half; shorts, one-half; No. 6, corn, one- 
half; bright clover hay, one-half; No. 7, 
corn, one-half; bright alfalfa hay, one-half. 
Clover and alfalfa hay are especially good 
because they are cheap, bulky, laxative, 
muscle-producing rations, 

Third—Brood sows should have exercise. 
Fat, lazy sows will not give good results. 
They should be fed light enough so that 
their appetites are keen, and then if al- 
lowed to follow milk cows or stock cattle 
this will keep them strong and vigorous. 

Fourth—Provide good shelter at farrow- 
ing time. The hog house should be dry, 
well lighted and free from draughts. One 
pig, or at most two pigs, will pay for a 
nice little house for each sow, and yet hun- 
dreds of thousands of farmers raise an 
average of three pigs per sow each year 
instead of six pigs per sow, all because 
they do not provide shelter, 

Fifth—Do not overfeed the sow at far- 
rowing time. Water is all a sow needs

the first day after farrowing. The second 
day she can have a light feed and the third 
day a little more, the rate of increase de- 
pending on the size of the litter and the 
milk producing ability of the sow. 

Sixth—Keep the pigs growing. The 
cheapest gains are made when the pig is 
young. As soon as the pigs are old enough 
they shauld have a “side table” of their own 
where they can be fed away from the other 
hogs. 

Seventh—Provide green 
early spring till late in the fall. The cheap- 
est gains are made on pasture. An acre of 
good clover, rape or alfalfa pasture will 
make from 400 to 800 pounds of pork, worth 
at present priecs from $30 to $60 per acrce. 

Eighth—Provide pure, clear dringing 
water at all times. Do not allow pigs to 
drink out of mud holes. 

Ninth—Keep the herd healthy. To get 
rid of lice, dip in a coal tar or crude oil dip 
twice in the spring and twice in the fall. 
To prevent worms, make charcoal out of 
corn cobs and other trash, mix in some salt

and let the pigs eat it. ‘To prevent cholera, 
vaccinate the hogs with good vaccine. Keep 
the buildings and lots disinfected and clean. 


Tenth—You must love your pigs and 
strive to take a little better care of them 
tomorrow than you did today. The last 
rule is the golden rule of the hog business. 


ILLINOIS STOCK BREEDERS. 


The Illinois Livestock Breeders Associa- 
tion held a very successful meeting at 
Springfield last week. Among the speak- 
ers were H. G, McMillan, A. G. Lovejoy of 
Illinois, N. P. Hull of Michigan, Doctor A. 
Eichorn of the United States department 
of agriculture, Governor Shalenberger of 
Nebraska, Doctor Schrader of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and others. 


The subject of tuberculosis was given a 
great deal of attention. Doctor Schrader 
said that one affected cow in a herd would 
soon transmit the disease to the entire herd. 
Referring to the danger from the milk, he 
said that not only milk from tuberculous 
cows was dangerous, but also milk from 
healthy cows if kept where the germs from 
other tuberculous animals or tuberculous 
persons might drop into it. He estimated 
that about 10 per cent of all the dairy cattle 
of the country are affected with tuberculosis 
and that the disease is constantly spread- 
ing. The only hope in fighting it is the 
tuberculin test, 

A. P. Grout of Illinois said that only five 
horses, less than six cows, fifteen hogs and 
less than three sheep are found on the aver- 
age Illinois farm. He pointed out that the 
constant selling of corn was certainly de- 
stroying the fertility of the land, and that 
the Illinois farmers, for their own salvation, 
must raise more stock and feed their crops. 


Baron N. Kaufmann, the agricultural at- 
tache of the German embassy to the United 
States, emphasized what Mr. Grout had said. 
He said that the more the nation produced 
its own foodstuff and the better it is able to 
feed its inhabitants, the more it is inde- 
pendent of other nations, and urged the 
importance of improving our breeds of live 
stock, and told what they had done in Ger- 
many in developing their dairy cows. Re- 
ferring to the work of the experiment sta- 
tion, he said that it should be of such a 
character as to be easily supported by the 
farmers of their respective states. 


Another paper was on the subject of hog 
cholera serum, and told how it should be 
produced and its benefit when properly 
used, 


Mr. Lovejoy urged feeding corn to live 
stock instead of selling it. 


The association adopted resolutions urg- 
ing the full appropriation asked by the IIli- 
nois Agricultural College. On the subject 
of tuberculosis the following was adopted: 

“First—Barring the shipping of tubercu- 
lous cattle for dairying and breeding pur- 
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poses into this state, by compelling a clean 
Ith to accompany each animal, 

“Second—The inspection of the dairy 
herds and premises by the state under uni- 
form rules and regulations prescribed. 

“Third—The tuberculin testing of cattle 
for dairy and breeding purposes, when re- 
quested by the owner, by the state and at 
its expense, under uniform rules, by com- 
petent persons, with pure tuberculin guaran- 
teed by the United States government, 

“All re-acting animals to be appraisea, 
and the owner to have three options: (a) 
The right to have the animal and keep it 
on the premises under the ‘Bangs system.’ 
(b) If slaughtered and sold, an amount 
added to the net proceeds from each sale 
sufficient to make three-fourths of the ap- 
praised value. (c) The full net proceeds 
from such slaughter and sale. 

“Fourth—The state to control and re- 
strict the sale and use of tuberculin. 
..“The pasteurization of all milk, skim milk, 
buttermilk or whey by the creameries and 
factories, that may be returned to patrons. 

“Sixth—The authority to enforce and to 
carry into effect the provisions of this act, 
to rest with the live stock commission of 
the state, with power to prescribe neces- 
sar yrules and regulations to that end, with 
necessary appropriations.”

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CORN SITS ON THE THRONE, 


What The Greatest American Feed Crop 
Means to Farmer and Citizen, 


(F. D. Coburn, in Farm and Fireside.) 

Corn is one of nature’s choicest bounties. 
Of uncertain origin and lowly birth, it early 
demonstrated its qualities of leadership and 
assumed the throne of American field crops. 
A member of the family of grasses, it has, 
beyond its numerous relatives, attained a pre- 
eminence that amounts almost to solitude. 
It possesses in marked degree the qualities of 
both prince and plebean, for it rules in regal 
splendor among the products of the soil and 
is common everywhere, no other crop in the 
United States having so wide a range of 
adaptability. It is peculiarly suited to a re- 
public, for it favors alike the rich and the 
poor, the saint and the sinner, the Jew and 
the Christian, republican, democrat, the stand- 
patter and the insurgent. The universality of 
corn is shown by its growing in every state, 
as becomes a native plant. It is the cosmo- 
politan crop and its beneficence is felt in every 
community; plenty of corn is a specific for 
panics; its abundant production is a prevent- 
ive of financial ills and a basis for well being. 

Season after season the growing corn in its 
emerald verdure of summer is the cynosure 
of the nation’s attention. In its fields stretch- 
ing for unnumbered leagues over the uplands, 
across the slopes and through the valleys, in 
large measure rest the industrial and com- 
mercial hopes of an empire. When in autumn 
the stalks bend with their ripening riches, yel- 
lowing with maturity, multitudes rejoice and 
do homage to this monarch cereal, for an- 
other draft on Mother Earth has been hon- 
ored and the proclamation of Thanksgiving 
is in order. 


Soon will resound in thousands of fields the 
heavy thump, thump of the ears as they are 
tossed into the wagon and against the barri- 
cade of high sideboards, and again will be 
heard the crackle of the stalks as they bend 
and break under the wagon behind the self- 
guiding team, whose progress is encouraged 
by the more or less gentle admonitions of its 
master. The well built shocks that checker 
the fields will stand like sentinels guarding the 
home of the farmer, and by their substance 
attest that again the corn plant has trans- 
muted gold and moisture, silica and _ silt, 
shadow and shining into immeasurable nour- 
ishment, to satisfy hunger, impart strength, 
promote health and bring wealth by pro- 
cesses more magical than the alchemy of old. 


Far more than the unthinking would credit 
does corn influence the country’s commerce. 
Shorten the crop and the plans of the business 
world must be changed and its purse strings 
tighten. Its growth arrested by conditions 
foreboding diminished yield benumbs trade, 
stagnates business, halts commerce and the 
country’s industrial and financial mechanism 
runs in the low gear. The barometer of busi- 
ness hangs from a corn stalk and opulent 


yields are the outriders and heralds of pros- 
perity. 

It is in America that corn is developed in 
the highest perfection and greatest profusion. 
Each year its growing converts as if by mir- 
acle the elements of earth and air into the 
merchantable equivalent of more than a bil- 


ago the aggregate output was worth consi¢ 
ably less than half so much. Of the t 
value of the agricultural products of 
United States of $8,760,000,000 in 1909, ¢ 
alone contributed about one-fifth, an in 
ment for which no one was plundered.

supremacy. Aside from its popular use as a 
food for man and beast it is a covereign con- 
sideration in manufactures, and its remark- 


able utility is illustrated by the variety of its 


products. From the grain are made over a 
hundred articles, each having its distinctive 


uses, and among these may be. enumerated 
several grades of glucose, for which perhaps 
seventy-five million bushels of corn are used 
annually; sugar, starch, oil-cake, rubber, 
gums, distilled spirits, alcohol for commercial 
uses, a variety of breakfast foods and meal. 
From the stalks are evolved cellulose that has 
numerous uses, an important one of which is 
the packing of coffer dams in warships to 
prevent their sinking when pierced by pro- 
jectiles; smokeless powder, paper and other 
articles, and developments of the future will 
greatly lengthen the list. 

The sapient farmer does not measure his 
profit by the theoretically narrow margin be- 
tween the items of “cost” and “value.” He 
does not, as a rule, anticipate selling his corn 
by the bushel at the prices current, and if he 
did, would not expect more than a moderate 
return for his labor and investment; it is the 
conversion of it on the farm into beef, pork, 
poultry, dairy and similar products from 
which comes the surplus to equip the home 
and build the schoolhouses, colleges, churches 
and highways that are such coveted and prom- 
inent objects on his horizon and so largely 
the measure of his ambition. The cash equiv- 
alent of the corn crop, when converted into 
me ator otherwise profitably utilized, is mul- 
tiplied, and of course the great bulk of it is 
used for these purposes.’ It is corn that puts 
the gloss on the coats of the live stock, 
strength in their sinews, fat on their backs, 
and milk in their udders. It helps make pork 
at a cent and a half a pound, and beef at two 
cents, while as pone or pudding it appeals to 
the tastes of all, infant and adult. 

Where corn is most abundant live stock is 
most numerous, and particularly when corn 
and grass together abound are swine most 
profitably reared. Hence they are found in 
America in largest numbers and highest de- 
velopment, the United States not infrequently 
producing upward of 50 per cent. of the 
world’s supply. The value of the swine in- 
dustry to the United States, which rests 
largely on corn, is suggested. by its surplus 
products exported to other countries, amount- 
ing to about $130,000,000 annually. Swine 
growing centers in the Mississippi valley, 
where corn is grown in great abundance and 
at least expense, and the eight states of Iowa, 
Illinois, Texas, Nebraska, Missouri, Indiana, 
Ohio and Kansas have over 54 per cent. of 
the 47,782,000 hogs reported on hand Jan. 1, 
1910. The same states produced 60 per cent. 
of the preceding year’s crop. 

North America produces nearly four times 
as much corn as the rest of the world. Its 
1908 yield was 2,761,519,000 bushels. The 
1906 crop of 2,927,416,000 bushels, if placed in 
fifty-foot cars, twenty tons to the car, would 
make a continuous train of such length as to

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twice encircle the globe. The 1909 corn field 
of the United States was 108,771,000 acres, or 
about 170,000 square miles, an area approxi- 
mating the total land surface of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Delaware, Ohio and Pennsylvania, combined 
with the island of Porto Rico for good meas- 
ure. This corn field is considerably larger 
than Great Britain and Greece, and out- 
measures Italy and European Turkey com- 
bined. 


Testimony to the amazing importance of 
corn to the United States may be found in 
the statistics issued by the nation’s depart- 
ment of agriculture. In 1909 its ‘value was 
nearly 100 per cent. greater than that of the 
same year’s cotton, which ranked next; over 
twice that of wheat; considerably more than 
twice the value of the hay, and greater than 
the value of the wheat, oats, barley, rye, buck- 
wheat, potatoes, tobacco and sugar producing 
plants combined. We read of and wonder at 
our vast underground treasures and hear of 
the incomprehensible fortunes made in steel, 
copper, gold and other minerals, and many as- 
sume that in these are found the chief sources 
of common wealth. Yet the aggregate of all 
metallic products of the United States, in- 
cluding the gold, silver, copper, zinc, lead and 
others, mined annually, amounts to only about 
two-thirds or less of the income from corn 
alone. 


Despite the large place it has occupied in 
public affairs, and so great an influence as 
corn is and has been in the agriculture of 
America, it promises greater things. By the 
science of plant breeding unsuspected possi- 
bilities are being revealed. Inspired by the 
knowledge that through the selection based 
on chemical analysis the sugar content of the 
beet has been increased from about 5 up to 
16 per cent., the idea was recently advanced 
that the chemical composition of corn might 
be similarly changed, and experiments have 
shown that it could be done at will, to either 
a high or low protein or oil content or other 
constituent. It seems probable that in the 
future corn for certain purposes will be bred 
in certain well defined ways, as are horses, 
cattle and sheep. This grain rich in protein 
would be correspondingly more valuable as a 
feed for growing animals, high-oil corn would 
be of special advantage in their fattening, and 
increase of carbohydrates render it more val- 
uable for manufactures of such things as 
starch, glucose and many like articles. Dis- 
coveries of this character, along with the ger- 
minator test, graded seed from a careful se- 
lection of seed ears, seem to foretell for corn 
a far greater importance than it has yet at- 
tained. 


Constantly widening areas devoted to this 
crop are evidence of its increasing apprecia- 
tion. So easily and abundantly) raised and in 
such convenient form for use, its digestibility 
and palatability give its possessor a long lead 
in every branch of animal husbandry.

“ks after the feeding of cottonseed meal 
4s commenced. The following is quoted 
‘m one of their experiments: 
Sickness and usually death uniformly 


occurred within a period of six to eight 
weeks from time of first feeding cottonseed 
or cottonseed meal. In tests for 1892 the 
feeding began February 8, and the first 
death occurred March 23—exactly six 
weeks later. In tests for 1891 feeding be- 
gan January 20, and first death occurred 
March 13—almost exactly seven weeks 
later. In the outbreaks noted as occurring 
in the college herd the trouble began each 
time in less than ten weeks from the time 
of feeding cottonseed meal. The trouble 
continues for a period of about thirty days, 
and those animals which are not attacked 
within that time may safely be regarded as 
cottonseed proof. Following our tests for 
1891, several of the shoats which were not 
attacked in the spring were kept all sum- 
mer on a diet largely cottonseed or meal; 
but beyond a practical stoppage of growth 
and consequent permanent stunting of the 
pigs, no injurious effects resulted. 

“Tt is noted that in tests for 1892 the 
emdium and the small-sized shoats in each 
of the different pens were the ones which 
suffered most, the large-sized shoats in all 
of the pens resisting its (cottonseed or 
meal) effect and coming through safely. 
* * *€ Two out of three were lost from 
each pen, except the boiled seed pen, where 
only one died. (In 1891) in the cottonseed 
meal pen every hog (five) died within ten 
days after sickness first appeared. In the 
roasted-seed pen four out of the five suc- 


cumbed, and in the boiled seed pen but one 
was taken. 

“Tt is, of course, needless to state that 
the corn fed hogs in no case showed any 
signs of sickness whatever. The fact that 
much the lightest death rate was observed 
on boiled seed each year, and the single 
death that did occur each year was latest 
as compared with all the deaths recorded, 
would indicate that thorough 
the effect of lesening danger in the use of 
cottonseed for hogs.” 

From the above it would seem that cot- 
tonsed meal should be fed with great pre- 
caution to hogs. The writer has, however, 
observed that where small quantities 
cottonsed meal were fed no ill results were 
produced. Therefore, when it seems advis- 

to add this to the ration it should be 
given in very small doses.Dr. A. T, Peters.

By breeding pure-bred hogs men ought to 
improve in finances, intelligence and charac- 
ter.

So long as we are slaves to the lust for 
wealth we are essentially no better than hogs.

TEN EASTERN SALES. 

In the ten Ohio sales held between Feb- 
ruary 1 and 11 the largest number of brood 
sows were disposed of that was ever sold in 
so small a radius before in the history of 
pure bred swine.

THE THREE H’S. 

Regarding the education of farmers and 
farmer boys along agricultural lines, Pro- 
fessor Fred Charles says: 

“Unthinking farmers are crowded out, 
The rural population is shrinking. Land is 
so high and intelligence is so necessary to 
success that the farmer who does not put 
brains into his work is losing out, and his 
more studious neighbor is absorbing his 
land. The state course of study puts agri- 
culture into the seventh and eighth grades. 
That is altogether too late. The little child 
should be privileged to learn of the familiar 
life around him in school instead of from 
books alone. In this enthusiastic wave of 
popular interest we must see to it that we 
do not lose sight of the three R’s in install- 
ing the three H’s—the head, hand and 
heart.” 


CATTLE FEEDERS’ ORGANIZATION. 

There are more than 2,000,000 head of beef 
cattle in Missouri. Missouri fat cattle are 
famous for their excellence in al] the princi- 
pal fat cattle markets of Americar and Grea* 
Britain. Marked changes are occurring in 
both the production and marketing of beef 
cattle in this country. It is, therefore, very 
important that those interested in the busi- 
ness of cattle feeding should confer and per- 
fect some kind of an organization for study- 
ing the situation, and increasing the profits 
from this enterprise. A meeting of cattle 
feeders is called by the College of Agricul- 
ture for January 123, 1911, during farmers’ 
week at Columbia. 

The Missouri experiment station has per- 
haps carried on the most extensive cattle 
feeding experiments in the United States. 
It is now investigating the value of corn sil- 
age for fattening cattle. The cattle feeding 
work of the station will be demonstrated 
during the meeting and the results of feed- 
ing silage to beef cattle may be studied by an 
examination of the animals themselves in 
the cattle feeding lots of the experiment 
station.

THE FT. WORTH STOCK SHOW 


Fire Scatters the Hog Show but the Cattle Department Unharmed. 


Arrangements had been made for comfortable 
seats under cover, but this was all destroyed 
in the flames, and with an improvised sale pen 
inside one of the many cattle pens in the yards 
the sale was held. Cols. Igleheart and Reppert 
did the selling and they never did a better 
day’s work in their life. B. C. Rhome, Jr., 
manager of the Breeders’ and Feeders’ show, 
opened the sale with a few remarks, compli- 
menting the sellers on having the nerve to be 
the first to try a public sale of hogs at this 
show, and also asking that the breeders take 
hold and help make the sale a success and give 
them a fair price for the stuff. ; 


In the fire hundreds of horses and mules 
were burned and some of the horses were 
most valuable, being those brought there for 
the night horse show, trained high school 
horses that money cannot replace. After the 
flames were subdued and a look at the grounds 
could be had, no more desolate place could be 
imagined. Out of the ashes the Stock Yards 
Company have already planned to build- better 
and larger and in place of the wooden sheds 
destroyed there will appear at the next annual 
show, sheds of concrete, re-enforced by steel, 
built on the same mission plan that appears in 
the Exchange building and the great Coliseum, 
which luckily were not touched by the fire. 


The work of the demonstration hog trains 
is bearing fruit most rapidly and a number of 
the buyers at the Duroc sale were men who 
had been interested through the work of the 
railroads in this way. Mr. Tom Frazier was 
superintendent of the swine show and we 
want to say he was the busiest, most over- 
worked man on the grounds for two days 
after that fire. J. C. Hestand of Sherman. was 
among those attending and he is just back 
from several trips with the demonstration 
trains lecturing on the hog proposition. Any 
number of enthusiastic Duroc men were met 
by your editor and we want to say that there 
is a great future for the Duroc in the Lone 
Star State. There is certainly room for the 
hog business to grow in that wonderful em- 
pire, and the hog men are far in the rear of 
the cattle men, and it will require some 
hustling for them to ever overtake the en- 
thusiastic raisers of the various breeds of 
cattle in that state. While the cattle entries 
did not compare in number with the Inter- 
national, yet the quality is superb and the 
competition in nearly every class lively. 


Already arrangements have been made for 
a week’s sales of Durocs in northern Texas 
next December, and through the medium of 
the public sale the Duroc men hope to keep 
in the lead of the other breeds and produce 
an enthusiasm for the hog business that will 
become contagious and spread to every state 
in the Southwest. The Texas Duroc man has 
a great work before him, but from the short 
interviews we have had with him, we are con- 
fident that he is capable to meet every con- 
tingency and that within five years the herds 
of Durocs will be quadrupled in Texas, and 
that the Red Hog will take the place she has 
assumed in the Northern States.

Serum For Illinois Hog Men. 

E. C. Stone, president of the Illinois Swine 
Breeders, has this to say about the use of 
serum and the efforts being made by the swine 
breeders’ organization to get enough for their 
use: 


There has ben a good deal of serum used 


with bad effects, but these were caused by im- 


proper applications and not by the serum be- 
ing ineffective. The serum has been put in 
the hands of local veterinarians, who regard 
the animals merely as hogs and neglect to 
sterilize their instruments, resulting in form- 
ations of pus and sores that tended to poison 
the sytem of the affected hogs. 


In December, 1908, the Illinois State Swine 
Breeders’ Association appointed a committee 
to work with State Veterinarian Dr. J. M. 
Wright in getting an appropriation o £$10,000 
to locate and establish a laboratory to prepare 
serum to treat Illinois hogs. This appropria- 
tion was secured, 400 acres of land purchased 
near the Illinois State Fair Grounds and ser- 
um has been made in as.large quantities as the 
hogs available made possible. When we had 
the laboratory established and equipped even 
on a small scale we had no money to buy 
the hogs with or pay men for doing the 
work. Dr. A. T. Peters has this work in 
charge, and he has used good judgment in 
the manner in which he has conducted it. He 
treated almost 20,000 hogs last fall that were 
sick, many of them showing very high fever 
and supposedly beyond aid, and he saved 76 
per cent of all such cases treated. There are 
many cases where the serum has been used 
where the hogs had just begun to die. A herd 
of 267 head was treated and 264 of them were 
saved. The Illinois State Swine Breedrs’ As- 
sociation at its meeting last December, passed 
resolutions asking for enough money to run 
the serum station on a scale commensurate 
wtih the demands of the state. The object is 
to make and keep on hand at all times enough 
serum for the increasing demand and for 
emergencies. This work is to be free to any 
locality in Illinois. And this should be so, as 
60, per cent of the taxes of the state is paid by 
agricultural people. This puts all the° work 
in the hands of expert users, who are respons- 
ible to farmers if they do not do the work 
well. By stamping out hog cholera at once 
less subsequent treatment will be neded. 
Treatment is also extended to exhibitors of 
pure-bred hogs in Illinois. During the year 
just ended over 5,000 breders of pure-breds 
made registries in the different record asso- 
ciations in Illinois. This means that the taxes 
on pure-breds alone lost by cholera each year 
would much more than pay the whole expense 
of the appropriation that is being asked, to 
say nothing of the thousands of grade hogs 
that die annually and make the price of pork 
high. There are single counties in which the 
loss of hogs by cholera has amounted to more 
than $100,000. The taxes on this season’s 
loss alone would equal the appropriation that 
we need for five years. 
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The serum treatment is a success. All we 
need is a bit of action on the part of the hog 
men of Illinois, and. we will have cholera un- 
der control. The way to treat it is to put it 
out at once whenever it appears. 


Experiment Station Bnlletin No. 118. 

The Nebraska Experiment Station has just 
issued Bulletin No. 118, on “Growing Crops in 
Western Nebraska.” This bulletin gives the 
results of crop production at the North Platte 
sub-station during the past seven years, to- 
gether with the record of precipitation at 
North Platte for the past 36 years, and a dis- 
cussion of methods of farming for dry land. 


Considerable space is given to showing the 
results secured by sttmmer tilling land. The 
yield of winter wheat has been doubled by 
this method of preparing the seed bed. The 
average yield of plats properly prepared and 
seeded has been 46 bushels per acre during 
the past five years. The yield from these plats 
in 1910, when the precipitation for the year 
was only 10.7 inches, was 35 to 37 bushels per 
acre. Summer tilling sod and old land for 
winter wheat is strongly advocated. The rec- 
ords show that summer tilling also increased 
the yields of spring grains, but not to so great 
an extent as the winter wheat. Whether sum- 
mer tilling for spring grains is profitable is 
still an open question, though it would prove 
the most profitable during years like 1910. 


The tests show that the press drill increases 
the yield of grain so much beyond the yields 
secured by sowing broadcast that the farmer 
can not afford to sow grain broadcast, as the 
difference in the yield on a rather small field 
will pay for the drill. 


The variety tests indicate that the following 
are superior to or as good as any other varie- 
ties rtied: Turkey Red winter wheat, Durum 
spring wheat, Kherson oats, common 6-rowed 
barley, and Substation Calico corn. 


Among the forage crops, can (sorghum) 
ranks first as an annual and alfalfa as a per- 
ennial, on bench land. Alfalfa on the table- 
land did not produce forage or seed in 1910. 


The climatic records show that the average 
annual precipitation for the past 36 years is 
18.63 inches, and for 1910, 10.7 inches; 1910 
was the driest year during the 36 years, yet 
fair crops were produced by proper methods 
of tillage.

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Value of Poultry Manure. 

According to the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege poultry manure has twice the value of 
horse or cow manure. It is especially valuable 
for corn soil, since it possesses a large per 
cent of available nitrogen, the element fe- 
quired ni greatest quantities. It is a good 
manure for hot-beds. But this manure must 
not be applied to growing plants; it will in- 
jure them. It must be worked into the sbil 
before planting. If poultry manure can be 
obtained in abundance it will be a tempta- 
tion to load it on a manure spreader and haul 
it to the field. But no manure spreader can 
handle it successfully unless it is mixed with 
coarse cow or horse manure. It is better to 
follow the old “armstrong” method—apply it 
by shoveling from the ordinary wagon. This 
gives you the advantage of controlling the 
thickness of application. The field should not 
be plowed very deply after the manure is 
applied. It would be much better to harrow it 
in, but a shallow plowing is satisfactory. Many 
piles of hen manure are allowed to go to 
waste on the farm because the results from 
its application were not satisfactory. If ap- 
plied according to these instructions, bearing 
in mind that it is rich in nitrogen, the in- 
creased production will be gratifying. 


Hog Market and Hog Shipments. 
From the Breeders’ Gazette market review 
of March 8, we clip the following very in- 
teresting comments on the trade: 


About the most difficult thing to buy in the 
stock yards now is a load of bacon hogs. 
Weight is not the factor as the 180@200-pound 
stuff is coming too fat to suit the average 
bacon curer, who must keep the quality of his 
goods up to standard or lose his trade. A 
buyer with an order for a double deck of 
these bacon hogs on Monday had to buy 
twelve cars of stuff as it comes from the 
country before he was able to sort off enough 
_to put up the package his customer demanded. 
The rest he had to re-sell to the packers. 
What the trade knows as “dutch” hogs are not 
scarce, but while of bacon weight they are. too 
fat for most curers. It is the natural result of 
plenty of good corn and warrants prediction 
of a very widespread all summer between 
lean hogs in the 180-pound class and the kind 
that are strictly lard yielders. A year ago the 
reverse was the case. 


Packers have launched a campaign for re- 
form in methods of handling live stock be- 
tween the time it leaves the feedlot and 
reaches the slaughter beds. Rough usage 1s 
the rule now; intelligent handling the excep- 
tion. The free use of prod poles, clubs and 
whips results in bruised carcasses and imparts 
poor keeping qualities to meats. Live stock 
drivers, while not inherently brutal, have be- 
come callous, and regard tre use of a club on 
a steer or a hog the rational method of driv- 
ing. It is a matter of dollars and cents with 
packers, and they are serious in the matter. 
_ Calves are subjected to more abuse than other 


animals as they are stubborn and difficult to 
drive, consequently the treatment they receive 
at loading stations and in the stockyards is 
barbarous. Humane officers are maintained 
at public expense, but are seldom detected in 
a condition of activity. 

That an annually increasing nerceetaee of 
the hog crop of the country is failing to re- 
port at the central markets and thus evades 
enumeration is obvious. D. D. Cutler, general 
live stock agent of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, in explaining why current receipts at 
Omaha are faling behind those of a year ago, 
instanced a shipment of 60 cars from Grand 
Island, Neb., last Saturday for Seattle. The 
train had been assembled there, but the stuff 
had ben bought close up to Omaha. Iowa 
packing points are also claiming thousands of 
hogs wekly that were formerly shipped to Chi- 
cago and eastern shippers are invading this 
territory to indulge in lively competition with 
local packers. So keen has this competition 
become that Iowa packers have taken steps to 
prevent the consequent drain on their supply 
of raw material by appealing to the interstate 
commerce commission, claiming that eastern 
shippers are given through rates to New En- 
gland points below railroad charges on dressed 
product. Everywhere competition is keen and 
the central markets are losing trade in conse- 
quence.

Missouri Boys’ Corn Contest. 


The College of Agriculture Offering Helpful 
Suggestions to All Contestants. 

In 1906 the Missouri Corn Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, in co-operation with the College of 
Agriculture and the state board of agricul- 
ture, organized the Missouri Boys’ Corn 
Growing Contest for the purpose of stimu- 
lating a greater interest among Missouri farm 
boys in growing more and better corn and for 
demonstrating some of the opportunities of- 
fered by imteligent farming. The rapid strides 
that are being made in all lines of agricul- 
ture, in improved live stock, in better seed 
and more intelligent handling of soils for 
greater profit are such that no vocation offers 
greater opportunities .for intelligent effort 
This is not appreciated, however, by the aver- 
age farm boy because he has never been given 
the proper incentive to become interested in 
farm lif and because the ideals held before 
him in the school have been that of the states- 
man rather than the successful farmer. We 
have been long educating our boys away from 
the farm and there is only one way to over- 
come this, and that is to educate them back 
to the farm. Under the fast changing agri- 
cultural-conditions it is the brightest boy who 
is needed on the farm, and the country can 
no longer afford to permit its best boys to 
forsake agriculture for other professions. It 
is necessary that these boys be made to real- 
ize that the opportunities offered by intelli- 
gent farming are just as great as those of 
other professions, and then give these boys 
an opportunity to become trained for their 


life work as we have trained others fo 
law, medicine, or ministry. The -natio 


ductiveness. 1 
it has become necessary that the boys 
whose hands this wealth is to be placed } 
trained to care for it and husband this gi ea 
gift of the Creator. ; 
It was for the purposeof creating a grea 
love for farm life and of giving the boys s 
of the fundamental principles underlying st 
cessful farming that this corn growing con 
test was inaugurated. It has grown in pop 
larity until last year more than 2,500 boys wi 
enrolled and grew corn under the most ay 
proved methods advocated by the College 


Agriculture. 
In general, the plan of this contest is 
follows: Each boy is furnished with a s 


amount of pure bred seed, where such cann 
be secured in his own neighborhood. Thi 
corn is planted under the direction of the C 
lege of Agriculture, which sends the contest 
ants directions for plowing and preparing th 
ground, planting and cultivating the corn 
for selecting corn for seed and for show. I 
the fall local corn shows are held at whic 
the contestants exhibit corn and compete fo 
prizes. At the state fair at Sedalia and th 
State Corn show at Columbia liberal prize 
are offered for corn grown by boys enrolle 
in this contest. 


It is planned to organize local corn growin, 
contests.all over the state in co-operation wit 
county superintendents, teachers, farmer: 
clubs, newspaper men, bankers and other e 
terprising men of business. All who join thes 
contests become members of the state con 
test and are furnished with the circulars giv 
ing directions for growing corn. Where n 
local contest is held boys can join the contes 
by sending their name, age, postoffice addr. 
to C. B. Hutchison, College of Agricult

HOG PARASITES. 

An article on hog parasites is always in 
order, and when we get one from the pen 
of a man who knows what he is writing 
about it is all the more important, Dr. 
Peters of the Illinois state live stock com- 
mission, is one who knows, and we repro- 
duce his article on the subject in Bulletin 
Nor2: 

“The term parasite is applied to a living 
organism that lives upon another living or- 
ganism. A parasite may belong either to 
the plant or to the animal kingdom. It 
may live on either an animal or a plant, 
from which it derives its nourishment for 
a part or the whole of its life cycle. The 
plant or animal on which the parasite lives 
is called its host. Parasites are, as stated, 
either of an animal or vegetable form. 
Some live outside of the body and some 
live inside of the body, and are accordingly 
termed external and internal parasites. 
Some parasites live their whole life on the 
host, but the great majority spend only a 
part of their life there. Almost all of the 
lower forms of animal parasites must pass 
through different forms during their life 
cycle. This Stage of change or incubation 
is called metamorphosis. There are usually 
three separate periods: first, that when the 
egg is hatched; second, when it reaches the 
larval state, or better known in insects as 
the caterpillar stage, often called grub or 
maggot; from this form it usually changes 
into a third, namely, the pupa or chrysalis 
stage, and from this to the adult state. For 
a good illusration the reader is referred to 
the butterfly. This insect is familiar to all, 
and like this insect the parasites pass 
through a metamorphosis state. However, 
some pass through a number of different 
stages in different animal hosts, while oth- 
ers pass through only one transformation 
and some do not pass through any. This 
will be taken up more fully when the para- 
sites are discussed in detail. 


A number of authors state that swine are 
a great deal more susceptible to animal 
parasites than other farm animals. This 
the writer hardly believes to be a fact, for 
he believes that when a more thorough in- 
vestigation has been made other animals, 
especially the sheep, dog and cat, will be 
found to harbor many more parasites than 
swine. However, it is bad enough as it is, 
for hogs are infested by a large number of 
intestinal parasites. Fortunately, however, 
they do not seem to be so disastrous to 
swine as they are, for instance, to sheep, 
for it is a fact that the greatest loss occur- 
ring in sheep is due to parasites, the sheep 
industry in some of the eastern states hav- 
ing been practically abandoned by reason of 
the severe loss from parasitic diseases. The 
intestines of swine harbor the greatest 
number as well as the most harmful para- 


sites.

worm (Ascaris suilla Duj.) found in swine. 
This worm is commonly called the round- 
worm, and is one of the worms most fre- 
quently found. Although occurring in great 
abundance it does not seem to do a great 
deal of damage. It is a large, long, round 
worm that tapers toward both ends. It is 
found in the small intestines, but may also 
be seen in the large intestines and in the 
stomach. It loosely attaches itself to the 
intestinal wall by its mouth. The males are 
from 6 to 7 inches long and the females 
from 8 to 10 inches. They are of a dark 
yellowish-white or of a reddish-brown col- 
or. It is not uncommon to find these 
worms even in the common bile duct or 
some may enter the gall bladder: The 
writer has also found them in the lobes of 
the liver, that is, when they were found in 
great abundance in the small intestines. 
These are the most common worms found 
in the young pig, and they may completely 
obstruct the intestine. They are usually 
found in the young, unthrifty pig. They 
produce a general unthriftiness among 
young pigs weighing from 40 to 120 pounds, 
and the trouble is often mistaken for chol- 
era and swine plague. On account of the 
presence of this work we find a popular 
notion that these parasites have something 
in common with hog cholera and swine 
plague. This is a very erroneous idea. The 
vitality of the host is reduced by harboring 
these parasites, and it is on this account 
that these symptoms are found. It can be 
stated safely that over 50 per cent of the 
hogs slaughtered in the Mississippi valley 
are infested with this worm, and often to a 
larger extent. Professor Kaupp states that 
he has “seen these worms so numerous that 
the intestines for as much as two feet 
would be considerably distended with 
them,” and the writer has frequently seen 
cases where the entire lumen of the intes- 
tine was filled with them. But it is prob- 
able that the worms collected in these 
masses after the animal had been killed. 
Certainly such a condition could not have 
existed for any length of time prior to death 
without having produced clogging and in- 
flammation of the intestine, whereas the in- 
testine seemed to be in a healthy condition. 

There seems to be no doubt that the large 
number of parasites present must reduce 
the vitality of the host (by absorbing a 
great quantity of the food consumed) and 
otherwise preventing good, healthy assim- 
ilation of food in the pig. Aside from this 
they must cause great irritation and thereby 
disturb the digestion and deprave the ap- 
petite so that the pig will not make the 
gains that it should on the amount of food 
consumed. Further, it must constantly 
place the pig in such a position that it will 
be more liable to contract contagious dis- 
eases should the animal be placed in posi- 
tion for infection, such as coming in contact 
with diseased herds, etc. It is safe to say,

in the diagnosis. As stated, the pigs most 
frequently affected are those weighing from 
40 to 120 pounds. In older hogs parasites 
are seldom present in sufficient numbers to 
do any harm. Symptoms of nervousness 
and of cholera may often be present. 

Dr. Youngberg of Lake Park, Minn., re- 
cords in Vol, XVII, page 478, of the Jour- 
nal of Comparative Medicine and Veterin- 
Archives, an outbread of this trouble in 
as follows:

swine. He gives the symptoms 
“Hair standing upright; very much emaci- 
ated; some were coughing; others par- 


alyzed and unable to walk.” Two were de- 
stroyed and a necropsy revealed the fact 
that they were badly infested with this 
worm. Treatment was given, with the re- 
sult that the worms were destroyed and the 
pigs recovered. 

It is not impossible that some of the out- 
breaks that are supposed to be cholera are 
due to this worm instead of to the cholera 
bacillus. 


Treatment—This should be largely pre- 
ventive, for more can be accomplished by 
strict hygienic measures than by treatment. 
Sanitary conditions on the farm should be 
looked into thoroughly. The hog lots 
should be well disinfected. If there is in- 
sufficient drainage of the water found in 
the hog lots, this should be looked after at 
once. Hog wallows should not be allowed 
unless disinfecting fluids are freely 
sprinkled in the water. Pools should also 
be disinfected. The feeding troughs should 
be washed with hot water, to which a dis- 
infecting fluid, such as carbolic acid, lime 
water or the like, has been added; or better 
yet, place the troughs over a small amount 
of burning straw so as to char them and 
subject all the crevices to the heat. « The 
feed lot, stable and pens should be thor- 
oughly scraped and the litter burnt. When 
hogs are given medicinal treatment, it is 
well to give the pens plenty of bedding, so 
that when the parasites and the eggs are 
dropped with the feces they will not, to any 
great extent contaminate the floors, but 
will adhere to the bedding, and in this way 
can be burnt, 


For treatment there is possibly nothing 
better than coal tar creosote or turpentine. 
Other drugs may be mentioned, but the 
writer does not believe there is anything 
better than coal tar creosote given as fol- 
lows: 

Coal tar creosote, 1 ounce; water, 99 
ounces (6 pints and three ounces). One 
ounce of this is a dose for a full grown 
animal, and is best administered with the 
morning feed. Or, you may give them tur- 
pentine or gasoline, which should be ad- 
ministered in the swill, and best on an 
empty stomach. The best way to feed this 
medicine is to omit the morning feed and

{n two experiements at the Nebraska 
xperiment Station, a comparison was 
ade of wheat bran, linseed-meal and cot- 
n-seed meal as protein supplements, the 
eater part of each ration being corn and 
airie hay in one experiment and corn and 
over in the other.

We are in receipt of the following letter 
from a man who is thoroughly posted in the 
matter he mentions, and a man who knows 
the value to the swine breeders of this great 
remedy, but throws out this warning about its 
use that we are sure is very timely and worth 
your serious consideration : 

Radnor, ©:, Feb. 26, 1911. 


Editor of the Duroc Bulletin, Peoria, Il]. 
Dear Sir :—lIt is very evident that those who 
insist upon the government’s furnishing hog 
cholera serum free of charge are not acquaint- 
ed with the laboratory methods of its produc- 
tion. Having employed the serum with good 
results on our hogs, and having read all avail- 
able publications upon this subject, the writer 
took an opportunity of visiting the serum 
plant in this state for the purpose of gaining 
additional information.. As a matter of in- 
formation to those who do not know the facts 
the writer may say that the production of this 
serum is an expensive process, necessarily 
long, and at all stages requiring the immediate 
oversight of competent assistants. Further- 
more, it is the opinion of the writer that this 
serum should not be placed in the hands of 
the common farmer to be applied to his hogs 
without skilled assistance, for the serum may 
be ruined or even rendered positively danger- 
ous through contamination in his hands, on 
account of his lack of sanitary precautions. 
It is the opinion of the writer that the ab- 
cesses frequently resulting from inoculation 
are caused through operating in dusty apart- 
ments, thus contaminating the serum before 
having been injected, and after arriving at the 
farm. We have inoculated upwards of 60 
head of hogs at two different times, but have 
had no trouble with abcesses. Yours truly, 
Geo.

RAISING HOGS ON EIGHTY ACRES. 


Editor Bulletin. Dear Sir:—I have eighty 
acres in my farm, forty in cultivation, 40 in 
blue grass, through which spring brooks run 
the year round. This is hilly clay land. I 
want it all in grass and clover but ten acres 
each year for corn. Will buy extra feed. 

Want a herd of about 30 or 40 sheep, 3 


horses and 2 cows, possibly only 20 sheep. The 
pasture land will be divided in four lots, with 
smaller lots for special purposes. The farm 
land will be divided into fields that may be 
turned in each year for a while. This land 
grows fine clover and peas, and will grow 
alfalfa. How many sows should I keep, and 
would I need much mill feed only in the win- 
ter to balance corn for breeding stock? My 
sows are all pure bred Durocs. I want to use 
this pasture, and rye sown’in corn, rape in the 
small lots, peas and clover, yet not overstock 
it. Would like to see this answered in the 
Bulletin.

Editor Bulletin:—In reply to your corre- 
spondent in fitting an eighty acre farm for 
general stock farm. The forty acres of blue 
grass with good spring water could hardly be 
improved on for sheep and cows, but would 
advise putting in ten to fifteen acres of al- 
falfa as permanent pasture for the hogs, in 
lots of five acres each. On this pasture, with 
very little corn and mill feed he would be 
able to raise 300 to 400 hogs each year, and 
not overstock his pasture, as there is no grass 
so good for hogs, and none that will produce 
so much feed per acre, and make as many 
pounds of pork as alfalfa. I would not advise 
sowing rye, rape or peas where alfalfa can 
be grown. We pasture alfalfa from April 1st 
to November lst to 20th with hogs, turning 
them from one lot to another every ten days 
to two weeks.

PUT WEIGHT ON PIG WHILE 
YOUNG. 


From the time a pig begins to eat it should 
be pushed along as rapidly as possible until it 
will weigh 200 pounds or a little more, and 
then it should be sold. It costs much more to 
put weight on an old hog than it does a young 
one, and everything considered, the largest 
profit is made on a hog by finishing it off as 
early as possible. 

Profitable pork production is largely de- 
pendent on market conditions—as much so as 
on any method of feeding the hog. It is not 
infrequently the case. that men feed splendid 
hogs from a shrinking corn pile when the 
price is going down as fast as the pork goes 
up in weight. In such a case they are simply 
losing their corn; and if they are asked why 
they did not sell earlier will probably say they 
had nothing but corn to feed, and it did not 
pay to buy to feed a hog. These men never 
stop to think that they had bought every bushel 
of their corn by hard labor, and that all they 
would get for it in the end would be the 
chance to put their hogs onto a congested 
market and stand the consequent decline in 
price. The successful hog man will study 
market conditions very carefully and have his 
pigs ready to go when the prices are -right, 


even though he ‘may be obliged to trust th 
for a considerable quantity of ata during fl 
fattening period.

PROTEIN IN TANKAGE, _ 
Tankage is a mixture of meat trimimngs 
and scrap bones, which have been steam 
cooked and then dried and ground. Most of it 
comes from the big packing houses at Chicago 
In the making of farm animals into meat cuts 
there are many odds and ends left over 
These are all gathered up and put in a larg: 
steel tank and cooked under a live steam pres- 
sure of 40 pounds to the square inch. After 
the steam hsa been turned off a scum of greas¢ 
and tallow comes to the top of the tank. This 
is drawn off and the stuff which remains it 
the bottom of the tank is made into tankag 
by evaporating the water and grinding th 
residue. 
Tankage is very rich in protein. In ever) 
hundred pounds of it there are fifty pound: 
of protein that animals can digest. Beside! 
this, there are 11.6 pounds of fat. Tankage i 
most used to supply protein for hogs. It i 
especially good for fattening hogs, when ol 
pound of it is fed in connection with nine ¢ 
ten pounds of corn.

FEED FOR SOW AT WEANING TIME. 


After a sow’s pigs are weaned her ration 
should be much reduced for a time to dry her 
up as soon as possible without caking her 
udder. If she is on good grass or clover pas- 
ture she need not necessarily have any other 
feed except a thin slop containing a handful 
of corn meal once a day for a week. If she 
has gone through the nursing period in rather 
good condition she need not have even this. 
Then after being safely dried off she may 
again receive a more liberal daily allowance of 
feed, so that she may prepare to be re-bred. If 
she is to be bred to produce a second litter the 
same year she must necessarily be fed more 
liberally than if she produces but one litter a 
year to have her regain her condition more 
rapidly. A sow in good thrifty condition 
breeds more rapidly than a thin, run-down 
sow and produces larger litters and much 
stronger pigs.

“Send on your hogs; we'll buy ’em,” is the 
greeting packers send to the country. It 
seems to be a case of the more the merrier. 
Money is on tap in unlimited quantities to buy 
hogs around $7. Yesterday, with 60,000 or 
more here, the packing trade, led by Armour 
and Swift, bought as though the stability of 
that industry depended on getting possession 
of hogs. Cattle were neglected in the clamor 
for porcine investment, and when that crop 
had been cleaned up at an average cost of 
around $6.95 everybody seemed satisfied. 
Packers hold the theory that the time to buy 
hogs is when they are available, as the run 
will undoubtedly shorten when oats seeding 
begins, but there is another angle from which 
to view their actions. Around present prices 
pork production is immensely profitable and 
the country is enthusiastic over the future of 
the industry. If packers were to run prices 
off now they would be open to the accusation 
of strangling a golden-egg laying bird. For 
the present hogs are doubling the value of 
every bushel or corn they carry to market on 
their lard-laden backs—Live Stock World. 


Does it Pay? It Pays Big. 


In a recent letter to Wallaces Farmer one 


of our Duroc men tells how he made hog 
raising pay. Mr. Whitson of lowa wrote as 
follows: 


We had a lot of thirty-four Duroc-Jersey 
sows, which commenced farrowing March 20, 
1910, and finished April 20th, from which we 
realized the round sum of $105.95 worth of 
pork per sow. When their combined broods 
had matured, we found we had raised a total 
of 204 pigs. 

On December 26th last we sold 80 head of 
these pigs, which averaged 237 pounds per 
head, at our home market, for $7.50 per hun- 
dred, bringing us $1,425.75 on the first lot. 


On the first of February we sold 58 head 
al 4B Job 279 Duroc 8pt 15p LADY 
more, averaging 254 pounds per head, for $7.10 


per hundred, bringing us $1,045.85 on the sec- 
ond lot. 
After kililng five for pork that weighed on 


an average 246 pounds, we had left 41 brood, 


sows that weighed on an average 277 pounds, 
and twenty small ones weighing on an_aver- 
age 178 pounds. At that time these hogs were 
worth 7 cents per pound, and brought. $1,130.70 
as the proceeds of the third lot, or the re- 
mainder of the 204 pigs. The original lot, 
the mothers of these pigs, were sold last year 
during August and September, and brought 
us $792.16. 

These pigs ran in a forty-acre pasture of 
timothy and clover, and were fed a mixture 
of oil meal and shorts in the form of a slop, 
with corn enough to keep them growing, until 
October 20th, when they were turned into a 
small field of corn. The brood sows were 
separated December Ist, and the remainder 
of the herd were given all the corn they could 
eat. The sows wer turned into a stalk field, 
where they had accéss to the droppings of ten 
They were fed about two-thirds what 
corn they wanted, with alfalfa hay. They 
made one and one-half pounds gain per day 
up to the first of February. The sows were 
bred in the meantime.

idual houses, each sow by herself, they need 
jot be disturbed unnecessarily. 
“T have found that the most convenient size 
for small, portable houses is about 5% feet 
square, made with a good quality of shiplap, 
which does away with covering the cracks, It 
pays to use first-class lumber and point the 
roof, and they will last a long time. Have 
yne that has ben in service twenty-five years; 
however, a better class of lumber could be 
obtained then, than now. 
“These smal houses can be transported from 
one place to another if desired very handily, 
by turning them over on a low sled and haul- 
ing. I prefer an earth floor, unless the ground 
is very wet, and band up around the house to 
turn the water away. 
“They will answer very well for farrow- 
ing houses in mild weather, but if it is de- 
‘sired to have early litters, a farrowing house 
16x18 feet, with four compartments for sows 
and room for a stove, will be large enough, 
and can be easily kept warm. I have used one 
of this size for twenty-two years and is pre- 
-ferable to a larger one. 
_ “We take advantage, if possible, if pleas- 
ant weather to put the young litter out in the 
‘individual houses to make rom for other 
‘sows due to farrow, and usually have no 
trouble in taking care of the crop. 
_ “The small houses make more desirable 
sleeping quarters for shoats than larger quar- 
ters, preventing so many sleeping together 
_and piling up.”

Not a Relief. 

In the recent issue of the American Swine- 
herd “A Stung Exhibitor” has this remedy 
to offer on the judging at fairs and shows: 

“While the judging of swine at the state 
fairs and other shows is, in the majority of 
instances, satisfactory and accepted by the 
parties interested in the judging as just 
awards, there are cases in which flagrant in- 
justice is sometimes done, and under the rules 
there is no way of rectifying it or appealing 
from this decision or an opportunity for re- 
hearing or reshowing before another judge. 
One or two cases of this kind creates a bad 
feeling and dissatisfaction among showmen 
that should be avoided. 

No matter how honest and capable a judge 
may be, he at times makes a mistake, which 
he is willing to acknowledge himself, but he 
dare not go back and reverse himself under 
the rules as administered at this time. There 
ought to be some way in which two disinter- 
ested judges could be called im and hear any 
appeal from a decision of this kind, giving an 
opportunity to rectify any injury that might 
be done to an exhibitor if the erroneous judg- 
ment should stand without a chance to rec- 
tify. 

This opportunity of re-submitting the ani- 
mals to other judges thus selected would take 
away from the arbitrary final action of the 
first judge, in the event that- he had made an 
error, or at least misjudged the animals. This 
procedure could be adopted without much de- 
lay in hearing a final verdict, and it would 
certainly lift the responsibilities of the single 
judge, whose ruling otherwise would be final, 
and in as much as there are complaints after 
about every one of the great shows that a 
reputable number of qualified breeders .admit 
that there is good grounds for, it would seem 
that the authorities who adopt these rules for 
the shows should amend their plans of judg- 
ing to some extent to meet this complaint.” 

We believe this change would only cause 
confusion and tend towards careless work of 
the judge. When a man knows his word is 
final it puts him in a position where he makes 
fewer mistakes and he will do more consci- 
entious work. We don’t believe this is the 
relief needed. Selecting honorable men for 
Judges is the first step, then surround them 
with every facility to properly examine the 
entries, and give them ample time ‘to do the 
work. Complaint has been made of the time 
consumed in passing on the hogs at the Ne- 


braska state fair by Professor Burnett, but 
we have yet to hear of any complaint regard- 
ing worthy animals being overlooked by him.

Success in Raising Fall Dropped Pigs. 
Success in raising fall pigs depends, more 
largely, on the care given them than in the 
case of spring pigs, is the opinion of a South 
Dakota hog raiser, who says: 


“T have raised pigs from fall farrowing 
very successfully, but they require more care 
and attention than pigs farrowed in _ the 
spring. I did not have many, but I had good 
success with the few I had. I weaned them 
after they were six weeks old; then I fed 
them on oats and milk and let them run in 
the cow and horse manure. This keeps them 
busy and gives them beneficial exercise. In 
warm weather I let them out in the yard to 
exercise and get fresh air. The bedding for 
them must be warm an ddry and the pigs kept 
comfortable all the time. 

“Fall pigs can be well brought through the 
winter if well cared for, but if not, it is a poor 
business, and you will have a loss instead of a 
profit. The farrowing season is now here for 
spring pigs. Feed your sows regularly with 
oats and barley, never much corn, and give 
them plenty of exercise. That will help them 
farrow in the fall much easier and bring forth 
healthier and stouter pigs that will have a 
better chance in winter. Have them accus- 
tomed to their own pen for a few days be- 
fore farrowing. Give them plenty of dry 
bedding, such as wheat straw, and remove the 
wet straw and filth as it accumulates, as it is 
too cold for young pigs.”

It contains 
a large amount of protein with a little fat 
and mineral matter, The shorts and corn 
are more carbonaceous, and they are com- 
paratively fine fiber, on the whole pretty 
good pig feed. The nutritive ratio in such 
a ration is about 1 to 3.8, 

If milk is not available a ration can be 
made up of 7 parts shorts, 2 corn and 1 
tankage or oil cake. These latter to act as 
a soothing and laxative agent on the di- 
gestive tract, as well as a furnisher of pro- 
tein. No feed, perhaps, is quite as desir- 
able as milk for the pig, yet if it must be 
dispensed with, this ration in connection 
with good clover pasture, to furnish bulk, 
is really indispensable to a well grown pig, 
and it should always be supplied. It is the 
cheapest sort of feed, and cheapness as well 
as efficiency of ration should in all cases be 
considered, 

To keep them free from worms, a condi- 
ment should at all times be supplied. Sul- 


phur, salt and copperas, or ashes, which 
supply lye, sulphur and salt, are all good 
combatives, and something of this sort 


should be kept where the pigs can get at it 
daily. 

So much depends upon the proper growth 
of the young pig that the farmer cannot ex- 
pend too much time, study and care upon 
this matter. 


PRACTICAL SWINE BREEDING, 


Extracts From an Address By Calvin J. 
Huson of Penn Yan, N. Y. 
“There is not the wide difference in 
breds or types there formerly was, and 
that difference is growing less and less 
every year. The butcher, in a large*meas- 
ure, dictates the type of pig we shall grow, 
of whatever breed it may be. While this 
is true to a certain extent with beef cattle 
and mutton sheep it is more forcibly illus- 
trated in the case of the pig. With even 
beef cattle the milk is quite a considera- 


tion as well as the meat and they are raised 
with both objects in view. And with sheep, 
even of the mutton breeds, the wool is 
quite an item to consider. But with the 
pig it is different. There is no milk or 
wool to take into account. He is valuable 
for his meat alone. The pig that will attain 
the largest size in the shortest time on the 
least grain and command the highest price 
in the market is the type of pig we must 
raise, and whether we do it with a Chester 
White or Berkshire, a Duroc-Jersey or Po- 
land China or any other breed is not a mat- 
ter of very great consequence. The mar- 
ket requirements are resulting in bringing 
the various breeds more nearly to a com- 
mon type. Whatever breed we may be in- 
terested in, we must so mould or fashion it 
as to most nearly meet the market require- 
ments. Some may succeed best with one 
breed and some with another, but any breed 
is better than no breed. There does not 
seem to be the wide difference in breeds that 
formerly existed. There is a more general 
coming togther towards a more uniform 
type. And this is true also in regard to 
mutton sheep. There used to be a large dif- 
ference between the compact little South- 
down and the Shropshire; and a still wider 
gculf between the Shropshire and the Hamp- 
shire, but it seems to be growing less. The 
little Southdown seems to be growing 
larger, and the big stately Hampshire has 
become more compact, and with less day- 
light under him than formerly. And this 
tendency is observed to a greater or less 
extent in all our domestic animals, whose 
chief function is the production of meat. 

But it is of the utmost importance that 
the different breeds should be kept pure 
and the characteristics of each breed pre- 
served. I twould be a sad blow to the ani- 
mal husbandry of this country if the vari- 
ous breeds of swine, or of sheep or cattle 
should become so commingled that any one 
separate and distinct breed should lose its 
identity or its peculiar characteristics, or 
even its color markings. And so men are 
engaged in the breeding of pure bred ani- 
mals, and record associations for every 
breed exist for the purpose of keeping and 
preserving accurate records of the ancestry 
of such animals. 


How often have we all heard some one’ 
say that if he found the boar or the ram or 
the bull that suited him in type and form 
and individuality, he didn’t care for the 
pedigree. And the too frequent putting into 
practice of that idea has done more to 
retard the general development of our do- 
mestic animals than other causes. No one 
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can afford to breed a scrub of any breed. 
If he was the sort of man who would be 
moderately successful by doing so he 
would be the man who would have marked 
success with better animals. 

I know a man who once thought he knew 
more than all the men who had been 
working for half a century or more in 
breeding all the various breeds of swine to 
their present state of perfection; and he 
mated a pure bred Chester White sow with 
a high class imported Berkshire boar. 
Nothing very wrong in that if he made 
pork of all the pigs resulting. He had a 
beautiful litter of pigs, all white, of course. 
Their breeding was very fine, he argued, for 
in their veins was as good Chester White 
and Berkshire blood as could be found. 
And this man selected the best boar pig in 
the litter and grew him to maturity. And 
he certainly was a beautiful pig. He had 
the erect ears, short dished face, arched 
back and aristocratic bearing of his sire 
and the length and color of his dam. And 
this boar was used in that community to 
the neglect of all pure bred sires! The 
crop of pigs was a large one, but no two 
were alike. They were of every conceivable 
shape and color. They were _ ringed, 
streaked and speckled; a miserable mon- 
grel set and were raised at a loss to their 
owners, The failure of this pig as a sire 
was because he was not entitled by inher- 
itance to the qualities he possessed. He 
was the chance product of a violent cross. 
Two distinct and widely separated blood 
lines were in his veins. He could not re- 
produce himself. All the defects of his 
ancestors for generations back came to the 
surface in his offspring. And a pure bred 
animal may sometimes be bred on such 
lines as to furnish no assurance whatever 
that he will be able to reproduce himself 
with any degree of fidelity. So we must 
have first the animal of the type and form 
we desire to reproduce and perpetuate in 
our flocks and herds, and second, we must 
have his pedigree as a guarantee that such 
animal is not a chance product but is en- 
titled by birth and inheritance to the qual- 
ity he possesses. 


SOCIAL WORK IN FARMING 
COMMUNITIES. 


President Butterfield of Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Agriculture Tells of Plans. 


At the recent National Corn Exposition 
at Columbus, Ohio, Kenyon L, Butterfield, 
rural sociologist, gave an interesting ad- 
dress on the work being done and yet to do 
in bettering farming conditions and ce- 
menting communities more closely. We 
have made the following excerpts from his 
address: 

“T feel that we are on the verge of an- 
other movement, which has to do with the 
whole united neighborhood life of the farm 
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people. Anybody who does not recognize 
that the life of the farming community must 
be based upon the prosperous farming bus- 
iness is making a serious blunder. It is 
fundamental to make sure that farming is 
profitable, not simply that a few men are 
going to make money farming, but that the 
great masses of the farmers are going to 
find the business fairly and reasonably pro- 
fitable. That is a fundamental thing. 

“But we are asking other questions also. 
Is life on the farm all it ought to be? 
There are many places where it is nearly 
ideal, but you and I can go into commun- 
ities where it is far from ideal, and even 
where it is good, which is rare, we can find 
where it can be bettered. Are the church, 
the school, the grange, doing all that they 
ought to do, fulfilling their mission? Are 
we going to have upon our American soil 
a permanent class of people that represent 
the best American life? We had in the 
days gone by. But there are forces at work 
tending to undermine that sort of life. Are 
we going to be able to preserve upon our 
land the great land-owning class who can 
get from the soil a living which shall en- 
able them to keep up reasonable standards 
for themselves and for their children? Are 
they going to be able to maintain them- 
selves in the great economic and political 
and social structure of American life?

Tracing the history of country life con- 
ferences since 1902, we find evidences every- 
where of getting together on this great pro- 
position, and not only talking things over, 
but organizing in order to do something. 
It seems to me that Roosevelt’s commis- 
sion on country life aroused an interest in 
the whole problem of the country com- 
munity, and I feel it is significant that the 
president of the United States saw fit to 
appoint a commission of that character 
and to discuss in a letter the needs of our 
farming people, not because he wanted to 
criticise them, but because he felt that the 
future of this country is dependent in no 
small measure on the way in which the 
rural community of the future shall be man- 
aged and the sort of life that shall be de- 
veloped there.

I take it this new interest in the life of 
our country communities is simply an ex- 
pression of that great social and political 
movement which is gaining such headway 
and which means the rule of all the people, 
the welfare, the common welfare of all the 
people, and that this is simply one way of 
trying to make a democracy, trying, to 
make'really religious all of the deep inter- 
ests of the life of the rural community. It 
means that we have come to believe that 
scientific attention must be given to the en- 
vironment of human life in the country, 
just as it is given to the soil and plants and 
animals and farm management. There is 
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no reason in the world why we sh 
to study the conditions which surroun 
life of our people in every corner o 
land, to see if they may not be impr ov 

A second fundamental idea is how 
thing can be done, and I take it that} 
work is co-operative, “working toget!

! " PASTURING SWINE. 

f€ are some features in hog-raising 
phould appeal to every thoughtful 
. No other meat producing animals 
able of producing so many young in 
"fgg climates where suitable pas- 
n be provided for nearly every month 
vr the sow should farrow twice 
1 one litter in the spring, 
an can easily be made ready for the late 
vinter market, and another litter in 
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early fall, to be made ready for the spring 
market. The small amount of capital re- 
quired to begin with, and the quick returns 
on the investment, should make hog-raising 
especially attractive to the small farmer 
with limited means. The hog will make a 
pound of gain on less feed than most live- 
stock, and will profitably utilize the waste 
products around the farm, dairy and kitchen. 


At present there is a strong demand, at 
very attractive prices, for what is known as 
the “light market hog,” weighing from 150 
to 200 pounds. A hog of this weight can 
easily be produced with ordinary care at 
from six to seven months old. These light 
hogs—or, in fact, hogs of any weight—can 
only be produced economically where there 
is plenty of pasture for the sow and litter 
to start with. I find that nothing pays bet- 
ter than to have pasture for all hogs on the 
farm, whether breeding stock or fattening 
hogs. There are all kinds of pasture suit- 
able for hogs—blue grass, clover, alfalfa, 
etc, as well as rape and soy beans, Any 
of them are good, and it depends on circum- 
stances which one hog-raisers should use. 
I find clover and alfalfa both fine, and hogs 
will grow and thrive on either of them 
without extra grain, although it is better to 
feed a little grain, 


For rapid growth, any gain made from 
pasture or forage crops is the cheapest gain 
possible to make, and at the same time 
keeps the hog’s system in fine shape. I 
find that my hogs that are on clover pas- 
ture spend most of their time eating clover, 
and with the little grain they get they are 
making wonderful gains, Of the many for- 
age plants, alfalfa is one of the most satis- 
factory for hogs, since it can be made a 
permanent pasture and is rich in protein, 


making an excellent combination with corn. 
The leaves are tender and the stem small, 
which makes it easily masticated, and it is 
very much relished. 

Rape should be allowed to get a good 
start before being pastured, and if this is 
done it will furnish pasture for a long 
while, and at the same time will produce 
heavy gains if a little grain is fed. Fall- 
sown rye also makes a fine pasture, and if 
clover is sown with it, can be used for a 
clover pasture after the rye is gone. Clover 
seems to do especially well when sown 
with rye. After the rye is ready to head 
out, the hogs may be taken out of the field 
and the rye allowed to ripen and fall over. 
Then turn the hogs back in, and they will 
harvest all the heads and eat the clover that 
was sown with it, 

Where there is a permanent blue grass 
pasture on the farm (and there should be 
on every farm) it is well to use it during 
the winter months and early spring for the 
sows and pigs, when it will not do to turn 
out on the other pastures, While blue grass 
is not as good or relished as much by hogs, 
it is fine for them when there is no other 
pasture they can be turned on.—John H. 
Dunlap, in Country Gentleman,

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NEBRASKA SWINE MEN MEET, 

We have been so busy with the reports 
of sales of Durocs that we have neglected 
to report several splendid swine meetings 
held during the past three months. The 
following is a short report of the January 
meeting of the Nebraska organization: 

The annual session of the Nebraska 
Swine Growers’ Association convened at 
the State Farm Wednesday, January 18. A 
large gathering of prominent breeders from 
over the state assembled to hear the splen- 
did program which had been prepared by 
the committee, and to take part in the dis- 
cussions, which formed by no means the 
least part of the program. Besides the cus- 
tomary features of feeding and caring for 
hogs, which are usually discussed at these 
conventions, there were several special 


features which received considerable atten- 


tion and upon which interest was very 
keen. Heretofore, the various breed asso- 
ciations have held separate meetings, but 
this year all breeds were united and an 
exceptionally strong program resulted. 

Dr, Niles of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture gave a talk upon hog 
cholera serum, which drew the interest of 
all, and many questions were asked the 
doctor concerning the details of treatment 
for the disease. He first gave a brief his- 
tory of hog cholera, stating that the germs 
of the disease were imported from Europe 
in the 60s, Many theories were advanced 
as to the cause of the disease and many 
remedies were propounded, all of which 
are now being displaced by the new meth- 
od of prevention advocated by the govern- 
ment. Within the last five years much val- 
uable experimenting has been done by the 
government over the United States, and 
results now attained are conclusive as to 
the serum treatment. No matter whether 
you feed new corn or old, or whether you 
feed on dirt or on plank floor, if your hogs 
are exposed to the hog cholera germs they 
will contract the disease, and the only way 
to prevent this contraction of the disease 
is to inoculate with the serum. The doc- 
tor explained that this system of preven- 
tion was identical with that for preventing 
smallpox in the human body and other 
diseases likewise. A hog once sick from 
cholera will never contract it again, no 
matter how badly he becomes exposed. 

The serum was perfected in 1906, and 
during 1907 it was used quite a little. At 


the present time twenty states are manu- 


facturing and distributing the serum. Nine- 
teen hundred and eight was devoted quite 
largely to instructing representatives of 
these states in the use of the serum, and 
since then veterinarians have become quite 
proficient in its use. Ohio.has so far done 
more work than any other state, and dur- 
ing 1910 many thousand hogs were treated 
in that state. As proof of the -practica- 
bility of the system, Dr. Niles cited several

foreign countries which have adopted our 

hod and now recommend it highly. To 
secure the serum it is necessary to inject 
an immune hog with blood from an affected 
hog, and then bleed him. The tip of the tail 
is snipped and about a pint of blood 
drawn. After doing this several times at 
intervals the hog is killed and bled, the 
blood being saved. A seventy-five pound 
shoat will furnish blood enough to make 
from 150 to 300 doses. The plant which is 
in operation now is inadequate to make 
serum enough to supply the demand in 
Nebraska, and a larger one will be needed 
to enlarge the operation. After this plant 
is built the serum can be manufactured for 
about 20 cents per dose, 20cc being con- 
sidered a good dose for a fifty-pound shoat. 
Both methods of applying the serum were 
discussed and many questions were asked 
concerning the method of treatment. Un- 
doubtedly, this is one of the greatest boons 
the hog industry has ever received, and will 
Save many porkers for the market, which 
would otherwise have gone into the ditch. 

Ralph Searle read the bill which had been 
prepared by the committee, asking for an 
appropriation for the manufacture of hog 
cholera serum. The gist of this is as fol- 
lows: For the biennium, $45,000 is asked, 
$5,000 being for a permanent plant, $25,000 
for purchasing materials and distributing 
the serum, $15,000 for office expenses, sal- 
aries, etc. Where a deputy veterinarian is 
called to make the treatment 1 cent per c.c. 
serum used shall be charged, the veterin- 
arian being paid by the appropriation. If 
the farmer does his own treating then he 
pays actual cost for the serum. A vote 
Was cast upon whether the association 
should recommend this bill or not, with the 
result that the ayes were unanimous. Rep- 
resentative Bulla of Douglas county was 
present and pledged his support for the 
bill, affirming that no wiser appropriation 
could be made than for such a purpose. 
President Crocker, who has devoted much 
time the last year to the hog cholera serum 
work, was re-elected to the chair by a 
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unanimous vote, and Elmer Lamb received 
the secretaryship. 

Advertising pure bred hogs was given a 
warm discussion by Elmer Lamb, Claude 
McKelvie, A, Christian and numerous other 
breeders. Mr. Lamb dwelt for some time 


upon the subject and brought out some 
splendid points, He criticized the breed- 
ers for using a little too much praise for 
their stock instead of stating things just as 
they were in describing each individual. He

Mr. Christian of- York en- 
dorsed Mr. Lamb’s remarks and gave proof 
of the results of advertising by stating that 
from his three herds he had sold all of his 
boars last fall, most of them going on mail 
orders, and the total cost of his advertis- 
ing was less than five per cent, although he 
advertised freely. He recommended every 
breeder to make a study of letter writing 
and learn how to describe his hogs through 
the mail. 

A discussion of swine feeding aroused 
much interest and brought out many good 
points. W.P.Snyder of North Platte gave 
the results of his experiments, showing that 
brood sows could be carried through the 
fall on practically no grain, where good al- 
falfa pasture was available. Shoats, how- 
ever, needed some corn to keep them de- 
veloping to their maximum and made the 
most economical gains. With corn at nor- 
mal prices a ration of about 2 per cent of 
the pig’s live weight per day showed most 
satisfactory results, 

Charles B, Lee of the experiment sta- 
tion took up the composition of the com- 
mon feeds and discussed practicable ra- 
tions under our conditions. He gave some 
very~ interesting data upon experiments 
which he had helped perform at the Illinois 
experiment station. Mr. Christian gave his 
experience with various feeds and consid- 
ered alfalfa as about as economical a por- 
tion of the bill of fare as could be obtained. 
O, Hull of Alma, an old breeder of much 
experience, dwelt for some time upon the 
type of hog to produce. He recommended 
the large, deep, long-bodied sow, which 
could produce the large litters and then 
suckle them as they should be. He thought 
the pure-bred hog man would need to ever 
keep quality in his mind as well as the 
above considerations, but for the man pro- 
ducing pork for the market he deemed that 
the larger the better. Coupled with type, 
Mr. Hull emphasized the necessity for ex- 
ercise in hogs and advocated making them 
go across a field or long lot to secure their 
feed. Throughout the day interest was 
very good, and the large number of hog 
raisers present could not help but benefit 
by what they heard discussed.

FEEDS IN FIELD; PIGS HEALTHIER, 

In swine growing for the meat market, 
one of the most desirable things to know is 
how to raise hogs and get them ready for 
market at the smallest cost. Different hog 
raisers have different plans to do this, and 
there are many of them that are good. 
Ezra Stetson is a successful hay grower, 
says the Texas Star, and he has a method 
of his own that is worth ready by any 
man engaged in the hog business. He says 
he has made a success by it, and why can’t 
others? Here it is: 


“Last spring my 33 young sows saved 
202 pigs, farrowed between March 20 and 
April 20, They had the run of 23 acres of 
clover from which 20 tons of hay were cut 
off of part of the field. The pigs were 
weaned when two months old and the sows 
put in a shaded feed lot. 


“After weaning the pigs were fed a thin 
slop of flour middlings for two months. 
Ear corn was fed until they had become 
accustomed to green corn, Cut corn was fed 
from September 10 until October 1, when 
they were turned into a cornfield and given 
the run of a 44 acre stubble, on which 
there was a very thin stand of clover. Un- 
til this time they had received very little 
grain. November 19 the 111 barrows were 
separated from the sows and turned into a 
small lot of corn. From this time on their 
ration was composed entirely of corn, They 
were fed ear corn on two platforms after 
the corn in the lot was gone. January 9 
the 74 fattest barrows were shipped to Chi- 
cago. They averaged 254 pounds at about 
914 months old, and sold at $8.07™%. 


“T attempted to raise the most profitable 
hog for the market, always considering the 
cost of feed and labor. I feed in the field as 
much as possible as it keeps the hogs 
healthy and gives the greatest returns from 
the manure besides saving the cost of haul- 
ing the feed to the buildings and the man- 
ure back to the field) When. growing the 
pigs I do not feed corn heavily, as they 
will eat more grass, take more exercise, and 
be healthier when they have good appe- 
tites. But when fattening I try to get them 
to eat all the corn they will. I sometimes 
feed dry tanking in troughs at the latter 
end of this period. 


“Salt and ashes are always fed, and in the 
fall when feeding green corn, and worms 
are bad, I add a, small amount of copperas. 
I have never been very much troubled with 
disease. I always keep the sleeping floors, 
which are of clay, well covered with straw, 
and leave a large door open on at least one 
side of the building.” 


ENTRIES NOW IN ORDER, 


Plan of Southwestern Boys’ Hog Clubs 
Now Complete—Full Information 
on Prizes and Entries, 
(Farm and Ranch.) 

Last week these columns carried to our 
readers the announcement that this journal 
has taken up the organization of Boys’ Hog 
clubs in the five southwestern states of 
Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico, Louisiana 
and Arkansas. Realizing that there is us- 
ually an excellent profit in right methods 
of hog raising on the southwestern farm 
and that we cannot make our farm life what 
it should be nor keep our boys and girls 
on the farm without enabling them to 
make money, Farm and Ranch desires the 
co-operation of every one who wants to 
see his own part of the southwest and his 
own business prosper—co-operation in find- 
ing pocket money for the farm boy and 
correctly training our “Farmers of the Fu- 
ture.” 

In taking up the local organization of 
Boys’ Hog Clubs, the following rules and 
suggestions should be carefully noted. Such 
organizations should be reported to the sec- 
retary of the Southwestein Boys’ Hog 
Clubs, care Farm and Ranch, Dallas, Tex- 
as, who will also be pleased to correspond 
as to further procedure, 

Any boy or girl under 21 is eligible. On 
becoming a member, every applicant should 
fill in a blank as follows: 

Full 


Age 
Expect to make entries in the following 
classes 


Parent’s address 
There will be no charge for membership. 
Every club will elect its own president, 

vice president and secretary, and will choose 
three judges to pass upon the entries at the 
annual hog day. These judges, it is sug- 
gested, should include a local banker and 
two local merchants, chosen by the boys 
themselves, 

Saturday, September 16, 1911, is named as 
Southwestern Hog Day, and every local 
organization and boys’ hog club are urged 
to hold their show and make their awards 
on this day. If this is impossible, have your 
show as near September 16th as you pos- 
sibly can, so that there will be time for en- 
tering your prize winners at county and 
state fairs for bigger prizes. 

Only local prize winners entered by mem- 
bers of boys’ hog clubs shall be eligible for 
boys’ hog club prizes at county and state 
fairs. Such entries can also be entered in 
the general classes at the Fort Worth Fat 
Stock show early each year for another 
generous list of prizes. Boys’ corn club

members have frequently beat their fathers 
in profitable corn growing. Here’s a chance 
for the boy hog raisers to do the same. 

Every boy winning a prize must make a 
statement: (1) Of the kind of stock and 
condition when bought. (2) Accurate re- 
port of what it was fed and how. (3) Any 
sicknesses the stock suffered and methods 
of treating. 

Every boys’ club and on personal appli- 
cation, club members, will be furnished 
with a Manual of Profitabie Hog Raising, 
containing full directions, plain, simple and 
accurate, for raising good stock, ; 

Provision can easily be made among the 
local business and professional men for a 
good list of prizes in cash and merchan- 
dise. It should be arranged that in a club 
of 20 contestants, for instance, about fifteen 
prizes should be awardeu, so that every 
conscientious effort will be recognized, 

In order that entries for .ocal shows may 
be uniform with those for county and state, 
the following classes are recommended by 
high authorities on swine breeding: 

A. First, second and third prizes for best 
developed gilt, 8 months and under. 

B. First, second and third prizes for best 
sow and litter. (Winner in this class in 
each of the first fifty boys’ hog clubs organ- 
ized in the district embracing Texas, Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana will receive in addi- 
tion to local prizes, a registereu boar, valued 
at $25, which the Fort Worth Stock Yards 
company has been induced to offer.) 

C. First, second and third prizes for best 
developed boar, 8 months and under. 

D. First, second and third prizes for best 
developed barrow, 8 months and under. 

E. First, second and third prizes for best 
developed sprayed gilt, 8 months and under. 

(For uniformity, it is hoped that every 
local show will carry this list at least.) 


F. Also several smaller awards should be 
put up for meritorious results at the dis- 
cretion of the judges, 


G. In addition to these prizes, breeders 
of various types, as Durocs, Berkshirts, Po- 
lands and Tamworths, will often offer prizes 
for the best results in their particular strain. 


Among the local prizes best calculated to 
stimulate profitable hog raising and local 
prosperity, are cash, hog fence, commercial 
fertilizers, implements, a railway ticket to 
the Dallas State Fair or the Fort Worth 
Fat Stock Show, clothing, watch, fine seed 
corn, registered stock, etc. 


Farm and Ranch, which has taken the lead 
in the movement for boys’ hog clubs, has 
already offered a beautiful $50 silver trophy 
cup, 18 inches high. The Fort Worth Stock 
Yards company has offered 50 registered 
boars. A prominent breeder has offered

BROOD SOW RATIONS. 
Professor John Evard of Missouri Agricul- 
ture College Gives Valuable In- 
formation, 

Constipation is an evil omen when the 
sow is the victim.» It means that there is 
something wrong somewhere. The general 
remedy is laxative feed. In stringent cases 
castor oil or epsom salts must be resorted 
to for immediate effect, but in all cases 
prevention of the occurrence or the recur- 
rence is secured by the feeding of laxative 
food and in making a provision for exer- 
cise. Among the most commonly used 
foods we have these, ranking in their loos- 
ening effect as follows: Flaxseed meal, al- 
falfa and clover pasture, bran, alfalfa meal, 
blue grass, soy bean meal, whole milk, skim 
milk, tankage, meat meal, shorts or mid- 
dlings, barley, oats, rye and corn. The flax 
feeds lead the list, while corn is constipat- 
ing in its effects, especially when fed ex- 
clusively, By properly supplementing 
maize, however, this binding feature may 
be eliminated. A constipated sow becomes 
sluggish and irritable. The wastes and 
poisons which should be eliminated freely 
by copious and frequent movements of the 
bowels are reabsorbed into the blood, and 
in this manner the detrimental substances 
in the circulation, on reaching the udder, 
have their ill effects upon the production of 
the youngsters’ food, the milk. Constipat- 
ing food shows its ill effects on the litter as 
well as the dam, causing them to become 
weak and puny in time, if the trouble is not 
remedied. If, during the pregnacy period, 
the brood sow is constantly constipated, the 
youngsters when born are likely to be 
weaklings. Anything that tends to derange 
or upset the system of the dam has its bad 
effects on the little fellows. Tone and 
vigor in the dam mean vigorously toned 


pigs. Some good rations for the suckling 
mother are: 

Bran, middlings and cornmeal, equal 
parts, 

Linseed oilmeal, one part, tankage one 


part, corn six-eights part. 

Linseed oilmeal one, cornmeal four to six 
parts. 

Middlings three, ground or crushed oats 
three, corn three and oilmeal one. 

Middlings one, tankage one, oilmeal one, 
cornmeal eight-tenths. 

Bran two, middlings three, corn four, oil- 
meal one. 

Bran and rye (coarsely ground) equal 
parts and oilmeal one part. 

Skim milk one to three, bran one to two, 
cornmeal one. 

Skim milk three to four, middlings one, 
bran one,

Soy bean meal may be substituted in any 
of the above rations for the oilmeal. The 
corn had best be fed as a meal during the 
entire period, but if it is not possible to 
have enough ground to last that long, ear 
corn may be given after a few weeks. Dairy 
men find that they can secure more milk at 
less expense by feeding the corn as a meal 
rather than as shelled or in the ear. If the 
grinding can be done conveniently, it would 
be advisable in the case of the sow, as well 
as the cow, because it is a matter of milk 
production in either case. The wear and 
tear on the bodily digestive apparatus is 
thus lessened also and more net energy de- 
rived. Soaking shelled corn, whole wheat 
and rye is advisable under some conditions. 
Thick slop is the favorite method of giving 
food. It is generally conceded that during 
the first few days little corn, if any, should 
be fed; however, if fed sparingly no harm is 
done. 


In regard to pasture for the sow and pigs, 
alfalfa and clover are best; blue grass is 
good. In grazing ample exercise is pro- 
vided and the grazers thrive under these 
healthful conditions. While in heavy milk 
on pasture the dam should be liberally fed 
her grain ration morning and_ evening. 
Some feeders turn on the pasture gradually, 
while others use no precaution in this re- 
gard. It is probably best to make haste 
slowly. Unlimited running around of the 
sow with pigs following is not in accord- 
ance with best results. It is better to limit 
the pasturage area in some way. Any of 
the pastures alone are not sufficient. Grain 
should be fed by all means. The sow will 
lose considerable flesh, running down very 
thin in most cases, if the pasture alone plan 
is followed. Alfalfa, although the best of 
the pasture forages, is still not good enough 
to stand unaided in putting the sow through 
the suckling period. A word of precaution 
concerning pasturing. The sow and pigs 
had best be allowed to remain in the far- 
rowing pen and lot for at least a week be- 


fore turning to the green, better two weeks. 
Previous to this, of course, allow the pigs 
their outdoor run on nice days any time 
after the first days. If the sow is on full 
feed of grain at this time, which is highly 
desirable, the transition from pen to pas- 
ture will not be so abrupt, and the change 
in food will not be marked, for the simple 
reason that the sow already on full feed 
will not overload on the grass. In case the 
pigs rob considerably from one litter moth- 
er to another, two weeks up in the pen be- 
fore pasture will make the attachment of 
the pigs for their own mother strong, and 
thus avoid considerable stealing of milk. 
The first time the bunch, litter and dam, 
are turned out, do it after having given 
fairly heavy grain feed. The ration will, 
under this system, gradually adjust itself to 
the new environments. In the early morn- 
ing, when the vegetation is damp with dew, 
sometimes very wet, the youngsters will be 
beter off kept up. As soon as the sun dries 
things up then range may be allowed. Up 
until the time the youngsters are a couple 
of months of age they are susceptible to 
outside influences which are unfavorable, 
such as damp, wet days, sloppy grass, chills, 
etc. Too much dampness and chilling will 
cause scours and bring on rheumatism. 
Other stock, such as horses, cattle, etc., are 
very liable to kill the sucklers, if care is not 
taken to prevent them from lying together. 
Many a young pig, promising a rosy future, 
has lost its life by a cow lying down upon 
it. This means, then, that the sows should 
be placed with their pigs in a separate pas- 
ture, to avoid accidental fatality. 


A GREAT MARKET. 

The Fort Worth hog market is doing 
good work in promoting hog raising in the 
territory tributary to it; the market is being 
praised by hog raisers in Texas, Louisiana 
and Oklahoma, and this is a big help to 
both the market and the hog raising indus- 
try. Texas Stockman and Farmer says: 

“A correspondent from Gloster, La., 
writes: Hog raising in this section has re- 
ceived a great impetus of late. Several 


car-loads of hogs shipped from here to Fort’ 
Worth, Texas, last week sold for one-half} 
cent per pound more than the price paid 
for any other Louisiana hogs. Farmers in 
DeSoto parish have been. experimenting in 
a large way in hog raising and it has! 
proven very successful.” 
This is boosting of the right kind, and it 
does a whole lot of good. But that is not!

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“COME CLEAN.” 
It Behooves Agricultural Colleges to Clear 
Their Skirts of All Crooked Work 
in Stock Showing, 

Since the recent inquiry into the trouble 
at Ames over the Professor Kennedy mat- 
ter, and the glaring conditions exposed that 
are in vogue in the manner of winning 
prizes at the great shows and expositions 
of the country, it well becomes the leaders 
in this work in the various agricultural col- 
leges of the nation to at once begin clean- 
ing up their own door yard and in the home- 
ly expression that heads this article, do 
things on the square. We are proud that 
our Illinois college seems to have escaped 
the stigma attached to many of the others. 
The standard and principles on which the 
work has been carried on at Illinois would 
seem to us to be worthy of consideration by 
the other colleges doing like work. Our 
young men must be graduated from col- 
leges and universities where honor and “the 
square deal” rule or we will. not be sur- 
prised that live stock contests will receive 
such a backset from sharp practices that 
many of them will be discontinued. We 
give the five underlying rules given recently 
by Dean Davenport of the Illinois Univers- 
ity in an article on this subject: 

1. The University of Illinois believes 
that it is endorsed by the state solely as an 
educational institution, and that whatever 
else it might do with its organization and 
its equipment, its only proper business is 
to serve the public along college lines, 
namely, instruction, research and dissemin- 
ation; to serve agriculture as farmers or 
other outside agencies can not serve it, The 
competitive exhibit is certainly not an in- 
vestigation, because it involves nothing new. 
It is not teaching, for the methods are old 
and well known. It is not demonstration, 
for it shows nothing further than that the 
colleges can beat the commercial stockman 
at his own game, having free access to his 
own best material, or that when the col- 
leges compete against each other, the prize 
goes sometimes to one and sometimes to an- 
other, with no contribution to knowledge in 
any case, 


2. The university believes it to be an 
improper use of public money to pay large 
prices for primary individuals and handle 
them subsequently at heavy expense for 
no other purpose than to beat a competitor. 
If the colleges produced the material them- 
selves, or if it were a part of the permanent 
teaching equipment, the case might be, to 
some extent, different. 

3. As to the experiment stations, Being 
organized as they are for research only, 
there is no possible basis for competition. 
One piece of real experiment and its con- 
clusions can no more be compared with an- 
other than can one court decision be com- 
pared with another, and to deliberately ar- 
range a contest is to step outside the func- 
tion of the station, 

4. After some experience it withdrew 
from the student judging contest because 
the benefits derived seemed slight as com- 
pared with the labor of training, the ser- 
ious interruption to the other work of the 
students, and the somewhat distorted views 
it seemed to give the student of the live 
stock industry. Manifestly, it is not essen- 
tial to the popularity of animal husbandry 
courses, because our records show for the 
last year a total registration of 1,695 stu- 
dents in animal husbandry and dairy hus- 
bandry courses. 

5. Finally, it seems better for an edtuca- 
tional instituion to remain disentangled 
from the embarrassments a... criminations 
that are bound to arise in competitive con- 
tests. It is supported for its knowledge of 
and its unbiased attitude toward all ques- 
tions agricultural, and its ambition should 
be to keep itself in a fit condition to stand 
in the eye of the public as a possible court 
of last resort upon matters that lie within 
its field.

Swine Disease asnd Immunization of Hogs—Pre- 
liminary to several articles on diseases peculiar to 
swine, which will appear at intervals in this journal, 
it is well that we consider some of the vital ques- 
tions that confront breeders of hogs and those in- 
yestigating their diseases. Prolificacy, one of the im- 
portant ends sought by hog raisers, is a much dis- 
cussed subject. It is contended by many hog rais- 
ers and breeders that this quality is found only in 
certain breeds. The questions suggested here are, 
why is a particular breed of sows more prolific than 
any other? Is it not possible that the personal 
equation of the breeder, and his methods used in 
developing the breed play a certain factor in arriving 
at the final point of prolificacy? Would not it be 
possible for a farmer to produce from his own stock 
a strain of prolific breeders, providing he carefully 
watched for these points among his herd and 
through continuous selections and separation of se- 
lects from the common stock, in a short time de- 
velop a strain of breeders just as prolific as could 
be produced in other breeds? The farmer should 
pay special attention to the following points: Pedi- 
gree and age of brood sow and boar; the matter of 
health, endurance and growing qualities of each pig 
should be carefully noted. All things being equal 
and given good breeding material, the next consider- 
ation should be the matter of feed and drink prior to 
impregnation and also while with pig. The housing 
quarters should be sanitary at all times. Warm and 
comfortable in winter and plenty of shade in sum- 
mer. The matter of cross-breeding is not definitely 
settled, as regards prolificacy, endurance and growth. 
However, it is the opinion of many, that avoiding 
too close interbreeding, the best of results are ob- 
tained by a persistent and careful development of 
one particular breed with a possible exception of 
cross breeding a single time, for the specific purpose 


of developing a certain characteristic or introducing , 


new blood. Health, endurance, vitality and growth 


} ean all be measured by the resisting qualities of the 


hog to disease, not forgetting that perfect health can 
only be maintained under proper nourishment and 
sanitation. Growth, which is an important factor in 
hog raising, is at its best, only when the vitality of 


| the hog is not being exhausted in resisting disease. 


Healthy hogs, properly fed and housed, have a na- 
tural resistance to disease. This natural resistance, 
however, is not sufficient to overcome the virulence 
it. 
Science has proven that immunity against hog cholera 
can be produced in two ways. First, by recovery 
from an attack of hog cholera. Secondly, by the 
injection of an immuning serum, which raises the 
resisting power of the hog. This not only protects 
the growing pig against swine plague, but allows 
and stimulates every particle of vitality to be ex- 
erted in growth; in other words, the process of 
growth is not retarded through loss in fighting the 
Poison of disease. Blood to be used in the manu- 
facture of this serum should be of the highest test, 
and before using, the antitoxin or immunizing ele- 
ments of the blood should be separated from the 
Poisonous or albuminous compounds, and these elim- 
inated. in order that the toxic elements be not ad- 
Ministered along with the protecting units, thereby 
offsetting the final effects of immunity. The next 
article will be “The Farrowing Period—When and 
How to Immune Pigs.”

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HOW SERUM IS PRODUCED. 

So much has been said about the use of 

serum for hog cholera that we have had 
frequent inquiry as to how this is obtained 
and why there is such an expense to it. We 
give the following explanation by Professor 
_ Paul Juckniess of the Nebraska station: 
_ He says that a hog may be taken which 
_ has never been exposed or affected with hog 
cholera. Take, for instance, a hog weighing 
100 pounds and injected with two cubic 
centimeters of virulent blood, or, in other 
_words, with the blood of a hog which is 
affected with an acute virulent form of hog 
cholera; at the same time this hog is also 
injected with twenty c.c. of potent anti-hog 
cholera serum. This gives the hog a mild 
form of the disease and protects him at the 
same time. After about three weeks this 
hog becomes immune to hog cholera, and 
is known as an immune hog. A hog which 
has recovered from an attack of cholera is 
also an immune hog and may be used in the 
_ same way. 

The next step to be taken is to make the 
hog what is known as “hyper-immune.” 
. Large quantities of virulent blood are in- 
jected into the immune hog either intra- 
venously or subcutaneously at one time. 
' This is known as the quick method. When 
small quantities of the virulent blood are 
injected into an immune hog at various 
times, it is known as the slow method. The 
final results are the same as an immune hog 
which passes through either of the above 
| methods and recovers, is known as “hyper- 
immune” or more than immune, 

A hyper-immune hog has more than or- 
_dinary resisting power against hog cholera, 
and is available for furnishing protective 
‘serum for other hogs which are to be im- 
-munized against the disease. 

; The serum is secured by placing the hog 
' firmly in a crate or on a table and cutting 
\ off the tip of the tail, which has been thor- 
oughly sterilized, and drawing off the blood 


—— 


After a large 
quantity of the blood is drawn a ligature 
is placed around the tail to prevent the hog 
from bleeding to death, and the animal is 
put back into the pen. After about a week 
the hog is placed again upon the table and 
the blood drawn in the same manner. Again 
the hog is returned to the pen. This bleed- 
ing operation may be performed at least 
four times, and from seven to ten days after 
the last bleeding the animal is killed and 
all of the blood is saved. 

After each bleeding the blood is immed- 
iately defebrinated, a small quantity of car- 
bolic acid or other preservative being added, 
and it is then ready to be tested for po- 
tency as anti-cholera serum. 

The method of testing the potency of ser- 
um is this: Three hogs are inoculated, 
each weighing from 50 to 100 pounds, with 
2c. c. of virulent blood, two of these hogs 
are injected at the same time with 15 c¢. c. 
each of the serum to be tested. If the hog 
which has not been protected by the injec- 
tion of serum becomes sick within eight 
days, and is ready to die in fifteen days, 
while the two into which the immunizing 
serum has been injected continue in good 
health, then the serum may be considered 
potent and suitable for field work in doses 
of 20 c. c, for hogs weighing from 50 to 100 
pounds, 

Hogs may be treated for prevention of 
cholera in three different ways. One meth- 
od is that of injecting anti-cholera serum 
into the healthy hogs among a bunch that 
is partly diseased. The healthy hogs are 
exposed to the disease at the same time 
that they are being inoculated with the pro- 
tective serum. If they survive they acquire 
life-long immunity. 

A second method is to inject a small 
quantity of virulent blood at the same time 
that a certain amount of the serum is in- 
jected. If the hog survives this treatment, 
which is used almost exclusively in serum

they clean up many things that man or ma- 
chinery cannot get. 

If we have been negligent in sowing 
something in the way of clover or rye, for 
early hog pasture, then it behooves us to 
plant some other forage crop for them and 
also one that will make grazing as early in 
the spring as possible. 

A successful hog raiser says: 

“For the very earliest purpose I usually 
sow a patch of oats, at the rate of two 
bushels to the acre. I prefer drilling them 
for a forage crop, as they will then with- 
stand the drouth and trampling over them 
and also will not lift out of the soil as 
easily, 

I find it better to have a lot divided so 
as to pasture a part of it at a time, while 
the other part will be growing. This plan 
has given me the best satisfaction. 

The regular hog fence is not expensive 
and is easily moved if desired to be moved. 
I am able to sow oats very early in the 
spring and they make a very rapid, vigor- 
ous growth and give me a good pasture 
quicker than anything else that I can sow. 

I find oats to be better than rape for a 
quick growth in the early spring, while the 
ground is still wet and cold. When the 
oats are from five to seven inches high it is 
time to turn hogs in. It usually requires 
about five or six weeks to have them this 
high, 

My next crop for pasture a little later is 
peas, and I prefer drilling them for several 
reasons, When drilled they are all planted 
at a uniform depth and will come up more 
evenly, and they can be cultivated once or 
twice and will stand the dry weather better, 
and stock will follow the rows better and 
there will not be so much waste. 

I can also save some seed by drilling; it 
only requires about half the seed to drill an 
acre than is required to broadcast an acre. 
They may be sown all the way from one- 
half to two an done-half bushels to the 
acre, 

I have broadcasted as high as two and 
one-half bushels per acre. However, I 
think this is a little too much. I usually 
drill about three-fourths or one bushel per 
acre, and broadcast one and _ one-half 
bushels. 

A common wheat drill is the most con- 
venient and satisfactory for drilling the 
peas, using the first, fourth, seventh and 
tenth holes. This will make the drills 
twenty-four inches apart, 

Peas are ready to turn into when they 
are coming into stiff dough. If you have 
never grown any peas, it will be wonder- 
fully surprising how hogs will take on fat 
and grow while feeding on peas. 

Soy beans also make good pasture, but 
these are usually, sown later and hardly 
come under the head of early pasture. But 
for forage after the peas are exhausted,

HOGS ON ALFALFA. 

An old and extensive swine grower of 
Kansas says: “Twenty-five years of pas- 
turing hogs of all ages on alfalfa has prov- 
en conclusively to me that a fourth to a 
half grain ration while they are on such 
pasture will produce greater growth per 
day than when in dry lots on full feeds of 
corn. Hogs will maintain a _ reasonable 
growth, but not fatten much, on alfalfa pas- 
ture alone. I believe it profitable to feed 
them some grain while running on green 
alfalfa, If it is desired to full-feed hogs, 
they will make a rapid fattening growth 
from increasing the grain ration while on 
pasture, and with the full grain ration the 
meat will be nearly as firm as that of hogs 
kept in a dry lot where grain alone has 
been fed. I find no distinction on the mar- 


ket’ between alfalfa-fed swine and those 
purely grain-fed, and they sell price and 
price alike. 


The general health of the 


alfalfa-fed hogs is equal to that of those 
maintained on any feed, and they are pro- 
lific.”

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The farmer who was fortunate enough 
to come into the possession of a bit of vir- 
gin soil with little or no expense, felt that 
he had acquired something that would yield 
a living and more for himself and his de- 
scendants, even as others who have come 
into inherited wealth have an idea that their 
patrimony would last forever, whether hus- 
banded or not.s Both are mistaken, as they 
usually learn to their sorrow when some- 
times: too late, but though the farmer has 
exhausted his soil, there is hope for him to 
restore it, and in that respect he is better 
off than is his brother who has wasted his 
fortune. 

The farmers of past generations were to 
be excused, however, if they erred, because 
they had not the opportunities to get 
knowledge which are open to those of the 
present day. They did not have the mis- 
takes of others as sign boards to show 
them where they, too, would fail, neither 
did they have teachers to tell them how 
they could avoid making mistakes, or hav- 
ing made them, how they could retrieve 
them. If they were extravagant 
ing wheat year after year, selling the grain 
and burning the straw, until the crop would 
in many cases not pay for the harvesting, 
it was because they did not know better. 
If they grew corn and sold it, or if they 
fed it to stock and let the manure all’ go to 


in grow- 
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waste, it was because they had not been 
taught that the available plant food in the 
soil is inexhaustible, and tnat drawn on 
year after year, it must some time be used 
up. The farmer who nowadays follows 
such extravagant methods has no excuse, 
for agricultural colleges and farm papers 
are teaching all who are “open to convic- 
tion” that land contains nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid and potash in quantities which 
will soon be exhausted if no attempt be 
made to restore what is taken from the soil 
by the crops grown year after'year. 

They also teach, and here is the farmer’s 
hope, that leguminous crops and barnyard 
manure will supply the nitrogen needed to 
keep up the fertility of the land and that 
phosphoric acid and potash can be bought 
at reasonable prices to supplement that 
which is made available through the chem- 
istry of nature of these elements of plant 
food, so that there is no need of exhausting 
the soil. Thus the dream of our fore- 
fathers can be realized, and any one who 
secures a farm can be sure of a living, but 
he must bar the extravagant waste of fer- 
tility which made farms unproductive and 
build up as he goes and not wait until he 


gets to the end of his rope and has no 
means to turn. Spend part of the long 


evenings in reading good farm papers, and 
get some valuable ideas to help you in your 


work the coming season.—Colman’s Rural —

Alfred Wenz of South Dakota tells of his Duroc and Alfalfa 
Experience. 


Through the courtesy of the Dakota 
farmer of Aberdeen, S. D., we are per- 
nitted to give our readers Mr. Wenz’s story 
wf his experience with Durocs and alfalfa, 
nd the cuts which appeared with the story 
n the Farmer:

was 156.17 pounds, the average price, $12.48 
per head. This foots up a mighty good re- 
turn on a capital of $185.60, the value of 11 
brood animals at the end of last season. 
The pigs, with the help of the pasture, have 
well earned the name “Alfalfa Gold Bonds.” 
The 10 sows have had nearly eight coupons 
each to clip in one year, good for $12.48 
apiece, making a total of $96.05 in coupons 
from a bond with the face value of $16.50. 


These hogs picked probably half their 
feed from nine and five-eights acres of al- 
falfa. 


The following facts will show why one- 
half seems a fair and conservative estimate, 
The pigs were not pushed with grain and 
mill feed; rather were they left as much 
as possible to the alfalfa. The experiment 
was carried on not to grow a huge hog ir- 
respective of cost, but to build a good mar- 
ket hog at the lowest expense, making al- 
falfa bear the brunt of the work. Not how 
heavy an animal, but how wide a margin of 
profit on capital invested in brood sows 
and grain feeds, was the end sought, though

weight was not lost sight of. The amount 
of feed given the sows was cut down radic- 
ally when they were turned from the far- 
rowing pen into the pasture, and, after 
weaning time, no feed other than alfalfa 
was the rule. Besides, all the sows but one 
are being held over and so do not figure in 
the proceeds from sales, except indirectly, 
as they nourished the growing pigs. But 
they had the bulk of their living from May 
to October from this same pasture. The 
young sows, sold at 10 cents, were turned 
off before fattening for market commenced, 
hence the larger share of their weight must 
be credited to the alfalfa. In the spring the 
little pigs lost no time in learning to for- 
age; they were at it as’soon as they could 
get to it. Daylight, sometimes 4 o’clock in 
the morning, found them grazing. If ex- 
treme heat kept them in the shade during 
the afternoon, they would make up for lost 
time by working in the grass till 9 or 10 
o'clock at night. They were fed soaked 
and ground corn in a separate pen, but 
even after being weaned they did not come 
around for feed till late in the forenoon, 
when they were given a light ration. At 
night they had more, but they never dis- 
played the wild squealing eagerness for 
feed so common in yard fed hogs. After 
being turned into -a field of corn, part of 
which was choice sweet, corn, they still 
kept coming back to the alfalfa. This was 
a remarkable demonstration of their fond- 
ness for it, while their thriftiness and quick

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growth showed that their taste had a good 
physiological basis. They were in prime 
physical condition when they went into the 
yard for high feeding, and only a few weeks 
of this was necessary to put on the lard 
finish. Hog experts who have seen the 
herd and noted the conditions under which 
the pork has been grown, agree that one- 
half is not too high an estimate of feed to 
credit the alfalfa, Some think it should be 
higher. The hogs, up to one-half their 
value, can fairly be considered the crop of 
the alfalfa land. 


One-half the sales, $960.49, is $480.25. In 
addition, the pasture yielded 8% tons of 
hay, worth $127.50, making a total of $607.75 
produced in pork and hay on 95% acres of 
land—and produced, too, without turning 


trough, can be given freely in addition. 
Corn alone will not do for growing pigs, 
but can be fed with splendid results when 
they are rustling on the alfalfa. Their free 
active life, combined with the fact that the 
bulk of their nourishment is in the form of 
this succulent forage prevents the corn 
from having an unhealthful or unduly fat- 
tening effect. The hog is naturally a rang- 
ing and grazing animal, and the more natur- 
ally he lives the healthier and thriftier he 
will be. It is easier and better to let him 
hunt up most of his own living and to 
throw him over some corn twice a day than 
it is to pamper him like a spoiled youngster 
kept close to the house, The same thing is 
true in winter feeding of brood animals, the 
hay then taking the place of the growing

high prices prevail he is that much ahead 
and he can still make good interest wher 
the market is on a level actually below the 
cost of production to the yard feeder. Look 
at it another way. Joseph E. Wing, per- 
haps our greatest authority on alfalfa, says 
that the hay is worth $15 per ton to the feeder. 
The amount of grain forage necessary to 
make a ton of the hay is surely worth no 
less. Grow it and let the pigs pick fro 
$20 to $60 worth of feed from every acre 
without a cent of expense other than in- 


terest on the value of land and_ fene 


over a hand, as far as the land was con- 
cerned, except to gather the hay. Sixty- 
three dollars and fourteen cents from each 
and every acre; better than 6 per cent ona 
valuation of $1,000 per acre—no wonder 
alfalfa land is said to be worth $100 per 
acre! 

There are many advantages in raising 
hogs on alfalfa. It is easier for the farmer 
and better for the hogs than yard feeding. 
The porkers do a good share of the work, 
thus saving the farmer many chores and 
getting exercise for themselves as well. 
Then there is no worry about a balanced 
ration; the growing alfalfa comes very 
close to furnishing that, and corn, usually 
the cheapest and easiest feed to put into the 


plants. Alfalfa and corn will make swine 
grow like weeds with a minimum amount of 
work and worry to the owner. 


Another advantage is economy. There is 
an old saying that a ton of alfalfa is equiva- 
lent to a ton of bran. Which is cheaper, to 
pay $20 a ton for the bran and go to the 
expense of hauling it, or, at a cost of not to 
exceed $7.50 per acre for seed and labor, to 
establish a permanent sod which will with- 
out further attention, produce every year 
from 1% to 4 tons of bran per acre that the 
pigs can go out and gather for themselves? 
Consumers complain of the high price of 
pork and often assail the “trust.” Yard 
feeders retort that at the prices obtaining 
for feed during the past few years they

COUNTY AND DISTRICT FAIRS. 


How They Can Be Used to Assist in Agri- 
cultural Education and Improvement. 


Written by John Hamilton, Farmers’ Insti- 
tute Specialist. 

In a recent bulletin issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, attention is called by the 
secretary, Mr. Wilson, and the director, Mr. 
True, to the growing efforts being made to 
carry education on agricultural lines into the 
public schools, and have issued with the bulle- 
tin an address written by John Hamilton, 
Iarmers’ Institute specialist, of the depart- 
ment. We quote freely from this bulletin, 
believing that many of our readers and very 
many of our Duroc breeders are interested in 
their local fairs, and the suggestions put forth 
in this article may assist some of these in so 
managing their local fair as to be of more 
help to the farming and live stock raising 
community in which they are located. In the 
introduction of the bulletin the following sta- 
tistics are given, showing that the fairs of 
the country are numerous and are well patron- 
ized, and are in a position to do this work 
more quickly and more thoroughly than most 
any other local organization that could be or- 
ganized. There are more than 1,200 county 
fair associations, with a membership of right 
at 250,000 registered members, and their an- 
nual gross receipts are $6,500,000, and _ their 
expenditures for premiums aggregate almost 
$2,500,000. Mr. Hamilton says: 

That need exists for proper. local associa- 
tions to aid in the improvement of rural con- 
ditions is admitted by all who have studied 
the country problem. 

There is, first of all, the great fundamental 
need of increasing production. This of itself 
is sufficient reason for the existence of organ- 
izations in each county to give intelligent at- 
tention to soils, fertilizers, animals, crops, til- 
lage, moisture, supply, drainage, seed selection, 
fruit culture, the farm wood lot, and the 
many other items directly affecting agricul- 
tural production. 

Then there is the need for the improvement 
of the highways, the consolidation of rural 
schools, the adaptation of the courses of study 
in these schools to country life, the better- 
ment of agricultural homes and their sur- 
roundings, the economical marketing of pro- 
ducts and purchasing of farm supplies, etc. 


Agricultural educational institutions, partic- 
wlarly the agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment stations, are looking for more efficient 
means for reaching country people with agri- 
cultural information, and now that extension 
departments are being organized in all of these 
colleges, the néed for efficient local institutions 


in each county to act as centers from which 


to operate is very apparent. The county fair 
associations are already organized as public 
agencies for the dissemination of agricultural 
information, and it is only necessary to 
strengthen their organization and work in or- 
der to give them a larger and more important 


place in our rapidly developing system of agri- 
cultural education. 

The county fair has already been found to 
be a most valuable assistant to the agricul- 
tural college and experiment station wherever 
its services have been utilized, and the col- 
lege in turn has greatly strengthened the fair 
association through its support in furnishing 
educational exhibits and skilled demonstrators 
and judges at the annual shows, and by setting 
a high standard along all lines for rural bet- 
terment. 

(By inquiry it was found that eighteen ex- 
periment stations contributed exhibits to state 
and county fairs and sent demonstrators with 
these exhibits. ) 

Farming people particularly were interested 
in these exhibits, and their appreciation and 
value have been such as to prompt the college 
authorities to continue and enlarge them. The 
colleges and stations were represented during 
that year at 101 fairs, being limited in the 
number only by the amount of money avail- 
able for bearing the expense. 

Among the advantages claimed by the in- 
stitutions from their exhibitions at these fairs 
are: 

1. Opportunity to meet farmers personally 
and explain the work of the institution. 

2. Opportunity to secure co-operators 
demonstration work. 

3. Opportunity for the college to conduct 
agricultural schools and short courses and 
demonstrations while the exhibition is in pro- 
gress. 

4.. Opportunity to initiate new movements 
for the improvement of agriculture. 

5. Opportunity for the education of fair 
managers in the conduct of agricultural ex- 
hibitions. 

6. Opportunity for collecting into one 
place the results of field demonstrations for 
the inspection of the public. 


in 


7. Providing a place for the exhibition of 
the results of contest work by school children 
and country youth. 


8. Enabling the college and station to se- 
cure the names and addresses of representa- 
tive farmers and of young people with whom 
to correspond in disseminating agricultural 
information, and in securing co-operation in 
projects for rural improvement. 


All that the present fair association needs 
for immediate action in the wider field now 
open is a change of view as to its mission and 
scope and a practical plan for carrying on its 
work. Its activities need to be redirected and 
enlarged to fit the association to take advant- 
age of the opportunities for aiding rural bet- 
terment that lie before it. If it is to be a 
leader in rural betterment its organization and 
methods must be carefully outlined in ad- 
vance to be in accord with the conditions that 
control success in such enterprises. As care- 
ful study should be made by the management 
of the needs of farming people as well as of 
their peculiarities and temperament, as if those 
interested in the fair were about to invest in 
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a department store or engage in the manufac- 
ture on a large scale of an article or articles 
intended for general use. 

The fair, even if assisted by the state will 
be largely dependent upon public patronage 
for its success. If public patronage is to be 
secured and held the fair as a whole must be 
made sufficiently interesting to attract those 
whose presence is desired. In doing this it 
can not descend to the use of low or ques- 
tionable methods or to cheap, vulgar or taw- 
dry shows no matter how great the crowd 
these may draw or how remunerative they 
may be. Its attractions must be of a character 
that will elevate and instruct, or if for enter- 
tainment the exhibition must be free from 
everything that suggests evil, ridicules purity, 
‘or tends to deceive, defraud or vulgarize the 
public. 

The fair that is to be a worthy leader and 
is to. meet the needs of country people must 
be strong, clean, full of interest, well man- 
aged, and in entire sympathy with country life. 
It must first of all and above all be loyal to 
its own constituency, the agricultural public, 
and not be swerved from serving them in the 
most effective way by any influence or set of 
influences that it may encounter, however en- 
ticing. 


ee . . . . . ~? 
The fair in its main feature is an exhibi- 


tion. Its character is therefore determined al- 
most entirely by the grade and variety of the 
articles that it displays. Since its main pur- 
pose is to improve rural life in all of its 
phases, the exhibits should be of a kind that 
will contribute to that end. The basis, there- 
fore, of the fair should be exhibits from the 
farm, the garden, the wood lot, horticultural 
exhibits, household exhibits, poultry, domes- 
tic animals, agricultural implements and ma- 
chinery, models of country homes with sani- 
tary surroundings and modern conveniences, 
forest products, manufactured articles, and 
educational exhibits of methods, courses of 
study, school buildings and grounds, and 
school gardens adapted to rural conditions. 


The entries for premiums should be open to 
individuals, to institutions and to commun- 
ities. A brief statement made out upon a 
card should be attached to each exhibit, show- 
ing by whom it is exhibited, the feature it is 
intended to display, with such additional in- 
formation as may be important to a proper 
understanding and appreciation of its use and 
economic value. 


Each class of exhibits should be set up by 
an expert and be attended by some one cap- 
able of explaining the quality and uses of the 
several articles in his section. Whenever pos- 
sible the exhibitor of the article or animal 
should be present in person during the fair 
and call attention to the valuable features of 
the things that he is exhibiting. If samples 
only are shown of larger quantities on hand 
for sale, they should be accompanied by a 
statement of the quantity that is thus avail- 
able and the price, with a guarantee that the 
goods to be delivered shall be true to sample. 
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The judging for premiums ought to be by 
disinterested experts, and every award should 
be accompanied with a statement showing why 
it was given, and the judges should be ready 
to make a public defense, if called upon, in 
support of their conclusions. The state de- 
partment of agriculture might have lists of 
persons on file certified as capable judges in 
the various group of exhibits, who would be 
available for service at county fairs at a 
stated compensation. 

Certain stated periods each day should be 
devoted to demonstrations to be held at dif- 
ferent places on the grounds. These demon- 
strations might be the packing of fruit; the 
use of the Babcock test; spraying operations, 
including the mixing of sprays, as well as 
their application; killing, dressing and pack- 
ing poultry for market; sanitary handling of 
milk; transplanting, budding and pruning 
trees; seed selection; germination tests; lay- 
ing out and planting garden plats; stock judg- 
ing; canning, preserving and drying fruits; 
cheese making; butter making; testing agri- 
cultural machinery; disinfecting rooms, 
stables and clothing; conducting cooking 
schools, dressmaking and millinery school; 
demonstration plat work; plowing matches, 
and similar contests. 

These demonstrations can be made valuable 
features of the fair, depending upon the skill 
of those in charge of them. Machinery in mo- 
tion, processes in course of performance, and 
other forms of effort in actual operation at- 
tract attention and are never-failing sources of 
interest. 


By stopping all other exercises and concen- 
trating attention upon the demonstration 
features for an hour or two each day, variety 
will be given to the exhibition, and valuable 
information can be imparted free from inter- 
ruption or distraction by other exercises. 


Contests in crop production, animal breed- 
ing and feeding, and other agricultural oper- 
ations should be organized early in the year, 
the results to be exhibited at the fair. Persons 
entering such contests should be required to 
declare in advance their intention to com- 
pete, in order to shut out crops or animals 
that are the result not of skill, but of mere ac- 
cident or chance. ‘ 


In all such contests accurate data should ac- 
company each report, showing the items of 
cost in producing the article and the methods 
pursued. The premiums offered should be for 
results secured under conditions possible to 
every farmer of intelligence, and be for oper- 
ations: above those on a miniature scale. To 
exhibit 10 ears of corn out of a crop of 40 
acres is no evidence of superior farming, but 
to exhibit 10 superior acres out of such an 
area is a real test of skill and worthy of 
proper recognition. For persons in control of 
farms the contests should be in operations of 
sufficient size to require the exercise of more 
than’ ordinary exertion and skill. For boys 
and girls they could be adapted to suit the 
means at their command.

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Trials of speed, acrobatic and sleig 
hand performances, exhibitions of trained anij 
mals, moving pictures, the merry-go-rou:

All disreputable shows, gambling devices, 
and loud coarse fakirs with monstrosities to 
exhibit, should be rigidly excluded from the 
grounds. Nothing that the most refined an 
modest woman might not see or hear should 
be admitted. All others ought to be shut out 
as unworthy of a place in a sclf- cope 
community, and the superintendent of this de- 
partment should be held to strict accountabil- 
ity for the enforcement of this rule, and an 
adequate police force should be at his disposal 
for the purpose. 


The expenses attendant upon the presenta-| 
tion of the open air entertainment features 
the fair could be met by the fair associat 
and for this a specific appropriation might 
made. Such in-door sports or entertainme 
as the merry-go-round, moving pictures, a 
mal exhibits, and sleight-of-hand performances 
can be permitted to charge an entrance 
the amount to be agreed upon with the man- 
agers of the fair.

is to surpass the ordinary exhibition of prey- 
ious years. 

A very important service that the fair as- 
sociation can render is in giving assistance to 
those who are interested in rearing better 
stock. The difficulty that confronts farmers 
in many sections who wish to improve their 
stock, is the impossibility of securing the ser- 
vice of well-bred sires. There can be no im- 
provement in our domestic animals until well- 
bred sires are introduced and their use be had 
at rates low enough to be within the reach of 
farmers of ordinary means. 

The county fair association could do no bet- 
ter service for live-stock improvement than 
to purchase or hire the use of one or two 
well-bred sires of each of the leading breeds 
of horses, cattle, sheep and swine, and have 
them kept for service at moderate rates, and 
offer these services at these reduced rates to 
those only who are members of the fair associ- 
ation, thus inducing the more progressive 
farmers to join the society and aid in its sup- 
port. There is no reason why this can not be 


done, and at the same time.make it a source 


of revenue to the association. 

As an inducement to undertake this work a 
special grant of money might be made by the 
state or county, to be offered to such associa- 
tions as will maintain breeding barns of well- 
bred sires. As a purely business proposition 
no better investment can be made of public 
funds than to supply the aid necessary to bring 
about such action, for a slight improvement 
upon each animal will add enormously to the 
wealth of the agricultural people of the state. 

If the fair association is to fulfill its mis- 
sion its influence will have to be felt for more 
than the few days during which the exhibition 
is held. It will have to be an active force the 
year round. Before this can be done there 
must be a naid secretary, who can devote all 
of his time to the affairs of the association. 
The secretary should be an expert in agricul- 
.ural matters and not a mere clerk, with little 
or no practical or theoretical knowledge of this 
industry. 


Many associations are now ready for what 
has been here outlined, and will be glad to un- 
dertake the work if a practicable plan is 
shown. Others will need urging. This will 
require the personal efforts of organizers to 
meet their managers and show them precisely 
how they can do at least some of the things 
that are needed, leaving the others, if neces- 
sary, for future consideration after the move- 
ment is well under way. 


Responsibility for and the initiative in this 
work might be given to the state boards and 
departments of agriculture. Agents could be 
employed by them to visit the several counties 
to organize new fair associations, and to re- 
organize the old. Later these agents should 
revisit the societies to see that they under- 
stand what is proposed and to assist them 
when necessary in carrying out the project. 
This is a kind of service that the state de- 
partments of agriculture are specially fitted 


to undertake, and, in securing valuable results 
to agriculture, is as promising a field of effort 
as any other that they have hitherto attempted. 

Most of the state departments or boards of 
agriculture have interested themselves in the 
local fair associations very little beyond col- 
lecting copies of their premium lists and get- 
ting records of attendance and the amount of 
the gate receipts. If they will devote some of 
their time and money to sending out an expert 
or several experts to organize county fairs and 
to advise with their officers and aid them in 
carrying on their work, they will not only be 
increasing their usefulness to the farming in- 
dustry, but their action will also be in direct 
keeping with the purpose of the commonwealth 
in establishing state departments for the bene- 
fit of agriculture. 


ABSTRACTS OF SWINE-FEEDING 
EXPERIMENTS. 

Among the general conclusions arrived at 
are the following: 

“Skim milk has proven to be the most ef- 
ficient supplement to shelled corn or corn meal, 
used in the experimental feed lots at the sta- 
tion, for the past five years, in fattening hogs. 

“Soy bean meal has proven to be equally as 
efficient as linsed meal in all of the tests con- 
ducted at the station. 

“Tankage has been the most efficient com- 
mercial feed used as a supplement to corn in 
fattening hogs under market conditions pre- 
vailing during the past five years. 

“The previous treatment and the condition 
of the hogs when the fattening process begins 
have as much influence on the subsequent 
gains as does the kind of feed used. 

“Whenever it is available, skim milk and 
corn will doubtless prove as efficient a ration 
as can be used for fattening swine. * * * 
Digester tankage, a packing house by-product, 
ranked next to skim milk for efficiency in pro- 
ducing rapid, and from the standpoint of feed 
consumed for a pound of gain produced, eco- 
nomical gains. * * * While the experiments 
conducted indicate that pigs are not so fond 
of soy beans as of some other feeds, notably 
skim milk and tankage, yet the results of these 
two tests show an especially high value for 
soy beans as a supplement for corn, * * * 
Corn alone, at prices approximating those that 
now prevail, is not a profitable ration to use 
in pork production. * * * A ration of 
grain, with skim milk as a supplemental food, 
when fed to hogs, gave: First, the most rapid 
gains, and second the most economical 
gains, but took second place to tankage as an 
efficient ration (one given greatest gain per 
pound of dry matter_in the feed). * * * 
Roots as a supplemental food also make a 
valuable addition to the ration, coming next 
in value to skim milk and tankage. * * * 
Clover, together with a grain ration, improves 
materially the rapidity of the gain and the 
economy of the feeding. In these tests the 
hogs fed grain alone made economic gains, 
but the lowest daily gains and on the average 
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the most expensive gains, were made on such 
ration.” 

The average of two trials carried on at the 
Wisconsin experiment station to compare the 
feeding value of barley with corn for swine 
shows that it required about 8 per cent more 
barley than corn to make a pound of gain. 
The hogs in the two lots differed considerably 
in appearance at the end of the trial. The 
barley-fed lot were more growthy and more 
of a bacon type. They were not covered with 
as great a depth of fat, but had made their 
gains to a greater extent in the form of mus- 
cular tissue. 

Preparation of Corn for Hogs (lowa Sta- 
tion, Bulletin 106.) “The experiments includ- 
ed 312 hogs‘of all ages, fed in 32 lots. Six 
forms of corn were tested—dry ear corn, 
soaked shelled corn, dry corn meal, soaked 
corn meal, dry corn and cob meal, and soaked 
corn and cob meal. Dry ear corn is highly 
relished by hogs, and is decidedly the most 
convenient to feed. * * * The pigs ate it 
more slowly than soaked corn and corn meal, 
owing to the greater time required to mas- 
ticate it. In general, the fastest and most 
economical gains were secured by feeding dry 
ear corn until the hogs were close to 200 
pounds in weight. * * * Whether fed dry 


or soaked, a bushel of corn ground without. 


the cob made more pork than a bushel of corn 
ground with the cob. A bushel of ear corn 
made as much gain as one and one-third bush- 
els ground into corn and cob meal at an ex- 
pense of six cents a bushel.” 


KEEP SOWS FROM LYING ON PIGS. 


Large numbers of pigs every year killed in 
their beds by the sow over-laying them, and 
how to prevent this is a matter of great im- 
portance to swine raisers. The evil cannot be 
entirely eradicated, but with proper action the 
damage resulting from it can be greatly de- 
creased. This subject is discussed in the 
American Swineherd by a  Duroc-Jersey 
breeder who makes some good suggestions on 
how to minimize the evil. He says: 

“There are several things to be taken into 
consideration in dealing with the question of 
how to prevent sows lying on pigs. First, if 
your sow is of a cranky disposition, you are 
up against-a hard proposition; second, if she 
has been improperly fed and handled during 
pregnancy she will naturally be restless, thrash 
around a great deal at farrowing time, hurt 
some of the pigs and make them squeal; then 
she will get up and proceed to make her bed 
again, and when she lays down again the 
chances are you will be minus one or more 
pigs. 

“Again, pigs from old sows have exceed- 
ingly sharp tusks, and if they are not cut off 
will cause the sow to kill more or less of her 
If you want to see a scrap to a finish, 
notice the action of the second litter of pigs 
from a sow that was permitted to raise only 
two or three pigs of first litter. The teats 
those pigs sucked will be developed and have 


more milk in them, and the way the second 
litter of pigs will fight for those teats is a 
caution. Therefore a sow of that description 
is practically ruined for a brood sow. She 
will never raise a nice even litter of pigs. So 
much for and against the sow, now for the 
farrowing pen. 

“T have been in the hog business for a good 
many years, have tried all kinds of pens, from 
the rail pen covered with straw or hay, and 
dirt floor, to the double hog house with board 
floor and roof, but have never found anything 
the equal of the A type of farrowing pen with 
board floor. Of course, it is wise to take all 
the precautions you can to save the little fel- 
lows, hence I always put in fenders. 

“Just before the sow is to farrow, and all 
hog men know pretty close when that will be, 
if you don’t you are not a hog man, raise the 
front of the house a little, the object being 
to compel the sow to lie down with her back 
from end of pen, as all stock when given their 
freedom always lie down with their back or 
head up hill, never the reverse. Should she lie 
down with her head up hill her back will be 
against the roof, which, owing to construction 
of same, affords pigs a nice runway behind 
the sow.” 


21 MISTAKES IN HOG PRODUCTION. 

There are twenty-one mistakes that should 
be avoided in hog raising. These mistakes are 
liable to be made, at least in part, by inex- 
perienced men in the business. -A Kansas 
swine raised of almost a lifetime experience 
tells of these mistakes. He says: 

It is a mistake for one inexperienced to un- 
dertake the business of rearing hogs unless he 
expects to make a steady business of it and 
profit by mistakes. 

“Tt is a mistake for a farmer living in town 
to trust the care of his hogs to the average 
hired man. He is not likely to make a success 
Olarits 

“It is a mistake to try to raise hogs on an 
exclusive corn diet. You ask what kinds of 
feed to give them? I will ask, what kind of 
feeds can be provided on your farm and in 
your locality? Then give them a variety of 
these, in such relation to each other as to 
meet the varied needs of the swine. 

“It is a mistake to forget that the hog is a 
grazing animal. 

“Tt is a mistake if the hogs are not fed in a 
clean place, free from dust or mud. 


‘Tt is a mistake to feed too much or feed 
too little. > 


“Ordinarily it is a mistake not to feed the 
liquid before the solid food. 


“Tt is a mistake to feed constipating food 
with nothing to correct it. 


“It is a mistake to feed breeding stock as 
if you were fitting it for market. 


“Tt is a mistake to feed all sizes of hogs to- 
gether when the smaller ones are at a disad- 
vantage. 

“It is a mistake not to provide the herd with

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THE EXTERMINATION OF HOG 
CHOLERA, 

The demand that there be organized a state 
epartment for the manufacture of hog chol- 
ra serum is a question now before the legis- 
iture of Nebraska, says the Twentieth Cen- 
wry Farmer. There can be no disputing the 
ficacy of the serum treatment known as the 
oyernment discovery for the prevention of 
og cholera. It has the endorsement of many 
f the most skilled veterinarians in the coun- 
vy, who have had experience with it. Its 
ormula, method of preparation, application, 
‘ce, has been given to the public, and its 
‘anufacture and use has been urged as the 
‘west means yet discovered for the checking 
ad suppression of this disease. 
The question of eradication or extermination 
k this disease from the state, by creating of a 
ant for the manufacture of the serum, could 
‘areely be hoped, from the fact there is no - 
‘ay by which hog owners can be governed in 
e care of their hogs or in specially precau- 
onary measures to be observed. The fact 
‘at a treatment could be manufactured and 
wnished them free would not be sufficient in- 
ntive to guarantee its use, only as actual 
tacks of the disease forced its use. Noth- 
g short of some strict quarantine system, 
lgidly enforced, has been able to control the 
‘read, nurturing and perpetuity of contagious 
ad infectious animal disease. 


‘It appears that the commercial trade in the 
anufacture and sale of this serum presents 
|e suggestion that it might be a good idea to 
‘m the whole serum proposition over to this 
‘ature of enterprise. There seems. to be one 
‘ing in doubt as to such a course, and that is 
| secure enough independent manufacturing 
“ree to supply the needs as fast as they oc- 
r. As long as hog cholera would prevail to 
alarming extent, there would be actvity in 
e manufacture of the serum by the com- 
lercial trans, but when the disease lagged and 
': demand decreased there would be a dis-

FOR GREATEST PROFIT. 

This is an age of progress and advance- 
ment toward a higher degree of improvement, 
consequently the breeder and farmer is con- 
tinuously confronted with changed conditions ; 
therefore, in order to adjust their operations 
to the present demand and these changed con- 
ditions, they must produce as near the ideal 
hog for yielding the most pork and lard at 
the earliest age possible by the most econom-

Years ago, when land, all kinds of feed and 
labor was cheap, it was the custom (and no 
doubt most profitable) to feed only cattle for 
the market at three years old, and even four 
yeais of age; also hogs proportionately the 
same. It could be done at that time with pro- 
fit, as the original investment as well as cost 
of production was small, compared with pres- 
ent day conditions, but time and experience 
has developed this method as improper, and 
the thrifty feeder has discontinued the plan. 
The successful feeder of cattle does not select 


a coarse, rough, out of proportion sort to be- , 


gin with, but instead it will be the good sized, 
medium kind, with style, finish and good feed- 
ing quality, just the kind that respond to feed 
and care from the first hour of investment. A 
colt that has developed into a tall, rough, 
tangled leg young horse, will never be found 
in the barn of a successful and expert draft 
horse feeder, who feeds for the most profitable 
markets, but he will select the grade that will 
develop into large horses, with all the style, 
finish and feeding quality he can get. The 
shrewd and money-making cattle and horse 
feeder has found that it takes no more atten- 
tion and not so much time and expense to 
feed the quick and responsive sort as it does 
the disappointing kind; the same disappoint- 
ment comes to the breeder and feeder of the 
undersized kind, consequently if men are de- 
voting their talent to this particular line why 
not derive the very best results possible? 


The same principles that guide the beef 
cattle and draft horse feeders into the port of 
success must be observed by the men who feed 
hogs for the great markets of the world, and 
the breeder of thoroughbred hogs, who keeps 
this practical idea in his head and practice, 
will be the breeder whose worth and influence 
will be felt throughout the commercial world. 

Disease and feed must be considered among 
the most important factors in the hog breed- 
and feeding business. From a disease 
standpoint the sooner into market the less risk 
of disease; from a profit feeding standpoint it

RAISE MORE PIGS. 

Searching investigations conducted by the 
Iowa Agricultural College reveal the fact that 
farmers of that state are growing on the 
average but four pigs to a litter, says the 
Nebraska Farmer. One-fourth of the farm- 
ers raise only two and six-tenths pigs per 
litter, while another fourth raise six and four- 
tenths pigs. 

The cost of keeping the sow for a year re- 
mains practically the same in all cases, wheth- 
er she has no pigs or two pigs or ten pigs. 
Consider, then, the difference in profit to the 
owner of her. If it costs, as it does under 
present conditions, some ten dollars annually 
to keep the sow, this ten dollars is a dead loss 
where no pigs are secured. If but two pigs 
are farrowed, their first cost is represented by 
five dollars. Pigs that at birth cost this sum 
will have to “go some” (to use a vulgar ex- 
pression) if profits are to result. 

If the sow has ten pigs, then the original 
cost of each is but one dollar. 


Farmers, many of them at least, do not ap- 
pear to realize the significance of these facts. 
In many cases they do. not at all know and 
could not at all tell what their sows altogether 
are averaging, or what each individual sow’s 
record is. And so it is that a sow is some- 
times kept in the herd several years at an 
actual loss, getting either no pigs at all or at 
best but two or three. 


With careful selection and right manage- 
ment every sow in the herd can be made to 
produce and rear annually from six to eight 
pigs. The writer knows several herds where 
this feat is regularly accomplished. A man 
who has sows of this kind ought to be satis- 
fied with them, for he can make good money 
on them. They are, on the whole, more pro- 
fitable than are sows that farrow extraordin- 
arily large litters, say from twelve to twenty 
pigs for few sows can manage to raise so 
many pigs successfully and see them to ma- 
turity. In so large a litter there are almost 
always several weak, puny, dwarfed pigs, that 
might better be replaced by one good strong 
one. 


Every farmer ought to know accurately how 
many pigs each sow is farrowing, what sort

There are otherwise bound to be losses 
sustained by keeping sows that do not pro- 
duce pigs that will more than offset profits. 

If you have not already marked your sows, 
adopt some simple method of doing so, and 
put it into effect at once, while you have the 
Get your book properly headed, then 
as each sow farrows in the spring, write down 
how many and what kind of pigs she has. 
Watch them, see how many live, and record 
this also. 
will know which sows you want to keep and 
which ones you want to sell. 

It is not good business to sell off all the old 
sows each year and breed the gilts. The writ- 
er believes in keeping sows that have been 
tried and not found wanting, and breeding 
them until they are six or seven years old. 
They are a much surer proposition than a 
young untried sow, and being mature them- 
selves they produce sturdier pigs. 

You will find that you take greater interest 
in swine growing when you go about it in 
this intelligent, wide-awake way, and you will 
also find that if you select your sows accord- 
ing to the indisputable statements of your 
record sheet, you will soon be getting a much 
larger percentage of pigs and consequently 
will reap larger profits. 


“Raising hogs on corn and water, the old 
way, as was the custom years ago, before we 
got to raising alfalfa, was slow and very ex- 
pensive, compared with more modern hog 
raising out where I am now,” said a wealthy 
farmer of Ottawa county, Kansas, who mar- 
keted a carload of 8-months-old hogs at Kan- 
sas City recently that weighed 200 pounds and 
sold at $9.45. “I often recall how we used to 
keep hogs until they were sometimes two years 
old before they were considered large enough 


to sell. In the meantime we would keep right 


on feeding them on corn. But up along the 


Solomon valley in Kansas they do not raise 


hogs that way. If we did, there-would be no 
money in them. We have the alfalfa pastures 
for them, and raise the pigs that way, and then 
about the time they are six months old we be- 
gin to feed them on corn. At seven to nine 
months of age tehy are ready to market, and 
weigh around 200 to 250 pounds. The hog nine 
months old that weighs 250 pounds makes 
much better meat than the hog two years old 
that has been eating corn ever since it was a 
little pig. In producing hogs ready for mar- 
et in this way, the farmer can make a great 
deal more money, for the reason that he sells 
two crops of hogs now where but one was

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GRINDING CORN FOR HOGS. 

For the past nine years the Wisconsin ex- 
periment station has been conducting tests to 
determine whether grinding corn for hogs is 
desirable. In the tests previous to 1903-4 mid- 
dlings were fed with the corn. That year corn 
was fed alone, but the results were so unsatis- 
factory as regards thrift, appetite, gains and 
feed consumed per pound of gain that it was 
not considered desirable to omit the middlings 
in subsequent years. 

The results have varied a little from year 
to year, but considering the average of all the 
tests 117 hogs fed dry shelled corn and wheat 
middlings made an average gain of 96.8 pounds 
each, while an equal numper fed corn meal 
and wheat middlings gained 110.9 pounds 
each, the feed required per pound of gain in 
the two cases being 5.19 pounds and 4.88 
pounds. In other words, for each pound of 
gain the hogs fed shelled corn required 0.3 
pound more grain than those fed the corn 
meal. The saving from grinding, therefore, 
has amounted to 5.7 per cent. Whether it will 
pay to grind corn in order to effect a saving 
will necessarily depend on two factors, name- 
ly, the price of corn, and the cost of grinding. 
When these two factors.are known the pos- 
sible saving from grinding corn for fattening 
hogs can be learned from the following:

When corn is worth only only 25 cents per 
bushel the saving from grinding amounts to 
only 1.4 cents, not enough to pay for the 
grinding unless cheap power is available. As 
corn advances in price it will be noticed that 
the saving per bushel increases practically 0.3 
of a cent with each 5 cents advance in the 
price of corn. Should the price of corn be as 
high as 75 cents per bushel the saving by 
grinding would amount to a little over 4 cents 
per bushel. 


In the spring and fore part of the summer 
it is a good idea to feed shorts to the pigs 
and their mothers—less when they are high 
and more when they are cheap.

Give ample dose of 
epsom salts and after a good physic add blood meal 
or tankage to their ration. Some old time hog men 
recOmmend feeding cracklings. This fills the craving 
that drives them to eat their young. Proper ration 
and careful watching prior to farrowing time will 
provent most of this trouble. 


Raising Their Own Meat—If you doubt the south’s 


ability to raise their own pork, you need make but 
one short trip to Texas or any other southern state.

8S to us. After disposing of the entire herd, we 
irchased the thirty-five head merely for an experi-

ment. They were kept on the rear of the place, about 
a half a mile from the pens occupied by the cholera 
hogs. After they had been treated we separated the 
gilts from the feeders, and bought more feeders from 
a local packing house, turning them in with the feed- 
ers treated with your antitoxin. Cholera also devel- 
oped in this bunch, several died, the balance were 
disposed. of. The swine treated by your antitoxin 
were fed for the market. Three of them were put in 
a pen with a bunch of five pigs in the last stages of 
cholera for a more thorough test, and finally 
dying, but the three survived. We consider this 
good test. Our herd of gilts now 
and have been in a good healthy condition, and 
we are well pleased with the experiment.

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CARE OF THE BROOD SOW. 
A large litter of heavy, vigorous pigs at 
weaning time is the foundation of profits. The 
sow should be selected and from birth should 
be fed and handled to produce such litters, 
says Coleman’s Rural World. 

The sow pig, intended for a breeder, should 
be pushed for the first year and given feeds 
that will make rapid growth, but that will not 
fatten. Such feeds as milk, alfalfa pasture or 
hay, and moderate quantities of grain, such as 
wheat, peas, barley, milo maize and _ shorts. 
Ample exercise every day is necessary for 
health and to develop muscle and lungs. If the 
sow has made good growth, she may be bred 

_ to drop her first litter when she becomes 12 
_ months of age. The gestation period for the 
sow is 112 days. 


While pregnant the sow should be given 
| muscle and bone making feds that will de- 
_ yelop in the unborn pigs size and strong vital 
_ organs. The same feeds are needed for this 
purpose that are required by pigs after wean- 
ing. When the sow has good alfalfa pas- 
ture only a small quantity of grain is needed. 
The sow should be kept in good flesh, but not 
fat. A heavy condition of flesh is favorable 
| if it is put on with muscle-making feeds. The 
| pigs from a half-starved sow are weak and un- 
| dersized at birth, and are stunted while 
| suckling from lack of sufficient milk. 


_ Constipation in the sow while’ she is preg- 
nant or suckling, must be avoided. Pig eating 
| is often caused by constipation. Laxative and 
‘bulky feeds, such as pasture or alfalfa hay, 
will prevent this trouble, and should form part 
of the daily ration. Exercise is necessary to 
keep the bowels in good condition. Small 
‘feeds of roots are good. Heavy feeding of 
roots is often the cause of weak or dead pigs 
/at birth. Feeding frozen roots is likely to 
\cause abortion. The pregnant sow should be 
‘fed, sheltered, exercised and handled in such 
a way as to keep her in good flesh and health. 
‘Everything that facilitates tis condhition tends 
'to secure pigs with greater vigor and more 
profitable as feeders. 


A blow or a strain of any kind to the belly 
‘of the pregnant sow is likely to result in pigs 
dead at birth, or pigs born the wrong way, 
with the consequent injury to the sow, or her 
death. Sows had to step over a six-inch board 
in passing through an opening between their 
yard and pasture. There were many dead pigs 
at farrowing, and some of the sows died from 
trouble while giving birth. The ground next 
to a hog pen was eight inches lower than the 
floor, and the brood sows had to climb over 
this step—dead pigs and dead sows at -farrow- 
\ng time was the consequence. Potatoes were 
lug with plow and left in ridges. Pregnant 
ows had to travel over these to get to a pea 
‘eld. At farrowing time there were many 
ead pigs and two sows.

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TREATING HOG CHOLERA. 
By Dray.” Peters: 

There is’ probably no disease that is of 
such economic importance to the stockmen 
as the One now under consideration. Hog 
cholera is really not a new disease.. It was 
reported by the bureau of animal industry in 
Ohio as early as 1833, and then made its way 
to other states along the line of commerce, 
until today it has invaded nearly every part 
of this country where swine are grown. The 
losses from this disease are very large. Every 
state losses annually many thousands of dol- 
lars from: this disease, 

Unfortunately the symptoms of hog cholera 
are not constant. It is therefore very difficult 
for the best informed to positively diagnose 
hog cholera from symptoms. Hogs that suf- 
fer from other causes, especially intestinal 
troubles, present symptoms that very closely 
resemble those of hog cholera. The symp- 
toms are, usually great weakness, drowsi- 
ness and constipation, followed by diarrhoea. 

The animals lie quietly in a corner, hud- 
dling together, usually hiding the head in the 
litter. The hair becomes harsh and dry. The 
eyes beccme watery and locomotiun becomes 
weak and irregular, with imperfect control 
of the hind legs, resulting finally in par- 
alysis. The skin around ‘the flanks and fore- 
legs may become purple, the skin of the ear 
frequently becomes inflamed, and in the 
latter stage has a scabby appearanc?, and 
may result in part of the ear falling off. he 
animals refuse to move when disturbed and 
are more or less lifeless. There is usually a 
loss of appetite, but in some rare cases the 
appetite may not be affected. 

In chronic cases there is a rapid emaci- 
ation, which is accompanied by extreme 
nervousness or paralysis of the hind limbs. 
The cough is usually short and hacking. In 
the chronic case we usually find diarrhoea 
a few days before death. There is consider- 
able redness around the nose, ears and abdo- 
men, and this usually increases as death ap- 
proaches. These symptoms may vary, and 
therefore it may become necessary to await 
the post mortem and bacteriological exam- 
inations before making a final diagnosis. 

The pest-mortem examination reveals the 
most important changes in the large intes- 
tines. The mucous membrane of the large 
and small intestines is red and swollen and 
is dotted with dark yellow and black ulcers, 
which are so deep that they may penetrate 
the walls of the intestines. The pancreas is 
swollen and somewhat gaseous. Ulcers are 
found on the tongue and larynx. In some 
cases the lungs are inflamed. The spleen is 
enlarged, soft and gorged with blood. It 
may be many times as long as the normal 
spleen. The lymphatic glands are usually 
affected. The kidneys are usually the seat 
of extensive hemorrhagic changee. 

Chronic cases of hog cholera are distin- 
guished from tuberculosis by the fact that in 
hog cholera the diptheritic patches in the in- 
testines do not calcify but become caseated 
on the edges, and dry and brittle in the cen- 
ter, while ulcers in tuberculosis calcify. 


When the respiratory organs are the seat 
of the disease, the pleural cavity will con- 
tain a greater or less quantity of serum, 
which in some instances will be flaky as a 
result of coagulation. The pleura may pre- 
sent all the characteristic appearances of 
pleuritis. In some cases the lungs become 
hepatized to a greater or less extent. The 
exudate found in the air cells and bronchial 
tubes will vary in color and usually presents 
a frothy appearance. The trachea and larynx 
frequently present inflamatory appearances. 
The pericardium which covers the heart is 
almost always found congested, and con-

glands are usually 
kinds of pneumonia 
tarrhal. 

The nature of the lung disease will depend 
to a large extent on how the virus gained en- 
trance. If it entered by way of air tubes 
it is more likely that we shal have a bron- 
chial pneumonia. If it entered the lung tis- 
sue through the circulation, then we shall 
have more or less scattered pneumonia. 

For hog cholera there is no sure cure, and 
therefore preventive measures should be 
used. A great deal of good can be done by 
good sanitary regulation and by good feed. 
Feeding balanced rations that supply all the 
nutriments that the animal requires will aid 
in warding off this disease. It is of great 
importance to remember that the disease is 
caused by distinct germs and is highly con- 
tagious, therefore one should bear in mind 
that they can be warded off by preventing 
the bacteria from gaining entrance on the 
premises, and for this reason one should 
avoid visiting on a farm where he has any 
suspicion that hogs are dying from one 
cause or another, and above all should avoid 
purchasing a hog or hogs from a herd in 
which animals have recently died, for in that 
way he will bring the disease on his farm. 

Animals should not be thrown into 
streams, and the streams should be carefully 
guarded, so that they will not be a source of 
spreading this disease through a great part 
of the country. It is known that virus can 
be carried on feed, implements and shoes 
and clothing of the attendants who are tak- 
ing care of the hogs. Dogs, buzzards and 
the like can carry this disease. A dog from 
a neighbor should not be allowed on the 
farm when there is any suspicion of hog 
disease on his farm. 

As soon as the disease is noticed in a herd 
it is well to divide the herd carefully into 
two or more groups. In this way you may 
check the disease and not lose more than one 
group and prevent it from occurring in the 
rest of the herd. It is needless to say that 
these pens should be kept thoroughly clean, 
using such disinfectants as lime water or 
corrosive sublimate. 

When an animal has died the carcass 
should be immediately burned. It is not ad- 
visable to bury the carcass of cholera hogs, 
for very often a few years after they have 
been buried hogs may have the opportunity 
to root them up, and in this way a fresh 
outbreak of cholera may occur. It is known 
that after hogs have been buried for a per- 
iod of eight or twelve years, when that 
ground was brought to the surface it was 
still capable of producing hog cholera. 


The premises should be thoroughly disin- 
fected. All dirt should be removed from the 
pens. The manure can be taken directly to 
the fields and plowed under, but should not 
be left exposed near the hog pens, for this is 
often the source of re-infection a year later. 
After all the dirt and litter has been re- 
moved, use one pound of carbolic acid crys- 
tals in about four gallons of hot water and 
thoroughly spray the woodwork with this 
solution and then give it a coat of white- 
wash. 


Be careful not to turn hogs that have re- 
covered from hog cholera in with the rest 
of the herd too soon; several months should 
elapse before doing this. Quarantine each 
hog that you purchase for at least three 
weeks, and during the time that he is in 
quarantine, it is well to disinfect him thor- 
oughly either by spraying or dipping him 
several times before allowing him to be with 
the herd. 


Be careful to avoid all communication with 
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anyone who you suspect has been in cholera 
pens or on a farm where hogs suffer with 
some disease, no matter what name they 
apply to it. 

The treatment of sick animals should be 
as follows: Above all avoid too much feed 
while the animals are ailing, keep the 
troughs clean, do not allow the feed to be- 


come sour, givng them just as much as they 
will clean up. As stated, there is very little 
that can be done with medical treatment, 
but by separating the sick from the well and 
feeding the well ones sparingly, keeping 
plenty of disinfectants before them and feed- 
ing very little to the sick ones and keeping 
them quiet, beneficial results will follow.

| LICE ON HOGS. 

| Hogs often suffer very much from ver- 
‘min, Lice are introduced from neighbor- 
‘ing herds, and the losses in feeding are of- 
\ten severe, especially among young pigs, 
‘when death is sometimes a secondary re- 
‘sult if not an immediate result. When 
very numerous, lice are a very serious drain 
‘on vitality, fattening is prevented, and in 
case of exposure to disease the lousy hogs 
‘are much more liable to contract and suc- 
‘cumb to it. Newly purchased hogs should 
be carefully examined for vermin, and they 
should not be turned out with the herd un- 
til they are known to be free from these 
pests, 

When the herd is found to be badly in- 
fested with lice, all bedding should be 
burned and loose floors and partitions torn 
out. Old boards and rubbish should 
burned. The quarters should then be thor- 
oughtly disinfected by spraying with good 
solutions. After disinfection, as in the case 
of a disease outbreak, everything about the 
place, inside and out, should be thoroughly 
whitewashed.

The following 
simple and inexpensive mixture, which may 
be prepared on the place, has been recom- 
mended by the late Theodore Louis, a 
breeder of high repute in the northwest: 
Take six pounds of corncob charcoal’ or 
three bushels of common charcoal, eight

pounds of common salt, two quarts of air- 
slacked lime and a bushel of wood ashes. 


Break the charcoal well down with the 
shovel or other implement and thoroughly 
mix. Then take one and _ one-quarter 


pounds of copperas (sulphate of iron), dis- 
solve it in hot water, and with an ordinary 
watering pot sprinkle the solution over 
the whole mass and again mix thoroughly. 
Put this mixture into self-feeding boxes and 
place them where the hogs of all ages may 
eat their contents at pleasure, 

We might add that quantities either 
greater or smaller than those given may 
be prepared by simply observing the pro- 
portion of the ingredients; also that this 
mixture has already been the means of sav- 
ing many pounds of meat in the state.

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There will be part of each of these twen- 
ty-five ears left after planting. It is very 
important that these remnants should be 
carefully saved until the next year, for some 
of them will be the foundation stock of 
your pedigreed corn. So put them away 
out of the reach of mice and mold, weevil 
and weather. 

While the corn is growing, any notes 
taken on the rows will help in deciding 
which ears are the best yielders. When 
the corn is ripe, harvest each row separ- 
ately. Carefully weigh and record, the 
weights. Divide the corn into marketable 
and unmarketable ears, and also reweigh 
after the corn has dried out, as the highest 
yielders may have much corn in them which 
is damp and therefore heavy and unmarket- 
able. 

After all the results are recorded, the 
best producers }must be ‘determined by 
means of the duplicates, the checks and the 
notes. The publications of the Ohio ex- 
periment station describe the methods used 
in computing the relative value of the dif- 
ferent ears, and the station staff are very 
glad to help a corn breder in preparing for 
his test and in interpreting the results of 
it. 

The four best yielding ears are selected 
and the remnants of these ears are planted 
the next year in an isolated plot, where no 
foreign pollen will reach them. Suppose 
the four ears selected were Nos. 4, 10, 17, 
24. If No. 10 is the best ear it would be 
used for pollinating the others, and the 
remnants would be planted in short rows 
alternately, as: 10, 4, 17, 24, 10, 4, 17, 24, 
etc. Detassel all the rows except of No. 
10. . The pollen from No, 10 will fertilize 
4,17 and 24, giving them a direct cross. No 
corn is selected from No. 10 rows, because 
this is self-fertilized. The corn selected 
from the other rows makes three distinct 
strains, due to the direct cross of ear No. 
10 on each of the other three. Each of 
these pedigreed strains can be put into an 
isolated multiplying plot the next year, 
and the corn from this further tested or 
used for general field planting. 

This is but a meager outline of the Ohio 
ear row corn breeding method, but it may 
serve to show that Mr, Williams has de- 
vised “some way by which we can control 
impregnation in the corn field as_ thor- 
oughly as we can in the herds of cattle.” 


The essentials of the Ohio method are 
then: (1) No ear without performance 
record used in breeding; (2) duplicate and 
check rows of the ear test; (3) cross breed- 
ing of ears in breeding plot; (4) isolated 
breeding and multiplying plots; (5) new 
stock can be introduced through the ear 
row test. Mr. Williams puts it thus: “The 
ear row test is the basis on which we build; 
then, the isolation and crossing the best in- 
dividuals and the testing of the resulting 
pedigreed strains beside the original stock 


in further ear row work, as well as in the 
larger plot work.” 


As to the results of this work, Mr. Wil- 
liams says: “We are finding, as in animal 
breeding, that there is wide variation in 
these pedigreed strains. Some of our lat- 
est developments are showing surprising 
merit; others of them that are apparently 
as well, but differently bred, are very or- 
dinary. The great point is, I think, to prove 
all things and perpetuate that which is 
best.” 


This method of corn breeding offers to 
the corn growers of Ohio great opportun- 
ities for increased production. The meth- 
ods are worked out, The results are being 
shown. The opportunity is offered. Shall 
we accept it? Shall we take the time and 
labor necessary for greater returns? It 
would hardly be advisable for every corn 
grower to have an ear row test, but surely 
there are several men in each county of 
Ohio who have the skill and perseverance 
to take up this corn breeding work and 
make it a success. A corn breeder in each 
county, of whom the farmers could buy 
seed best adapted to their conditions, would 
go far toward making our average corn 
yield what it might be. You men who are 
interested in the corn crop, will you do 
this for your county? 


PARALYSIS OF THE HIND LIMBS OF 
HOGS. 
(Dr. A. T. Peters.) 


One of the diseases of the hog which has 
been quite an anrioyance and caused heavy 
losses usually manifests itself in mature ani- 
mals, but very often in small pigs, by paralysis 
of the hind limbs. The animal at first shows 
a weakness by walking on its toes, some days 
previous to the final collapse. It also shows 
symptoms of pain and restlessness by lying 
down, getting up again, and moving around, 
and symptoms of cholic. In some, symptoms 
of rheumatic pains are noticed. In the later 
stages of the disease the hind limbs become 
weak. The animal knuckles in the ankles and 
finally drags its hind parts. The limbs are 
cold to the touch, and the animal has no fever. 
Appetite is usually good. As the disease pro- 
gresses the animal becomes weaker and the 
constant dragging of the hind parts causes 
abrasions, for the animal will try in the early 
stages of the disease to move along with the 
other animals if possible. The appetite does 
not seem to be impaired. The animals do not, 
as a rule, make a rapid recovery. Very often 
when tonics are administered the animals fin- 
ally get up on their feet again, but, as a rule, 
they seem to be weak and do not thrive well, 
and a recurrence of the disease may appear 
at any time. The disease is usually seen in 
well-fed hogs. The writer has noticed that 
this disease attacks some of the best and fat- 
test animals in the herd, either old animals or 
young shoats. He has found it occaisonally in 


sows that had just farrowed and that were 
not in the very best of flesh. 


attributed to the kidney worm. Whether it 
is due to this parasite or not, the writer will 


ease, and yet has failed to find in a single in. 
stance a kidney worm in animals so affected, 
On the contrary, he has known of instance 
in which animals manifesting no symptoms of 
disease whatever, and apparently sound on 
their feet, have been shipped to the packing 
houses and the kidneys found to be very 
much diseased (degenerated—containing large 
cysts) ; and, therefore, he believes that it can- 
not be the kidney worm that causes this 
trouble, for if it were the kidney or the kid- 
ney worm we should certainly expect to see 
one or more kidneys partly destroyed in ad- 
vanced stages of the disease; and yet these 
animals during life showed no trouble of this 
kind. This has often been demonstrated by 
post-mortems on animals for other diseases, 
such as hog cholera, which revealed diseased 
kidneys, the owner never having noticed 
symptoms of this peculiar lameness. One 
other cause attributed is the lack of vitality 
produced by inbreeding, but the fact that 
should be seriously taken into consideration 
is that most animals affected with this trouble 
are not fed on a balanced ration. When this 
has been neglected it has a tendency to pro-. 
duce a softness of the bones. It is more often. 
found in animals that are being crowded for 
the market by feeding them large quantities of 
corn. Whenever mineral matter is not fed 
to hogs they will surely suffer, and it is for 
this reason that investigators have found, 
fractures in various parts of the body, in such 
hogs known as “downers,” received at the 
stockyards. For the purpose of studying this 
the writer has experiments now in progress, 
securing from packing houses bones, usually 
one of the limb bones, from animals known 
as “downers” and those affected with what is 
known as partial paresis or kidney worms. 
The preliminary results already at hand show 
the bones of these animals are very soft 
breaking at an average of about 180 to 225 
pounds pressure, whereas in the case of pigs 
that were fed on a ration that contained al- 
falfa and some wood ashes the bones broke 
at 540 to 560. This shows that the trouble 
could. largely be prevented through feeding, 
and that if more attention were given to this 
subject it would mean many dollars to the 
growers of hogs. From these experiments the 
writer firmly believes that paralysis of 
hind limbs is due to a lack of the earthly 
salts in the bones and not due to what is 
known as kidney worms. 5

stering a house and you could secure 
‘some of the plaster that is left, it would be 
valuable to throw around in the feed lot. If 
this cannot be secured, lime water should be 
given at least once a day. A perfectly bal- 
anced ration should be fed, and, in addition, 
liberal quantities of ground bone or bone 
meal. As to operative treatment, such as blis- 
‘tering, the writer has not had good results, and 
therefore does not recommend it. 


AGE AT WHICH TO BREED GILTS. 

In the matter of the age at which gilts are 
bred there is considerable variance in the 
‘common practice of farmers. Some breed 
them as young as six months, others not until 
‘twelve or eighteen months. It is the writer’s 
opinion that early breeding is detrimental to 
the sow and to the herd in general, and that 
later breeding is on the whole better, though 
there are points in favor of each practice. In 
the first place, age is no criterion of develop- 
ment. Some pigs are growthy by nature and 
are pushed along with feed from the time of 
birth and are much more developed than oth- 
ers at six months. No pig, however, has 
‘ecased growing at this age, unless it is so 
stunted as to be worthless, and it needs the 
food it eats for its own use, instead of for 
the production of a litter. It is more than 
‘any pig can do and do well to make growth 
‘and at the same time produce a litter. 


In trying to do both, it fails to do either 
one well. It becomes dwarfed in growth and 
never thrives as it might if it had been un- 
hampered in its development. Its whole life 
is affected deleteriously. Nor does such a pig 
get a big strong litter. Seldom more than 
four to seven pigs are farrowed, and, as a 
ule, not more than half of these reach ma- 
turity. A 100-pound or 150-pound pig does 
not produce this many on the average; a 200- 
pound animal sometimes produces more. These 
eal young, small pigs have not the capacity 
for a larger litter, and have not the milk to 
nourish the pigs they do get. 


Milk i is, after all, the great and vital need in 
case, of the little pig, and when deprived of it 
he does not do well. A pig itself not full 
grown, uses part of the feed for growing 
that the mature pig uses for milk production. 
- Breeding a 100-pound or a 150-pound pig is 
for the most part very poor policy. It means 
th stunting and dwarfing of the animal’s 
le life for the sake of two or three more 
ess unthrifty little pigs. If this practicé 
of early breeding is long continued it as a rule 
results in the stunting and dwarfing of the 
whole herd. 


i However, the writer has seen some herds 
here pigs have been bred at eight months 
®m year to year, and the herd seemed none 
worse for it. These are the exceptions 


made € possible by the skill of the breeder in 
g good growthy stock and in develop- 
unusually early. Where one such in- 
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stance may be cited, a dozen of opposite re- 
sults are to be seen. 


As to late breeding, say at 16 or 18 months: 
sy this time the pig is mature, has a big hold 
on life and is strong and efficient. Such a 
sow when bred can produce a large and a 
strong litter. She can give plenty of milk. 
She does not need all her feed for her own 
bodily needs and so can nourish the young 
lives both before and after birth. But the 
trouble is, as many assert, that sows do not 
always breed readily at this age. In the ma- 
jority of cases this failure to breed is trace- 
able to the overfat condition of the sow. 
With no one but herself to look after and 
plenty of feed before her, she lays on so much 
fat around her generative organs that they 
do not perform this function properly. The 
man who gives his sows the exercise they 
need and does not overfeed them seldom en- 
counters difficulty in breeding even old sows. 


Some farmers breed one year old pigs and 
so have fall litters. Pigs at this age usually 
give fairly good litters, but not every farmer 
has proper shelter to grow fall pigs success- 
fully, and unless one has the right conditions 
for them it is very foolish to try to grow 
them. They have a hard enough battle for 
their lives and development if external condi- 
tions are rendered as favorable as possible. 


In general, early breeding is not advised as 
being injurious to the sow and the herd in 
general, and as being unproductive of profit- 
able results. We believe in later breeding, 
either at one year or at a year and a half, as 
circumstances may warrant. It is undoubtedly 
true, however, that unless a sow is properly 
conditioned, there is some danger of her fail- 
ing to breed at this age—Professor D. A. 
Gaumnitz.

LIVE SOUTHERN BOYS. 

One hundred boys in the corn clubs of the 
southern states grew an average of 133.7 
bushels of corn to the acre. One of them, 
Jerry H. Moore, of Winona, South Carolina, 
grew 228 bushels. Three others grew 212, 
217 and 225 bushels, respectively. What do 
you think of that, you boys who live in what 
we have so long called the corn belt? These 
southern boys live in the states of Alabama, 
South Caorlina, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Virginia. Must be a live lot of 
boys down there, Congressman Ramsdell of 
Louisiana, in a speech im congress recently 
told about some of these boys. Listen to this: 

“Earl Hopping of Rogers, without the aid 
of a mule or a horse, except to have his land 
plowed, actually raised fifty bushels on an 
acre with a plow manufactured by his own 
hands and pulled by a goat trained by him. 
If there be any doubting Thomas in this audi- 
ence, all doubts of the truth of this statement 
will disappear when I show the picture of the 
boy and the goat, which picture I would like 
to have you-come and look at. It is positive 
proof that the boy did it, because here is his 
picture, and the goat, too.” 

And read the following, which tells of the 
trouble one little fellow had: 


“Doctor Knapp tells pathetic stories of how 
hard it is to get the old father to help the 
boy. He tells of one boy who was very anx- 
ious to raise some corn, but had no ground. 
So his father said: ‘Well, you can have an 
acre over there on the hillside, if you will 
clear the stumps and logs off.’ The little fel- 
low worked hard and cleared the land, and 
then his unkind father took it away from him. 
The little chap was not discouraged. When 
the farm demonstrator came around, the boy 
appealed to him, and he in turn appealed to 
the father, who said: ‘Well, I will let him 
have another acre over there on the same hill- 
side, provided he clears off the logs and 
stumps.’ He cleared them, worked as vigor- 
ously as he could, and produced eighty-five 
bushels of corn on that acre, while the old 
man, who cultivated by the old method on the 
acre that the boy had first cleared, made only 
eighteen bushels.” 


That boy had grit, hadn’t he? And who 
do you suppose has been teaching those south- 
ern boys ho wto raise corn? One of our own 
Iowa men, Doctor S. A. Knapp, who was 
many years ago professor of agriculture at 
the Iowa Agricultural College. Last year he 
had 46,225 southern boys in his corn clubs. 
And he took the eleven boys who grew the 
largest yields to Washington, where they re- 
ceived diplomas from Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson. And after that they went to the 
White House and called on the persident. 
Wasn’t that fine?

FEEDING NOTES. 
Some authorities claim that field peas may 
be even more profitably fed to hogs than to 


sheep. A bushel of peas will put on as much 


pork as one and one-third bushels of corn. It 
is easier to raise fifteen bushels of peas under 
irrigation in the right kind of soil and climate 
than forty bushels of corn in the corn belt. 

The Colorado Agricultural College puts the 
average cost of feeding and irrigating an acre 
of peas at one dollar and a half to two dollars 
and a half. The harvesting is done by the 
hogs themselves. There is no cost of culti- 
vation. Results have been recorded reaching 
as high as six hundred and fifty pounds of 
pork per acre from hogs grazed on peas. Pea- 
fed pork commands a premium at the packing 
houses. Pea-fed bacon is the finest pork pro- 
duct obtainable. 

Experiments conducted at the Ohio agricul- 
tural station show wheat to be an excellent 
feed for economical pork production. In 
these investigations the daily gain per pig 
when fed wheat was one and thirty-nine hun- 
dredths in weight. A mixture of the two 
grains has the same result as when fed wheat 
alone. A bushel of wheat produces 13.7 
pounds of pork, while a bushel of corn only 
produces 12.3 pounds of pork. The hogs ate 
more wheat per day than corn, so that wheat 
was shown to be more valuable feed than corn 
even allowing the grain per bushel to be the 
same and not taking into consideration the 
much higher quality of wheat-fed pork. 


Barley is of so much interest and import- 
ance in the production of pork that it demands 
more than passing notice. The results the 
Danish farmers have gained with barley and 
the successes of similar experiments on this 
side of the water may be studied by our feed- 
ers with profit. Danish bacon, which figures 
sO prominently in the English market, is pro- 
duced mainly from barley and dairy by-pro- 
ducts. At the Ontario agricultural college, 
Professor Day has found barley so valuable 
in bacon production that it is now used as the 
standard feed there. Professor Shutt has 
found that the best bacon is produced by a 
ration of which barley constitutes at least one- 
fourth. 


In many phases of swine husbandry the 
question of location or climate has an import- 
ant bearing. Where mild weather is apt to be 
the rule in late fall and early spring, breeding 
for two litters a year will obviously be con- 
sidered in a different light than in a section 
much further north. The breeder in Canada 
or on the Atlantic coast will modify many 
matters regarding breed or feeds that are ac- 
cepted gospel in the corn belt. Locally, the 
extent and kind of pasture at the breeder’s 
disposal, like his other facilities and resources, 
will, to a greater or less extent, influence his

The University of Wisconsin has published 
‘bulletin on the subject from which we take 
tz following : 

“Its value is that it keeps the animal in the 
st healthy condition, no other feed having 
‘ch a beneficial effect on the digestive tract. 
“The price of the feed is considered pro- 
itive by many farmers, but considering the 
‘ct that it contains nearly 30 per cent digest- 
je protein the stockman can well afford to 
ty the market price in order to have at least 
small quantity of this feed available. 

“Old process rather than new process meal 
<ould be secured, so far as possible, for the 
iison that 94 per cent of the protein in old 
jocess oil meal is digestible as compared with 
ily 84 per cent of the new process meal.” 
‘Oil meal may be fed to all classes of farm 
ock, *Fattening steers will use to great ad- 
yntage from 2 to 3 pounds of oil meal 
(ily in connection with other feeds. Larger 
giounts can be used profitably when prices 
<2 not too high. Feeding oil meal in the 
im of nut-sized cakes is considered prefer- 
dle to the loose meal by most of our steer 
feders,

The farm will 
be under the direction of an expert from the 
government department, who will come once 
each month and deliver lectures free to all 
who care to hear them, on the breeding and 
the raising of hogs. The first of these lec- 
tures was given some time in March, and this 
one will be followed by one each month. 

While the farm will ‘be conducted 
the direction of the government agent, it will 
be under the personal direction constantly of 
Mrs. Lelia Wilder, who long ago demonstrated 
the fact that she knew a thing or two about 
farming by making a success of cotton raising 
when cotton sold for only 6 to 7 cents a 
pound. Mrs. Wilder has just returned home 
from Nashville, Tenn., where she’ purchased 
some of the finest Berkshire hogs that money 
could buy. These purchases were made 
through the assistance of government agents, 
who aided Mrs. Wilder in the selection of the 
hogs. The hogs have just arrived, and they 
are beauties, the finest stock ever seen in this 
part of the state. Mrs. Wilder will divide her 
time and attention in the future between cot- 
ton groiwing and hog raising. She proposes 
to establish a brooding farm on her planta- 
tion for the purpose of raising blooded Berk- 
shire hogs, which she will sell to hog raisers 
for breeding purposes.

It was largely through the influence of Mrs. 
Wilder herself, assisted by United States Sen- 
ator William H. Bankhead of Alabama, that 
the government was induced to establish this 
demonstration hog farm on Mrs. Wilder’s 
plantation. Last season the government de- 
partment had an experimental farm on Mrs. 
Wilder’s plantation, and this year the demon- 
stration and experimental farm will be con- 
tinued also, About ten acres will be planted 
in cotton on the demonstration farm this sea- 
son, and, as last year, lectures will be given 
each month on cotton and corn raising by 
government experts. 


DISCING ALFALFA, 
The foremost method of cultivating alfalfa 
is with the disc harrow, one of the most ex- 
cellent farm implements ever invented. AIl- 
falfa sown in the fall is almost invariably 
helped by disking the following spring, with 
the discs set quite striaght, so as not to cut 
the crowns, but to split them. It is usually 
well to follow this disking with a tooth har- 
row, with its teeth set straight. Occasionally 
in a dry summer the disc may be used to 
great advantage after the second and possibly 
the third cutting also. Many disc their alfalfa 
fields every spring and some after each cut- 
ting; others do so only once in every two or 
three years, owing to weather conditions and 
the conditions of the alfalfa. In some in- 
stances the common harrow is used _ in- 
stead of a disc. The disking has sev- 
beneficial effects, It splits and 
spreads the crowns, causing more and 
consequently finer stems to spring up, 
affording hay of the most delightful quality,

At the Farmers’ Institute recently A. J. C. 
Lowe gave a very interesting talk on hog rais- 
ing, which was well worth two days’ time of 
any farmer to kear, says the Pleasanton,Kan., 
Observer. He said he had kept close account 
of the business for several years and knew 
He figured that his 
brood sows were yielding him a profit of 200 
per cent on the money invested. 


just what he was doing. 


Here are his 
figures on three sows for last year: 


The three sows raised two litters each, mak- ° 


ing in all 61 pigs and they were sold for $630. 


Counting the value of the sows, deducting the 


cost of feed for the entire lot, it left Mr. Lowe 
a profit of 200 per cent on his investment. This 
is equal to one sow making her owner $210 
per year. 

During his talk Mr. Lowe said he had never 
had any disease in his hogs while many of his 
neighbors had lost by cholera. He told some 
of the things he did to keep his hogs healthy, 
among them being the following: He always 
furnished them with plenty of pure water, a 
dry, warm place to sleep in winter, burned 
their bedding twice each gave them 
clean straw for bedding, sprayed them often 
with disinfectant, never bought a hog from a

public stock yard, never allowed shippers or 
hog buyers to walk in his pens, never hauled 
hogs in his wagon for a neighbor without 
burning all the litter bringing the 
wagon on the place, and numerous other pre- 
cautions for keeping away disease.

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100 CHOLERA AND VACCINATION, 
(Lewis A, Hammers, ’11.) 

During the past few years the state of 
‘ansas has experienced a widespread at- 
jck of hog cholera, and never before has 
uch a successful battle been waged against 
‘ne disease. Many so-called hog cholera 
tures have been on the market for the past 
lve years, and farmers eager to try any- 
hing that gave the slightest promise of re- 
ef, proved the victim of many such graft- 
irs. 

+ The Kansas State Agricultural college at 
Janhattan, has been working for several 
‘ears to perfect a method of prevention of 
jog cholera, and at last found what it 
vanted ‘in the blood of the hog. I will try 
p outline briefly in the few paragraphs that 
Sllow the methods of production and the 
janner of distribution of the serum used 
or vaccination. 

| The serum produced at the college is test- 
din the following manner: Six suscept- 
le shoats (those that would take the chol- 
‘-a easily) are used, each weighing about 
yrty pounds. Each pig is given two cubic 
entimeters of virulent blood injected into 
ie muscles of the thigh. (Virulent blood 
that taken from a hog almost ready to 

‘e with the disease.) Two of these pigs 
ve each given in addition to this blood 20 
», of the anti hog cholera serum. 

, Two more are given only three-quarters 
> the regular dose of serum (15 cc.) The

The results which follow are: The two 
sceiving the virulent blood only died 
-omptly. with acute hog cholera, on the 
‘xth and seventh days after injection. The

and is bled three times or more at intervals 
of seven days, and if the tail is yet long 
enough the hog is re-hyperimmunized and 
again bled two or three times, the same as 


before. The serum from all these bleed- 
ings is mixed together and tested for its 
potency. A 200-pound hog usually 


duces 600 cc, of serum at each bleeding, or 
a total of 3,000 cc. 

In order to produce 3,000 ce. 
requires one 200 pound hog and five smaller 
ones. This amount of serum will vaccin- 
ate about 150 hogs, so that for each six pigs 
sacrificed the lives of 150 are saved. 

After the serum has been tested it is put 
in different sized bottles an dplaced in a 
cool cellar, where it can be kept at an even 
temperature. A pig weighing less than 30 
pounds requires only from 15 to 30 ce. of 
the serum, The ordinary dose is 20 cc. per 
cwt. The largest dose given is 60 cc. The 
cost of production is 1.5c per cc., at which 
price the college puts it out over the state 
in the hands of an appointed veterinarian, 
who must be a graduate of a recognized 
veterinary college. At the last session of 
the legislature an appropriation of $3,000 
was made to rush the production of this 
serum, 

Remember this serum does not cure hog 
cholera; it prevents it. 

There are two methods of vaccination; 
the first, which is the simple injection of 
the protective serum, has been fully ex- 
plained. The second method is called the 
simultaneous method. This is a dangerous 
method, but if the animal survives it has a 
life immunity. It receives its name from 
the fact that along with the serum is in- 
jected a small amount of the virulent blood 
of a hog very sick with the cholera. This 
method really gives the hog a very slight 
form of the disease, producing what 
called active immunity. This is really the 
most satisfactory method, even if great care 
must be exercised.

DUROCS PAY. 


J. A. Tosh of Kiowa county, Okla., sold 


a load of hogs on the Fort Worth market 
Wednesday for $7.30. The average was 275 


pounds, While he did not carry off the 


honors for having topped the market, a 
shipper from his county did. Charles Covy 
of that place had a shipment that averaged 
339 pounds, and sold for $7.35, which was 
equal to the top price for hogs at any of 
the northern markets for the same day. It 
was the assertion on the yards that the 
Covy hogs were the best that have been 
sold here in several months. 


Mr. Tosh, who was on the market Wed- 
nesday, is a brother of J. B. Tosh of Ho- 
vart, whose reputation as a hog ratser is 
widespread. He has topped every market 
in the country with his fine Durocs, 


J. A. Tosh made his first shipment to 
Fort Worth recently, and visited the yards 
for the first time. As to the strength of 
this market he says that Fort Worth is 
from 15 to 25 cents higher in every way 
than the Oklahoma market. Mr. Tosh used 
to ship hogs to Kansas City and St. Louis 
about 15 years ago, while he was a resi- 
dent of northern Kansas. He has sold 
hogs on most every market of the country, 
and is familiar with all of them, and it is 
his opinoin that a man profits more by 
shipping to the market which pays the most 
money for hogs, regardless of freight rates. 


“By shipping to Fort Worth I had to pay 
a much larger freight rate than by shipping 
to the Oklahoma market, but the price re- 
ceived counterbalances that,” he said. 

Mr. Tosh breds the Duroc-Jersey hog, and 
has on his farm at present about 75 head. 
He has made his second shipment of hogs 
this year, both of which were of fine qual- 
ity. His hogs are fattened on corn and 
alfalfa. Shelled corn at Hobart costs be- 
tween 50 and 60 cents per bushel, he says, 
and it is pretty expensive to feed hogs. 
The corn is shipped into Hobart from Ne- 
braska. 

“Caste yeanaasaiaeir hosh‘ourkcorn 
crop was a failure. In fact, the Hobart 
country does not produce very much corn 
except in the bottom lands, and that is of 
small acreage. Cotton is our principal crop. 
\Wheat, alfalfa, etc., are grown with suc- 
cess. We have had good rains and expect 
to have a prosperous year. The outlook for 
hog raisers is bright, and I haven’t the 
slightest doubt but that the Hobart coun- 
try will send out to the various markets 
some good hogs during this year.”—Fort 
Worth Citizen-Star,

PILES IN PIGS, 

Regarding this very common ailment 
Peters of the State Live Stock Commi 
sion of Illinois, says: 

This is a soft tumor, and usually bleed 
very easily. These tumors are found abot 
the anus. There is another kind of tumc 
which does not bleed. Some of these tun 
ors are alos situated internally in the re 
tum, while others are situated external 
Usually the tuomr that bleeds is of the ey 
ternal character. These tumors are fille 
with a liquid blood. The harder ones coy 
tain coagulated blood. Usually the tume 
that bleeds is the external character. Ther 
is always more or less inflammation. The 
tumors cause the animals a great deal « 
pain and annoyance, and they fret consi 
erably, and lose rapidly in flesh, or at lea: 
do not make any gain. These tumors ar 
caused very often by giving animals to 
much dry food. Ina severe attack of dia 
rhoea, the straining often causes a pri 
trusion of part of the rectum, and as a r 
sult of the severe irritation these tumor 
are formed, 

For treatment give a mild laxative, suc 
as feeding a tablespoonful of flaxseed on 
a day or an onuce to an ounce and a ha 
of linseed oil once a day. When this lax; 
tive operates it usually relieves this irrit; 
tion and inflammation. If the tumor 
very large it may be removed by ligatin. 
If not, it may be dressed and the follov 
ing mixture may be applied: Vaseline! 
parts andichthyol 5 parts. Rub this sal) 
into the bowel and on the tumor once 
day. If constipation is present an inje 
tion of soapsuds should be given. It is, } 
course, important that animals should | 
fed laxative food while in this condition. |

averaged 9 pigs per litter with an averal 
weight per litter of 26 pounds. 
The common practice of farmers sell 
off their old brood sows each year and t 
serving immature ones for breeding pw 
poses is a bad practice, as the older on 
are much better mothers, and their pi 
have a strong advantage in greater vitali 
at the very start out in life. 5 
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FROM THE CITY The cry of the land- 
TO THE FARM hungry is heard every- 
where. During the 
last few years desirable farm land has in- 
creased in value so enormously that the man 
of small means finds it more and more dif- 
, ficult to secure a home. The congestion of 
population in our large citi¢s already furn- 
ishes an economic and social problem of 
| serious import. 
_ Recognizing its obvious duty to create 
additional opportunities for homeseekers the 
Federal government through its reclama- 
,tion service at Washington, for several 
years has been expending millions of dol- 
)Jars in the construction of irrigation works 
to reclaim vast areas of the arid West, 
»much of which is yet the public domain. 
| On several of the large projects the water is 
_ now ready for the land, and settlers from all 
parts of the country are establishing their 
homes on the reclaimed farms. Under the 
provisions of the law the land itself costs 
the settler only a small filing fee. He is 
required, however, to reside upon his farm, 
and to repay to the Government in ten 
years, without interest, the cost of reclama- 
|tion. A small additional charge per acre is 
made for the annual maintenance and op- 
| eration of the irrigation system. 

As a result of the activities of the Re- 
-clamation Bureau, 14,000 farms are now be- 
ing watered, and a million acres are being 
| put in crops. 


_ One of the most hopeful signs in connec- 
‘tion with the desert’s reclamation is the 
surprisingly large number of people who 
have left the cities and towns to take up 
these farms, and who have “made good.” 
Notwithstanaing a lack of knowledge of 
farming and a total unfamiliaritiy with con- 
ditions in an irrigated country, the per- 
centage of failures is very small. The 
question, “Can a merchant, mechanic, law- 
yer, doctor, or man of other professions, 
_sticceed as a farmer in the West?” has been 
|}answered. Given good health, a small cap- 
ital to make a start, and a willingness to 
work hard, and the answer in most cases 
iam Yes.” 

The exodus to the West shows no dimi- 
nution as the years go by. On the con-- 
trary, the movement of settlers this spring 
promises to be the greatest within several 
| years, 

The statistician of the United States 
| Reclamation Service at Washington, D. C., 
| upon request, is sending out literature giv- 
ing full information concerning localities in 
which the government farms are 
ready for settlers.

RAISING PURE BRED HOGS. — 
Men have raised registered hogs a large’ 
part of their lives and made good mon 
selling them for breeding purposes, witho 
ver selling one in their own neighborhood 
Maybe they had neighbors who scoffed at. 
the raiser of registered stock for being 
foolish as to waste his money that way, a 
then tried to trade hogs with him. Ont 
part, the breeders wisely spent a li 
money for advertising, and sold all the re 
istered hogs they could grow, and _ so 
them at prices that paid them well for the 
progressive ideas and for the care given 
them. 


They knew their neighbors well eno 
to know that they did not appreciate 


} in follo 
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dyantages well-bred hogs give a man, 
[hey also knew that there are always will- 
ng buyers of really good livestock and that 
he way to find them is to advertise in some 
yractical paper that reaches that class. 
Advertising is not the difficult thing it is 
sometimes supposed to be. Any agricul- 
ural paper that is liberal-minded enough 
o do business in a businesslike way under- 
stands that it must get its advertisers busi- 
jess or they will not continue to advertise; 
ind the paper will have some person to aid 
those who are inexperienced with advertis- 
ng. 

The would-be seller, of course, must have 
enough education to write an intelligent 
‘etter in response to those who answer his 
idvertisements; but that is about all that is 
-equired. If much stock is to be sold, con- 
siderable information about it can be sent 
sut in printed form, This reduces thf 
imount of writing that would otherwise be 
necessary. 

It would be a serious mistake to imagine 
chat the only thing registered hogs are 
zood for is to sell to other men for breed- 
ng purposes. The fact that a hog is regis- 
sered in a responsible registry association 
‘shows that it has a good ancestry, and that 
't is reasonable to suppose that the hog to 
de purchased will have the qualities of its 
ancestors. Each generation showing good 
qualities that go back from the last hog 
pare it surer that the last one will have 
zood qualities. 

Sometimes we find a hog that is very 
igood individually that is a half-breed; but 
his offspring may take after his scrub an- 
\sestors or after his ancestors of good qual- 
ities, and it is only by getting good an- 
cestors on both sides back for many gener- 
ations that we can be certain that our 
chances are favorable for getting pigs that 
will develop into something good. We can 
look at a hog and see what pork-making 
qualities it possesses, but we cannot look 
at it and see what ancestors it has; and till 
we do know what ancestors it has, we can- 
not do more than guess what power it has 
of transmitting its good qualities to its off- 
spring. We may guess right and we may 
not. 


The good qualities a registered hog has 


Jindividually and the long line of ancestors 


\possessing the good qualities it has (which 
fis but another way of stating what chance 
it has of transmitting good qualities) often 
makes a single hog sell for as much as a 
good farm. Then men who pay these big 
prices are the ones who have given much 
time to breeding superior hogs, and who 
are in a position to appreciate what a hog’s 
chances of transmitting its good qualities 
are. The fact that they back their judg- 
ment and experience with their own money 
ought to be good evidence for the inexperi- 
enced, that others will not go far wrong 
wing such examples as far as war- 
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ranted by their individual circumstances.— 
Progressive Farmer, 


PIG FEEDING EXPERIMENTS. 
The following is the summary of Bulletin 
150 from the Maryland experiment station: 


1. Pigs allowed silage at will made 
faster and more economical gains than 
those having ground fodder mixed with 


their feed. 

2. Young hogs made faster gains upon 
corn meal and skim milk than upon shelled 
corn and skim milk, but if cost of grinding 
was subtracted the difference in profit was 
small, though still in favor of corn meal as 
against shelled corn. 

3. Pigs fed a mixture of grains soaked 
for 24 hours made both faster and cheaper 
gains than either pigs fed the same mixture 
dry, or those having it given freshly mixed 
with water, 

4. Pigs fed for a period of 56 days ona 
ration consisting of shelled corn, wheat 
middlings and skim milk grew faster than 
those having chopped alfalfa substituted for 
part of the middlings in the above ration. 
When the test was continued, rejecting two 
sick pigs from the lot without alfalfa, the 
pigs getting alfalfa gave the better results. 

5. The substitution of wheat bran for 
one-fifth the weight of hominy chop in- 
creased the value of the ration, but hom- 
iny chop alone gave better results than a 
mixture of three pounds of hominy chop to 
two pounds bran. 

6. Soft coal in unlimited quantity seems 
not to be harmful to pigs in confined pens. 
Soft coal, wood charcoal and a tonic mix- 
ture ranked according to value as correc- 
tives in the following order: (1) tonic 
mixture, (2) wood charcoal, (3) soft coal. 
The lot of pigs having no corrective made 
smaller gains than any of the other lots, 
but produced pork more cheaply than the 
lot on soft coal. 

7. Five pigs allowed to eat as much as 
they wanted of four different feeds made 
good gains, ate regularly without surfeit- 
ing and produced pork economically. The 
nutritive ratio of the voluntary ration they 
consumed was 1:7.3. 

8 and 9. The Hog Motor Grinder and 
Feeder gave good results in two tests. How- 
ever, when used in comparison with hopper 
feeding of both shelled corn and corn meal 
the margin of profit was in favor of the 
hopper-fed pigs. 

10 and 11. In two tests ordinary slop 
feeding gave better results than hopper 
feeding if no allowance was made for dif- 
ference in labor or danger of the pigs sur- 
feiting on slop. 


TAKE CARE OF YOUR HOGS. 
(Wisconsin Agriculturist.) 
How often do we hear the expression, “As 
dirty as a hog”? The instant one speaks of 
hogs there is associated with it the thought 


of filth and mud. It is still hard for many 
farmers to get rid of the notion that any- 
thing is good enough for a hog. Yet there 
is no animal on the farm which requires 
better protection from cold than the hob, 
none for which a good bed is more neces- 
sary, and none so much in need of sunshine 
as a little pig. The horse and the cow have 
good coats of hair—even a calf or a colt 
when left in the cold is provided with a 
good fur coat; the hen’s feathers are the 
best of protection against cold; but the hog 
has almost nothing between his skin and 
the weather. In the corn belt hog raising 
has probably made more clear money than 
any other enterprise. In view of this one 
might expect to find hogs the best housed 
of any animals on the farm, but the oppu- 
site is the case. On the ‘average, the hog 
house is the poorest building on the farm 
and the least adapted to the purpose for 
which it was intended. Good barns may be 
seen on a large proportion of the farnis, but. 
good hog houses are generally hard to find. 

One of the first requisites for success 
with hogs is a shelter where young pigs can 
be kept warm and well supplied with sun- 
shine and fresh air. A little pig takes cold 
very easily and recovers slowly, if at all. 
To prevent taking cold he must be kept 
dry, warm, away from draughts, and pro- 
vided with fresh air, Good hog men aver- 
age about seven pigs raised to the litter, 
and many surpass this record, while the 
general average raised on the farm does not 
exceed four pigs to the litter. This wide 
difference is very largely due to the hous- 
ing. 

A little pig loves sunshine, and needs it 
almost as much as he needs food. Dryness, 
sunshine, warmth, fresh air, freedom from 
draughts and exercise are of primary im- 
portance in raising pigs. These secured, the 
battle is half won. In putting up buildings 
the six requirements just mentioned must 
be kept constantly in mind; not one can be 
neglected. These house, however, need not 
be expensive. A good single-walled house 
need not cost over $10 to $20 a pen, and 
double-walled $20 to $30 a pen. Very good 
sheds are sometimes made for less than $10 
a pen. 

A large hog house should always stand 
east and west, facing the south, so that the 
maximum amount of sunshine may be had 
in each pen. 

Direct sunshine should strike the floor in 
every pen for as many hours in the day as 
possible at the time when the pigs are far- 
rowed. The country is dottea with hog 
houses in which the owner thought he was 
putting the windows where he wanted them, 
but later they were in the wrong place.

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MAKING IT EASY FOR ALASKAN 
FARMERS. 

Governor Clark of Alaska, who is a plain 
newspaper man when he isn’t governing, 
and a very shrewd one, said that farming 
would some day be Alaska’s chief industry, 
That was a large order, and it made a lot 
of people who have never been to Alaska 
smile scornfully. They forgot that 'Gov- 
ernor Clark was a newspaper man, and 
that he knows Alaska a great deal better 
than most New Yorkers know their state, 
for instance, or than most Coloradoans 
know theirs. They also forgot if the same 
thing had been said of Colorado, or Cali- 
fornia or Idaho or Oregon a few years 
ago, they would have smiled just the same 
and would have been quite as wrong. 

Uncle Sam has been notoriously remiss 
in care of the baby empire he is bringing 
up on the fresh air plan up north there, 
but there is one thing he has done. He 
has proved beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that Alaska is no more unsuited to farm- 
ing than Norway and Sweden, which is an- 
other way of saying that Governor Clark’s 
pronunciamento has been officially con- 
firmed by the Department of Agriculture, 
the Department of the Interior, Congress 
and various officials. 

Moreover, “something is being done 
about it.’ In this respect at least, Uncle 
Sam is taking care of his baby. He is do- 
ing all that can reasonably be expected of 
so self-absorbed parent to make a farmer 
of the youth, and the child is responding 
well. 

For several years Uncle Sam has main- 
tained five experiment stations in north- 
land. That was not a great many, but it 
was enough to make many important and 
hopeful discoveries, and to start real farm- 
ing. Then he doubled his inducements to 
settlers, by making the Alaskan homestead 
320 acres instead of 160, as it is in the 
states. This still left it necessary, how- 
ever, for the Alaskan settler to pay the cost 
of a survey before he could secure title, and 
a survey in Alaska was often an expensive 
thing. Now this obstacle is being rapidly 
overcome. Congress made an appropria- 
tion in 1910 to cover the cost of a govern- 
ment survey of the chief farming areas 
that would first be occupied. This work 
was put in charge of the geological survey, 
and the first part was done last summer. A 
basis has now been established that makes 
it needless for farmers taking up land in 
Alaska to bear the cost of the survey. 
They have, in fact! virtually no expense ex- 
cept getting to the place they want to oc- 
cupy. 

Numerous homesteads have already been 
taken up in the territory, notably in the 
Tanana valley of the interior, in the new 
Kotsina-Chitina country, recently pene- 
trated by the Copper River and Northwest- 
ern Railway, around Seward and in the

PROLAPSUS ANI. 

This is one of the troubles that we find 
very frequently among pigs. It is not un- 
common to have this occur after an animal 
has had an attack of diarrhoea or severe 
constipation. It is usually the mucous 
membranes the bowel that protrude. 
They are highly congested, and after they 
have protruded for a day or two they be- 
come a very dark color. As stated, it is 
usually due to some irritant to the bowel. 
However, it seems to yield very readily to 
treatment. The first thing that is neces- 
sary is to wash the affected parts with hot 
water and soap, cleansing them thoroughly. 
This bathing should be continued for 20 
to 30 minutes, then the parts should be 
oilea with an ointment made up of vaseline 
50 parts and ichthyol 5 parts. In some 
cases after the bowel has been carefully 
put back it may be necessary to take a 
stitch of linen thread across the opening 
to keep it from slipping out again. It is 
important to feed laxative food while the 
animal is in this condition. If, however, 
the parts should become gangrenous, then 
they should be removed with the knife or 
ligated.—Dr. A. T, Peters,

The symptoms are as follows: The ex-

tl. In the early stages the appetite is 
od, but the pig soon becomes very weak- 


tions. If it should be found to be due to 
bad food or a poorly balanced ration, this 
can very easily be remedied. The affected 
animals should be kept in a separate place 
and treated. Those that are not affected 
should be removed from the sick ones. It 


has been said that the feverish conditions 
of the sow would produce this trouble; 
therefore, sows should be dieted several 
weeks before farrowing. Every sow should 
receive extra care a few weeks before far- 
rowing. It is not well to administer purga- 
tives to sows at that time, but the writer 
has found that some flaxseed, a teaspoonful 
given once a day for three days and then 
omitted three days, gives very good results 
by loosening up the bowels and thereby 
preventing a number of other disorders in 
the hog. Charcoal and salt, cob ashes, and 
wood ashes should be accessible all the 
year ‘round. This largely supplies the 
earthy salts that are necessary. A few days 
after the pigs are farrowed the feed should 
be light. Care should be taken to keep the 
sows in nice, dry pens, so that they and the 
little pigs will not become chilled. It is 
always well to start pigs on green feed 
sparingly, using quite a lot of dry food with 
it. Pigs should always receive pure water. 
When an attack of diarrhoea sets in, it is 
well to make up a 1 per cent solution of 
permanganate of potash and allow them to 


drink that. This will aid in the disinfection 
of the intestinal tract. As a feed for the 
little pigs we can give such things as 
parched flour; for grown hogs laudanum 
may be given in the feed, and for sucking 


pigs a few drops on the tongue. When slop 
is fed, a 1 per cent. solution of perman- 
ganate of potash should be added to the 
swill—Dr. A. T. Peters.

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ALFALFA IN HUMID SECTIONS. 

We have never advocated the substitu- 
tion of alfalfa for clover in the humid sec- 
tions. It can be substituted for clover in 
the arid or semi-arid sections, because in 
these sections, except in very favored spots, 
the clovers will not thrive. Where, then, 
is the place for alfalfa in the humid section? 
Should it be grown at all where clover 
grows easily? 

Clover fits admirably into a three or four 
year rotation. Alfalfa requires a longer 
rotation. For with the labor and pains you 
take, and the expense in securing a stand of 
alfalfa, you can not very well afford to plow 
it up in two or three years. None the less, 
we believe that every farmer should have a 
few acres of alfalfa. It can be grown on 
almost any good corn land that is well 
drained, land in which the water table is six 
feet from the surface, land that does not 
have hardpan under it, or land in which the 
subsoil is neither coarse gravel nor coarse 
sand. In short, it can be grown in almost 
any first-class corn land, naturally or arti- 
ficially drained. About the only exception 
is alluvial lands, where there is permanent 
water at a depth of four feet or less, or 
lands so far worn out that they have be- 
come acid-or lacking in humus. 

We would use this alfalfa either for a 
hog pasture or for permanent meadow. If 
for hog pasture, we would divide it into 
two patches, pasturing the one as soon as 
the alfalfa is four or five inches high, and 
letting the other stand until it is about 
ready to bloom, then mowing it and allow- 
ing the first to produce a crop. Then use 
the second for pasture and allow the first 
to grow. If the farmer will do this and 
then feed his pigs about a pound of corn to 
every fifty pounds weight, he will grow 
pork cheaper than he ever grew it before, 
and with less labor. The reason we would 
not use the whole pasture at once is that by 
doing so you would not get the full benefit 
of the alfalfa crop; and it will not do to 
pasture it down closely. 


The other use we would make of it is 
for meadow. We are not theorizing. We 
have grown enough alfalfa in the last five 
or six years to know what we are talking 
about, and we have no hesitation in saying 
that anywhere in the corn belt you can 
grow from two to four cuttings of alfalfa 
a year, aggregating from three to five tons; 
and while this alfalfa can not ordinarily be 
cured so as to preserve the green color 
common to alfalfa hay in the semi-arid belt, 
it will make, if properly handled, hay that 
is very much superior to any of the clovers, 
as usually handled. 


The first cutting comes about the first 
week in June in the latitude of central 
Iowa. There may be some difficulty in 
curing this crop, though no more, if as 
much, as there would be in curing clover 
cut at first bloom; but by putting it in cocks 


and using hay caps, you can cure it. Every 
ton of it will be equal to at least four-fifths 
of a ton of bran. Later cuttings can be 
cured more easily, not because of any dif- 
ference in the alfalfa, but because the 
weather will be warm, and the curing can 
be done much more easily and safely. 

We put it up to our readers whether it 
will not pay them to have a meadow of this 
kind. You need not then be fearful of dry 
weather; for after alfalfa is once estab- 
lished it laughs at dry weather, and will 
make several times the growth of timothy, 
and considerably greater growth than 
clover would under the same conditions and 
circumstances. 

You say: We have tried alfalfa; our 
neighbors have tried it; and have failed. 
That is probably true; but in any neigh- 
borhood of good farmers there will be some 
who have not failed. Now the way for you 
to grow alfalfa is to study the method of 
those who have not failed. We do not 
think there is any more danger of missing 
a stand of alfalfa than of clover; in fact, 
not nearly so much, because clover is usu- 
ally sown with a nurse crop, usually too late 
a nurse crop, and with too heavy seeding. 

As pointed out in an article some time 
since, we would not use a nurse crop for 
alfalfa. To be absolutely sure about a 
stand, select your field early, put it in con- 
dition as though for a corn crop, cultivate 
it as though you had planted corn in it, 
and then along about the middle of August, 
after you have by this method killed all the 
weeds that grow in the spring and all the 
weeds that germinate in midsummer, then 
sow about fifteen pounds of good alfalfa 
seed and harrow. 


The only danger will be that there will 
not be sufficient moisture in the soil to ger- 
minate the seed; but if you follow the plan 
we have suggested, the danger will be very 
slight; for a cultivated soil, as you know, 
retains moisture, and except in years of ex- 
treme drouth there will be plenty of it to 
insure perfect germination and a full stand. 
The next June you will cut your first crop, 
in July the second, and in September the 
third, and still have sufficient growth to 
provide a winter covering for the young 
roots. 


In some sections of our territory a crop 
can be grown and the ground still prepared 
for alfalfa. This crop, however, should be 
one that can be removed early in July: win- 
ter wheat, winter rye, barley, or early oats. 
If you are to secure a stand of alfalfa after 
one of these crops, you must be lively. 
These crops will have smothered out the 
weeds that grow in the spring, and what 
you have to look after is the weeds that 
germinate in mid-summer. If you do this, 
you should have an extra team, and this, 
with the disk, should immediately follow 
the binder, thus starting a dirt mulch. 
Then as soon as the crop is stacked you 


should give the ground a thorough disking 
lapping half, then crossing; and continne 
this about once a week until it is tim 
sow your alfalfa. 

In some sections east of the Mississippi 
you may need to inoculate your soil. N 
harm would come from inoculating it in 
any event, and possibly some good; but our 
own experience in central Iowa, and 
observations in other sections confirms 
in the opinion that there is but little n 
of inoculation. In some sections, howe 
the land must be inoculated; and the eas 
way to do this is to sow it with soil i 
which alfalfa has been grown. 


You may have to lime your land to g 
alfalfa, but only when your land needs 
to grow clover. You may have to 
your soil more thorough cultivation, 
only where that was needed for other crops 
as well. Not a few farmers have lear 
to be real good farmers by trying to g 
alfalfa —Wallace’s Farmer.

VERMINOUS BRONCHITIS (LUNG 
WORMS.) 

Verminous bronchitis, verminous 
broncho-pneumonia, the most serious para- 
sitic disease of the pig, is caused by the 
strongylus-paradoxus. This parasite ma- 
tures in the bronchi and distended air vesi- 
cles of the lungs, where it lays eggs or 
brings forth its embryos. It differs from 
most of the other parasites because some of 
its eggs are hatched before being deposited 
by the females and others are not. The 
eggs and embryo may develop in the 
bronchi or they may be expelled by cough- 
ing and develop in pools of water or wet 
places. 
the larva being ingested with the food or 
water. 

It has not been demonstrated just how 
the young warms that are taken with the 
food and water may reach the lungs, but it 
is probable that some stick to the walls of 
the throat and then pass from there down 
the trachea (windpipe) to the lungs. Nor 
has it been determined how long their eggs 
may live when dry; but Friedberger and 
Froehner state that Bauer has recorded an 
outbreak of the disease in a wet season 
where it had not been observed for eight 
years previous, which happened to be dry 
ones. While this does not demonstrate the 
fact, it would indicate that the dry eggs had 
lived for eight years. 


or 


The worms, when present in quantities, 
twist themselves together in bunches in the 
bronchi and produce an irritation that re- 
sults in the secretion of a thick viscid 
(sticky) mucus, which, with the masses of 
worms, interferes more or less with the 
functions of that part of the lung, and, if 
extensive, results in a broncho-pneumonia 
that is frequently fatal, especially in young 
pigs. The symptoms are a cough with the 
discharge of a thick mucus, containing 
worms and eggs, and it may be streaked 
with blood; rapid loss of flesh, and loss of 
appetite as the disease advances. The dis- 
ease may run a rapid course, especially in 
young, poorly cared for pigs, but in strong, 
thrifty, well cared for animals it is more 
apt to assume a chronic form. It is most 
frequently seen in the spring and fall, and 
especially in wet seasons, which would in- 
dicate that pigs, especially young ones, 
should be kept in dry quarters. 

It is very difficult to destroy these worms 
because of their collecting in such masses, 
and the thick, viscid mucus that surrounds 
them protects them from coming in contact 
with medicine. 


The treatment consists of two kinds: pre- 
ventive, or prophylactic, and curative. Pre- 
ventive treatment consists in keeping the 
parasites from susceptible animals, while 
curative treatment consists in ridding the 
host of parasites that may be infesting it 
at the time. Any system of preventive 
treatment should take into account the life

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INFECTIOUS SORE MOUTH IN PIGS. 
_ A disease usually affecting small pigs, in 
which the lower or upper jaw and the snout 
become affected. It commences with a 
small sore on either of these parts, which 
rapidly spreads, and in a very short time 


involves the entire mouth, gums and 
tongue. This disease has been described by 
many writers as being caused by black 


teeth or due to the tusks that are seen on 
the sides of the jaws. Many writers claim 
that it is due to an injury caused by ani- 
mals fighting or biting each other; but the 
latest theory advanced is that it is due to a 
lack of phosphate of lime in the bone. The 
bones of the jaw, being in need of these in- 
gredients, become brittle, and the least in- 
jury will produce aggravating ulcers. It is 
essential, therefore, for the prevention of 
this disease that the sow should be fed 
enough lime ingredients so that when the 
small pigs are born the milk will contain 
a sufficient amount of lime ingredients. 

Mohler, in bulletin No. 67, B. A. I., con- 
siders this disease due to the bacillus necro- 
phorus. He says: 

“As to the infection of a single calf or 
pig or the initial infection of a herd, it is 
evident that, inasmuch as the bacillus ne- 
crophorus is a normal inhabitant of the in- 
testine of healthy hogs and presumably of 
cattle, the manure may be looked upon as 
the chief agent in transmission. Hence a 
most common method of infection in the 
calf or pig, when the gums are abraded or 
torn in connection with the eruption of the 
teeth, is suckling the cow or sow when the 
teats are filthy with manure. Again, the 
animal munching a little hay or straw which 
has been contaminated with manure may 
receive a stab at some point of the mucous 
membrane of the mouth by which the 
necrosis bacillus is introduced into the 
tissues. 

“The transfer of the disease from one ani- 
mal to another occurs time after time 
when newly born animals are placed suc- 
cessively in a pen previously occupied by 
an animal that had contracted the disease. 
In this connection it must be remarked that 
the question is not alone that of the trans- 
mission of the disease of necrotic stoma- 
titis, but of the transfer from one animal to 
another of the infective agent. 


“Necrotic stomatitis attacks principally 
sucklings not over six weeks of age, but 
calves and pigs eight to ten months old are 
frequently affected, and several cases of 
adult cattle showing the disease have been 
reported. 


“Ordinarily, animais affected with ne- 
crotic stomatitis show no tendency to 
spontaneous cure. Left to themselves, they 
either die or become permanently stunted in 
growth. On the contrary, if taken in hand 
early, the disease is readily amenable to 
treatment. In the latter event the pros- 
pects of recovery are excellent, and under 


favorable conditions it takes place, 
rule, in twelve to fifteen days.”

The affected parts should be well washet, 
once or twice a day, if possible, with a 5 per 
cent. solution of permanganate of potash or 
carbolic acid, and, after being thoroughly 
cleansed, carbolic salve should be applied 
once or twice a day. 


“Tf the predisposed animals are sucking, 
it would also be advisable to bathe the ud- 
der and teats of the cows or sows with a 5 


per cent. solution of carbolic acid in o; 
to prevent infection from the probably ¢ 
taminated manure on these parts. In 
mals that have been weaned it will be 
essary to feed soft, nutritious food, sue 
whole milk, bran mashes, ground feed, | 
gruels, and to keep clean, cool water ¢ 
stantly within reach.” A small amount 
slacked lime should be given in the dri 
water or milk, With these remedies” 
greater number of animals affected can b 
cured.—Dr. A. T. Peters.

In regard to the water content of the ra- 
tion for pigs being developed for breeding 
purposes, they should have more than the 
market pigs. The latest data of our 
finished work seems to indicate that the 
water curve should start at 12 or 13 months 
and be reduced to 8 or 9 pounds at 8 months 
of age. In our experience it is also evident 
that mature brood sows need to be fed the 
proper amount of water during the winter. 
That is, if they are allowed to follow their 
appetite in this regard and are fed dry feed 
or thick slop, they do not drink enough 
water,

This being true, it is necessary during the 
winter to feed slop to brood sows. Our 
practice is to feed 8 to 10 pounds of water 
daily per hundred pounds live weight, and 
mix this with some feeds such as _ finely 
ground corn, bran, soy beans, etc., to make 
the water palatable. Some breeders seem 
to have difficulty with their sows when 
feeding slop. This, however, has never 
been our experience, and just at present we

THE RIGHT WAY TO FEED FOR 
WEIGHT. 

There is a right way and a wrong way to 
feed hogs for heavy weight, and there is 
something in advance of the feeding that 
counts in weight making. 


In the first place, the hog raiser should 
always keep matured sows mated to mature 
boars. Feed brood sows little corn, but 
more bulky oats, barley and alfalfa hay in 
winter. In summer give them the run of 
alfalfa pastures; and it is a good idea to sow 
a few acres of oats and barley for them to 
graze on. The hog is an animal that likes 
a change and it is a good idea to feed them 


now and then with separator milk, just the 
way it comes from the separator. They 
should always have plenty of pure fresh 
water. 


While the pigs run with their dams, and 
after they begin eating corn, arrange a 
small trough for them and give them sep- 
arated milk, but be careful not to give them 
more than they will drink up clean. They’ 
should be allowed to run with the sows ten 
or twelve weeks. In nine or ten weeks the 
barrows should be trimmed. Treating pigs 
this way will almost insure no runts. 


Always supply the hogs with slacked 
lime, char the cobs and throw the ashes in 


the pen; burn every bone cn the place 
the hogs will eat them, and in ge 
away with the swill barrel. If you 
feed slop, feed it sweet; don’t let it 
Always water your hogs before you ! 
them grain,

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SERUM TREATMENT In _ our travels 
FOR BROOD SOWS. through a _ por- 

tion of the hog 
belt this spring, very serious arguments are 
raised by the various breeders regarding 
the use and abuse and effects of the hog 
Many of the best breeders 
particular and experienced 
caretakers at farrowing time have been un- 
able to save any pigs from serum-treated 
where treatment was adminis- 
during pregnancy. More especially 
is this true where the serum simultaneous 
method was used. In these cases litters, 
although carried by the dam to full time, 
dead, many being very 
puny, having died several 
weeks before farrowing time. The serum 
simultaneous or double treatment produces 
a slight attack of cholera and immunes for 
a period of six months or a year and in 
many cases for life, while the single vacci- 
nation treatment immunes for a few weeks 
only. No very serious losses have occurred 
where this latter treatment was used during 
pregnancy and it is possible that losses 
sustained in those cases came from other 
causes not apparent, but where double 
treatment was used at time of mating or 
later, the loss has been appalling. There is 
but one conclusion. The cholera germs in- 
jected in the double treatment have pro- 
duced enough fever to kill the pigs. In a 
few cases abortion resulted, but in more 
than 95 per cent. of the cases we have seen 
or have been reported to us, everything 
went along apparently in fine condition till 
farrowing time. Then the result as stated

above. Dead pigs, weakly pigs which 
squealed a few hours or days, then died. 
The result has been to give the double 


treatment a “black eye” as far as brood 
sows are concerned. At least the breeders 
who have suffered from these things have 
made up their mind if they use it at all it 
will be thirty or sixty days before breeding 
time in the fall, so that all danger from re- 
sultant fever may be avoided. Our obser- 
vations indicate that in case cholera comes 


in your neighborhood after breeding and 
you fear an outbreak, the simple Vaccina- 
tion treatment may be used without danger, 
but we urge breeders to use the double 
treatment before breeding, and _ several 
weeks before if possible. The results, as 
stated above, can scarcely be due to incom- 
petence or poor serum, for our reports and 
observations come from four or five states, 
where each state makes its own serum. 
We would like to hear from chemists and 
veterinaries posted on these matters, giving 
their observations under like conditions. 


DOWN IN OLD The editor of the Bul- 
KAINTUCK., letin took a week off

Money 
changed hands much faster than in the 
Duroc business and the betting is more 
fascinating than even a public sale. Ken- 
tuckians are game to the core. If you don’t 
believe it, listen! Slavery as an institution 
was taken away from them by a devas- 
tating war and a complete readjustment of 
conditions was necessary; the thoroughbred 
horse business, for more than a century a 
source of immense income, has been re- 
duced to a mere pittance by state laws 
against race betting; the tobacco trust and 
the night riders have put the tobacco crop 
“on the run,” and yet they are taking up 
other lines of live stock and crop raising 
with an unequalled faith in their soil and 
their ability to win. And they will win. 
Not many years hence Kentucky will take 
her place in the thoroughbred cattle busi- 
ness where she ought always to have been, 
and she will be counted among. the leading 
swine states before 1920. She has the en- 
vironments and she has the brains. I have 
told in other places in this issue about the 
hogs. The people whom I met, many of 
you know as well as I; suffice it to say, if 
you dont’ feel welcome when you cross 
their doorstep you certainly must carry an 
awful grouch. We made but one mistake— 
that summer underwear. For three days 
they were enjoying (?) mighty chilly 
weather for May in Kentucky. However, 
the weather has improved and Kentucky 
crops are coming on nicely. Of the Blue 
Grass section around Lexington too much 
could not be said of the beauty of its homes 
and the picturesqueness of its farms. They 
form a picture that remains a part of your 
very existence, and a hope that you may 
return and stay longer becomes a_night- 
mare.

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ee ee IN BLUE GRASS. 

Th Ohio experiment station in a recent 
bulletin shows that blue grass from different 
situations varies greatly in its content of 
mineral elements. Some blue grass pas. 
tures contain twice as ruch mineral nutri- 
ment as Others. Soils which are naturally 
rich produce blue grass which is high in 
content of mineral elements, but manure 
and other fertilizers, when applied to poor 
soils, also produce blue grass which is rich 
jin these elements. 


The bulletin states that both organic and 
finorganic phosphorus may be increased in 
blue grass by the use of fertilizers, but in- 
-organic phosphorus which is useful in the 
\growth of bone, but not other tissues, may 
be increased to a much greater extent than 
‘organic phosphorus compounds, some of 
which contribute to the growth of all animal 
‘tissues. It seems likely that the organic 
'phosphorus in blue grass is present in suf- 
‘ficient amount to sustain normal growth 
_of animals, but the need for inorganic phos- 
»phorus is much greater, and on infertile 
‘pastures we may be able to grow better 
‘bone, at least, by feeding calcium phosphate. 
‘Calcium phosphate may be fed ad libitum, 
mixed with salt; or it may be fed mixed 
with the ration. It may also be indirectly 
‘administered by using on the pastures fer- 
tilizers containing calcium and phosphorus. 


If fertilizing our pasture lands will make 
‘our pasture grasses richer in the mineral 
elements that enter into the animal body, 
jit is certainly highly important that such 
‘pastures be kept fertile,

MONEY FROM DUROCS ON FORAGE. 

The Missouri Experiment Station has 
just given out the results of an experiment 
lasting three years which shows large 
profits from feeding hogs on forage crops. 


The average income per acre from clover 
forage was $34.11, from rape and oats 
$23.63, from corn and cowpeas $29.08, and 
from blue grass $17.71. 


The estimates are all made on the basis 
of 60 cents a bushel for the corn. fed and 
Six cents a pound for the pork produced. 
The results are important as indicating 
what may be accomplished when the hogs 
themselves do all the harvesting. 


This bulletin, which is numbered 95, was 
Written by Dean F. B. Mumford and C. A.

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TO WEAN THE PIGS. 

The matter of handling and managing 
pigs during the process of weaning them 
from their mothers, both as to ridding them 
of her company and supplying them with 
needed nourishment in order to keep up a 
constant growth, is of no small im- 
portance, as the economical production of 
meat in after 
the habits of thrift and rapid growth forced 
on the pigs early in life, says the Tribune 
Farmer. It was a prevalent custom with 
our forefathers to pinch the sows, carrying 
the pigs along on short rations both before 
as though 


one

and after the pigs were farrowed, 
the only object sought or needed was to get 
the germ of hog life that the pig carried, 


and all else would or could be added later. 


They made a mistake, for in the first 
place the pigs were not well nourished 
while the mother carried them, were born 


squealing disposition, and 
not capable of rapid growth as 
though they had been born with the 
strength and vigor that go with the thrifty, 
well bred and well fed animal. 

In the the pigs were not 
well nourished by their mother’s milk; their 
stomachs were not well expanded, and the 
whole dwarfed, so to speak, 
instead of being developed harmoniously. 
To start the pigs along rapidly while young 
not thought of, or the ad- 
vantages would not have been within the 
realm of their appreciation if it had been 
mentioned. The pigs were supposed to 
at least one year a scanty 
ration before they were fattened for the 
market. When they fattened they 
represented a rim of lean meat that was 
covered with a mass of fat when in market- 
able condition, It is no wonder that con- 
sumers did not appreciate pork in those 
days. 

But our forefathers had their rules by 
which they worked that produced results 
very different from what we desire at the 
present time. It was their rule to take the 
pigs from the sow when four weeks old; it 
did not matter to them whether the little 
fellows had been allowed a chance to eat 
anything but the scanty amount of milk 
furnished by the mother or not. The sows 
were almost reduced to a skeleton, and, as 
they expressed it, “they must not be lugged 
any The pigs were generally shut 
in a pen away from any feed except what 
was given them. If they did not eat of 
the sour milk very rapidly the method prac- 
ticed was to starve them to it, and then 
they would eat it. It was not an uncom- 
mon practice to feed only sour skim-milk. 
After they were starved to eating the sour 
milk they would consume considerable of 
it, become “podgy” and look like a bulge 
between two points. It is no wonder that 
pig raising was not considered profitable, 
for the pigs were not furnished enough feed

INFLAMMATION OF THE UDDER. 
This is caused largely through injury of 
the teat by the little pigs. It is also caused 
in heavy milkers by allowing the sows to 
become chilled, especially in the spring and 
fall of the year. There is probably nothing 
that is so difficult to handle as a quarter 
that has become badly inflamed. The op- 
eration for these bad udders has not been 
very successful, for the reason that hogs do 
not stand the shock of an operation very 
well. As soon as the affection is noticed 
it is well to use hot fomentations. This 
can be done by applying to the affected 
parts wood woo! (oakum) or a sack of oats 
or bran which has been dipped in real hot 
water. Then dry and apply an ointment 
made up of 5 grams of ichthyol and 50 
grams of vaseline.

lhe best way for the young man to learn 
how to castrate is to see it done by a good 
operator, and then in his presence try it. 

Note how he first cuts through the skin 
a gash long enough to allow the testicles 
to pass out readily, and low enough to per- 


mit drainage. After the skin comes the 
thin, white, paper-like covering. Cut 
through this and let out the testicle. Pull 


it out two inches and notice the cord and a 
flat striffin. Put the point of the knife just 
under the testicle and next to the cord and 
cut the striffin loose, and holding the tes- 
ticle, pull it out; the cord will break in the 
body. Next be careful that no part of it or 
the striffin appears outside the cut. If it 
does, this is a ready means of infection and 
blood poison. 


Some operators scrape the cord off; oth- 


ers pull out the testicle, letting the frag- 
ment recede. Handle the pig as gently as 
possible, and never use more force than is 
necessary to give the operator a chance to 
do his work well. We often see a pig hob- 
ble off on three legs because the hind leg 


has had a wrench unnecessarily. It is easy

In 
every one hundred pounds, Kaffir corn con- 
tains a total of about 11.3 pounds of protein, 
70 pounds of carbohydrates and 3 pounds of 
fat, Indian corn contains about 10.5 
pounds of protein, 72.5 pounds of carbo- 
hydrates and 3.5 pounds of fat.

Put in the 
fewest possible words, the Kaffir corn ker- 
nel is nearly the same as the Indian corn 
kernel in total composition, but in digest- 
ible nutrients whole Kaffir corn only 
about one-half as rich as Indian corn, while 
ground Kaffr corn is about eighty per cent.

Kaffir corn is close- 
ly related to sorghum (many of our readers 
call it cane), and is very similar to it, ex- 


cept that the stalks are not so sweet and 


the production of grain is larger. For hay 
and forage it may be sown like sorghum, 
broadcast or in thick drills, at the rate of 
sixty to one hundred pounds to the acre, 
The hay, while not so sweet and palatable 
as sorphum, is considered by many of our 
readers to be fully equal to it if not super- 
ior to that of sorghum. More generally, 
however, Kaffir corn is sown in drills three 
and one-half feet apart at the rate of six 
to eight pounds to the acre. The yield of 


grain runs from twenty-five to fifty bushels 
per acre. In a moist season corn will gen- 
erally outyield, but in a dry season Kaffr 
corn comes to its head. In some way, 
Kafhr corn has learned the secret of living 
over a long drouth without damage. On 
this account it has gained a strong foothold 
in the Southwest. In the corn belt proper 
it can not compete with corn, but there are 
some seasons and conditions under which it 
may be used to advantage.

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A PORK MAKING FARM 


A few days ago a representative of the 
‘sroe Bulletin inspected one of the most in- 
esting pork-making plants in America. It

ceview of the Work on a Three Hundred and Forty Acre 
Farm In The Corn Belt Where Durocs Make it Pay. 


meat can be produced most economically. 
Corn is the peer of all meat-making feeds. 
It makes with clover or alfalfa more meat 
and better meat than any other common feed. 
It was the late L. H. Kerrick who said that 
the corn belt would always be America’s 
greatest meat-producing region. Thoughtful 
farmers here and there are evidently coming 
to the same conclusion, and are even going 
further by declaring that where the conditions 
are so favorable to this business it should be 
made a permanent specialty. It is as a 
specialty that the Champaign county man is 
managing it. He is gradually improving his 
“plant,’ as he terms it, in order to increase 
profits. His neighbors are not making one- 
third as much money on their land as he is 
making on his, and theirs is just as good 
soil, except that since he began hog-farming 
he has added a great deal of fertility in 
manures. His land is growing richer every 
year in plant food, and hence is capable of 
producing larger crops of alfalfa, corn, and 
oats. While he sells considerable grain and 
about 100 tons of hay (alfalfa) per year, he 
buys enough feed for his cattle to more than 
offset the loss in plant food. Every year he 
feeds out from forty to fifty steers, fattening 
then on ear corn, broken, alfalfa hay, corn 
stover and oilmeal. He buys in oilmeal much 
more fertility than leaves the farm in the 
form of grain, hay and the carcasses of fat 
animals. It is easy to see that he is working 
toward the highest and soundest results. 
With two manure spreaders he applies all 
stock manure produced, saving every pound 
of it with sensible care. All feeding is done 
where there can be no material loss of 
manure; hogs are fed on brick floors, and the 
steers under sheds which are kept clean. All 
stable manure also is saved and applied before 
it loses any of its fertilizing value. Manure 
is regarded as a valuable product, and within 
another year every acre on the farm will 
have received a liberal application of it. 
Moreover, the rotation of crops is such that 
the best results are insured, so far as plant 
food is concerned. 

Later it is the intention to found a herd 
of dual-purpose Shorthorns to breed the 
steers for fattening. By linking beef pro- 
duction up with pork-making it is thought 


that the raising of steers can be made more 
profitable than feeding purchased steers. In 
other words, it is this man’s judgment that 
the raising of beef cattle, mutton sheep and 
Duroc-Jersey hogs is the most profitable type 
of farming that can be practiced in the corn 
belt. He is working toward this system, but 
he has made large profits from pork alone. 
Even when his system is perfected, pork will 
be the foremost product, the other commodi- 
ties being more or less incidental to it. All 
plans are framed with a view to increasing 
the efficiency of the plant as a pork-maker. 
It is figured that if prices in future are even 
half as high as they have been in the recent 
past for pork on foot the business of pro- 
ducing it will return a decent profit. This 
much is certain: the man who sticks to hogs 
through a period of ten to twenty years is 
absolutely sure to make a respectable net 
fortune, even although cholera strikes his 
herd once every five years. 

Hogs following the steers practically fatten 
on what passes undigested through the cattle. 
Waste is eliminated and economy secured 
wherever possible, and yet there is no petty 
stinting in any sphere of the farm work. At 
the outset the owner invested considerable 
money in equipping the farm for the pur- 
poses which he had in view. His theory was 
that in order to make the plant efficient it 
must be properly developed. It is not elab- 
orately equipped; in fact, there is nothing on 
the farm, in the way of building or shed, 
which is more expensive or better than any 
enterprising farmer would want for the same 
purpose. Everything is practical in purpose 
as well as construction. Cattle are fed under 
a simple shed. An ordinary stable, large 
enough for eight horses, is a part of the 
equipment. A fairly good old dwelling stands 
at one edge of the farm. It is occupied by a 
superintendent, who has direct charge of the 
plant, the owner living in a small city fifteen 
miles distant. A fixed salary is paid the su- 
perintendent; the necessary farm labor is 
boarded by him. A total of about $2,000 rep- 
resents the outlay for labor in a year. 

An interesting part of the plant is a new 
hog-house, suitable for forty-eight sows. It 
is a long, narrow building, with twenty-four 
separate pens on either side of the passage- 
way which extends the length of the building. 
Sunlight gains access to each pen through 
windows arranged in two rows on the south 
side. Pine floors are used in the inside pens, 
these being bedded with straw for sows at 
farrowing time. Each pen opens into an out- 
side enclosure in which a sow and her litter 
can exercise. A V-shaped pine trough, set on 
a dead level, extends from end to end on 
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either side of the central passageway, and 
water can be turned on from an underground 
pipe. This is one of the most satisfactory 
hog-houses ever built, and the owner says 
that if he were to build a dozen hog-houses, 
each would be a duplicate of this one, as after 
several years’ experience he does not see 
wherein it could be ipmroved for his pur- 
pose. It cost him $850. It is frequently 
disinfected, though the flood of sunlight that 
plays upon the pen floors is a guarantee of 
excellent sanitary conditions. Besides, the 
hohogs are dipped several timesa year 
in coal-tar solutions to rid them of 
lice and cure parasitic skin ‘diseases. 
Cholera attacked the herd several years 
ago, taking fully ninety per cent of it, 
but the owner is sure that it never will get 
another hold on his hogs, as he will leave 
nothing undone to prevent its invasion. By 
paying proper attention to the feeding and 
housing of his herd he believes he can keep 
it free from disease and parasites. Hogs al- 
lowed to sleep in dusty piles of shucks, straw 
and rubbish are almost sure to develop me- 
chanical pneumonia, and by feeding them in 
mud, mixed with their own droppings, and 
allowing them to be as foul inside and out- 
side as they can get, disease is invited. Pure 
water is essential to hog health. On _ this 
farm it is pumped from a depth of seventy 
feet by a windmill, supplemented in_ still 
weather with a gasoline engine pump. From 
the windmill the water is forced into an ele- 
vated supply tank, from which it is piped to 
the hog-house, hog-feeding enclosure and to 
other places where needed. 


Two litters a year are secured from each 
of the forty brood sows, and last year the 
average was 22 pigs per sow. A small per- 
centage of these must be deducted, however, 
from the net result, allowing for accidents 
and runts. The breeding herd has extensive 
range on grass, and access to closed at cer- 
tain periods. A small branch running 
through the farm affords an ideal wallowing 
place for the hogs in hot weather. Trees 
shade the branch in many places, so that the 
hogs can lie in their mud baths fully pro- 
tected from the sun. In developing young 
sows and boars fattening feeds are withheld; 
the effort is made to induce healthy, vigorous 
growth of bone and muscle. To accomplish 
this the feeds given as supplements to clover 
pasture are tankage, soy beans and bran, and 
these are dealt out with a prudent hand. In 
winter hogs are not likely to drink enough 
water, if it is ice cold, but by having the chill 
off it they will take enough to keep their ex- 
cretory organs in proper working condition. 
Roots should also be fed at that time of the 
year, although this particular practice is not 
followed on this farm. It is mentioned in 
passing as a suggestion to Bulletin readers. 


Now after giving these details of a modern 
pork-making enterprise, indicating in a gen- 
eral way that on $350-an-acre land an Illinois 
farmer is making handsome profits by breed- 
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ing pure-bred Duroc-Jerseys, we have an in- 
viting hook on which to hang a few com- 
ments. Our readers know that stock-farming 
in general and hog-farming in particular are 
the types of agriculture which we have stead- 
fastly advocated ever since the Bulletin was 
founded. We have contended that  stock- 
farming would in the end pay much better 
than exclusive grain-farming, which has be- 
come quite common in many parts of the corn 
belt, and it now looks as though the tide was 
turning toward our idea. Moreover, there is 
every reason why it should. Grain-farming 
robs the soil, takes all the zest and diversity 
out of farm life, and populates the country 
with shifting, low-grade people. Stock-farm- 
ing has exactly the opposite effect. It makes 
for the highest type of rural citizenship, con- 
serves soil fertility and develops our agricul- 
tural resources. 

What owners of high-priced corn belt land 
should do is to adopt systems of stock-farm- 
ing that should increase and maintain soil 
fertility, yield pork, beef, mutton, milk, wool 
and horseflesh, and make their farms the best 
places in the world for children. Experience 
is not wanting which proves that such systems 
not only are the soundest in theory, but the 
most profitable in practice. Always and 
everywhere the scientifically sound way to do 
things is the best way in the long run. Mixed 
stock-farming with hogs as the main object is 
the salvation of the corn belt. 

Pork, as we have often pointed out, is 
the most popular flesh food we have. It is 
the dependable standby of all working people 
in this country. Now that prices have de- 
clined pork consumption is sure to increase, 
and breeders who reduce the raising of hogs 
to a fine art, practicing every reasonable 
economy in the process, can afford to sell it 
much cheaper than current prices and _ still 
make a profit, although there is little likeli- 
hood of the general range of values changing 
radically for some time. We think’ the bub- 
bles have been exploded, the froth blown off 
the trade, and a new era of conservative, nor- 
mal conditions established. But the man who 
makes the most money out of hogs is the man 
who sticks to them irrespective of the fluctua- 
tions of the markets. He is sure that in a 
term of years he will have more money than 
if he jumped from one thing to another. It 
is by staying in the hog business that men 
learn to master the details of it, and so be- 
successful specialists. A large and 
growing knowledge of how to do things re- 
wards its possessor with sure and increasing 
profits. It is a pity that Americans as a rule 
no more than learna business until, finding it 
temporarily slack, they rush into something 
else. Shifting does not pay. Sticking does. 
Hold fast to that which is fundamentally im- 
portant in the diet of a great nation whose 
population is rapidly increasing, and so real- 
ize the highest returns from land and labor 
and the keenest satisfactions from life itself.

THE PACKER’S PREFERENCE. 
The ideal hog from a packer’s standpe 
as I see him—beginning at the ‘ror 
should have a medium short head with me 
ium to small ear, jowl full, but heavy 
baggy, as it furnishes cheap meat. The 
should be short and full; shoulders set well 
line with sides and rest of body, with no te: 
dency to shields or thick hide; chest shou 
be full and well let down, with good 1 
between front legs, and there should b 
depression back of the shoulders, either 
top or at the sides. The lower line of che 
should make a perfectly straight line wi) 
lower line of belly and flank. The ba 
should be slightly arched with rib well spr 
but not beyond the side line. A stick stat 
perpendicular and touching the edge oi 
should also touch the belly line and 
every point. The loin must be thick an 
and the meat covering loin and back shot 
of firm quality, but not hard; sides pe 
straight and deep, with flank low and i 
of belly. In my opinion, no point is 
overlooked and is less considered b 
breeders than the flank. Without a low 
flank you cannot have a deep side am 
dling, and you very seldom see a goo 
without a correspondingly good side an¢ 
The two points most indicative of a qui 
position, easy feeding, early maturing h 
head and flank. The rump should be 
level with long coupling and tail well 
in line of back. - 


A short coupling is nearly always 
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d by a round rib, high flank and not 
zh b ody depth. The ham should be even 
rib and side line and let down well to

ff body. You very seldom find a big,

will readily be seen that the ideal conditions 
would be alfalfa pasture the year round, 


At the experiment station in Kansas a gain 
of 800 pounds of pork was made from a ton 
of alfalfa hay, about the same results from 
one acre of alfalfa pasture. In another ex- 
periment one hundred pounds of hay equaled 
96 pounds of corn in pork production. At 
that rate one acre of alfalfa yielding four 
tons, would produce 1,000 pounds of pork. 
Alfalfa hay fed in this way would yield $64 
worth of pork at 4 cents a pound for each 
acre, while one acre producing 10 tons green 
weight would produce $80 worth of pork. 
The economy of producing pork on succulent 
alfalfa when it can be pastured on the green 
alfalfa all the year, is an amazing thing, when 
once understood. Heretofore pork has been 
largely produced with corn. The many new 
uses for corn and the continuous increase in 
corn lands means that this cereal will continue 
to increase in price, hence higher prices for 
pork must prevail. This, in our judgment, 
opens up a field for the porduction in the al- 
falfa fields heretofore unknown in the history 
of the country. 


The opportunities for alfalfa in the swine 
industry are simply prodigious, and the results 
when such marvelous crops are produced with 
such little labor classes this crop very closely 
with the seven wonders of the world. Every 
farmer in this favored district should so 
fence his fields that he can pasture his hogs 
on this king of crops. It means immense 
profits at the minimum amount of labor— 
Progressive Farmer and Home Builder. 


POOR PIG LUCK. 

I was talking with a man not long ago 
who has raised hogs for years, and he com- 
plained that his sows rarely have full litters 
of fair-sized, fully-developed pigs—some be- 
ing only partly grown and others still-born, 
writes D. C. Cornman in the Farmer’s Re- 
view. He is a good corn grower, his farm 
being fertile, and in the course of the conver- 
sation he said if he could raise the hogs to 
eat his corn, he would be well satisfied, but 
luck was against him. 


Now, I have made a good many mistakes at 
one time and another in farming, as well as 
other ventures, but I never blamed my “luck,” 
at least not until I had studied out whether I 
had any part in the failure myself through 
want of knowledge, lack of attention, or other 
equally important factor, so naturally | began 
to inquire what was the cause my friend as- 
signed for his misfortune. His sows were 
mature ones, of good breed and breeding— 
Poland Chinas. His sire was unrelated, but 
the breed and the relationship, or want of it, 
cut no figure in results, as these were prac- 
tically the same year after year. He had 
tried getting breeding stock of Durocs also, 
and yet results were no more satisfactory. 
This man is not the only one with this kind 
of trouble, and yet many never discover that 
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it can be prevented by proper care and feeding 
during the pregnancy of the sow. 

The sow may be in good, healthy condition 
at time of service and a large litter is con- 
ceived, and all goes well till the demands on 
the sow for the nourishment of the unborn 
young are greater than she can supply from 
the food she gets. The good corn raiser us- 
ually has plenty of his favorite crop, and he 
wants to use his hogs well, so he shovels it 
out to them. 

Corn is not very “heavy” in protein, the 
very element needed to make bone, muscle, 
hair, etc., and. as there is not enough to go 
round, one by one the pigs in the unborn litter 
die, and in place of being able to count on an 
average of eight or ten pigs to each sow, 
four or five is “doing pretty well.” At the 
price a good sow is worth and counting the 
cost of her feed for six months (this assumes 
that two litters are raised each year), this 
number is a pretty poor return on the invest- 
ment, and it would pay a big profit to study 
up on the feed question and supply what the 
sow needs. 

Give her a chance to run to the stack of 


clover, alfalfa or cow pea hay and she will 
balance her own ration if you feed her corn. 
If these are not at hand, supply shorts, oil 
meal or tankage with the corn, and if possible 
give some succulent feed like silage or roots 
of some kind, and give the sow freedom to 
move about, so that by exercise she may in- 
duce _a vigorous growth of her pigs. There 
are many who decry artichokes, but I have 
found them the best ally I ever had in the hog 
business, as these will supply both protein and 
succulence, but my experience with them will 
have to be “another story,” and I can only 
repeat: Give the sow a variety of feed, some 
of which must contain protein; let her have 
exercise in abundance, comfortable sleeping 
quarters and keep her from other animals that 
might use her roughly, and last, let her have 
only drink which is slightly warm, and there 
will be do danger of dead or undeveloped pigs 
at farrowing time, and the troubles incident to 
this period will pass away.

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STOCK FEEDS AND WHAT THEY 
ARE. 

Blood meal, finely ground dried blood. 
Meat meal, finely ground meat scraps. 
Buckwheat feed, mixture of middlings 
and hulls. 

Grits are hard, flinty portions of Indian 
corn, 

Oat groats are kernels of oat berry with 
hulls removed. 

Oat shorts or oat middlings are starchy 
portions of the oat, 

Brewers’ dried grains are the dried resi- 
due from cereals from barley grain. 

Cottonseed meal obtained from the 
cottonseed kernel after oil is extracted. 

Cottonseed feed is a mixture of cotton- 
seed meal and cottonseed hulls. 

“Red Dog” is low-grade flour containing 
fine particles of bran. 

Gluten meal is a by-product from manu- 
facturing starch and glucose from corn, 

Linseed meal residue from 
ground flax seed after the oil is extracted. 

Shipstuff or mixed feed is a mixture of 
by-products from middlings of the wheat

berry. 

Buckwheat middlings are the portions of 
buckwheat grain inside hull after separation 
for flour. 

Animal meal, dried and ground refuse 
specially prepared by slaughter houses for 
feeding purposes. 


Hominy meal, feed or chop is the bran 
coating and germ of corn kernels, contain- 
ing a part of the starchy portion of the 


kernels, 

Gluten feed is a by-product from starch, 
glucose and is a mixture of gluten meal and 
corn bran, to which is usually added the 
evaporation of the “steep water.” 

Digester tankage is meat scraps, specially 
prepared for feeding purposes by tanking 
under live steam, then drying under high 
heat and grinding. The meat is inspected 
and perfectly healthy, and even if it hap- 
pened to be a little off, no harm could re- 
sult, as the method of cooking would thor- 
oughly kill off all disease germs that might 
exist. 


SPANISH PEANUTS BETTER THAN 
CORN. 

Spanish peanuts as a ration for hogs give 
better and more profitable results than corn, 
acre for acre. This was demonstrated at 
experiments recently concluded at the Ar- 
kansas experiment station. 

In this experiment it was found that one- 
quarter acre of Spanish peanuts produced 
313 pounds of pork, while the same area of 
corn produced only 100 pounds of pork. 
Three hundred and three pounds of pork 
were made per acre in six weeks on peanut 
pasture alone.

VALUE OF FORAGE NOT THOR- 
OUGHLY APPRECIATED 
BY RAISERS. 

The value of forage crops in pork making 
is not fully appreciated by a great many 
hog raisers and feeders, and it is time well 
spent investigate this one matter, for 
there is money involved in it and it can be 
gotten out by proper action. The Missouri 
Agricultural College Experiment Station 
has been making some tests along this line, 
and the results are important to every hog 
feeder in the country—not only to hog feed- 
ers for market, but to hog raisers generally. 
The conclusions reached by those in charge 
of the tests are given in Bulletin No. 95, 
which follows: 


to 


1. The use of forage crops in the pro- 
duction of pork has been shown in this bul- 
letin to be a more economical method than 
full feeding in a dry lot on heavy grain 
rations,

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RECIPROCITY AND No question of re- 
FREE LIST. cent years has so 

worked the editors 
of the farm and live stock papers to a 
froth as has the Canadian reciprocity. 
They spill over in every issue and are 
continually stirring up their readers tv 
get busy with the pen and the wire 
and get in touch with their congressmen 
and tell them what they have to do. All 
the boiling over that has been done has 
seemingly accomplished nothing. The 
agreement has passed the house with an 
unexpected majority and the senate will 
doubtless send it back to Papa Taft for his 
final signature before the ink on this article 
gets dry. What do we know about the 
question, anyway? All the stuff that has 
been exploited in the agricultural press the 
past few months on the subject has been as 
variegated in color as Joseph’s coat, no 
two writers agreeing on any one phase of 
the question, and as the wideawake farmer 
and stock raiser takes a number of good 
papers, his mind by this time must be in a 
whirl indeed if he has had the patience to 
read all that has been sent him on the ques- 
tion. 


It is a sad condition for our boasted 
democratic form of government if the large 
number of members of the house who voted 
for this measure are all creatures of the 
trusts and railroads. Better that we revise 
the constitution and elect our lawmakers 
for life, if by such numerous changes as 
were made in the personnel of the house 
last fall, we get no better results than this. 
We cannot for a moment believe this is true, 
but we do believe that the members of con- 
gress are in a better position and have at 
hand more first hand knowledge of what 
is best for the country than any two by 
four editor who spills over on such occa- 
sions as has been presented by this ques- 
tion directly affecting his constituents, and 
we are willing to leave it to them, even 
though the majority is of a different polit- 
ical faith than that in which we were born 
into and grew up in, and followed even 


unto approaching old age. The party in 
power at present knows that it will be held 
responsible for its acts and with a presi- 
dential election approaching, cannot fail to 
meet unqualified defeat if by any of its acts, 
the large farm and live stock vote be lost. 
While there may be some who have only 
in mind their present mercenary desires in 
their votes for this measure, yet we believe 
a large majority of them are positive that 
it is a step in the right direction. 


The argument that if the manufacturer is 
protected the farmer ought to be, or in 
other words, protection for all or protec- 
tion for none, is answered pretty thor- 
ough and pretty clearly by Editor McKel- 
vie of the Nebraska Farmer, when he says: 


“Protection for all is impossible. It is 
just like trying to lift yourself over the 
fence by your boot straps. Protection is a 
special privilege for a few or else it is noth- 
ing. In the early days of protection in this 
country this was recognized and admitted 
even by the friends of protection. A few 
industries were favored with protection in 
order that they might be encouraged on 
American soil. But now the idea of pro- 
tection has been distorted to include pro- 
tection for everything, which is manifestly 
impossible. Manufacturers are willing to 
have protection on farm products if it 
doesn’t protect, but if it really protected 
they would be the first to kick because it 
would increase the cost of manufacture to 
them. Protection for all or none is really 
free trade apepmens, because protection for 
all is impossible.” 


We beg of our readers to hold their de- 
cision until the adjustments of the tariff and 
the additions to the free list are made; then 
if the congress has shown that it protects 
the manufacturer and lets the gate down 
only on the farmer’s products, then rise up 
in your rights and swat the party as it was 
never swatted before, and send some 
other member in whom you can have im- 
plicit trust, back to Washington in place 
of the man who has proven a traitor to 
your cause. No need to say it’s too late 
then, the wrong is done. It’s too late now. 
All the wires and letters you could send 
wouldn’t change a half dozen votes. It’s 
the easiest thing in the world for a con- 
gressman to explain his vote on reciprocity 
and the tariff. That’s a science that the 
politician knows only too well, and he “puts 
it over” too. The remedy lies at your own 
door. Find out before you vote for a man 
how he stands on all these questions. 
Don’t take your party’s word for anything. 
The party is out for votes. A man who is 
worthy to be in congress is out to do what 
he thinks is right for the greatest number 
of his constituents. No need to holler now. 
You should have done your work a year 
ago. Be a “sport” and take your medi- 
cine. It may be hard on you, but it will be 
the making of a better congress next time.

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THE NATURE OF A HOG. 

The Missouri Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion at Columbia is now engaged in the most 
important, and most extensive experiment in 
pork production which has even been con- 
ducted in this territory. It is partly because 
of its extent (the plan covers a period of 
eight years) that it is so important, but it de- 
rives its greatest importance from the fact 
that it is based on a recognition of the nature 
of a hog and of the advantages it offers as a 
gatherer of its own feed. 

Barring part of the losses from sickness it 
can safely be said that practically all of the 
failures in the pork growing business have 
been made by those who did not understand 
that the hog is a grazing animal, and that its 
continued well being can not be assured eco- 
nomically, unless it was provided, for a con- 
siderable part of his maintenance, with suit- 
able forage. And this point in the nature of 
a hog not only calls for a consideration in the 
matter of food, but in the selection of breed- 
ing stock as well. The ultra refinement of 
type (carrying with it a reduced stomach 
capacity and a lessened tendency to graze) 
which obtained in some localities a few years 
ago, would never have taken place if growers 
generally had had the definite knowledge of 
what forage means to a hog, which they can 
now have as fast as the results of the experi- 
ment under discussion are made known. 

Straight feedlot experiments had shown 
that the extremely coarse hog was not as pro- 
htable as one with some finish, and reasoning 
conversely not a few people sought the other 
extreme of finish, passing on their way, the 
“happy medium” of a fairly lengthy, smoothly 
built animal; smooth shouldered without be- 
ing narrow; good sized without being coarse 
and free of breath and action, without being 
all leg and snout. Such an animal had room 
in its “insides” for a good quantity of suc- 
culent food, such as can be grown economic- 
ally in the form of alfalfa, soy beans, rape, 
oats and so on, and with this form, the abil- 
ity and disposition to rustle around and make 
the most of its opportunities for grazing. It 
has also been demonstrated that sows of this 
form were good producers and good milkers. 
But because practically all of the accurate 
tests that have heretofore been made in an 
authentic way, were feedlot tests, the superior 
desirability of the good grazer has not been 
sufficiently understood. Its “official recogni- 
tion” in the planning of this Missouri experi- 
ment (the first report on which, from the sta- 
tion bulletin we gave in our last issue) and 
the demonstration of several excellent rota- 
tion plans for providing a forage mainten- 
ance, may prove to be worth quite as much 
to the hog growers of this country as will 
the unquestionably valuable conclusions as to 
the relative merits of the different feeds and 
feeding systems employed.

It is a well-known and universally ad- 
mitted truth among all who are actively 
engaged in the breeding, raising and mar- 
keting of any strain of stock that care of 
the mother during the period of pregnancy, 
the time of farrowing and the infancy of 
the litter is a matter of great importance 
and one which should receive the most par- 
ticular attention of the attendant, both as 
to the individual and the devices used, and 
as my subject has to do with “The Indi- 
vidual Farrowing Houses,” I will now pro- 
ceed to describe as briefly as possible the 
houses used for this purpose on my farm. 
I build my houses of first-class material, 7 
feet in length and 6 feet in width, the height 
in front being 5 feet and the rear 3 feet; the 
frame is made of 2x4 pine, the siding of 
tongue and grooved material and the roof 
of shingles. This insures strength and 
lightness, when placed upon a firm and sub- 
stantial floor. My window for ventilation, 
which is 36x18 inches, is placed about 2% 
to 3 feet from the ground on the front side 
of the house, as is also the door, which I 
usually make 2% feet in height and 20 
inches in width; both the door and window 
are of course attached to the buildings with 
good, substantial hinges and are secured by 
clasps; I then place the completed structure 
upon-runners, which extend the long way 
of the building. These are, of course, no 
higher than is absolutely necessary, but of 
sufficient strength to bear both the weight 
of the house and, if necessary, the weight of 
the occupant ag well. 


[ feel that it will not be necessary for me 
to say much by way of explanation of these 
well-known features, but I might add that 
it is my purpose to insure the mother quiet, 
comfortable quarters and an environment 
suitable to her condition; and to this end 
the sled-like arrangement was adopted, | 
might continue in this discussion by stating 
that in extremely cold weather I can warm 
the house sufficiently by hanging a lighted 
lantern within; that plenty of light and 
fresh air are furnished by the window and 
that the door affords not only an entrance 
but is sufficiently large for the changing of 
the bedding, which I might add is of vital 
importance, 
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Now in conclusion let me say it is my ex- 
perience that the above-described building, 
when nicely painted, makes a useful and 
adorning feature upon any stock farm; one 
well worth all that it costs in time, trouble 
and money; an expenditure that every suc- 
cessful breeder not only of Durocs, but 
every other breed, can well afford to make. 

I hope I have said something in these 
brief remarks that may be of some benefit; 
but my inexperience as a public speaker has 
sadly handicapped me, yet I assure you that 
I will only be too glad to exchange ideas 
with any one present or willingly demon- 
strate my plan, many minor features of 
which are of a necessity omitted, if you will 
do me the honor of a visit to “The Elks 
Duroc-Jersey Farm,” at Falmouth. 


AMERICANS MEAT EATERS. 


As a Nation We Consume More Meat Than 
Any Other People of the Earth. 

The inhabitants of the United States of 
America eat more meat than any other na- 
tion, at least civilized, in the world. From 
recent statistics compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture it is shown that the 
average person in this country eats 169 
pounds of meat a year. If lard is added 
along with the other pork products the 
average consumption is increased to 186 
pounds per person. The United States 
stands at the top of the list of meat-pro- 
ducing nations, 

Next comes England, where the latest 
statistics show that the average amount of 
meat ration is 120 pounds per person. This 
has been the average for the past fifteen 
years, Of the meat the British eat 46 per 
cent., or about two and a half billion 
pounds a year, is imported, This comes 
from all quarters of the globe. The fact 
that the importation of meat into England 
has increased greatly in recent years is ac- 
counted for not so much by the fact that 
the home supply is decreasing, but that the 
total consumption is increasing. The great 
improvements that have been effected in re- 
cent years in the methods of transporting 
perishable products, such as meat, have 
practically eliminated the question of dis- 
tance between producer and consumer, 


To this fact is due an interesting occur- 
rence which took place last year. This was 
an importation of pork to London from 
Hankow, China. The consignment con- 
sisted of some 5,000 frozen carcasses, and 
the hogs were stated to have been specially 
fed on rice for this trade. The shipment 
created a good deal of comment in England 
and considerable opposition from persons 
who had heard of the unsavory reputation 
of the native Chinese hog, as well as from 
the trade interests. The pork arrived in due 
course and was admitted, subject to a rigid 
government inspection. The carcasses 
were thawed out and examined when re-

Statistics for Germany place the average 
consumption of all the meat eaten by the 
sons and daughters of that land at 104 
younds per person a year. An interesting 
act ount is also given of the nuumber of 
horses which were killed for human con- 
sumption, and also facts regarding dogs. 
More than 135,000 horses and 6,000 dogs 
were killed in 1907 for human consumption. 
So far as is known, Germany is the only 
country that officially recognizes the 
slaughter of dogs for food, and as the num- 
ber before mentioned were slaughtered un- 
der government inspection it is equal to 
government permission. There is consid- 
erable consumption of horse meat in several 
of the continental European countries, and 
it is quite prevalent in many of the German 
cities. The total consumption of this meat 
in Germany is 14 pounds a year per per- 
son, as indicated by the total given above. 
With France the average consumption is 
placed at eighty-one pounds a year per 
person, the most important meat being veal. 
_In France also the use of horseflesh as a 
food product is quite general, although the 
iconsumption in the aggregate is somewhat 
less than that for Germany. The consump- 
‘tion of this, however, has been shown to 
have increased within the last ten years, and 
the average amount consumed per person 
is set at slightly over one pound a year. 
‘An interesting account is also that, es- 
pecially in Paris, is the sale of that meat 
enormous. At the Hallet Centrales, the 
great distributing market at the Irench 
capital, the sale of veal was found to be ab- 
normally large in comparison with other 
kinds of meats. The daily arrivals at this 
market indicated that not far short of one- 
half of all the meat disposed of was veal. 
Statistics bear this out, as it has been 
shown by an article in a French statistical 
journal that the meat brought into the mar- 
ket during the year—more tran 100,000,000 
: ia almost 45 per cent was veal. 
The meat coming next highest was beef, of

average citizen, 26 per cent. in England, 20 
per cent. in France and but 6 in Germany. 
In the matter of pork, the American leads 
again, as the average American eats 83 per 
cent. of that meat, England 33, Germany 63 
and France 14. 

Of all the meat consumed in Germany, 60 
per cent. is pork, while 49 per cent. of the 
meat eaten in this country is also pork. 
England’s per cent. is but 28 and that of 
France but 17. 

The amount of beef consumed in the 
four countries comes nearer averaging as 
41 per cent. of the meat we eat is beef, 47 
per cent. is the amount in England, 31 in 
Germany and 48 in France. Veal shows a 
low per cent. in all countries, with France 
leading with 10 per cent., then comes Ger- 
many with 6, America with 4 and England 
with 3. For mutton, and lamb, it is found 
that we eat 6 per cent. of that meat, Eng- 
land 22, Germany but 3. and France 25. 


A good sow if handled right will bring a 
litter of pigs every six months; a sow that 
won't do it is no good as a breeder.

EXPERIMENT STATION BULLETIN 


No, 120, 
The Nebraska Experiment Station has 
just issued Bulletin No. 120, entitled, 


“Alfalfa Management.” This gives a sum- 
mary of the methods used by the most 
successful farmers in various parts of the 
state in securing a stand and in handling 
a crop of alfalfa. The discussion relates 
to the eastern as well as to the western 
sections. 


It has been the purpose in writing this 
bulletin to put the material in such a form 
that the farmer can readily find a discussion 
of the phase in which he is particularly in- 
terested. The first division treats of the 
kind of soil best adapted to the growth of 
the plant, with sugestions for treating soil 
which does not give satisfactory results. 
This is followed by a discussion of the seed 
bed. The method of its preparation and 
the importance of manure receive a promi- 
nent place. 


The farmers are advised to purchase their 
seed from the north or from the dry lands 
of the northwest, rather than from the 
south. It is also recommended that no 
seed be used which has not been tested for 
purity and for germination by the govern- 
ment seed laboratory located at Lincoln. 
This test will be made free. 


A discussion of the amount of seed per 
acre and of the various methods of seeding | 
will help the man who is in doubt in refer- | 
ence to this point. Broadcasting is com- | 
pared with drilling, both with a disk drill — 
and a press drill. Warnings are given to | 
farmers who use either method, and sug- | 
gestions for greater success. 


There is a comparison made of spring | 
seeding, early summer seeding, late sum- 
mer seeding, and fall seeding, from which 
conclusions are drawn. The late summer | 
seeding is recommended for sections of the | 
state where there is plenty of moisture to 
give the plants a good start at that season | 
of the year. 


The important subject of disking the 
alfalfa is discussed quite thoroughly. ‘The | 
conclusions are based upon reports which — 
have been received from a large number of | 
farmers who have practiced disking their | 
fields to increase the yield. The results do 
not seem to warrant the practice unless the - 
field is to be plowed up in a year or two | 
after it is disked,

The hog above all other animals is bred 
and fed to take on flesh and fat. For this 


‘reason the animal in the highest state of 
| feed and finish is in no condition to move 


about and exercise as most other animals 
are. When a litter of pigs is doing well, 
there is a great temptation to force them 
and to make them unusually fat. This 
makes them sluggish and inactive, and they 
will sleep ‘most of the time instead of run- 


ning about as all young animals should. 


The consequence is that they become physi- 


-cally weak and susceptible to disease and 


all ailments that pigs are heir to. If they 
survive and are finished for market, not 


| much harm is done, but if they are kept for 


‘breeding purposes, their weak constitutions 


are transmitted to their offspring. 


It is better for the hogs to sleep in the 
fence corners or in the beds or leaves and 
brush on the south side of a big log in the 
woods than breathe dust and trash under 
the corn-crib, where, if permitted, they in- 
variably seek sleeping quarters. 


IS REACHING OHIO FARMERS. 

Although not heard of as much outside 
of its own state as some institutions, the 
Agricultural Extension Department of the 
College of Agriculture, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, is carrying the gospel of agricultural 
education to thousands of Ohio people 
every year. This department was estab- 
lished about six years ago with A, B. Gra- 
ham at its head. In a quiet and unassum- 
ing way he has built it up and expanded its 
work until now it stands among the fore- 
most in the country in the immense amount 
of work being done and the number of 
people reached, 

Perhaps the best way to prove the above 
statement is to give a summary of the dif- 
ferent kinds of extension work conducted 
by the department during the ten months 
from July 1, 1910, to May 1, 1911. Seventy- 
nine Agricultural Extension Schools for 
men and 75 Domestic Science Schools for 
women were held during that period. The 
total attendance at these schools was 17,000. 
Instruction in soil fertility, farm crops, live 
stock, dairying, horticulture, domestic sci- 


ence and home making was given. Seven 
agricultural special trains were run over 
Ohio railroads, at which lectures were 


given to 16,190 people. ‘These trains cov- 
ered various phases of agricultural educa- 
tion, 

Nine instructors gave 82 lectures at open 
Grange meetings in 36 counties, the total 


attendance being 2,900 people. These same 
instructors visited 125 farms in connection 
with their lectures, giving expert advice on 
farm matters, Orchard pruning and spray- 
ing demonstrations to the number of 125 
were given, with an attendance of 12,500, 
making nearly 49,000 people reached by the 
schools, special trains, Grange lectures, and 
orchard demonstrations, 

Besides these lines of work, exhibits were 
made at 12 county fairs, at the National 
Corn Show and the State Apple Show; two 
Saturday meetings for teachers teaching 
agriculture were held; 123 school visits in 
the interest of agricultural and domestic 
art contests were made; 103 citizens’ meet- 
ings, farmers’ institutes, commencements, 
etc.; eight special domestic science meet- 
ings of one to four days each and six coun- 
try life conferences were held, at which no 
count was kept of the number reached, 

About 200 boys’ corn contests and girls’ 
sewing and baking contests are being con- 
ducted, including about 12,000 boys and 
girls. Corn was judged at 30 corn shows. 
Corn and soil samples were collected from 
different parts of the state for testing and 
analysis; hundreds of plants, insects, etc., 
were identified, 

In addition to the 148 county 
newspapers were furnished monthly plate 
matter on agricultural subjects; 30,000 
copies of the Agricultural College Exten- 
sion Bulletin were issued each month; six

In caring for pigs the main points to be 
looked after are good shelter, a dry sleeping 
place, kept free of lice by the use of coal 
oil, plenty of good drinking water, and fed 
at regular hours. 


HOGGING OFF CORN. 


Results of a Thorough Trial of Different 
Methods at Missouri Experiment 
Station. 

When farm labor is high priced and diff- 
cult to secure the hog may relieve the situ- 
ation by harvesting the corn. It has lately 
grown much in favor and is found to be 
good farm economy when rightly man- 
aged. The hogs should not be given access 
to the entire field,.but should be allowed 
the run of but a portion of the field at a 
time. By this means the hogs may have 
fresh food, even though of the same char- 
acter, every eight to ten days and will also 
by this method perform well the harvesting 
operations as they go. A portion of the 
field is sometimes set aside by using tem- 
porary posts and wire fencing, but wire 
fencing is difficult to handle in heavy corn. 
A movable hurdle fence is most adaptable 
for this purpose. If the field cannot be 
subdivided a very good practice is to turn 
in both large and small hogs. The large 
hogs will break down the corn, and the 
smaller ones will clean up what is left by 

the larger hogs. 

This system of harvesting corn is most 
advantageous when the weather is dry. It 
may not be most profitable to keep the 
hogs on corn after heavy rains, as then 
there is likely to be a waste of corn, and 
injury to the hogs and to the land. 

Before turning the hogs on to the corn 


which they are to hog off, preparation 
should be made for the full feed of new 
corn which they are to receive. The hogs 
should be prepared by substituting each 
day, for the old corn which they are re- 
ceiving, a little of the new corn broken 
fresh from the stalk. When the hogs are 
consuming daily six to eight ears of the 
new corn they may be turned in to harvest 
their own feed at will. The time at which 
hogs may be turned into corn is when the 
dent has just formed on the kernel, 

If cowpeas are sown at the last cultiva- 
tion, no supplementary feed need be given 
to balance up the corn ration. Fresh water 
and salt should be kept before the hogs at 
all] times. 

Two experiments in 1909 and three in 
1910 were made in hogs hogging off corn. 
In 1909 rye was sown at the last cultivation 
in one lot, and cowpeas were sown at the 
last cultivation with the other. Reid’s Yel- 
low Dent corn was used in each lot. In all 
the lots where the corn was hogged off the

RED CLOVER RANKS HiGH, 


Result of Experiments With Red Clover 
and Hogs at Columbia, Mo, 


Red Clover ranks next to alfalfa as a 
forage plant for hogs. It, however, will 
not feed so many head per acre, and also 
has a shorter forage season; but it does fit 
well into crop rotation systems. When fed 
off with hogs a large percentage of the 
humus forming material and _ fertilizing 
constituents are left the ground on 
which the crop was grown, and the soil 
thus greatly enriched and its physical con- 
dition much improved. Clover will pasture 
from eight to twelve head of shoats per 
acre, but care should be taken not to turn 
in too early nor pasture too closely. It 
should not be turned onto before the clover 
is ten inches in height, which will usually 
be about May llth to May 20th. While 
the clover is growing rapidly and is fresh 
the shoats should receive about a pound of 
corn per head per day, but during July and 
August they should recéive from 3 to 5 
pounds of corn per head per day. When 
the clover is in bloom—and it should not 
be pastured so closely but that it will bloom 
—the shoats will need little or no supple- 
mentary feed in the form of corn, for they 
are fond of the clover heads and will make 
satisfactory gains without grain.

Two trials have been made with hogs 
foraging -cloved. During the season 1908 
the forage was supplemented with shelled 
_corn in sufficient amount to produce the 
standard gain of 34 of a pound per hundred 
weight per day. The hogs used were cross- 
bred Poland China-Duroc Jerseys, and were 
in thin to medium flesh at the beginning of 
the experiment. The experiment was be- 
gun May 11, 1908, and the hogs were on 
clover for 111 days. The average initial 
weight was 80.8 pounds and the average 
final weight was 209.3 pounds on October 
5th, when the experiment was closed. 

The number of hogs was increased on 
May 26, so that the rate per acre was 18 
head. The average initial weight of those 
put at this date 80.6 pounds. 
Eighteen head per acre was much more 
than the clover would forage, and it became 
necessary to feed the hogs in dry lots until 
the clover should recover. The average 
final weight on June 29 was 120.8. The 
average initial weight on August 4 was 155. 
During the interim the hogs that were put 
on the clover August 4, were fed shelled 
corn to produce the standard gain. While 
in dry lot they produced a pound gain for 
every 4.45 pounds of corn fed. 

When the experiment was begun, on May

Much valuable information as to feeding 
hogs is given out in bulletins issued by the 
different state experiment stations, and the 
following summary of one issued by the 
Maryland station has much in it that will 
interest swine feeders. The 
reached are: 

Pigs allowed silage at will made faster 
and more economical gains than those hav- 
ing ground fodder mixed with their feed. 

Young hogs made faster gains upon corn- 
meal and skim milk than upon:shelled corn 
and skim milk, but if cost of grinding was 
subtracted the difference in profit was 
small, though still in favor of cornmeal as 
against shelled corn. 

Pigs fed a mixeture of grains, soaked for 
twenty-four hours, made both faster and 
cheaper gains than either pigs fed the same 
feed mixture dry, or those having it given 
freshly mixed with water. 

Pigs fed for a period of fifty-six days on 
a ration consisting of shelled corn, wheat 
middlings and skim milk grew faster than 
those having chopped alfalfa substituted for 
part of the middlings in the above ration. 
When the test was continued, rejecting two 
sick pigs from the lot without alfalfa, the 
pigs getting alfalfa gave the better results. 

The substitution of wheat bran for one- 
fifth the weight of hominy chop increased 
the value of the ration, but hominy chop 
alone gave better results than a mixture of 
three pounds hominy chop to two pounds 
bran, 

Soft coal in unlimited 
not to be harmful to pigs in confined pens. 
Soft coal, wood charcoal and a tonic mix- 
ture ranked according to value as correct- 
ives in the following order: (1) tonic mix- 
ture, (2) wood charcoal, (3) soft coal. The 
lot of pigs having no corrective made 
smaller gains than any of the other lots, but 
produced pork more cheaply than the lot 
on soft coal.

Five pigs allowed to eat as much as they 
wanted of four different feeds made good 
gains, ate regularly without surfeiting and 
produced pork economically. The nutritive 


ration of the voluntary ration they con 
sumed was 1:7.3. 
The hog motor grinder and feed gave 


good results in two tests. However, when 
used in comparison with hopper feeding of 
both shelled corn and cornmeal the margin 
of profit was in favor of the hopper fed 
pigs, 

In two tests ordinary slop feeding gave 
better results than hopper feeding if no al- 
lowance was made for difference in labor 


or danger of the pigs surfeiting on slop. 

The bulletin states that 
aim in the experiments was to make fair 
comparisons under existing profit, yet 
nearly every test proved profitable with the 
first quality feeds used.

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PASTURE FOR HOGS. 
Many farmers are making a serious mistake 
in attempting to raise hogs on pasture alone. 
Alfalfa for pasture is one of the cheapest and 
best feeds for brood sows and young pigs. 
Because this is true is no reason why no 
other feed should be given to supplement the 
alfalfa. A hog’s digestive system is not 
adapted for the digestion and assimilation of 
‘the crude cellular tissue of plants to any 
‘great extent at least, and a fair proportion of 
‘this feed should always consist of some form 
of concentrated grain food. 


My experience also leads me to believe 
‘that there is nothing that will excel a small 
field of drawf Essex rape as an adjunct to the 
alfalfa pasture for swine. It is especally im- 
portant that some of this should be provided 
where a good alfalfa pasture is not available. 
If rape is sown early on rich, well prepared 
ground and in drills thirty inches apart, using 
about five pounds of seed per acre, it will in 
the course of six weeks from planting pro- 
vide a surprising amount of the most nutri- 
Hous food for the brood sows and young pigs. 
A small hand garden drill is the best imple- 
‘ment to seed with. An acre of this should 
supply a sufficient amount of green feed for 
‘six to eight brood sows and their litters dur- 
ing the summer, especially where there is 
some water for irrigation. 


| The tract planted should be divided into 
qwo parts with a fence so that when one 
art is eaten off the pigs may be turned into 
whe other part, when the first one to be eaten 
will immediately grow again, especially if cul- 
ivated between the rows and irrigated. An 
nere of rape handled in this way is equivalent 
fo a.ton and a quarter of ground corn for 
bork production—W, L. Carlyle, Director 
daho Experiment Station.

> An entirely satisfactory 


solution of this 
- problem will never be reached, certainly not in 
this generation, for in order to bring about 
such condition not only would both the buyer 
and seller have to be honest, fair and reason- 
able, but they must necessarily favor the same 
type and kind of hog, and with the thousands 
of breeders all over the country buying and 
selling on order, in many instances, yes, in a 
large majority of cases, not being personally 
acquainted, granting that they were all just 
_and reasonable, it is not possible that it would 
so turn out that breeders who held the same 
views as to what constitutes a good hog would 
happen to deal together always. Of the two 
chief obstacles to the happy solution of this 
important subject, referred to above, the mat- 
ter, viz.: the difference in judgment of differ- 
ent breeders, is the cause of more dissatisfac- 
tion in buying and selling hogs on order. The 
‘number of wholly dishonest men engaged in 
our business is, I think, comparatively small. 
Those who could be put in the unreasonable 
‘class are more numerous, but even they do 
not constitute any considerable per cent of our 


breeders. There have always been wide dif- 


ferences of opinion as to individuality, even 
our best judges at the leading state fairs fay- 
oring somewhat different types, but this differ- 
ence of opinion has widened the last three or 
four years until now there are two factions, 
one upholding the so-called “big-bone” types, 
the other a somewhat smaller. ‘ines latter 
type, encouraged and sanctioned by the state 
fair managements (as shown in the selection 
of judges who award this kind of prize) is 
also favored by the packer who pays a prem- 
ium for quality, while I feel safe in saying 
that a majority of farmers, under the false im- 
pression that more size and bone means more 
net profit, are backing the big-boned style. As 
to which will win out in the future, the packer 
or the farmer, I am not prophet enough to 
foresee positively, although I have my opin- 
ion; neither is it within the scope of my sub- 
ject to discuss the question of types. Such a 
treatise would be more appropriate for one of 
a more pugilistic temperament than I, and I 
have no doubt that a radical paper favoring 
either type would cause a big riot here in this 
room. 

But I am sure I am conservative when I say 
that this type question is directly or indirectly 
the cause of more trouble and dissatisfaction 
in buying and selling on order than any other

one thing. The “big-bone” fellows advertise 
“bone and size with quality,” while the so- 
called hot bloods transpose it, proclaiming 
“quality with size and bone.’ The result is 
that the intending purchaser, if he be beginner, 
if unversed in pedigrees, even though he knows 
the kind of hog he wants, is not sure he is 
striking a breeder of that sort when he writes, 
and he knows less after he receives an answer 
to his inquiry, for they all have size and qual- 
ity combined, just as good as the other fellow. 
There is less danger of the ring leaders mak- 
ing a mistake of this kind, for they know each 
other and their dealings with one another are 
about as lively as an amicable meeting between 
a tiger and an elephant. As a matter of fact 
there need be no misunderstanding or confus- 
ion on this subject if breeders would carefully 
consider the breeding of the different herds. I 
doubt if there is as many as one per cent of 
the “hot bloods” in Polands that do not trace 
to Chief Perfection II, while probably that 
same per cent would cover those of the “big 
bone” that do. This is an unfortunate condi- 
tion for the welfare of the breed, but it is 
bound to adjust itself in time. 

Getting back to my subject proper, and tak- 
ing conditions just as they are, the first thing a 
breeder should consider before making in- 


Hughes Spurr, the farm where he raises his 
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quiry and ascertain as far as possible, is who 
with reputation for honesty and fair dealing 
breed the kind and type he wants. He should 
in making inquiry state plainly that he wants, 
not the general form letter that 50 per cent 
write, which runs about like this: “I want a 
pig good in the following points—head, ear, 
eye, back, rib, ham and flank, color and mark- 
ings perfect; must have style and character, 
without any faults, and price must be low if I 
buy.” What breeder present, I ask, does not 
get a good per cent of his inquiries wanting 
practically a perfect hog? Such a letter means 
nothing, for hogs don’t come that way, and the 
few best specimens produced are not often 
cheap. The only thing that you can do with 
such a letter as that is to describe and price 
the best pig you can sell reasonably, for if you 
answer and tell him the real truth (which 
would be that you couldn’t fill the order) the 
other fellow will sell him one, and probably 
not as good a pig as you could have furnished 
at the same money. Over-conscientiousness 
on this point will result in the loss of many 
sales which you might just as well have made 
as your competitor. The intelligent, success- 
ful breeder will not write for a perfect pig, 
but will tell plainly the general type of a hog 
he wants, and if to remedy any marked de- 
fects in his herd he wants a hog especially 
good in these points, he will say so. 

This gives the seller a better opportunity to 
satisfy him, and the seller should then de- 
scribe a pig extra good in these points re- 
ferred to, or if slightly deficient in some other 
places, and they all are, he should so state and 
tell just how much off the hog is. If this 
practice was followed more generally there 
would be less dissatisfaction and trouble, but 
even then there will be some misunderstanding 
and controversies. How many times have we 
all sent out what we considered extra good 
pigs, which did not please near so well as 
others that we thought much inferior. .Any- 
body that says that he never has any dissatis- 
fied customers is either a prevaricator or else 
too lucky to be in the hog business, in that he 
always happened to catch buyers either easy 
to please or who liked the same kind of a hog 
eh raised. Some dissatisfaction has always re- 
sulted from buying and selling on order, and 
always will, and when these troubles come 
both the buyer and seller should be reasonable 
and willing to concede’ something. If a pig 
bought at the average price, say $15 to $50, is 
unsatisfactory to the buyer enough so that he 
should want a rebate, then I don’t think he 
should use it at all, especially a boar. If a 
man pays $35 for a boar pig that don’t suit 
him he can’t afford to use him because the 
seller agrees to refund $10. In such case it 
seems to me the most satisfactory thing to do 
is either to return the pig, letting each stand 
the expense one way, or for the buyer to sell 
the pig to somebody that he does suit, and if 
less than the purchase price, the seller should 
refund the loss. It is always better to settle 
these difficulties amicably as far as possible, as 


fighting and knocking is bad business and 
often costly. 

There are some cases, however, where one 
of the parties is either so manifestly unreason- 
able or dishonest that it cannot be adjusted 
even though the other party is desirous of so 
settling it. In such cases disinterested and 
well known breeders should be allowed to 
arbitrate it rather than to resort to costly 
litigation. I am proud of my fellow breeders, 
however, when I am able to say that such 
cases are rare and the per cent showed de- 
creases as breeders generally become better 
judges and get closer together on the question 
of type. This will come about gradually 
through efficient work of our state fairs, agri- 
cultural colleges and international barrow 
shows, where not only barrows judged by ex- 
pert packers, but the animals are put on the 
block to show what carcass will dress out the 
largest per cent of valuable meat, and I pre- 
dict such enlightment will in time do away 
with much of the prejudice that exists today, 
as well as the delusion that the bigger the hog 
the bigger the profit to the farmer. 


In conclusion I wish to say that it is unfor- 
tunate that order business is necessary, for it 
would be much more satisfactory all around 
if every hog was seen before it was bought. 
Hogs are not like staple articles, samples of 
which can be seen by the buyef, and because 
of the great disparity in views, necessarily all 
order dealings are not so satisfactory. The 
great distance between buyer and seller, how- 
ever, makes it necessary and advisable, often, 
and I have tried my own way to point out 
some of the pitfalls and also to suggest a few 
reforms tending to a more equitable relation 
and better understanding between buyer and 
seller.

In August they are turned into the 
elds and transferred to the peanuts 
eas as these crops ripen. The pork- 
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and do not decay for several months: Noth- 
ing is harvested, the hogs being allowed to 
graze on all the crops. The peanuts, cow- 
peas, velvet beans and soy beans for fall and 
winter pastures are usually planted in rows in 
the corn middles, and after the corn is har- 
vested the hogs graze off the renaainder. Po- 
tatoes are planted in a separate field early in 
the spring and are ready for grazing in July 
and August. By following this system for the 
last eight years these farmers have found that 
pork can be raised at from 134c to 3c per 
pound. In 1907 they invested $200 in hogs and 
pastures and received a return of $800, a pro- 
fit of $600. Most of these hogs were pas- 
tured in a field of seven acres, which was 
grown in corn, cowpeas and velvet beans. 
The profit on the hogs, however, was not all 
the profit, as the improvement of the land in 
this field increased the yield of cotton in 1908 
one-half bale per acre over what the same 
field produced in 1906, with the same seed, 
methods of cultivation and fertilization. 

B. Harris, formerly state president of the 
farmers’ union of South Carolina, has been 
growing pork for several years at a cost of 2c 
to 3c per pound. This, however, is grown on 
pastures and not by the costly feeding of corn, 
Mr. Harris grows clover, barley, rye, wheat 
and oats for early spring feed. He wishes 
nothing better than bermuda grass as a per- 
manent summer pasture. He also grows to 
success sweet potatoes, peanuts, pumpkins, to- 
matoes, beets, turnips and sorghum cane. On 
these crops he has been growing pork at a cost 
of 3c per pound. He says a hog is a natural 
grazer, and if he gets the chance he will do 
his part. Mr. Harris lives in the Piedmont belt 
of Anderson county, South Carolina, and in 
one year he sold $200 worth of pigs from one- 
half an acre of bermuda grass. 

B. H. Thompson of Aurora, N. C., claims 
that on the red clay lands he is able to grow 


his bacon at less than le per pound. His prin- 
cipal pasture is red clover, crimson clover, 
timothy and herds grass, tall meadow oat 
grass and orchard grass. His hogs graze on 
these grasses all winter and spring, costing 
nothing for their keep. Mr. Thompson har- 
vests enough hay from this pasture to pay for 
the rent of the land and the trouble of look- 
ing after the hogs, thereby making his pork 
entirely free of cost. The pigs injure the hay 
crop very little in grazing over the fields in 
winter and spring. This farmer has used this 
system of growing pork for fifteen years, and 
many of his neighbors are now following his 
methods.—J. P. Campbell, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 


PROMPTNESS IN SENDING PEDI- 
GREES. , 

The volume of live stock advertising carried 
by the press must necessarily result in the 
transaction of a large amount of business dur- 
ing a twelvemonth period. In carrying on this 
business, unless up-to-date methods are used 
there must be numerous instances in the 
course of a year that result in dissatisfaction 
to one party or the other. 

A communication received from a subscriber 
recently may be used as an illustration rela- 
tive to one kind of trouble. In this case a 
subscriber purchased a gilt from an advertiser 
and three weeks after the purchase he informs 
us that although he had written twice for the 
pedigree to the man who sold him this gilt, up 
to the time of writing to us it had not been 
received. He indicated without any mincing 
of words that this was a straight case of dis- 
honesty, and that we should allow no breeder 
to advertise in our columns who carried on 
business in this way. The party from whom 
this gilt was purchased we knew to be a reli- 
able breeder and suspected at once that he was 
waiting on the registration papers of either the 
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Owned by Henry Wernimont, Ohiowa, Neb., a sire of good pigs. 
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sire or the dam of this gilt. However, we 
wrote him, giving him the substance of the 
complaint received, and by return mail we 
were informed that he had sent the pedigree 
of the dam of this gilt to the association some 
weeks before, but up to that time had not 
received his certificate and therefore was not 
in a position to make out the pedigree of the 
gilt. There were, therefore, absolutely no 
grounds for being disgruntled on the part ot 
the man who purchased this gilt, for in the 
first place, the delay was not long enough to be 
a serious matter and in the second place, it is 
impossible to make out the pedigree of a pig 
without knowing the registry number of both 
sire and dam. 


While we ask our subscribers to exercise 
due patience over the matter of receiving ped- 
igrees and registration papers we at the same 
time recommend to all breeders of pure-bred 
stock that they be as prompt as possible in 
furnishing papers that should accompany pure 
bred stock. A little forethought and foresight 
will often save considerable worry, and this 
foresight can be exercised in no other way 
that will so effectively accomplish the end as 
by recording pure bred animals from which 
you are breeding, in plenty of time so that 


when. sales are made pedigrees can be furn- 
ished without delay. If a pure bred sow, for 
instance, has a litter of pigs now, and she is 
not recorded, it will cost no more now than it 
will a year later to have her recorded, and if 
there is a reasonable chance of selling any of 
her offspring as pure breds, then to record 
her now is an exceedingly wise precaution 
against future trouble—Wisconsin Farmer. 


WHY MANY FARMERS DO NOT AP- 
PRECIATE PURE BRED HOGS. 

The average farmer nowadays thinks he 
has taken a great step forward. Instead of 
breeding to some pig that happened to get 
away when he was castrating a bunch, he 
looks up an advertisement of some breeder or 
attends the nearest sale and buys the cheap- 
est little boar pig offered. It seldom makes 
much difference which breed it is. Sometimes 
it is a Duroc, a Berkshire, Poland China or 
O. I. C. Neither does the farmer stick to a 
breed. The next time he needs a boar he will 
try another breed of just as convenient and 
perhaps a little cheaper. 

When the pig gets home he is allowed ta 
shift for himself, except for an occasional 
ear of corn. The farmer says, “It won’t do

FEEDING PIGS. 

The food for pigs is easily and cheaply pro- 
vided for by the clover grower. The heads 
and leaves which break off in the handling of 
clover in the barn when the crop is cut when 
coming into bloom and while in bloom before 
beginning to turn brown, then cured in the 
cocks furnishes, when accompanied with a 
very little wheat middlings, an ideal ration for 
a brbood sow. It is fed wet with warm water, 
never cold. The clover furnishes bulk in the 
food as is required. The leaves and heads are 
also very nutritious and easily digested. To- 
ward farrowing time more nourishment is sup- 
plied by the wheat middlnigs. After farrow- 
ing the same ration is continued except that it 
is made more nourishing by adding more mid- 
dlings and some corn. 

It is just as necessary for little pigs to have 
fresh dirt to root in as to have nourishing 
feed. This can best be provided by supplying 
a quantity of of sods with adhering dirt be- 
fore the land is frozen in the fall to be kept 
where it will not freeze. Give a quantity daily 
in the pens. They must also have a range to 
run in so they will not become too fat. This

Farrowing Dates Should Be 
Breeder. 


Kept by 

It is important to know when a sow should 
have her first litter of pigs in order that the 
pigs may be just what they should be to make 
the best progress. J. P. Fletcher of Fulton 
county, New York, gives some good ideas on 
this point, and sals: 

“The sow should have her first litter of pigs 
when about one year old. If bred to farrow 
at an earlier age she is not likely to raise a 


litter of very good pigs. If allowed to go over 


that age she is adding to the cost of produc- - 


tion unnecessarily. 

“The first litter of pigs is supposed to be 
inferior to pigs from subsequent litters, but in 
my experience this deduction does not appear 
to be accurate. It is better to allow somewhat 
more than six months between the first and 
second litters. For that reason, if it is pos- 
sible, keep the sows in fair condition. 
giving only one litter of pigs a year are us- 
ually unsatisfactory breeders and although fall 
litters may not be so profitable as spring lit- 
ters, the breeder will find it most satisfactory 
and profitable in the long run to have two

litters come during the year. 

“Before being bred and during the early 
weeks of pregnancy a succulent ration, pasture 
in summer and roots in winter, will be found 
the most satisfactory and economical. Rape 
and clover, peas and oats all more excellent 
pasturage and but a small amount of meal will 
be required in addition during the first ten or 
twelve weeks of pregnancy, when an addition 
of a small amount of chopped oats or barley, 
bran and shorts will be advisable. 

“In winter, pasturage may be replaced to a 
ereat extent by roots, such as sugar beets, 
mangles, turnips and cabbage. The chief con- 
sideration is to keep the sow in good flesh by 
means of a flesh forming ration rather than 


fat forming foods. Let her have a lot of ex-

Make it a point to take a good herd 
to your own and neighboring fairs. 


OUR SALE With this issue we start our 
DATES list of fall and winter dates. 

Many of the fall dates of 
breeders with whom we have advertising con- 
tracts have not yet been set and we ask these 
breeders to let us know as soon as possible 
what dates your auctioneers have given you, 
so we can get you on the list. The list is a 
great help in getting inquiries for catalogs 
from breeders and it will pay you to get your 
date set as soon as possible and get it in the 
paper. 


FURNISHING The National Association 
PEDIGREES has been having consider- 

able trouble with mem- 
bers of the association regarding the furnish- 
ing of pedigrees for breeding stock sold by 
its members and the board have taken up 
several of these cases and reprimanded the 
negligent one. A good many of our breeders 
are too slow in this regard and we believe 
that the stand taken by the board will be a 
help in bringing the matter to the attention of 
all who are slow in supplying the necessary 
papers with stuff sold. We know that many 
of these buyers bebgin to trouble breeders 
about papers before the animal has been un- 
crated and become a fixture on the new farm 
and it is somewhat annoying to the seller to 
receive a letter every two or three days about 
the papers when he is busy putting in his crop 
or attending to other work, when he knows 
the buyer won’t have any use for the pedigree 
for several months, but if must be remem- 


bered that most of these mail order buyers 
are new men and they pay a good price for 
a breeding boar or a bred sow just because 
it is entitled to register, and they figure, and 
they figure rightly, too, that if they fail to get 
the paper they fail to get the most valuable 
part of the trade. We believe a man should 
have his pedigree as soon as the seller has his 
settlement and we have advocated and still 
advocate that in the public sale business the 
best plan to adopt is for the seller to have 
every pedigree ready and in an envelope on 
sale day, with the catalog number of the ani- 
mal on the outside, and have them in the 
hands of the clerk, and as soon as settlement 
is made, the receipt and the pedigree are to 
be handed over together. In a few isolated 
cases this may be impractical, for instance 
when a sow is sold with a breeding privilege 
and there is no sale till she is safe in pig, but 
these few cases only serve to make the rule 
hold good under ordinary circumstances. In 
case of mail order where the buyer sends 
draft before hog is shipped, a pedigree should 
accompany the letter informing the purchaser 
that his hog is on the way. In case the settle- 
ment is made after arrival, the pedigree 
should go back by return mail, and it may be 
made to serve as a receipt for the settlement.

The season of the year 
gives a chance for the seller to put into the 
sale a much greater variety of ages and sorts 
of attractions and there is never an overload 
of any one feature. Show animals of all ages 
and both sexes, sows and gilts bred for fall 
farrow, spring and fall boars for breeding 
purposes only, and a few aged boars for those 
who are wanting to buy something to head 
their herd that has already won laurels in the 
show ring or breeding pen. Beginning with 
July 25 there will be in Illinois, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky forty or 
fifty of these sales and we are sure the results 
will be very satisfactory. There is more call 
right now for good breeding boars, more call 
for stuff to fill out show herds and a larger 
demand for sows and gilts bred for fall far- 
row than any year in our knowledge and we 
can hope for good sales.

TEST OF FEEDING PIGS. 

“Nobody knows yet how to feed a hog,” 
says Prof. William Dietrich, the swine special- 
ist of the University of Illinois. This most 
interesting statement, from more than one 
point of view, was made in reply to several 
questions and an earnest discussion by the 
audience, following his address at the State 
Live Stock Breeders’ meeting. These men 
called for the exact proportions and quanti- 
ties of feed in rations that would produce the 
most pork at the least expense. Prof. Diet- 
rich explained that in pig feeding we have not 
been working on any fundamental basis. 
Some men have obtained good results, but 
they are not uniform from year to year, and 
these results cannot be surely traced to their 
causes. It has been too much like guessing 
and gambling. He says that pig feeding will 
not be mastered until we get the largest and 
most economical gains, and get them every 
time. We must know what the hog is made 
of and supply the kind and amount of each 
food material required, and no more than will 
be profitably used. 

He has been able to make 40 per cent. 
greater gains in live weight, and at less cost 
per pound, by his method of feeding than by 
the long-accepted Wolff-Lehmann feeding 
standard. In two lots he made his pigs weigh 
280 pounds at eight months. More than 400 
pigs, all bred at the university farm, have 
been used in seven feeding experiments and 
two digestion experiments since 1904. But the 
work is incomplete, some parts uncertain, and 
he suggests that some of the important fac- 
tors in swine breeding may not have been 
considered at all yet. 

These statements by a scientist indicate how 
big and complex a problem is the seemingly 
small matter of feeding hogs, and it indicates 
something of the large expense and years of 
careful and patient study required for its solu- 
tion, and is of incalculable value when com- 
pleted. Science will finally answer these 
questions, and answer them truly. Prof. Diet- 
rich has recently issued a little pamphlet de- 
scribing his investigations, and the following 
ideas are taken from it: 

The appetite of the pig is not always a safe 
guide to the amount of feed that may be con- 
sumed to the best advantage. Under five or 
six months of age he will eat too much of a 
concentrated feed, and above that age he will 
eat too little. The tests show that pigs may 
be induced to eat 114 per cent more feed for 
the next six months than pigs otherwise fed. 

During the second month of a pig’s life it 
should have a thin slop, so that it will get 
enough water and not an excess of nutrients. 

It was found that maximum gains are pro- 
duced to a minimum cost by starting the pig 
on appropriately .6 pound of digestible crude 
protein per day per 100 pounds live weight, in- 
creasing the quantity to .7 during the first 
seven weeks, decreasing to .6 the following 
four weeks, and then feeding .65 pound during 
the last seven weeks of the growing period. 
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During the first four weeks of the fattening 
stage this reduced to approximately .33 
pound, which is fed to the close. (Larger or 
less amounts of the protein failed of the best 
given.)

In the last experiment of the series it was 
apparently observed that a definite amount of 
water in a ration has an important bearing on 


the extent and economy of gains made by 
pigs. When pigs have free access to water 


they apparently drink too much during the hot 
days of summer, and do not drink enough in 
winter.

Dietrich suggests the following ap- 
ration as coming somewhat near 
his more exact method.

If 
skim milk is not available more of some other 
nitrogenous feed may be supplied, and also 
more water, as milk is 85 to 95 per cent water. 

By giving pigs access to a clover pasture in 
addition to ground corn, water and miner 
matter during the first half of a six months’ 
feeding period, they make 2.7 times.as much 
gain in live weight as was made by the pigs 
and mineral

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RAISING PIGS FOR PROFIT. 


Always Good Gain and Good Returns from 
the Pig Crop. 
(N. A. Clapp in Michigan Farmer.) 

It is reasoanble to believe that most people 
who raise pigs on the farm, do it because there 
is profit in the business. Taking all the years 
together, the pigs pay as much profit over and 
above the cost of raising and fitting for mar- 
ket, as any stock kept on the farm. There are 
periods of good prices, and periods of low 
prices with all kinds of stock. Sometimes it 
is an easy matter to get good paying returns, 
and there are other times when the best man- 
agers lose money. 

During the years 1909 and 1910 prices have 
ranged high for all classes of hogs, being the 
highest since the war of the rebellion, and the 
years ¢mmediately following it. Under most 
conditions one could make good profits rais- 
ing and selling pigs during those years. Dur- 
ing 1907 to 1910 the prices for corn were high 
and many farmers chose to sell corn to raising 
and selling pigs when danger from disease 
confronted them, and the number of hogs 
dropped off until in 1910 there were in the 
country over three million hogs less than the 
The high prices for pigs that 
prevailed 1909 1910 seemed to 


cause farmers to turn their course toward rais- 


normal number.

ing and selling pigs. The heavy crop of corn 
of 1910 was sufficient to enable speculators to 
see the opportunity to withdraw from the mar- 


ket and let the pork prices go down. The 


prices went down faster than the supply in- 
creased. But with the farmer the downward 
result seemed inevitable, for turn whichever 
way he could—selling corn or raising pork— 
lower prices confronted him. 

With the facts in mind, it is very evident 
that in order to secure paying profits the cost 
of production must be diminished. With corn 
at fifty cents per bushel it costs a farmer as 
much to raise the crop as when it is worth 
seventy-five cents a bushel. When pork hogs 
are selling at five dollars per hundred it re- 
qiures as much effort to. raise and feed his 
“crop of hogs” as when they are selling at ten 
dollars per hundred. With lower prices before 
him, which seems must be inevitable for a 
time, it seems that in order to secure reason- 
able profits, economical methods of feeding 
and managing, should be studied and adopted. 
Instead of saying that “hogs will pay well part 
of the time, and at other times one is sure to 
lose money by them,” it seems as though it 
would be wiser to adopt means by which the 
cost of production can be reduced. It may be 
well to repeat some things we have learned 
by experience, and fix them in mind, in order 
to encourage those who may be on the anxious 
seat, hesitating as to whether they had better 
drop the hog raising business, or proceed in a 
more careful manner than has been necessary 
for the last three years. 

First, we know that a reasonable number of 
pigs can be raised and sold from the farm, and 
yield a good profit over production, when hogs 
sell on foot for four and five dollars per hun-

made much cheaper than by corn alone. With 
the variety of feeds the animal is developed 
more harmoniously, bone, muscle, vital 
gans and adipose membrane all being con- 
structed at same time, makes the gains in 
weight cheaper, and meat of better quality, 
than when the frame is neglected by using 


only fattening feeds.

And still another fact should be kept in 
mind. The pigs make the gains cheaper when 
kept growing constantly than if allowed to 
progress slowly some of the time, and then 
try to hurry them along by more liberal feed- 
ing. When pigs are kept growing while young 
they make the gains cheaper than is possible to 
make them later in life. Light weight hogs — 
sell at a higher price at all times of the year 
except during some portions of the packing 
season, than heavy hogs. Such is the case 
with both the bacon and the block hogs, which 
gives a good outlet for the young hogs with- 
out the expense and trouble of making a spec- 
ial effort to fatten for market. 


Finally the man who can produce cheap 
feeds that will make pigs grow into hogs, is 
the man who stands a good chance for mak- 
ing profits even if the prices are seemingly 
The profits are represented by the dif- 
ference in the cost of producing and the sell- 
ing priec. The present conditions are such 
as should stimulate an effort to make gains 
in weights as cheaply as possible. With a good 
degree of intelligent management in raising 
feeds, feeding and marketing the pigs, there 
are still possibilities for making good profits 
from the pigs on the farm.

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TO STOP SCOURS IN PIGS. 

“There are several things which cause 
trouble with young pigs,’ says W. A. Weaver, 
swine husbandman of the agricultural college. 
“One of these is scours. By, feeding the sow 
as soon as she farrows the milk flow is stim- 
ulated and pigs are not then able to take it, 
but are able to take it after a couple of days 
when milk is old, which then causes scours. 

“Scours is usually caused by one of four 
things: First, by changing the feed of the 
sow; second, by overfeeding; third, dirty pens 
and troughs for sow or pigs in which to eat, 
and fourth, exposure of either the sow or the 
pig to cold weather of any kind in such a way 
that they will become chilled. Changing from 
Sweet to sour milk often causes scours. 
Feeding too much protein when sow is not 
used to it is liable to cause scouring of pigs. 
Indigestion causes scouring also. Pigs should 
always be in dry, clean quarters and ought to 
be fed in clean troughs. It is essential that 
they do not be permitted to run around 
through filthy lots and then be sucked by the 
often causing scours, which is a 
very occurrence a condition 
about which we often hear.

There are a good many remedies for scours. 
The first thing to do when the symptoms of 
scours are noticed is to cut down the feed 
and clean up the quarters of the animals, both 
sow and pigs. A tablespoonful of sulphur in 
sow’s feed once a day for two days should 
be given and then skip a day and repeat this 
dose until results are obtained. If the sow is 
given some good physic, such as epsom salts 
or castor oi, it will help and probably stop 
scouring in pigs. Scalded milk is also a good 
remedy. Charcoal, freshly burned, should be 
kept before both sow and pigs all the time. 
This can be made very easily by digging a 
small pit in the ground and setting fire to 
some cobs, covering with dirt and let char. 
Dried blood is also good, giving a big spoon- 
ful. These remedies are all for scours caused 
by indigestion. There is also a contagious 
form of scours known as white scours, and 
this calls for good physic, general clean up of 
quarters and a good disinfectant.”

The question of close breeding, therefore, 
these animals is to be decided on 
erounds of family excellence rather than 
otherwise, and the stronger, more vigorous 
and more nearly perfect the family, the closer 
the breeding can be safely practiced. If the 
line in question has marked defects, either 
physically or constitutionally, the only safe 
procedure is to go entirely outside for blood 
lines that are strong enough to correct this 
family weakness, and in such a case, line- 
breeding is out of the question until weak- 
nesses of this character have been corrected.

These soils, as a class, have a 
niber of advantages over the heavier soils 
i( certain crops, chiefly on account of the 
fé that their low water-holding capacity 
alws them to warm up more quickly and

water. An increase of this amount of veg- 
etable matter in the soil is, therefore, the 
most practicable way of increasing the 
water-holding power of the soil. The de- 
velopment of a good supply of vegetable 
matter in various stages of decomposition 
toward the ultimate waxy substance coat- 
ing the soil grains and which is true humus, 
is, therefore, by all means the most im- 
portant improvement that can be made in 
sandy soils. 

Unfortunately, the coarse grain of these 
soils allows them to be readily penetrated 
by air, which causes the decomposition or 
burning of the organic matter until it is 
entirely reduced to ash which will dissolve 
in water falling on the soil and be carried 
away or leached through the subsoil. The 
increase of vegetable matter in sandy soils 
is, therefore, a matter of considerable diffi- 
culty and one which must be given constant 
attention and be planned for definitely in 
any system of farming. 

The lack of binding material in very 
sandy soils, either in the form of clay, veg- 
etable matter or water, renders them much 
more subject to wind action than is the 
case on heavier soils. It frequently hap- 
pens that severe windstorms occurring in 
the spring and early summer months, be- 
fore the ground is well covered by the 
growing crops, almost completely destroys 
the young vegetation. Corn, potatoes and 
other crops planted in hills are frequently 
cut more severely in a few hours by such 
storms than by a very heavy frost. 

Protection against these storms should be 
afforded in every possible way. A strip of 
jack-pines or other trees along the road 
sides and line fences is of considerable aid. 
These wind breaks are effective for a rela- 
tively short distance, however, and other 
methods are necessary to protect much of 
the land. Probably the most effective plan 
is to lay out lands which are badly subject 
to wind action in long narrow fields so as 
to have crops that cover the ground in the 
early spring, such as clover or rye, alter- 
nated with the cultivated ground. 

Sandy soils are, ordinarily, very deficient 
in moisture due to such factors as coarse- 
ness of grains and lack of humus. The 
capillary water that rises from the subsur- 
face reaches the highest mark in soils that 
are fine grained and consequently we find 
that in the dry part of summer when plants 
are dependent upon capillarity for their 
water supply these coarse grained sands 
get very dry. If these soils could be 
pressed together so that the air space be- 
tween the grains would become smaller, the 


capillary water would rise higher. Here 
the roller may be used to advantage. It 
should follow the seeding of small grain 
and especially clover, to get the soil in 


closer contact with the seed as well as to 
supply moisture from below. There is, 
however, another factor that enters here 


that tends to counteract the good effects of 
rolling. This is that the smooth surface 
produced will offer less resistance to the 
wind and consequently cause more sand to 
blow and evaporation will go on more rap- 
idly. To prevent this the roller should be 
followed immediately with a light harrow, 
this not only roughens the surface to lessen 
the blowing of sand, but also forms a dust 
mulch which retards evaporation as well. 

If a corrugated roller or clod crusher is 
used, the work of following with a harrow 
can generally be avoided because this roller 
itself leaves the surface in a decidedly 
ridged condition. The effect of compacting 
sand soils can best be seen by the increase 
in germination of grain wherever a wagon 
was driven over the field after seeding. If 
used properly, the roller is one of the most 
important implements of tillage on the 
farm. 

The low fertility of these soils makes the 
growth of the necessary vegetation for the 
development of humus or organic matter in 
the soil a matter of greater difficulty than 
is the case on heavier soils. This lack of 
fertility applies to essentially all of the ele- 
ments necessary to the growth of plants. 
The surface eight inches of soil over an 
acre of these sandy lands contains on the 
average about 1,500 pounds of phosphoric 
acid, but in many cases it runs as low as 
500 pounds. The nitrogen probably aver- 
ages somewhat ever 2,000 pounds, but is 
often as low as 1,000 pounds. The total 
potash is approximately 20,000 pounds. 

These quantities of some of the most im- 
portant elements for plant growth are only 
one-half or one-third of the average of clay 
and loam soils; moreover, the amounts 
which are present are for the most part less 
available than is the case in finer-grained 
soils for the reason that, existing in the 
coarser grains as the minerals of the sandy 
soils do, they are less readily acted upon by 
the weathering processes to which the 
availability of plant food in the soil is due. 
The maintenance of fertility on sandy soils 
requires a supply of the mineral elements, 
phosphorus and potassium and of organic 
matter including nitrogen. 

Where live stock farming is followed and 
all feed produced on the farm is consumed 
there, the potassium is conserved and under 
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these conditions it is not ordinarily neces- 
sary to add this element, especially where 
the supply of organic matter in the soil is 
fairly good. In the growth of clover for 
increasing the organic matter on exhausted 
sandy soils, will be mentioned later, 
potassium fertilizer will probably often be 
very beneficial. 

Truck crops, such as potatoes, beets, etc., 
use large amounts of potassium, and where 
they are grown on land not having a good 
supply of organic matter or where manure 
from near-by towns is not available, the use 
of potash fertilizers is important. In grow- 
ing such crops as potatoes, beets or other 
truck crops extensively, the turning under 
of some kind of legume is essential and the 
best method of adding potash to the soil 
under such cases is to apply it to the land 
at the time of seeding of the legume since 
by so doing it aids greatly in the growth 
of the clover or other legume and becomes 
available along with the nitrogen from this 
crop the following year. 


as 


The chief source of potash fertilizers is 
the Stassfurth mines, Germany. Owing to 
the distance of transportation, it is most 
profitable here to.use either of the two con- 
centrated forms, the high-grade muriate or 
sulphate. Stlphate of potash is preferable 
where potatoes or tobacco is to be grown. 
An application of 100 pounds per acre of 
either high-grade muriate or sulphate of 
potash at the time of seeding to clover will 
ordinarily insure a sufficient supply of this 
element for both the crop of clover and the 
crop of potatoes or corn to follow. 


Since the amount of phosphorus in the 
soil and especially in sandy soils is so small 
and the sale of practically all farm produce 
causes at least some loss of this element, it 
is necessary to add some form of fertilizer 
containing this substance in order to main- 
tain productivity. It is true that dairying 
in which only the cream-is sold from the 
farm causes an extremely small loss of this 
element directly. Nevertheless, there is 
considerable evidence that phosphorus is 
lost by leaching from sandy soils to which 
manure is applied, so that unless consider- 
able concentrated feed stuffs, especially 
bran, are purchased for feed on such farms, 
it is necessary to supplement even manure 
with some kind of phosphate fertilizer. 


Where an abundance of organic matter, 
either in the form of barnyard manure or 
green manure, is contained in the soil, use 
may be made of the cheapest sources of 
this element, namely, untreated, finely 
ground rock phosphate. Where this is in- 
corporated with the manure in the stable it 
is acted on by the fermentation of the 
manure so as to cause it to become readily 
available. However, where the _ organic 
matter is small or moderate, and this 1s 
generally the case in sandy soils, the use of 
either acid phosphate or ground steamed 
bone meal is advisable. 


Ground steamed bone meal contains 
nearly twice as much phosphorus as does 
the acid phosphate and the cost is cor- 
respondingly high. About 300 pounds of 
acid phosphate or ground steamed bone 
meal per acre, applied with the potash at 
the time of seeding to clover or other 
legume, would be a sufficient application for 
the first rotation. After this, half the quan- 
tity of bone meal may be used. This appli- 
cation of phosphate fertilizers would be 
sufficient when applied in a three year rota- 
tion on a farm, one year’s crop of which is 
sold from the land, while any clover that 
may be cut together with the third crop is 
fed on the farm. More complete details re- 
garding phosphate fertilizers and their use 
are given in Bulletins No. 174 and No. 180, 
which may be had on request to the di- 
rector, Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Madison, Wis. 

Fortunately, not all plants are dependent 
for their supply of nitrogen directly on the 
soil. The members of the legume family, 
including clovers, alfalfa, peas, beans, etc., 
generally known, have the ability 
the action of the bacteria which 
nodules on the roots of these 
plants, of taking their supply of nitrogen 
from the soil air. When these plants, 
therefore, are supplied with the necessary 
moisture, phosphorus, potassium, calcium 
and other necesasry elements, they are able 
to grow on soils extremely low in organic 
matter and by their growth, and when 
turned under, are able to add to the vege- 
table matter of the soil and by leaving a 
supply of nitrogen, they fit the soil for the 
growing of other crops not supplied by 
nature with this special method of securing 
their nitrogen. The growing of legumes, 
therefore, is the starting-point of sandy 
soils and is the most important practice in 
the maintenance of their fertility.

Factors Influencing the Growth of Le- 
A certain condition very common- 
ly develops in sandy soils which is detri- 
mental to the growth of many legumes. 
This is acidity. While certain legumes 
seem to be able to grow as well on acid as 
on non-acid soils provided they have the 
necessary supply of the essential elements 
of fertility, still those legumes which seem 
best fitted for our use under present condi- 
tions of farming, namely medium red and 
mammoth clover and alfalfa, do not suc- 
ceed well on acid soils. 


The repeated failures of alfalfa and clover 
seeding on such soils is a very expensive 
and unsatisfactory way of determining 
whether a soil is acid, hence the following 
simple method is suggested. Get five cents’ 
worth of blue litmus paper from your local 
druggist and go into a field soon after a 
rain, while the surface soil is still quite 
moist. With a clean jack-knife cut a slit 
into the earth and in this slit insert a sheet 
of this blue litmus paper, pressing the soil 


firmly around it. After five minutes 
elapsed, examine the paper carefully ¢ a 
the blue color is changed to pink or ¢

Pilation is probably a useless expense. 
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There are two general ways of inoculat- 
ing the soil. The best is by spreading soil 
from an old, well-established and vigorous 
alfalfa field, or from a sweet clover patch. 
If a few hundred pounds of this soil is scat- 
tered on land which has been properly pre- 
pared and manured, and if the soil has not 
been exposed to the sun or allowed to dry 
out, good results will usually follow. The 
other method is by the use of cultures. 
There are now a number of reliable com- 
panies manufacturing the culture. It 
comes in bottles and is used on the seed. 
The ordinary cost of a sufficient amount to 
treat the seed for one acre is about $2. 
The United States government also fur- 
nishes the culture in limited quantities and 
this can sometimes be secured by writing 
to the experiment station. Complete direc- 
tions always accompany the culture. Soil 
inoculation is more certain and not as ex- 
pensive as the cultures where there is an 
cld and vigorous alfalfa field near. 


If alfalfa has never been in the 
community, or on the farm, or if it is not 
successful, it is usually advisable to inocu- 
late.

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tooth disk is probably especially desirable 
as it tends to keep the surface in good con- 
dition and destroys grasshopper eggs. 
Where an old field of alfalfa is to be plowed 
up in a year or two, it is often of advantage 
to disk with an ordinary disk. The injured 
plants throw out many shoots in an effort 
to produce a large quantity of seed, and in 
this way the yield of hay is quite materially 
increased. The disk may be used early in 
the spring, or following any cutting. If 
the object is to kill the weeds, disking 
should be done immediately following the 
first cutting. If it is desired to save as 
much moisture as possible, early in the 
spring is best. The spring-tooth harrow is 
used in preference to the disk in some sec 
tions. It stirs the surface soils and pulls 
out some grass without greatly injuring the 
alfalfa plants. 

In almost all instances the top dressing 
of alfalfa during the fall and winter is bene- 
ficial. The manure should be evenly and 
thinly spread. This is best accomplished by 
use of the manure spreader. Large lumps 
of trashy manure should never be allowed 
to lie on the field. In the drier sections of 
the state it is better to use manure which is 
well rotted, although light dressings of 
fresh manure give good results. Manure 
cannot be applied to advantage during the 
growing season if it is trashy, for it will be 
raked up with the hay and the quality of 
the hay thus injured. 


It is often possible to thicken a poor 
stand of alfalfa by the addition of more 
seed, provided there is a sufficient amount 
of moisture to insure germination and 
growth. In fields where thickening is at- 
tempted, the first few cuttings after the 
young plants have started must be made 
with the mower bar set high. Unless this 
is done, the young plants are clipped off 
close to the ground and perish. The close 
clipping of the plants has often been the 
cause of failures in thickening a stand. 


If the stand is thin all over the field, or 
if the field has been in alfalfa for many 
years, it is probably more economical to 
plow and reseed the entire field, but patches 
or strips which have been missed can often 
be disked and seeded. At the proper time 
in the spring in sections where small cracks 
appear in the ground, the seed may be scat- 
tered and harrowed in with a weighted har- 
row. The best way of thickening a stand is 
often with the disk drill. This covers all 
the seed, thus insuring germination, does 
not greatly disturb the old plants, and ac- 
complishes at one time and in a better 
manner the three operations of disking, 
seeding and harrowing. 

Unless the section of the state is ex- 
tremely dry, it is ordinarily best to use the 
second crop as a seed crop. If the season 
lacks a sufficient supply of moisture and it 
is seen that the first crop will make a heavy 
setting of seed, it is desirable to anow this

Where a crop 
of hay and a crop of seed cannot be grown 
through lack of moisture, the field may be 
pastured until the middle of May or first of 
June. Seed production is not profitable in 
the eastern half of the state. The seed does 
not set where there is a large supply of 
moisture. At the Experiment Station farm 
at Lincoln a crop of seed is secured about 
once in seven years. Seed production in 
western Nebraska is becoming a _ very 
profitable enterprise.

used for cutting, but a mowing machine 
with a bunching attachment will be found 
satisfactory. Great care should be taken 
in harvesting and handling to prevent the 
loss of seed. A rack with a tight floor is 
best for hauling. Threshing may be done 
| directly from the field, or the crop may be 
stacked. The clover huller is ordinarily 
Jused. Best results are usually secured if 
the speed is somewhat reduced. 

In most sections of the state at least 
three cuttings of hay may be secured. In 
}the southern and eastern parts it is custom- 
ary to make four. For general purposes, it 
tis recommended that alfalfa be cut as soon 
/as it begins to bloom. The earlier it is cut, 
the better will be the quality of hay for 
hogs and cattle. If the hay is to be used 
for horse feed it is better to allow the 
sblomoing stage to become well advanced. 


Care should be taken to keep rains from 
‘spoiling the hay, but a rain or two does not 
jnecessarily ruin the crop. It is usually the 
best practice to cut in the morning, begin 
‘stirring with a side-delivery rake in the 
jafternoon, allow to lie in the windrow over 
might, and stir again with the rake in the 
«morning after the dew is off. It will be 
ready to stack by the second afternoon in 
hgeod drying weather. The hay should not 
‘be left in the swath exposed to intense sun- 
‘shine very long. The leaves wilt too rap- 
idly and are not as useful in allowing the 
fwater to evaporate from the stems. Be- 
ides, they become crisp and are shattered 
off. It should be remembered that the 
Teaves are the most valuable part of the 
plant. 

Where rain is inevitable, it is better to 
put the hay in small cocks. This will shed 
(a certain amount of the rain and will per- 
|mit it to dry out rapidly when good 
Weather comes on again. A _ side-delivery 
‘rake which does not handle the hay too 
vigorously, thus shattering the leaves, is al- 
‘most indispensable in the rapid curing and 
‘proper management of the alfalfa crop.

If pasturing is attempted, 
great care should be taken to see that the 
cattle are not hungry when turned on the 
pasture, and that they have a sufficient sup- 
ply of other forage available. The danger 
from bloat is always present. 

Alfalfa should never be pastured the first 
year, and should never be pastured heavily. 
It is better to pasture lightly enough to 
allow at least two cuttings to be made dur- 
ing the season, and better results can be 
secured if the normal number of cuttings 
are made. Stock should not be allowed to 
pasture immediately after a cutting, unless 
there is a portion of the field which has not 
been cut. If the entire field has been cut 
and there is a large quantity of stock, the 
alfalfa will very often not grow rapidly 
enough to supply the required amount otf 
feed and the plants will be injured.—Exten- 
sion Bulletin, Nebraska Experiment Sta- 
tion. 
$2,200 IN THREE YEARS OFF FORTY 

ACRES. 

An actual cash profit of $2,200 from a 
40-acre farm is the record of a young man 
in Dane county, Wisconsin. He has been 
but three years at the business, but during 
that short time he has been able to put his 
farm on a paying business accomplished by 
few men controlling a much larger acreage, 
and having more experience besides; and 
hogs enabled him to do this, 

The specialty of this young man is hogs, 
although he is now branching out in dairy- 
ing a little more. He does not try to raise 
many hogs himself, confining himself to 
buying them in lots of about sixty head and 
fattening them for the Chicago market. 
His farm is divided into half meadow and 
half pasture. Then he rents about fifteen 
acres on which he raises corn, The hogs 
are given the run of the pastures all spring, 
summer and fall. As the pasture is changed 
every year there is always a fair amount of 
forage on hand and healthy growth is as- 
sured. Occasionally he subdivides the pas- 
tures and raises rape for the periods of 
summer drouth, 

This young man finds it necessary to buy 
about $1,200 worth of feed every year, 
which consists mainly of middlings, corn 
and buttermilk. There is a creamery near- 
by, which sells this buttermilk cheaply by 
the tank, and it has been found excellent to 
feed in connection with corn. Good feed- 
ing, combined with the run of pastures, 
makes the hogs thrive exceedingly well. 

Not much money is invested in buildings 
on the farm: There were two sheds on the 
premises when he bought the land and 
these sheds are made to serve a duel pur- 
pose. In summer they. are excellent for 
storing hay and forage, while in winter 
they are easily converted into shelter for 
the few brood sows kept over. A strong 
lattice work is erected about seven inches 


from the floor, and this is then covered with 
straw. As the roof of the shed keeps out 
the wind and rain, this shelter is most ex- 
cellent. 

When this young man was first asked as 
to his hog prospects he shook his head. 
He said there was not nearly the profit in 
them there was a short time and 
thought that corn was altogether too high 
comfort. But he said he intended to 
keep at the business constantly, as he 
thought that present prices might not con- 
tinue forever, and that now was a good 
time to buy stock for feeders.

treaty we have interviewed but two or 
three men who are against reciprocity with 
our sister nation. No party lines seem to 
mark this difference of opinion, but the 
daily or weekly paper they have read seems 
to have had more to do with it than any 
other one influence. Most of the men with 
whom we have discussed the question are 
in the same deep water in which we find our- 
selves and are floundering around trying to 
find the real truth of the matter—trying to 
get a foothold on some facts that will help 
them solve the question for themselves, and 
from the difference in opinion found among 
the law-makers of the country who belong 
to the same party or parties, we have been 
led to believe that they, too, have gone be- 
yond their depth and only the trial of the 
treaty made into law will help them and 
keep them from drowning.

mense marketing of hogs 
at western points the third 
week in June the prices show an upward 
tendency and stand firm against the big 
run. The only fear of the market now is 
a big run from the dry portions of the coun- 
try. The sending of great numbers of un- 
fitted hogs to market right now would 
make a break that would possibly be far- 
reaching, but no steady marketing such as 
usual at this time of the year can affect the 
The demand has increased and 
e marl shows a more healthy condition 
for months past. This should 

be encouraging to breeders of pure bred 
stock, for the farmer and so-called small 
breeder will be in the market for breeding 
stock and the big corn crop which is almost 
assured will find its way to market through 
the pig pen. One hundred and thirty-one 
thousand more hogs found their way to 
market the second week of June this year 
than in 1910, but they all found a place and

the market grew stronger under the run. 
Keep the sows and raise more pigs. Don’t 
market the machines from your farm. You 
can make more money from them another 
year, and can carry them over very cheaply 
when the low price of corn is considered. 


RECIPROCITY AND Not the hog 
WHO IT MAY AFFECT man, surely, 

for the home 
of the lard hog is in the corn belt and the 
lard hog controls the markets East and 
West and is the criterion that sets the price 
for all kinds of hogs and hog products. 
Canada can never hope to compete with us, 
as she is not a corn country and during the 
past four years has bought twenty million 
dollars’ worth of it for her own consump- 
tion. And besides we have sent outside 
our own borders for export four hundred 
and fifty million dollars’ worth of pork in 
the same time. The farmer could not hope 
to benefit from a tariff on hogs, for the hog 
products of this and other countries are 
dominated by the trust, and farmers are 


only given what was necessary to make 


them a small profit, the packers taking the 
rest, as they have been doing. This office 
has been flooded with circular letters for 
the past three months sent out by the 
American Protective League, an organiza- 
tion of manufacturers whose object is to 
keep up the high wall of protection in their 
favor. They see in the reciprocity agree- 
ment a chance for the farmer to get even in 
future elections by voting into office men 
who will take off the tariff as it is being 
taken off of the farm products now, and 
that they will come in for theirs later on, 
The National Grange seems to have taken 
an active part in the fight against reci- 
procity, and apparently they are backed up 
by a multitude of farmers. A closer study 
of the power behind the throne, however, 
has disclosed that the Grange is under the 
control of a standpat senator and that the 
flood of literature sent out in its name, has 
been prepared in the stronghold of the ad- 
vocates of “Revise upwards always.” It 
matters little what we write or say about 
it here, for we believe it is to become a law 
just as soon as the senators get done 
orating against it, and what they say will 
have little effect on the result of the vote. 
There is no question that the protective 
wall has been raised too high in many in- 
stances, and if we are ever to get rid of the 
bad results such as useless protection 
brings, we must make a start, and while it 
apparently is taking off of everything the 
farmer raises and little of the manufactur- 
ers’ wares, yet it will be worth while if 
from it we get the results desired, a level- 
ing of prices of living to where they belong, 
and the farmer in the end getting the prices 
he deserves and the exorbitant profits of 
the middle man get cut down to a reason- 
able amount.

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BEFORE YOU BLAME, FIND OUT. 


The female hog is often blamed for small 
litters of weak pigs and she is dubbed “no 
good” as a brood sow, when, as a matter of 
fact, the fault does not lie in her, but in the 
boar to which she is bred or to her owner 
in trying to get good results by breeding 
too many sows to One male. 

Of the ten or fifteen sows bred on the 
average farm each spring, says the Farm, 
Stock and Home, often not more than eight 
of them produce a litter of pigs, and these 
pigs are not infrequently small in size and 
puny in strength. The blame for this is 
ordinarily foisted on the sow. We say she 
is a poor sow; or that she was overfed, or 
what not. These are no doubt contributing 
causes, in at least a majority of cases, but 
in a great many instances if the finger of 
suspicion were raised against the boar one 
would come more nearly to a correct loca- 
tion of the blame. 

On many farms young boars, themselves 
not yet attained to a fullness of develop- 
ment, are used. These boars are made to 
breed two or three sows a day for several 
days at home, and then often are hired out 
for service to neighbors. The strain be- 
comes too much for the boar; his fecundity 
lessens; his ambition wanes; his powers 
dwindle. He becomes a worn-out organism 
with neither spirit nor stamina to impart 
to his offspring. 

Any boar, and especially a young boar, 
must be used with moderation. The de- 
mand on his reproductive powers must not 
be too heavy; for once overdone the animal 
never retains his pristine vigor, and ever 
after is an uncertain getter of mediocre 
pigs. One service a day is enough for a 
young boar, and this over a not too ex- 
tended period. Even allowing but one ser- 
vice per day, the boar would be able to 
handle seventeen sows before they would 
need be returned, and the average farm 
does not boast of more than seventeen 
sows. If there are more than that number 
of sows on a farm there should be more 
than one boar. 


The matter of hiring out a boar is always 
more or less risky business. There is so 
much danger of contamination by infec- 
tious diseases for one thing and there is 
danger of injudicious handling and im- 
proper care and feeding as well. While it 
may be quite an accommodation to your 
neighbor to let him have your boar, still 
you will usually be about as far along finan- 
cially in the end if you keep him for use 
on your own farm. 

Too great care cannot be taken, especial- 
ly if you have a good boar, in conserving 
his reproductive powers to the utmost, and 
keeping him a sure breeder, and a getter of 
good pigs. This he will not and cannot be 
if his capacity is overtaxed. Temperate use 
of his powers is what makes for ultimate 
Satisfactory results.

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ALWAYS RAISE THEM. 

“IT havé been raising hogs ever since I 
was a»boy,*and have been successful be- 
cause I have a set of rules that I always 
work by,’ said Trabue of Caddo parish, 
Louisiana, last week. “I raised hogs in 
Kentucky before I settled down on Red 
river in Louisiana; I made money on hogs 
in Kentucky and I am making money on 
them in Louisiana. As I said, I have rules 
and I stick to them. 

“It is common sense that a mature sow 
will produce larger and more perfect pigs 
than a very young sow. 

“Do not attempt to raise fall pigs without 
first having prepared a perfect system of 
housing for the winter. 

“Spring pigs can get along very well 
without shelter except from rain until fall, 
then if you are so shiftless as to fail to 
provide shelter they are better able to stand 
cold and rain. 

“Some people claim that a hog is a scav- 
enger by nature, but he certainly thrives 
better on clean food and decent surround- 
ings. 

“Free range for hogs does not mean that 
they should be allowed to run in the high- 
ways and through the neighbors’ fences. 

“Every inclosure for the hog should be 
perfectly tight and with excellent wire 
fences that are now manufactured this is an 
easy matter.” 


HIS HOG EXPERIENCE, 


Southern Ruralist has been publishing a 
lot of prize papers on different farm sub- 
jects, and the following one by J. M. 
George of Marietta, S. C., on his hog ex- 
perience, is full of good hog ideas and is 
well worth reading by any one interested in 
hog raising: 

“My 500-pound Duroc-Jersey sow has 
two litters of pigs every year, with an aver- 
age of twelve pigs in a litter. I keep all 
the pigs I need and sell the balance at a 
good price. I think the Jersey breed is 
hard to beat. They are very ravenous eat- 
ers, and I believe make more pork to the 
bushels of corn than the other breeds. I 
feed my sow very little corn, yet she 1s 
always fat. The only trouble is in keeping 
her from getting too fat. She is allowed 
free range in a five-acre pasture. Here she 
finds a great many weeds, roots, etc., that 
are excellent conditoners. There is a small 
brook of pure clear water running through 
this pasture, and I believe that is one rea- 
son my sow and pigs are always so hearty 
and healthy. A brood sow fed on corn ex- 
clusively is never a paying proposition. I 
feed the pigs and shoats skim milk and 
shorts, and a little corn. The pigs are 
given more corn than the sow, in propor- 
tion, but are not given enough to make 
them extra fat.

Congress and the Express Companies—The sub- 
committee on postoffices and postroads met recently 
and took up for consideration the Lewis bill, which 
provides for condemning and purchasing the express 
companies and adding them, ) the postal system, and 
establishing a complete system for the quick trans- 
port of packages and the eatable products of the 
farm and truck garden, At their last econfer- 
ence in Washington the representatives of the busi- 
ness men of the country and of the farmers’ granges 
asked congress to establish such a system, and rep- 
resentatives of these were present at the 
hearing before the committee. ‘‘There are two main 
reasons why the express companies must be added 
to the postal system,’ said Mr. Lewis in his argu- 
“First, the express company does 
beyond the railways to the country or 
the farmers, which the postoffice does, through the

eat, at living prices. Second, the contracts of the 
express companies with the railways give them an 
transportation rate of three-quarters of a 
cent a pound; and with this rate the express charges 
by post would be reduced from two-thirds to one- 
half on parcels ranging from 5 pounds to 50 pounds, 
and about 28 per cent on heavier weights, as a con- 
sequence of the co-ordination of the express com- 
pany plants with the postoffice and rural delivery, 
and the elimination of the express company profits, 
which are averaging over 50 per cent on the invest: 
ment. Lhe express companies are positive hindrances 
and obstacles to the business of the country. The 
average charge for carrying a ton of express in Ar- 
gentina is $6.51, and for the countries of Europe 
$4.12, while the average express company charge in 
the United States is $31.20. They charge five times 
as much to carry a ton of express as a ton of 
freight in other countries. Here the express com- 
panies charge 16 times as much. Of course, these 
charges simply prohibit by half or more of the traf- 
fic in the United States. Our average is less than 
one hundred pounds per capita, while that of the 
other countries is over two hundred pounds per cap- 
ita, although we have far greater demand for quick 
transport on account of our longer distances and 
more ‘extensive business. We cannot have an efficient 
parcels post. The government cannot conduct it on 
mail railway transportation rates, at over four cents 
a pound, in competition with the express companies’ 
paying but three-fourths of a cent a pound, excluding 
the weight of equipment in both cases; which en- 
ables the express corporations to pay over 50 per 
cent in profits to themselves, although rendering no 
whatever to the farmers and to points off 
the railways.’ Mr. Lewis has worked out a system 
of based on scientific methods, from which 
a five pound package, for instance, can be sent 196 
miles for 11 cents, while tne express companies now

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SUCCESSFUL PIG RAISING. 

How few farmers succeed in raising a 
high per cent. of pigs from their sow, 
They keep a sow a whole season for a litter 
of pigs and then fail to raise but three or 
four pigs of the crop farrowed and in many 
cases lose them all and then complain it 
does not pay to raise hogs. The facts are, 
it will not pay to raise hogs unless one can 
If this 


is accomplished one of the big steps in pro- 


succeed in raising fair sized litters. 


| ducing swine economically has been at- 


tained. 
Of course the size and vigor of the lit- 
ters farrowed by the brood sows will de- 


» pend very largely upon how they have been 


fed and handled during the time of preg- 
nancy. Unless a sow is fed a ration liberal 
in protein and compelled to take exercise, 
large, vigorous litters cannot be looked for. 


' If sows have not been properly cared for 


| during pregnancy there is all the more need 

for greater vigilance during farrowing time, 
or the period covered by this discussion. 

We place the sows that are to farrow in 


| a pen by themselves at least a week before 


farrowing time and we get them accus- 
tomed to having us go in and out of the 
pen. When in the pen we rub them along 
the underline and they will lie down at our 


bidding, soon becoming very quiet, and by 
this preliminary training you are much 
more apt to farrow them successfully if it 
is necessary to give them assistance. As 
fast as the pigs are farrowed, if the weather 
is cold, remove them one by one from the 
pen and place them in a basket or box 
where they can be kept warm. When the 
dam is through farrowing, return them to 
her and start them to suckle. If this is 
done it will avoid many ‘pigs being killed. 
The reason they are killed if they are left 
with the dam is because they squeal on the 
least provocation and this makes the 
mother nervous and she will thrash around 
and kill the pigs, possibly lying or stepping 
on them, 

We must provide our pens with fenders 
around them. This will save many pigs 
from being crushed to death. Until the 
pigs are a week or ten days old we bed the 
pen with fine straw or chaff, for this en- 
ables the pigs to move around much more 
readily and get out of the mother’s way 
when she rolls over, etc. 

Before and after the sow farrows she 
should be fed very light or the pigs will 
not be able to take all the milk 
do, they will become sick, Leave the sow 
quietly after she farrows for the first 
twenty-four hours, all she needs at this 
time is water to drink that is not too cold. 


or if they 


, 


Give her a little feed the second day, but 
you will be surprised to know how little 
you ought to give her. Increase this a 
little daily and get her on full feed about 
two weeks after farrowing. If this is done 
it will avoid the pigs getting the scours, 
which rarely kills many, but they do not 
thrive well after it. Thumps, which kills 
many pigs, can also be avoided in this way. 
Thumps is a result of young pigs getting 
too fat. See that the pigs get a chance to 
run outside of the pen where they will have 
plenty of room to exercise in; this will as- 
sist in avoiding thumps also, 

Pigs at birth have two sharp pointed 
teeth on each side of their jaws. If not 
removed they are apt to make the teats of 
the mother sore with them and also sore 
one another’s mouths by fighting together. 
These sores make infection possible, con- 
sequently theyf *hould be avoided. When 
the pigs are a day or two old take them up 
in your arms and cut these teeth with a 
small tin-smith’s shears. 

If pigs are reared successfully up until 
they are a month or so of age, the critical 
period is over and less caution in caring for 
them is necessary. A little attention to the 
details mentioned, however, at the period 
covered as said before, will often increase 
the returns from the herd materially.— 
North Dakota Experiment Station, Fargo.

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AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 

Is the intention of the public school sys- 
tem’ of the state of Illinois to furnish 
merely a training school to cultivate the 
memory of the child, that he may tempor- 
arily commit to memory and recite orally 
a great mass of matter, never 
needed in life, is is its purpose to train the 
boys and girls for a life of usefnluess, by 
teaching them practical things worthy of 


remembering, and necessary to a knowl- 


worthless 


edge of good citizenship? 

It is not the purpose to criticise our pres- 
ent course of study in the public schools, 
but rather to show the correlation of agri- 
culture and the school. In order to de so 
I wish to impress, at the outset, the abso- 
lute dependence of every other vocation of 
man upon a successful agriculture. 


The existence and happiness of all man- 


kind depends very largely upon three fac- 
tors; food, clothing and shelter—all directly 
or indirectly products of agriculture. 

The agricultural welfare of our country is 
dependent upon the schools for success, be- 
cause through them comes the key to un- 
lock the great storehouse of recorded 
agricultural knowledge. 

In some of the Oriental countries there 
exists, at present, a great famine of food 
supplies. Why are the conditions there and 
here not synonymous? Three reasons 
forcibly present themselves as ample cause 
to bring about famine in any country of the 
world. 

The first is, illiteracy. 

The second, depleted soil conditions. 

The third, a very dense population, 

It is estimated that in India less than 5 
per cent. of the population can read and 


write. Is there any wonder they fail in 
agriculture since because of illiteracy they 
cannot profit by the recorded methods and 
facts secured by others? 


A lifetime is far too short to learn by ex- 
perience alone, successful and_ scientific 
agriculture. We may derive benefits from 
the record of failure and success of others, 
well as by personal experience. The 
illiterate have no such advantages. Estab- 
lished facts are recorded that materially aid 
in restoring to normal condition a depleted 
soil; that will advise how to successfully 
combat the pests of fields and flocks; that 
will teach how to select proper seeds; that 
will show the best methods of cultivation 
of farm crops; that will bring about best 
results in animal husbandry and exalt the 
health

The press and pulpit each have to do 
with the molding public sentiment, but all 
great reforms come largely through the 
schools. Until scientific agriculture is 
‘taught in the public schools of our land, 
, the present methods of soil depletion will 
surely continue. 
| The results obtained from this science 
‘will be commensurate with the extent and 
ymethods of its being taught.

Can the farmer, under present ex- 
hausting conditions, continue to supply the 
world with food? Let us notice the average 
of the three principal grain crops. The 
state average of corn for the last twenty- 
five years is 36 bushels per acre; of wheat, 
14 bushels per acre, and of oats, 32 bushels 
per acre. 

The state experiment farms show an av- 
erage of the same crops for five years past 
as follows: Corn, 89 bushels per acre; 


wheat, 40 bushels per acre; and oats, 66 
bushels. How were the latter results ob- 
tained? By well established rotation of 


crops with the seed carefully selected with 


a view to both productiveness and adapt- ! 


ability to the soil; and thorough cultivation 
at the proper time. 

Few farmers understand agriculture suff- 
ciently well to teach it to their children. 
Others haven’t the time and interest to at- 
tempt it; therefore, we may expect the av- 
erage of corn to be 36 bushels, or less, 
instead of 89 bushels; wheat, 14 instead of 
40, and oats, 32 instead of 66 bushels per 
acre. 

We can expect no better results until the 
fundamentals of scientific agriculture are 
taught in the public schools, as regularly as 
arithmetic and grammar.—lIllinois Farmers’ 
Institute.

Ten per cent. would be 
I:ter if the pigs are but a few weeks old. 
Nheat, shorts and corn are also useful 
\ pigs old enough to eat farm grains. A 
Ixture consisting of corn 50 per cent., 
sorts 40 per cent. and blood meal 10 per 


cent. will prove very effectual for young 
pigs. During the summer they should have 
pasture of some kind, preferably alfalfa or 
clover. 

Of experiments conducted there were two 
in which alfalfa meal was compared with 
alfalfa hay. It happened that in these ex- 
periments the difference in favor of the 
ground alfalfa was not sufficient to justify 
the expense. Smith said he was of the 
opinion that one reason for this fact is that 
the hog has a very small stomach and is 
not able to digest crude fiber in any consid- 
erable quantities. He said: 

“In feeding ground alfalfa we force upon 
the hog all the crude fiber that goes with 
the entire plant. If this were a fine- 
stemmed, leafy grade of alfalfa might not 
be objectionable, but it happens that prac- 
tically all grades of alfalfa are ground for 
meal. 

“With our breeding herd of swine we 
have been depending upon the fourth cut- 
ting alfalfa, which is usually very leafy and 
fine in stem. The brood sows are especially 
fond of it and reject but a small quantity 
of the coarser meal. If one had the equip- 
ment for grinding—and it could be done at 
small expense—I should favor mixing it 
with grain, as you suggest, rather than feed- 
ing the two separate. I doubt very much, 
however, if it would pay you to buy a mill 


for grinding your own alfalfa, 
might be the last cutting of hay. There is 
an advantage in grinding alfalfa hay for 
eastern shipment, as it can be sent at much 
less expense when ground and put in sacks. 

“T see no rsason why a mixture of alfalfa 
and sorghum would not make a good qual- 
ity of silage if the material is cut and put 
in the silo at the right stage of ripeness— 
neither too green nor too mature. How- 
ever, I should not place too much depend- 
ence upon such material for hogs, because 
they do not have the digestive capacity for 
utilizing so much bulky feed. It should 
simply be used to take the place of pasture 
in summer and should be supplemented by 
the use of a liberal quantity of grain, J] am 
confident it w&tuld not pay to go to the ex- 
pense of building a silo for other classes of 
stock — cattle ‘in pat&cular—it migur be 
worth while to feed a small quantity to the 
swine herd.”

Up to this time legislative enact- 
cerning dairy cattle have been based upon 
positions; first, that tuberclous cattle pro- 
containing tuberculosis germs; second, that 
is harmful to human beings. 


these two propositions sound? There is no 


doubt that a tubercular cow may produce milk that 
contains no germs of tuberculosis—in fact, that the 
great majority of infected cows do produce at the 
udder milk free from such germs. Yet the fact is 
that the dairy product of such a cow is likely to be 
infected by contamination from herself of from her 
infected neighbor. It is therefore true that the 
milk of an infected dairy is sure at times to be the 
bearer of the germs of tuberculosis. Hence the 
first proposition cannot be gainsaid. 

How then the second? Is milk containing 
germs of tuberculosis harmful to human beings? 

You know the conflict among scientists that has 
been waged upon that question. Gradually light has 
come out of the darkness and it is now the prevail- 
ing opinion, which I share, that to a limited extent 
certainly, and perhaps to a great extent, bovine 
tuberculosis is tarnsmitted to human beings in milk, 
producing disease which if not identical with: human 
tuberculosis is none the less progressive, destructive 
disease. No matter how little, no matter how differ- 
ent, if this be true it is a legitimate subject of con- 
sideration from the standpoint of human welfare. 
The more it is related to children and babies, the 
more obligation to meet it. 


the 


Here then is the crucial point: is the attention 
that is turned to this subject in the interest of hu- 


have quite another point of view. There is consce- 
quently no sympathy in the situation. The public 
in demanding what it has a right to demand enor: 
mously overstates the dangers. Dairymen knowing 
this, and knowing also the enormous difficulties in 
the practical solution, fight as though fighting for 
their existence. 

The people majestically wave the wand and say, 
“eradicate tuberculosis.’ The farmer, whether he 
knows enough to want to be free of it or not, 
knows by dire experience that rough shod and inef- 
ficient ways of going at it bring ruin and no results. 
Naturally, even if stupidly, he shows a sullen resist- 
ence. He knows that dishonesty, incompetency and 
experiment have marked the progress of this crusade, 
and he fears the cogs of government that is not 
wisely and honestly administered. 


All this may be and still the purposes of the twa 
sides be sincere. But there is an element far worse 
in it. The question has got into politics. If I could 
paint you a picture that I have in mind, no words 
would be needed. At the late meeting of the com- 
mittee having to do with agriculture and dairy in- 
terests of the Illinois legislature, the question was, 
should the committee report out for passage a bill 
requiring that cattle shipped into the state be tuber- 
culin tested. This was known as the “fence bill.”

man health based upon a closer conception of the 
foregoing facts? 

Let us make the answer clear. It is not. 

The fear of tuberculous milk now generally en- 
tertained by the public is based upon what seems 
now a misconception. To the general public tuber- 
culosis means consumption, that unspeakably dread- 
ful scourge of the world. The idea that milk is a 
large factor in producing consumption of the lungs, 


which prevailed a few years ago among scientists, 
the 


prevails today among the people. Naturally 
prejudice upon that basis is very deep. Legislation 
and regulation started under that belief. Promoters 


of health legislation have urged the human suscepti- 
bility to tuberculosis to the full as a pressure to se- 
cure protection. The result is that the public, be- 
heving something that is way beyond the proved 
truth, has one point of view. 

The milk interests, being much more closely in- 
formed as to the facts, if they wish to be, either 
stand upon these facts, or repudiating them entirely 


The meeting was addressed by the spokesman for a 
group of retail milk producers there present. The 
committee about to report favorably the bill was 
represented py one of its prominent members as 
spokesman. The arguments against the bill, lasting 
several hours, in epitome were: 

There is no such thing as tuberculosis that harms 
cattle. There is far less of it than there used to be. 
A man can tell it by examination if it exists. It does 
no harm anyway. Tuberculin will not detect it. 
Tuberculin will induce it. Mistakes occur. It is dis: 
honestly done. -.1e whole agitation is in the inter- 
est of veterinarians and officials who want jobs. 

To this the committee by one of its members, re- 
plied—now note the tone of the answers: 

“TI don’t believe in the bill. I betueve tuberculin 
testing is nonsense as much as you do, ~ut vwiscon- 
sin has a law so stringent t..at it is said that Illinois 
will be a ‘dumping ground’ for infected cattle 
Moreover, we are reporting for passage a bill prohib- 
iting municipalities from making ordinances that will

discriminate against tuberculous milk, and we have 
to pass this law as a concession to get that law 
passed, for that is the way legislation is done.” 

The latter law proposed, be it said, was an out- 
growth of a personal fight in Chicago. Hence on 
this great economic question a law was recommended 
not with the least belief in its merits, but as a make- 
weight in the waging‘of a battle of purely local and 
factional character in the politics of a big city. 

When you add to the normal clash of opinions and 
interests among honest people this mixture of ignor- 
ance, mis-statement, selfish interest and_ political 
maneuvering, is it any wonder that we are getting 
nowhere either in harmony or results? 

But this situation is not hopeless. There stands 
between these two factions another class of men, for 
the most part breeders, who recognize this great 
truth: tuberculosis in dairy cattle is not a baby 
question; it is a cow question. Until that is recog- 
nized by the many as fully as by the few the sub- 
ject will continue in its present confusion and odium. 

The proposition is simple. Is tuberculosis a men- 
ace to the cattle industry? That question can be 
met, discussed, demonstrated and measured without 
conflict or ill feeling. But I am convinced that any 
substantial progress in eradicating the disease must 
be made upon the line of the intrinsic interest of the 
industry and not upon some outside issue, no matter 
how important in itself. 

Many men, who like me are active in the work of 
combating human tuberculosis, are of this opinion. 
Without criticisng the purpose of health legislation 
upon this point I am convinced that in the effort to 
eradicate the disease in cattle it is ineffective, and in 
so far as it is the source of bitterness and contro- 
versy it actually retards the development of sound 
opinion. In support of this I call you to witness that 
the active opponents of tuberculosis legislation make 
this fight upon the moot question of the danger o 
human beings, and rarely discuss the prospects of 
the industry. 

I am not going to stop to discuss with an audi- 
ence like this the question as to whether it is a men- 
I assume that we are agreed: 

1. That tuberculosis is a contagious disease. 

2. That if no measures are taken to prevent it, 
all animals closely in contact wic.. diseased individ- 
uals are liable to it, and none are immune.

3. That sooner or later a percentage of animals 


that become infected become worthless. 
4. That any animal so infected become a 


source of danger to the herd.

It is not enough that such men as are here gathered 
should believe this. Understanding and belief in 
these truths must be practically universal ~c.1ore the 
cattle world is in position to advance far. The 
breeders, and especially enlightened, are a small 
minority. There are hundreds of thousands of own- 
ers of cattle wh oare producing and distributing dis- 
ease, and they must be convinced. 


And why, we may ask, is it so dithcult to convince 
them? Why should it not be difficult? 


The cow that goes to,the end of her disease, where 
she becomes worthless, obviously in consequence of 
tuberculosis is the exception. Before that period she 
is sold or slaughtered and the object lesson is lost. 


What farmers are shown is the mass of cattle, most 
of them in apparent health, which react and they see, 
if they follow them to slaughter, a majority of cases 
in which the disease is apparently insignificant and 
sometimes quite absent. 


Let us draw a parallel in human affairs. Suppose 
that very few people ever died of consumption, but 
were carried off by some other process before their 
disease was very evident. Suppose, in addition to 
that, all people were subjected to the tuberculin test, 
and it were found, as it would be, that somewhere 
from 60 to 90 per cent reacted at sometime or other 
in life, and that of these a large percentage yet re- 
covered. Would it not be infinitely difficult in the 
absence of death from the disease to impress the pub- 
lic with its gravity? Well, the situation with the 
owners of cattle is like that, and in addition they are 
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alienated by the a pepeitie syst of considerations that 
they regard as spurious. 

No one who has not struggled with the problem 
of trying to persuade human beings of the import- 
ance of human tuberculosis, those whose lives are at 
stake, is in position to realize the enormous difficul- 
ties involved in bringing to that point of intelligence 
the mass of owners of cattle as to bovine tubercu- 
losis. To this end every legitimate agency will need 
to be taxed to its utmost and the struggle is not one 
of years, but decades and perhaps of generations; and 
yet this struggle must be made. 

Practical experience is eloquent enough upon this 
subject, but scientific training adds greatly to a grasp 
of the specific dangers and difficulties involved. If 
the veterinarians are especially active in urging pre: 
ventive measures it is because of their especially 
trained faculties and not because of self interest. It 
is naturally very hard to persuade a layman who has 
no clear comprehension of the qualities and behavior 
of disease germs that a cow in apparent health and 
with full performing capacity can be spreading the 
germs of infection in the most prodigal way. Never: 
theless this is true and until this truth can be ham- 
mered home in such a way as to make it a matter of 
conviction to all, these dangers cannot be eliminated. 

There is great obscurity in the minds of most peo- 
ple as to the methods by which the disease is spread. 
Careful experiment shows beyond douvt that far and 
away the most important path of contagion is by way 
of the droppings of diseased cattle. On the face of it 
this suggests two facts: First, that tuberculosis will 
be spread enormously among such animals as follow 
cattle, in particular hogs. Second, that it renders 
especially vulnerable all animals susceptible to tuber- 
inated unavoidably by the fecal material from dis: 
eased cattle. Here at once opens the question of the 
feeding of calves. Beyond doubt calves are by reason 
of their age and immaturity particularly susceptible 
to tuberculosis. They are fed largely upon milk, and 
experiment has shown that calves fed upon tubercu- 
lous milk are liable to acquire tuberculosis. Why 
under existing conditions it is not more inevitable is 
a problem. 

There can be but one conclusion to draw—that all 
possible precaution against feeding calves tuberculous 
milk is the part of wisdom. 1n itself this is a matter 
entirely possible to accomplish theoretically, and in 
fact, reasonably practicable and the attention of 
cattle breeders, especially farmers, should ve directed 
with the utmost emphasis toward providing for young 
stock milk which is not so contaminated. When this 
is effectively done a very great advance will have 
been made. 


There remains, however, to be considered the meth- 
ods by which mature cattle acquire disease one from 
another. Upon this point there is considerable ob- 
scurity. Observation has shown, however, that the 
saliva of certain of the infected cattle carries the in- 
fection. This means that the muzzles are more or 
less the point oi contact, and, of course, opens up 
the question of stable infection and all its difficulties. 
The probability is the danger from the mouth and 
muzzle of the cow is not nearly so great as that from 
the feces. This doubtless in a large measure accounts 
for the fact that the disease does not spread more 
rapidly than it does among the adults, but that it 
does spread gradually throughout the herd if unre- 
stricted there is no possible question. 


It would perhaps be less difficult to bring firm con- 
viction home to the farmer as to these questions if we 
were in position to offer a clear line of procedure 
which affords a distinct way out of the difficulty. In 
fact, if there is nothing to do about it there is no 
practical use in bringing about such conviction. 


When we undertake to discuss remedies it is of 
the utmost importance that we discuss practical rem- 
edies. The commonest comment that one hears runs 
like this: ‘‘Oh, yes, So and So has plenty of money, 
runs his farm as a fancier, and can afford to test 
and slaughter as often and as much as he chooses.” 
Testing and slaughtering to the average farmer seems 
like a ruinous business and often is, and it is also 
true that if all tubercular cattle could be slaughtered 


forthwith, not only would the result upon th 
supply of the world be disastrous, but the d

The statute that compels the cleaning 
up of a herd and puts no restriction in the way of 
filling it up with diseased cattle accomplishes noth- 
ing. The statute that fixes a compensation with a 
low maximum value puts a premium upon the con- 
demnation and slaughter of inferior cows and of 
young individuals.

Such cattle can ve condemned at 
It is quite possible for the state to pay 
far more than the value of cattle, even if they were 
entirely sound, in the process of condemnation as 
tubercular. These things are matters of practical ad- 
justment which probably can be solved. 

There is a second reason why mandatory legisla- 
tion is ineffective. It arouses widespread antagonism 
on the part of farmers because of real or fancied in- 
justice. It is true that the commotion created by 
the passage of laws has a certain educative value, 
but for the most part adherence to the law is grudg- 
ingly and timidly given, and the grand body of public 
sentiment among cattle owners is far from cordial in 
its support. 

The desideratum in legislation is the establishment 
of standards to w--. the owners of herds will aspire 
to attain. 1.us sounds like reaching out to the mil- 
lenium. I urmly believe, however, that there is a 
practical possipility in this direction. The phycho- 
logic value o. co-operation invited, as contrasted with 
obedience enforced, is of enormous importance. It 
would be possivie ior the state to establish machin- 
ery for the purpose of accrediting herds of cattle 
which would go .ar in securing general co-operation. 
lt the owner of a herd of cattle could be granted at 
intervals a certificate setting forth that he had com- 
plied with certain specications under conaiuots both 
intelligent and honest that justified the warranty that 
his herd was so far as possible at a given moment, 
free from tuberculosis, the eagerness of owners to get 
upon that accredited list, though of 


slow growth, 


would be irresistible. This seems like a too simple, 
too feeble procedure to command much respect. The 
very freedom from compulsion is its greatest strength. 
It would undertake to place a premium upon good 
conditions which would have a large pecuniary value 
and an educative value in direct proportion to the 
extensiveness of its operation. 

Voluntary organization for this purpose, it seems 
to me would not answer. The unquestionable author- 
ity and guarantee of the government would be neces- 
sary for the maintenance of confidence in the insti- 
tution. What relation this would bear to manda- 
tory legislation it is not possible to foresee. Clearly 
it could not supplant at the moment such legislation, 
but it has a different purpose—a purpose on the one 
hand educative for farmers and on the other offering 
protective guidance to the public. 

I am conscious that to throw out a fragmentary 
suggestion like this is not only to invite criticism, 
but to raise grave doubts as to the practicability of 
the suggestion. This is no time to discuss the matte 
in detail. In fact I have but time to conclude my 
remarks by again reiterating what I regard as the 
three essential principles in tuberculosis warfare: 

1. That it shall be treated as a question of the 
cattle industry, and not as a human tuberculosis pro- 
position. 


2. That the only possible way to limit the disease 
is by separating tubercular cattle from non-tubercular 
cattle and rearing healthy calves. 


3. That the general resistance of cattle to tuber- 
culosis shall be fostered and in a measure 
by thorough sanitary living conditions.

In putting sanitation last I do not underrate it. 
But I do maintain that without separation of diseased 
individuals and protection of calves the most perfect 
sanitation will fail. 


In conclusion, expressing my appreciation of hav- 
ing been permitted to address this gathering, I have 
to apologize for what seems to me considerably dog- 
matic statement. Let me, however, urge you to bear 
in mind that experience and struggle and failure 
breed dogmatism at times, and that the observations 
of physicians in this territory of tuberculosis and 
health legislation are not without point.

RATIONS FOR PIGS. 

When pigs are weaned remove them out 
of sight of their dam, and continue feeding 
as above. It is a good plan to hunger the 
sow for a day or two immediately after re- 
moval of pigs. Keep the pigs growing 
from the day they begin eating to the day 
they are sent to market. Use leguminous 
grazing crops freely, but the pigs’ digestive 
apparatus demands concentrated feed, 
which must be supplied in a condition easy 
of mastication. At three months old, the 
following ration should be given per 100 
pounds live weight.

Where grazing is plentiful a lighter ra- 
tion should make slower but cheaper gains. 
Bulk is important at this juncture of the 
pig’s life to distend the stomach, thereby 
inducing an increased capacity for food 
later in the feeding period when it is diffi- 
cult to secure maximum gains owing to the 
pig’s inability to utilize sufficient food per 
100 pounds live weight. As the feeding 
period advances, the skim milk will be re- 
duced per 100 pounds live weight. After 
four to five months of the above feeding, 
the pig should have sufficient growth, and 
be ready to fatten. The skim milk or the 
grazing and the middlings may be elim- 
inated during the fattening and a ration of 
corn 7 parts and soy bean meal | part, fed 
to satisfy the appetite of the hog for about 
sixty days. 

The following figures are worth a great 
deal, since they show that corn alone is 
not an economical producer of pork. The 
Ohio station valued corn at 70 cents per 
bushel, soy bean meal at $30 per ton, tank- 
age at $40 per ton; middlings at $28 per 
ton, and skim milk at $3 per ton, and se- 
cured the following results with fattening 
swine: 

Cost of producing 100 pounds of pork: 
Corn alone, $7.72; corn meal, 4 parts, and 
soy bean meal, 1 part, $5.56; corn meal, 6 
parts, and tankage, 1 part, $4.89; corn meal 
and middlings, equal parts, $5.59, and corn 
meal and skim milk, 2.8 parts, $4.83. 


The Alabama station reports splendid re- 
sults from grazing with hogs, producing 
100 pounds of pork as follows:

.28 acre of soy bean pasture; 107 pounds of 


corn, 51 pounds of cottonseed meal and .08 
acre of peanut pasture; 177 pounds of corn

IOWA SWINE BREEDERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

The Iowa Swine breeders’ Association 
met at Des Moines on Tuesday, June 20th. 
The attendance was quite liberal, taking 
into consideration the urgent work which 
the crops are demanding at the present 
time. The program was opened by an ad- 
dress by President Watson, which is as fol- 
lows: 


“I congratulate you upon our being per- 
mitted to meet in this thirtieth annual ses- 
sion of the Swine Breeders’ Association. 
This association was started September 5, 
1882, on the old state fair grounds in 
Brown’s Woods on the west side. The 
main object in organizing the association at 
that time was to secure better accommoda- 
tions for the exhibitor of swine at the state 
fair. As a reward for the untiring efforts 
of the association, coupled with a liberal 
appropriation by the state legislature, we 
are now able to point with pride to the fine 
swine pavilion and show ring that now 
adorns our state fair grounds, the most 
complete building of the kind in the coun- 
try today. I give this brief history of the 
organization of this association for the 
benefit of the young breeders. 


“Brother breeders, after having just com- 
pleted one of the most, successful years in 
the history of the breeding of improved 
swine, the sales of the past season, while 
being clear of fictitious values and boom 
prices, having broken all records measured 
from an actual cash standpoint, the demand 
seems to be increasing for good breeding 
stock of all the breeds of improved swine. 
The South is fairly clamoring for hogs of 
all the leading breeds for breeding pur- 
poses, denoting the fact that they have 
found in the improved hog a great improve- 
ment over the old razorback hog. Tne 
market for hogs for slaughter, while not as 
high as a year ago, is yet good and corn 
marketed by the hog route is bringing a 
better price than when sold to the elevator, 
besides keeping up the fertility of the farm 
and saving the freight. The importance of 
the swine industry of the state stands 
third, only being exceeded by the value of 
horses and cattle. The value of the swine

We should re- 
member that the present types of our im 
proved swine have taken years of persistent 
effort and time to bring about and any rad- 
ical changes should be made only after de- 
liberately and considering the 
possibilities of improving our swine. it is 
always easier to tear down than to build 
up. Therefore it behooves us to be careful 
and not be carried away by fads and fan- 
cies. I believe the swine breeders of the 
corn belt will continue to breed the type of 
hog best suited to our conditions, regard- 
less of the score card, whether it is revised 
or not.

F. L. Emmert of Mason City read a 
paper an “The State Fair a School for 
Young Breeders,” and S. D. Mills of Ames 
presented one on “Pure Bred Swine and 
the Tenant Farm,” which brought out 
much discussion, “The Equipment of Hog 
Farms” was handled by Geo. F. White, 
Dallas Center, and this also elicited con- 
siderable discussion on different kinds of 
hog houses, etc. ‘Broadening the Markets 
for Our Pork Products” was handled by 
W. J. Crow of Webb, the paper being read 
by the secretary. The evening session was 
given over to the discussion of changes in 
the score card. The committee appointea 
at the last meeting to formulate a revision 
of the score card made their report follow- 
ing this discussion. This committee was 
composed of Messrs. W. Z. Swallow, Sam- 
uel McKelvie and H. F. Hoffman, Their 
recommendations were that the scale of 
points should be changed as follows: Sides 
and ribs reduced from ten points to nine; 
feet and legs reduced from ten points to 
nine; color reduced from three points to 
two; size increased from five points to 
eight. The presentation of the recom- 
mendation of the committee brought out 
further extended discussion and a _ wide 
range of expressions, The final action, 
however, was a vote authorizing that the 
card be changed by reducing color to two 
points, sides and ribs to nine points, and 
increasing size to seven points. No other 
changes were recommended. It was de- 
cided to make no effort toward a revision 
of the detailed description.

A large per cent of these farmers are 
yearly tenants. A man rents a farm for one 
year and then moves away and some one else 
takes his place. One reason for this is the 
rapid advance in the price of farm lands, 
which has caused the speculative holding of 
lands and men who buy farms for speculative 
purposes will not lease for more than a year 
so as to be able to sell and get more for the 
land. 

I live between Ames and Nevada. There 
are only eight miles between the two towns, 
and just an even half of the farms are rented. 
Of course that is a larger proportion than will 
be found in cther localities, but not a larger 


proportion, I think, than exists in the central 
and northern part of the state. 


There is not much encouragement offered to 
this tenant farmer on the averagee farm to 
keep any kind of live stock. He cannot afford 
to pay the rent and graze the land, and with 
the conditions under which we have to farm 
now he can haraly go into the dairy business. 
It is not in the province of any tenant to go 
into the pure bred business. He don’t know 
where he is going to be and can’t go ahead. 
But I believe it is best for him to keep the 
very best herd that he can keep. I don’t be- 
lieve that he should go out and pay the high- 
est price for his breeding stuff, but he ought 
to buy them of one breed, buy them pure and 
as near uniform in type as he can and keep 
them so. When it comes to the males that he 
gets to mate with the sows, that is where I

estion of the tenant farmer, I want to say 
it this has been a line to which I have de- 
ed my entire time for a number of years, 
1 when I was breeding and raising several 
ladred hogs every year I never raised them 
sept on rented land. Now, for the first 
fic—the state fair as an educator. The first 
‘yw I ever made was the World’s Fair at St. 
‘ais. I went down there with a very con- 
ced man, who thought he was going to get it 
j because he had been in the ring forty years, 
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but when we came away I lacked only one 
ribbon of having as many as he did. That 
was my start. We met the different breeders 
of hogs there, and we made friends of all of 
them. We learned how to sell. When a cus- 
tomer who buys on the mail order writes in 
and tells you what he wants, if you have 
known him and talked with him you will know 
what he means and what he wants. The man 
who is willing to learn is comparing his hogs 
all the time with the others that are there. He 
learns whether he is right or wrong. The 
judge may be wrong, because we are not all 
perfect, and yet the breeder may go to the 
next judge, and when he gets the two together 
he will see what it takes to win. The man 
who leaves his hogs at home and tells you he 
has better hogs at home than are being shown 
is simply misinformed. The idea is this: the 
pig on the farm has been a good feeder, a 
good pig to handle, and so on. The breeder 
imagines he has the best pig, but he lacks the 
individuality to make him perfect. When he 
takes that pig to the fair and gets him beside 
other hogs he sees where he is wrong. I have 
an instance in my mind where a man went to 
the fair from Indiana in 1907, and compared 
his hogs with others that were there. Then 
he set to work to improve them and last year 
he cleared four thousand dollars in pure bred 
hogs alone. I know that to be a fact. Any of 
us can do that. Now for the second topic. 
Moving, in my mind, is not a menace to the 


fellow in the pure bred hog business. The 
farmer who is renting the land is the man who 
should be in the pure bred hog business. The 
man who owns the farm and has the money 
to keep him going can have the cattle and the 
horses, and the sheep, but the hog business al- 
ways pays. Whenever the tenant farmer has 
a pig on the farm he has money. It is the 
only animal that you don’t have to hunt the 
buyer for. The pure bred takes no more feed, 
care or shelter than the grade hog if he is the 
right kind, and I believe that it is not im- 
possible for any tenant farmer here in Iowa or 
Illinois to raise from 75 to 200 pigs a year on 
a rented farm. Speaking of shelter, it is nice 
to have a nice big hog house, but we can get 
along without it. We can make temporary 
shelter. It takes a little more labor, but we 
have to do it, and the quicker the tenant farm- 
er raises pure bred hogs the sooner he will 
not be a tenant farmer. As to selecting the 
breeding stock, I have actually known men 
wanting to start in the business to say they 
want the best hog that money can buy, some- 
thing that has been in the show ring. My ad- 
vice is to never try to buy somebody else’s 
honor. He can transfer the hog to you, but 
not the honor he has won. After the hog has 
left the farm he will continue to get business 
because of the hog he sold to you. In selecting 
the hog for the tenant farmer he should al- 
ways look for the individuality and the pro- 
ducing quality, and let the show record take

Then if he wants a record he 
can go and make it himself. Any tenant farm- 
er can afford to leave his hog crop long enough 
to come and show his hogs at the fair. Last 
year there was a fellow from Indiana who 
said: “Can I afford to go to Iowa and pay 
$100 freight charges in order to make a good 
exhibit ?” 
State Fair, and while he didn’t win very much 
he sold $985 worth of hogs while he was on 
the grounds. Did it pay him to come? Since 
that time he has shipped a hundred and over 
hogs to Iowa from the effects of being at the 
fair, and. he was a tenant farmer. 

R. W. Halford, Manning, Iowa: I am yeta 
young breeder, but I believe that any man can 
raise any kind of a hog anywhere in the state 
of Iowa except on water. This spring I went 
onto a farm where there was practically noth- 
ing except the farm—no hog house or any- 
thing but fence for cows. I drove out about 
forty head of pure bred Poland Chinas, and 
got the man to allow me to put up some fence. 
Then I made some individual hog houses and 
constructed shade out of some old boards, and 
I have hogs of all sizes, and they are doing 
just as well as when I had them on $150 land 
and a $500 house to put them in. You can 
raise them just as well as you can on a farm 
where you have spent several thousand dollars 
fixing up houses, etc., to raise them in. The 
first time I went to the Iowa state fair we were 
discussing types of hogs, and one man made 
the remark that farmers were after a certain 
type of hog. Another man said that they 
were wrong, and we must educate the farmers 
as to the right type to use. I believe we can 
educate the tenant farmer to buy the right kind 
of stock. One year we sold an old German a 
pig for twenty-five dollars, and we gave him a 
gvood one. The next time he came he didn’t 
care for twenty-five dollars or thirty dollars, 
but wanted a better hog, and last year he got 
the best pig we had. That man is a tenant, 
and he is educating himself to raise better 
hogs and better stock. One great reason why 
we are not educating these men to buy the 
better hogs is because they always want a 
cheap hog, and the breeders are saving the 
cheap hogs for these fellows when they are 


not any better than they have been buying ; 


from their neighbors for fifteen dollars. | If 
we would put the poor hogs on the market and 
sell the good hogs to the tenant farmers they 
would be good customers, just like this man 
who comes back to me every year and wants a 
better one every time he comes. I have not 
had much experience, and I would like to 
know from the older breders if that is not 
about the way. Whenever we sell a man a 
poor hog he won’t come back, so I say put the 
poor ones on the market and sell the good 
ones. 

Silas Igo, Indianola, Iowa: Being a tenant 
farmer myself, there have been several points 
touched that interest me very keenly. In the 
first place, I believe that a great majority of 
men who own farms fail to put them in con-

' course, my renting proposition has always been 
| between myself and father. The farm that I 
| occupy is well fenced, and I have been a good 
, deal better situated that way than most tenant 
, farmers. However, I will relate an instance 
that took place between myself and my broth- 
er-in-law. Two years ago a certain 320 acres 
_ was to be leased, and I told him I would furn- 
ish the land against his giving, and we would 
stock that farm in partnership with cattle, 
hogs, horses, farm machinery, and so on. The 
term was three years, but I signed a contract 
_ that my youngest brother should have it if he 
wanted it, and so this spring when we invoiced 
we found that we had cleared up almost three 
thousand dollars apiece, clear of all expenses, 
and I say that it is a congenial way, even 
though I did not own that land, and even bet- 
ter than if I had owned the land.

| the tenant can take care of it, and then lease 
for a term of years. All you need to do is to 
get the thing established, understand each 
other and then go ahead, and it is sure to 
make money for the owner and for the tenant.

Now comes one 
from the “Citrus Protective League,” which 
says that the campaign against the tariff is 
being run by the Italians for the specific 
purpose of getting lemons into the United 
States free of duty. Tinkering with the 


tariff is enjoyed by every consumer and 


dealer until they strike his particular article, 
and then he goes up in the air quicker than 
a monoplane. The Citrus people will get 
little sympathy from the consumer, because 
every man who wants lemonade in the hot 
season knows that as soon as this season 
comes on the price of the fruit is stuck 
just as high as the growers’ organizations 
of the west think the overburdened buyer 
will stand. The law of supply and demand 
has but little to do with the price. These 
organizations have the small growers of the 
coast under their power, and no one reaps 
a benefit from the tariff on lemons but 
these organizations, who at one and the 
same time beat down the price they pay 
to the small fruit man and swell the price 
to consumer to their own large profit. It 
is just such appeals as this that makes the 
average man want to see congress let in 
some competition that will make these 
greedy organizations set up and take no- 
tice. Let congress lower the tariff, and 
in the meantime let the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission hand out some impera- 
tive orders to the transcontinental railroads 
on lower rates for fruits and the grower 
and consumer will both manage to live and 
live well.

fertilizer for such use and the application 
of even a very small amount of properly 
composted barnyard manure is the best as- 
surance of a good growth of clover, alfalfa 
or other legume. When, however, stable 
manure is entirely out of the question, arti- 
ficial fertilizers containing the necessary 
elements may be used. An application of a 
mixture containing 75 to 100 pounds of 
muriate of potash and 200 to 300 pounds of 
ground steamed bone meal, applied per acre 
on land which has been limed the fall be- 
fore, as described above, in preparing the 
ground for seeding to closer or other 
legumes, will aid greatly in the growth of 
this crop. 


The use of the roller as already men- 
tioned is of very great aid in securing a 
catch of clover by increasing the rate at 
which moisture is brought to the seed from 
the subsoil. 


Ordinarily the roots of clover or alfalfa 
contain only about one-quarter or one-third 
as much vegetable matter and nitrogen as is 
contained in the plant above’ ground. 
When, therefore, it is desired that a con- 
siderable increase in the fertility of the soil 
and especially of humus be made, it is 
necessary to turn under the whole crop. 
In improving extremely sandy soils that 
have been exhausted by a considerable 
period of cropping, it should be recognized 
that if any rapid improvement is to be 
made, it will be necessary to turn under 
practically the entire crop of legumes even 
if by so doing the use of the land for one 
or two years seems to be lost. The cost of 
such improvement should, of course, be 
added to the initial cost of the land in esti- 
mating its value. Nearly three times as 
much humus will be added by turning under 
a crop of clover as from the manure which 
would result from feeding it, since about 
two-thirds of the organic matter in feed is 
decomposed in the animal. 


After such lands have been brought to a 
fairly good condition of fertility, it will be 
practicable to maintain their nitrogen and 
humus supply by the growth of legumes in 
short rotation, even when the clover or 
other legume is cut for feed, provided the 
manure coming from such feeding is re- 
turned without loss to the soil. It may be 
necessary, under certain conditions, to add 
the other elements, phosphorus and potash, 
in reasonable amounts from time to time 
since there is a gradual and unavoidable loss 
of these elements through leaching in the 
soil and to a certain extent, in the manage- 
ment of the manure. 

Most of the sandy sections of the state in- 
cluded considerable marsh lands. These 
marsh lands are very largely composed of 
peat. When dried thoroughly, this peat 
contains from 2% to 3% per cent. of nitro- 
gen and even in a partially dried condition 


contains twice as much nitrogen as does 
good barnyard manure. It is true that this 
peat decomposes slowly in the soil and that 
large applications of it must be made at 
first. Muck or peat has been used as a fer- 
tilizer in various countries for hundreds of 
years, but in order to definitely determine 
its value under our conditions, a study of its 
use has been made on the sand experi- 
mental field at Sparta during the past five 
years. Since the peat contains very little 
phosphorus and potassium, it is necessary 
to add fertilizers containing these elements. 

In these experiments 25 loads per acre -of 
peat of a low grade, supplemented by 100 
pounds of muriate of potash and 200 pounds 
acid phosphate have been compared with 
barnyard manure at the rate of 15 loads per 
acre. Owing to killing frosts before the 
crops ripened one year, records of but four 
years have been secured and the average 
of these poor sandy soils were: 

Plot receiving no treatment, 8.2 bushels 
of corn per acre. : 

Plot to which peat, phosphate and potash 
were applied, 17.7 bushels per acre. 


Plot to which manure was applied, 27.2 
bushels per acre, 


While this average shows a much larger 
yield on the plot to which manure was 
applied, the present year’s crop, the last of 
the five, was 28.5 bushels on the plot with 
peat treatment and 25.3 bushels on the plot 
with manure treatment. In other words, 
there has been an increase in fertility on 
the plot to which peat was applied while 
the yields on the manured plot have shown 
no corresponding increase. 


Where peat in a partially dried condition 
is available at a moderate distance, it can be 
used effectually to increase the nitrogen and 
organic matter of the soil, but it must be 
supplemented with phosphate and potash 
fertilizers. Many of the marshes which are 
scattered over the sandy section of the 
state are being ditched for drainage pur- 


poses and partially dried peat is readily 
available in large quantities under such 
conditions. 


It has been shown that the raising of 
legumes benefits the soil in two ways, viz., 
by increasing the humus and by supplying 
the soil with nitrogen. Other crops, it is 
true, such as rye, buckwheat, millet, etc., 
will also increase the humus if plowed un- 
der for green manure, but not nearly so 
much so as a good crop of legumes, be- 
cause the latter have, as a rule, a much 
greater root system. Besides this, other 
crops have the disadvantage of not adding 
any fertility to the soil even if the whole 
crop is plowed under,

Medium Red and Mammoth Clover.—Of 
all legumes these two are perhaps better 
adapted to sandy soils than any other. 
They are very closely allied in that they 
are both biennial plants and require about 
the conditions. Mammoth clover, 
however, under the same conditions grows 
much more stalky and coarse than the me- 
dium red, but when the former is seeded on 
sandy soil it grows to about the same size 
that the latter attains on a clay or clay 
loam, 

The following method should be followed 
in its introduction on these soils. The field 
should be plowed as early as possible in 
the spring and then top dressed with 
ground limestone. This crop is very sensi-

If the soil is very low in fertility 
it is profitable to apply about 250 pounds of 
bone meal and 100 pounds of potash per 
acre in the fall of this year to help the next 
year’s stand, which may not feel the effect 
of the first year’s application of manure. 
The third year it should be cropped the 
same as the second, only that the last crop 
should be plowed under, thus leaving the 
field in a fertile as well as a good physical 
condition for a cultivated crop like corn, 
potatoes, etc. The manure for the culti- 
vated crop may be applied during the win- 
ter or spring.

The results from starting alfalfa in this 
way, without a nurse crop, have proven 
much more satisfactory than when a grain 
nurse crop is used, evidently due to the 
fact that the nurse crop draws very heavily 
on the moisture supply during its growing 
period and later, when suddenly harvested 
and removed, the tender alfalfa plants are 
invariably killed by the hot sun. 

Alsike Clover on Sand.—This clover is 
longer lived than either the medium red or 
mammoth varieties and is frequently left 
for three to five years on quite fertile soil. 
Its root system forms very close to the sur- 
face, thus adapting it well to damp soils. 


Soils like a sand or light sandy loam, being 
inclined to dry out very severely close to 
the surface and not having a great supply 
of fertility in the surface layer, are not at 
all suitable for this plant, although it is not 
seemingly sensitive to acid conditions. 
The results with this crop on these soils 
have been such that 
mend it. 


Vetches Sand.—There are two dis- 
tinct varieties of this plant, viz., the spring 
vetch or tare and the sand, winter or hairy 
vetch. Both varieties are annuals. The 
spring vetch or tare when used for forage 
is generally seeded with oats because it 
has a trailing habit and needs some plant 
to support it. If seeded for a green ma- 
nuring crop, for which purpose it is well 
adapted on light sandy soils, it should be 
drilled alone about May 15 at the rate of 
one to one and a half bushels per acre at a 
depth of about three inches. The prepara- 
tion of the seed bed should be the same as 
for clover with the exception that this plant 
does not require liming. It is very im- 
portant that the seed be well covered and 
the soil compacted around it with a roller. 

Sand, winter or hairy vetch is seeded in 
the late summer or early fall. If used for 
green manuring it may be drilled as late as 
September 1, between rows of corn after 
the last cultivation or on a plowed stubble

Cowpeas on Sand.—The cowpea resem- 
bles the soy bean in nearly all character- 
istics. It requires the same preparation of 
seed bed, the same amount of seed, and is 
seeded, harvested, and matured in the same 
way. It more palatable for feed than 
the soy bean, but it contains a lower per- 
centage of nitrogen. It is better adapted 
to climatic conditions here and is a little 
easier to cure for hay than the soy bean.

The one important 
fact, however, that all sandy soils are low 
in fertility, and especially in nitrogen, gen- 
erally holds. For this reason the acreage 
of grasses, cereals, and cultivated crops 
should be chosen with this in mind, under- 
standing thoroughly that the nitrogen sup- 
ply will depend on the growing and hand- 
ling of legumes. In laying out the land 
the cultivated crops should be grown in 
strips about 20 rods wide and alternated 
with strips of grass or grain to prevent 
the sand from blowing. 

If the farmer raises very little stock, a 
three year system of rotation may be prac- 
ticed, putting one-third of the field into 
cultivated crops like corn and potatoes; the 


second third into a grain crop, either rye or> 


oats, seeded with mammoth clover; and the 
last thirdi n oocterlvvm-ushrdlmfwypptzfii& 
last third into clover, plowing under the 
second cutting for green manure. In this 
system it is absolutely necessary to plow 
under the last cutting of clover in order to 
supply nitrogen and humus to the succeed 
ing cultivated crop and if barnyard manure 
is very scarce thit is a good time to apply 
commercial phosphate and potash fertiliz- 
ers. If a farmer is inclined to keep more 
stock this rotation may be extended one 
year, dividing the area of the farm into 
quarters and leaving the clover field an- 
other year for pasture. This makes it a 
four rotation as follows: First year, culti- 
vated crop; second year, grain; third year, 
clover; fourth year, pasture. The manure 
here may be applied on the pasture early 
in the spring or winter if it is quite well 
decomposed, thus benefiting the succeeding 
cultivated crop indirectly by an increased 
growth of clover to be turned under in the 
fall. 


In a five year system of rotation it be- 
comes possible to introduce alfalfa and no 
farmer managing sandy soil should fail to 
try this crop. The introduction of this 
crop makes it desirable to leave the field in 
alfalfa three years out of every five with 
the other two years given to cultivated 
crops and grain. This system makes it 
necessary to raise considerable stock in or- 
der to consume the alfalfa, thus supplying 
the soil with large quantities of manure. 
Manure should be applied at two different 
times in the rotation, the first application 
being made to the cultivated crop and the 
second to the first year of alfalfa. This 
form is very desirable with the exception 
that it does not provide for any pasture, 
hence it may be well to run the four and 
five year systems together.

Another thing is that the breeder should take 
pains to post himself in regard to the matters 
that the ordinary farmer does not pay much 
attention to..

The house is built on dry ground on a slight 
slope to the south. It is better to build on a 


ridge if you can. The floor is about four 
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inches thick. The floor will not cost you as 
much as you think it will. One man asked me 
what it cost me, and I figured it up and I 
think the cost was about three cents a square 
inch for that floor, but, of course, we have 
gravel within about two and a half miles. 

R. W. Halford: I used a hog house for two 
years that had a cement floor, and I don’t be- 
lieve that I ever used a floor for hogs that 
was as satisfactory. It is sanitary and easy 
to keep clean. I also used a cement feeding 
One thing toward equipment that was 
not mentioned is a cement wallow. I have had 
one, and I never had anything quite as nice as 
that cement wallow. We simply made a ditch 
and put a wall about four inches in the ground 
and run it about eight inches or ten inches 
above the ground, and then put in the floor 
We run in the water 
three days, and the pigs run 
there whenever they want to. Put in a little 
dip or oil and you don’t need to se afraid of 
any of your hogs dying with the heat. The 
wallow is eight by ten and large enough to ac- 
commodate thirty or forty shoats. For more 
than that you would have to make it larger, 
We put a small tile at one end, and made a 
could let the water out, but 
sometimes the hogs rooted it out when we didn’t 
want it out, so | plugged it up and dip the 
water out. I don’t think a place to let the 
water out is hardly necessary. The wallow 
but for small pigs it 
satisfactory.

or five inches of water and when the hogs are 
in there they roll over and it is really deep 
enough. 

eke Prescott, Iowa: I dont just 
agree with the first brother in regard to the 
larger hog houses. Up to five years ago I had 
a hog house that cost me nearly a thousand 
dollars. Then I had the misfortune to lose it 
by fire. I never raised as good pigs in that 
hog house as I have raised since. 1 have now 
twenty-six individual houses. When it comes 
farrowing time I hitch an old horse to a sled, 
and I can feed them and care for them as 
quickly and easily as if they were all in a 
large hog house. And when they farrow you 
won't have any trouble with one sow disturb- 
ing all the rest. To build a hog house now 
about 16 by 32 will cost you about $375 or 
$400, the cheapest way you can. That will ac- 
commodate about twelve sows, which gives 
them a pen 6 by 6, with a 4-foot alley way 
You can build individual farrowing pens at 
about $12 apiece, and you can put them wher- 
ever you want them. You can tell just what 
each sow is doing, and the pigs won’t rob 
other pigs. Now as to tenant farming again. 
My mother now has twenty-one tenants, and if 
you will go with me and follow around iust 
three months out of the year and see the ex- 
pense put on some of these tenant farms you 
will say the landlord is not all to blame. Asa 
rule, if the landlord has a good tenant he will 
try to keep that tenant.

Corn, tankage, 
cotton seed meal and soy bean pasture were 
made the basis of rations for fattening hogs, 
the work being conducted by Dan T. Gray, J. 
W. Ridgeway and E. R. Endaly. Te results 
and the conclusions drawn from them are 
given in a bulletin issued by the station. They 
follow: 

When corn was fed alone, unsatisfactory re- 
sults were always secured; when corn was 
supplemented with a soy bean pasture satis- 
factory results were secured. When corn was 
used alone the average daily gain for each 
hog was only .38 of a pound. When a soy 
bean pasture was grazed along with a fourth, 
a half and three-fourths ration of corn, the 
average daily gain was raised to 1.10, 1.11 and 
1.33 pounds respectively. There were 609 
pounds of corn required to make 100 pounds 
of pork, when the grain was fed alone. When 
a soy bean pasture was grazed along with a 
fourth, a half and a three-fourths ration of 
corn, only 68, 138 and 175 pounds of corn re- 
spectively were required to make the same 
amount of pork. 

When nothing was fed except corn, each 100 
pounds of pork cost $7.61. When a fourth, a 
half and a three-fourths ration of corn was 
fed along with a soy bean pasture, the corn 
for the same gains cost 85c, $1.73 and $2.19 
respectively (corn valued at 70c); when the 
cost of the pasture ($8 an acre) was also 
charged against the gains, each 100 pounds of 
pork was made at an expense of $2.50, $3.36 
and $3.17 respectively. 

One acre of soy bean pasture afforded graz- 
ing for 10 hogs averaging 45 pounds in weight 
at beginning, for 43 days when a fourth ration 
of corn was used, 48 days when a half ration 
of corn was used, and 62 days when a three- 
fourths ration of corn was used. The total 
value of pork made on each acde of soy bean 
pasture varied from $25.84 to $39.13. 

These experiments show that it pays to en- 
close the hogs in a dry lot after the pasture 
crops are exhausted, and feed them 
short time on grain. A ration of corn and un- 
fermented cotton seed meal seemed to be sat- 
isfactory for this short dry lot finishing per- 
iod. If it were not for the fact that cotton 
seed meal is a dangerous feed for swine, when 
fed for more than 30 days at a time, it would 
be a very valuable feed to go along with corn. 
Several hogs were killed in these tests. How- 
eyer, it is reported to be an exceedingly valu- 
able feed when used for a short time. In 
these tests 44 pounds of cotton seed meal cost 
the 385 pounds of corn were valued 
at $4.19, or an investment of 66c in cotton seed 
meal saved $4.19 in terms of corn. Cotton 
seed meal gave the best gains and was safest 
when fed only as one-tenth of the ration.

The Illinois swine 
“men are to be dis- 
appointed this year 
regarding the new swine barn. The money 
was appropriated, but the board has been 
wrangling ever since on the place to erect 
the structure. Some important changes 
which are contemplated in the general 
shifting of things at the grounds has had 
something to do with this difference of 
opinion and it isn’t certain yet where this 
new building will be put up, but Superin- 
tendent Culp now believes that the final 
decision will be to tear down the old barn 
and erect the new one on the same site. 
That delays the building this year and the 
swine and sheep men will have to put up 
with old conditions one more year. The de- 
lay in finishing the appropriation is to 
blame for this delay. June 1 had arrived 
before the money was available and the 
amount was known. That left only four 
months to decide on plans and complete the 


building. If the site had been settled be- 
forehand this could possibly have been 
done, but two months of the four have been 


used and no decision reached. “Large 
bodies move slowly,” and the Illinois state 
board is no “small potatoes.” 


MISSOURI COLLEGE GROWS. 


Attendance at Missouri Agricultural Col- 
lege Increases By Leaps and Bounds. 

Statistics recently compiled at the Mis- 
souri Agricultural Collegé show that in the 
past five years the number of students at- 
tending its courses has increased 227 per 
cent. In the same period of time the Uni- 
versity, as a whole, has its at- 
tendance by 40 per cent. 

He who seeks an explanation of this re- 
markable popularity of the 
Agricultural College will find it partly in 
the general awakening to the importance of 
agriculture as a fundamental vocation and 
partly in the effective work the college it- 
in the establishment of new 
agricultural standards. :

Missouri Chief Josephine and her six 
noted stable mates, with records of from 
600 to ver 700 pounds of marketable butter 
annually, all of them bred at the college 
farm, have attracted widespread attention. 
On some of its outlying farms the experi- 
ment station has succeeded in increasing 
the yield of clover from one-half to two 
tons per acre by proper soil management, 
and in southwest Missouri it has been 
shown that corn may be increased twenty 
bushels per acre and wheat twelve. ‘The 
horticultural department has discovered 
methods of pruning peach trees so as to 
produce two additional crops in eight 
years. The veterinary department has sent 
out information and given direct help to 
hundreds of hog raisers throughout the 
state, as a result of which it has been esti- 
mated that the farmers of Missouri have 
saved $500,000 iff a single year. It will be 
remembered, too, that at the 1910 Interna- 
tional live stock show the Missouri College 
had the highest scoring student stock judg- 
ing team that has ever judged at Chicago 
in the eleven years that these contests 
have been held. 

In ways similar to these the Missouri 
College has come to be regarded with 
favor by the farming and other business 
interests of the state, and young men who 
eight or ten years ago would have taken 
up the study of law, medicine or engineer- 
ing are now enrolling for work in agricul- 
ture.

packer dresses out the animal he will have 
a greater percentage of meat to sell over 
the percentage of lard. Lard is bound to 
be cheap, as petroleum, today, is the stand- 
ard of our lubricants. The great cry for 
early maturity has been overdone or has 
misled us. It has developed for us today a 
piece of lard, instead of a piece of palatable 
meat. This is the early maturity of fat or 
finish. On the other hand, I do not believe 
that we can overdo the early maturity of 
growth or flesh. This means the strength- 
ening of every organ in the animal, keeping 
the absorbing capacity*of the bowels and 
stomach at their best, thus improving by 
getting more strength out of the feed con- 
sumed, for when fat contracts the intes- 
tines it lessens the power of the animal to 
get out of its feed all that it should get out 
of it. This means waste. The length of 
the bowels of a hog is forty-nine feet. It 
is just as long in a sucking pig as in a 
matured hog, so it stands us in hand to de- 
velop the size of the organ, making it big- 
ger around, enabling ‘He animal to have 
greater power to digest the food that it 
eats. 


We should take more lessons from the 
dressed carcass; this would give us a better 
understanding than to take all our lessons 
from the outside. The outside should only 
be an index as to the cutting value of the 
animal, and if the inside is properly pro- 
vided for the, the outside will take care of 
itself. The idea of carrying a pig from 
birth in full fat form until it reaches the 
block or breeding pen, is not only ruinous 
to the breeding qualities, but has caused 
our experiment stations to show an extra 
cost to the last 100 pounds of weight. This 
should be the chéapest. Excessive fat at 
an early age is one of the great causes of a 
lack of vitality i Six weeks is 
long enough to feed a hog to finish for the 
market. Carry piggie along with his flesh 
so that two weeks will bring him to full 
feed and four weeks of full feed will finish 
him. Then put him on the market at any 
age to suit the feeder.

Meat gets its flavor from the food con- 
sumed by the animal. Why not flavor the 
meat to suit the taste of the consumer and 
prompt him to eat more of the same kind? 
I think this plan is far more honorable and 
is treating our fellow men more as we 
would wanted to be treated, by encouraging 
and stimulating his appetite for our pro- 
duct, than through a monopoly, for the 
American swine breeder can never be a 
steel or oil king or handle their product as 
the trusts handle what we have to consume.

The 
breeder is supposed to map out the road to 
successful hog raising and must have guides 
to see that the road is properly followed. 
If people are led astray the road will be dis- 
continued and this means a loss to the in- 
dustry. Brother breeders, let us be thankful 
that the road was mapped out by our older 
brothers and let us improve the path and 
lay plans for the younger breeders so that 
they will continue the work. 


APPOINTMENT OF SUPERINTEND- 
ENT OF MISSOURI SHORT 
COURSE. 


The University of Missouri announces the 
appointment of Mr. A. J. Meyer of Howell, 
Mich., as Superintendent of the short win- 
ter courses in agriculture. Mr. Meyer was 
formerly a student of the University in 
Wisconsin, and assisted in the instruction 
of short course students at that institution. 
In 1910 and 1911 he was instructor in the 
short winter courses at Missouri. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Meyer indicates that the 
University will increase its facilities for 
instruction in this popular course, and will 
make every effort to provide for the in- 
creasing numbers already assured for the 
coming year, 

The facilities of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture have been taxed to the utmost 
by the large enrollment of students dur- 
ing the past two years. The two year 
short course, which begins November lst 
each year, and continues until March lst, 
has attracted larger and larger numbers 
of students, until during the past year the 
enrollment reached more than three hun- 


dred. 


The Illinois Federation for Country Life 
Progress held its first annual meeting at 
the Normal University, Normal, Ill., July 
13-15, jointly with the Country Teachers’ 
Association of Illinois. It was a very satis- 
factory meeting in setting forth in a large 
part of its program the concrete things ac- 
tually done in local communities—things 
that represent so much of real progress as 
to mark these as outstanding communities 
and to attract much more than state-wide 
attention. These facts, told first-hand by 
the people who had brought them about, 
are unanswerable by any wise theories or 
grave fears.

The Nebraska Experiment Station has just 
issued Bulletin No. 122, entitled “Cost of 
Growing Crops in Nebraska.” An average of

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SOUTH TO TAKE INTEREST IN 
HOGS, 

Information from all sections of the South 
indicates that in the future more interest will 
be taken in the swine raising industry than 
has heretofore been taken. 
the South, if properly managed, is one of the 
most profitable lines of animal husbandry for 
the section. If it is not conducted properly, it 
is one of the most unprofitable branches of 
far mindustry—that is, if hogs are raised 
without care and fed without knowledge or 
judgment, 

Two methods of hog raising are common 
in some sections of the South, both of which 
are equally objectionable: 

1. When managed by the first method the 
hogs are allowed free range in woods and 
swamps, fenced or unfenced; subsist on grass, 
roots, acorns and grubs; breed indiscrimin- 
ately, and the survivors are slaughtered at 2 
or 3 years of age, weighing net from 50 to 
125 pounds. Such animals furnish inferior 
hams and shoulders, provide scarcely any lard 
and do not make a compensating return for 
the use of the land. The owners are liable to 
heavy losses from disease, storms and other 
causes, and the product does not meet the re- 
quirements of the general market. 


2. The second plan is to keep the hogs in 
small lots and feed corn mainly. This has 
been proven unprofitable with corn at the 
average price in the South. Hogs thus fed 
show a fevered condition, are restless and are 
generally found rooting in the fresh earth. 


The cost of raising hogs when fed on corn 


alone is generally estimated at 5 cents a 
pound, live weight, when corn is worth 50c 
a bushel, and 7c a pound when corn is worth 
70c a bushel—that is, a bushel or corn will 
usually make ten pounds of gain, live weight, 
when carefully fed to thrifty hogs. This 
agrees with results secured at experiment sta- 
But corn is not usually fed with care, 
and when raised on corn alone hogs are sel- 
dom very thrifty; consequently seven pounds 
of gain to the bushel of.corn is nearer the re- 
sult when corn is fed on the cob without 
other food. This would place the cost of live 
gain at 10c a pound with 70c corn. 


tions. 


The best way to make hog raising profitable 
in the South is to graze the hogs upon pas- 
tures prepared especially for them, supple- 
menting the green food by the addition of a 
small grain ration. Upon this plan hogs can 
be raised at an average cost of 1%c to 3c a 
pound, depending mainly on the management 
of the sows and pigs, and upon an economic 
plan of feeding and fattening—Fort Worth 
Citizen-Star.

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EXPERIMENT STATION BULLETIN 
No, 121. 

The Nebraska experiment station has just 
issued Bulletin No. 121, entitled “Growing 
Hogs in Nebraska.” This bulletin is divided 
into two parts. 

Part, 
growing young 
pounds. 


gives a summary of the cost of 
pigs to the weight of 50 
The items of cost taken into consid- 
eration include the cost of keeping the sow 
for an entire year, charging for the pasture 
and the grain eaten, both by the sow and by 
the litter, up to the time the litter reaches an 
average weight of 50 pounds. On this basis 
the cost is about $18 to $20 for keeping 
old sows, and $20 to $22 for gilts or sows far- 
rowing their first litter. This cost is partly 
repaid by the increase in weight of yearling 
and 2-year-old sows. After deducting the 
value of the growth of the sows, the net cost 
to be charged against the pigs is from $9 to 
$12 per litter when they reach the 50-pound 
average weight. 

The average number of pigs farrowed in 
these experiments was 9.8 pigs for old sows 
and 8 pigs for young sows. The average 
number per litter at the close of the experi- 
ment was 6.5 pigs for old sows and 6 pigs 
for young sows. In the test, 4.4 old sows 
and 50 young sows were used. 

The cost of feed charged up against each 
pig at 50 pounds weight was $2.13 as the 
two years, This 
makes the cost of producing pigs up to 50 
pounds $4.26 per hundred, which is some- 
what higher than the cost of gains after 
that weight, provided the pigs are econom- 
ically fed and sold when they reach about 
225 pounds weight. 


average of all sows for 


To reduce the cost to the figures given 
in this bulletin, the yearling and older sows 
were kept upon pasture alone during the 
pasture season after weaning their litters 
and upon rations of about one-half alfalfa 
hay and one-half grain during the winter 
season. In each 100 pounds 
weight of the mature sows, one and one- 
half pounds of grain was fed daily; that is, 
if ten sows weigh 3,000 pounds, they would 
require 45 pounds of grain daily, with an 
equal amount of alfalfa hay fed either in 
racks or cut and mixed with the grain. 
Upon these rations the sows gained 112 
pounds each during the winter season up 
to farrowing time.

The gilts required liberal feeding during 
the summer on pasture and during the win- 
ter following. From 2.5 to 3 pounds of 
grain, generally corn, was fed for each 100 
pounds live weight of the pigs while they 
were on pasture; that is, 10 pigs weighing 
1,000 pounds received from 25 to 30 pounds 
of grain daily. Ten pigs weighing 1,500 
pounds received from 38 to 45 pounds daily. 

After these gilts were placed in winter 
quarters they were given the run of a field 
of rye and were fed a ration of one-quarter 
chopped alfalfa and three-quarters grain,

mixed with the alfalfa. Of this ration they 
were fed three pounds daily for each 100 
pounds live weight, which ration had to be 
decreased in some cases because the pigs 
were becoming too fat. Upon this ration 
they gained during the winter season, No- 
vember 1 to March 1, about 150 pounds 
each, weighing over 300 pounds at farrow- 
ing time and about 260 pounds when their 
litters were weaned, 


Part II deals with the cost of growing 
pigs from weaning time, or about 50 pounds 
weight to the time they are taken from 
alfalfa pastures and put into the feed lot. 
Seven hundred and ninety-two pigs are in- 
cluded in these tests, which cover several 
years’ work. In general, these pigs were 
fed less than a full grain ration, most of 
them receiving two pounds to 2.5 pounds 
of grain daily for each 100 pounds live 
weight. The average cost of the grain and 
pasture in growing these pigs was $3.30 per 
100 pounds. It will be seen that this cost 
is lower than the cost of producing the 50- 
pound pig, and it is also lower than the 
cost of finishing the pig for market after 
he is placed in winter quarters. According 
to figures which will. be presented in a sub- 
sequent bulletin, the cost of feeds per 100 
pounds of gain with pigs in dry lots is $3.75 
per hundred, figured upon the same cost 
for feed as that used in Bulletin 121,

This, however, 
must always be borne in mind: that pas- 
ture without grain is worse economy than 
grain without pasture.” 


THE SCORE CARD AND ITS USE. 

In a discussion on revision of the score 
card at a recent meeting of the Expert Judges 
Association, at Des Moines, H. F. Hoffman, 
we believe, sums up all. that is good in a score 
card in the following words: 


“One afternoon a young man asked me to 
come with him to see a certain pig. I looked 
the pig over and found his weak point in the 
chest. I called the young man’s attention to 
it. He looked at it, and the longer he looked 
the more intent he became. Finally he said: 
‘Well, he hasn’t got as good a chest as I 
thought he had.’ Now, if he had looked that 
pig over after studying the score card he 
would have commenced at his nose and gone 
to the tip of his tail and the tips of his toes, 
with his whole attention on one point and 
nothing else, and when he got to his chest he 
would have seen it simply because he would 
have been looking at his chest and nothing 
else. That is what we are after—something 
that will be a help to the young man in plac- 
ing these ideals in his mind. It is worth all 
it has cost us. Some may think I am cranky 
on the score card, but I don’t mean to be. I 
don’t think it has ever got away with me or 
carried me off my feet. It is simply used as 
an educational aid. Speaking of judging in 
the show ring, that is a very small part of it. 
If a young man was going to get this score 
card knowiedge for the sake of judging it 
would not pay him, because only a few of us 
get to the show ring, but a man should be a 
fairly good judge in order to make his own 
selections and carry on his own business. It 
is a very wrong idea that the score card is 
intended for the man in the show ring.”

Through an over- 
sight in the office 
of the State Fair 
secretary of Ohio, the special premiums offered by the 
National Duroc Record Association have been left 
out of the premium list. The Association made the 
proviso in their offer that unless the specials were 
printed in the regular book no money would be paid. 
Secretary Pfander has taken up the matter with the 
board and they decided that the man who showed 
would be the loser, and as he was the innocent party 
in the deal it would be no more than right that they 
be not withdrawn, but be paid the same as if the list 
contained the specials. A circular letter has been 
sent out by the Ohio State Board and also by the 
secretary of the association to prospective showmen 
of the state notifying them of the decision and of the 
amount of the premiums. We hope the Ohio boys 
will make a big showing for these premiums, and 
assure them that the officers of the association regret 
the omission from the regular list, but will give the 
money just as freely as if the error had not occurred. 


CLEANING UP Illinois swine men who are dis- 
THOROUGHLY appointed at the failure of the 

board and the legislature to get 
them a new hog barn this year, have some little con- 
solation. The board, under the direction of Dr. A. T. 
Peters, is doing a thoroughly good job of cleaning 
and disinfecting. When the writer visited Springfield 
a few days ago sixteen men were busy on the hog 
and sheep barn. Every bit of litter and trash has 
been removed, and the place has been scraped clean, 
and will be disinfected with whitewash and _bichlor- 
ide. You may say a few cuss words when you get 
some of the whitewash on your new overalls, but just 
remember one thing—there is nothing so good as 
whitewash for disinfecting and cleansing, and the doc- 
tor hasn’t used it for the purpose of daubing you up 
with whitewash, but he wants to make your herds 
perfectly safe. The doctor is also making an effort 
to get one of the latest sprayers for use during the 


fair, so if you want to take extra precaution you can 
drive them through this sprayer, which gives them as 
thorough a “dip” as if they had been plunged in a 


tank, 


SUMMER SALES IN- 
SURE GOOD PROFITS 


A practical demonstration 
of the value of summer 
sales to the breeder who 
sells as well as to buying breeders and farmers, has 
been made this season, and with but few sales to be 
heard from they have all made some money for the 
breeders who have sold. The averages have been 
somewhat under winter prices, but in most cases have 
run on a plane with and sometimes above fall sales 
held in seasons past by these same breeders. The 
seller has escaped at least a three months’ feed bill 
and the buyers have been able to secure fall litters of 
new blood, have filled out their show herds, or have 
added well bred gilts to their herd that will make 


them money in their winter sales, and in many cases 
have secured herd boars two months ahead of breed- 
ing time. This latter condition is worth more than 
appears on the face of it. Many a farmer and several 
breeders have already purchased their breeding boar 
and have him home, getting him thoroughly ‘“‘accli- 
mated” and used to his surroundings, and he will do 
a third more work with less loss of flesh and vitality 
than if purchased at breeding time and put to work 
under entirely new conditions. Many of the breeders 
who have held summer sales will hold no fall sales, 
and the newer and younger men are encouraged to 
take hold and use the sale system with which to dis- 
pose of their crop of pigs. Already a number of 


these, both east and west, are arranging for late fall 
dates, and many opportunities will be presented to 


buy well bred stuff at your own price of these breed- 
ers, who do not expect as high averages as the ‘‘old 
war horses.’’ Here is the chance for new breeders 


and farmers to get in, and get in at a low cost. Many

there will always be those who by reason of limited 
means, or lack of nerve, choose to buy cheaper ones 
rather than risk too much as beginners on the better 
kind.

CATCH CROPS FOR HAY AND 
PASTURE, 


| Owing to the very dry weather which has 
>revailed up to date in that part of Ne- 
oraska south of the Platte river and in the 
vestern part of the state north of the Platte 
liver, there promises to be quite a shortage 
vf forage and fall pasture. If we have gen- 
‘rous rains by July 25 or even August 1, it 
vill not be too late to grow a large quantity 
ff forage this season. This pamphlet is to 
all attention to some of the forage crops 
vhich can be used at this time. The crops 
re millet, sorghum and early varieties of 
jield corn or of sweet corn. In some of the 
southern and Eastern paper sa great deal is 
aid about using cowpeas and soy beans for 
atch crops at this time of the year, but 
these have not been found profitable for a 
atch crop in Nebraska and their sowing 
annot be recommended. Only the best 
and should be used for fall sowing, as the 
‘rops will grow very rapidly during hot 
veather and must have moisture and fertil- 
ty available. 
_ Sorghum.—Early Amber is the best vari- 
ty of sorghum to use for summer sowing. 
t requires only about eighty days in hot 
veather for this to mature a good crop of 
ordge. Sown July 20, this will give it 
Jetober 10, and in most seasons we do not 
ave a frost that would kill sorghum before 
hat time. If the land is in good condition, 
uch as wheat stubble which was well

tion would be to use a four-horse disk with 
several hundred pounds of weight and 
double the land, then drill in the 
sorghum at the rate of about three pecks to 
a bushel per acre.

Millet—There are four kinds of millets 
grown in this state, known as common mil- 
let, Hungarian g rass, German millet, and 
Siberian millet. The best of these to sow 
are common millet and Hungarian grass. 
Either of these will make a crop of forage 
in fifty to sixty days and will mature seed 
in seventy, provided conditions are favor- 
able. If the land is free from weeds and 
in good condition, thorough disking will be 
sufficient preparation, but if it is weedy or 
hard it will be necessary to plow and then 
repack as thoroughly as possible. 

Corn.—Early varieties of field corn, such 
as Pride of the North, University No. 3, or 
any of the early sweet corns, sown in the 
third week of July will easily make from 
one to two tons of cured forage per acre. 
If conditions are very favorable and a kill- 
ing frost should not come until the 10th of 


October, this yield of forage may be 
doubled. A very good way of sowing is to 


broadcast at the rate of about three pecks 
to a bushel per acre, depending on the size 
of seed, and then turning under very shal- 
low with stirring plow. If possible it would 
be best not to plow more than two to three 


inches deep. After plowing, thoroughly

harrow, and, still better, roll the land in 
order to repack. If weeds come up with 
the corn, it can be given one harrowing 
after the corn is up. 

Millet and Rape.—Any of the above for- 
age crops will make a fair amount of fall 
pasture after September 1, if the season is 
favorable. However, millet is probably the 
best of the three, as it will be more mature 
by that time and will probably stand the 
early frost and tramping of cattle with less 
damage. Rape is sometimes sown at this 
time for fall pasture and has the advantage 
of not being killed by hard frost and will 
continue growing until freezing weather. A 
very good mixture is to use three pecks of 
millet to two pounds of rape per acre. If 
handled carefully and not pastured too 
closely, the rape will continue growing two 
to three weeks after the millet, and the mix- 
ture should furnish pasture from about Sep- 
tember 10 to the first of November. 

Winter Rye.—Winter rye sown the last 
of July will make good pasture any time 
after the middle of September until freezing 
weather. The best arrangement for fall 
pasture would probably be to sow one-half 
of the available land with a mixture of mil- 
let and rape and the other half with winter 
rye.—Nebraska Experiment Station.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Hogs become infected mostly through the 


feed, seldom through the lungs. Hogs that 
are kept in dairies are more often found 
tuberculous. It is not uncommon to find 
whole herds of swine in dairy districts suf- 


fering from tuberculosis, so that the hog buyer

RHEUMATISM IN HOGS, 

Rheumatism is quite common among pigs. 
It is more often met with during the winter 
during damp, cold 
Cold, damp floors seem to produce 
this disease. It is almost always found where 
hogs are not properly housed and exposed to 
the northeast winds, and where the buildings 
are damp and lack sunshine, and where drafts 
aer permitted to have full sway. During se- 
vere cold weather this disease is greatly ag- 
gravated, but the animal seems to improve 
very much when warm weather sets in. It is, 
however, occasionally found where the best 
hygienic conditions prevail. It cannot be en- 
tirely attributed to cold, for a great many ani- 
mals exposed to the cold escape. Cold is, no 
doubt,-one of the most potential accessories, 
but not necessarily the essential cause. There 
are other conditions; such as imperfect meta- 
bolic products, as an excess of lactic acid in 
the system. It is thought that this excess of 
lactic acid produces rhachitis in young ani- 
mals. The excess of lactic acid is thought to 
be due to the overwork of the muscles, of 
which it is the product. Another 
theory is that it is due to neurotic causes, 
such as a chill of the nervous system, which 
may affect diseased of overworked joints.

have been injured, for instance, an ankle that 
has been sprained or that has suffered a severe 
blow or that has been severely bruised and in- 
flamed or injured from many other causes. It 
seems that these joints are particularly sensi- 
tive to rheumatic affection. Articular rheuma- 
tism. seems to be an enlargement of the joint, 
which forms an inflammation of the synovial 
membranes an d usually implicates all the con- 
stituent structures of the joint. 

The symptoms are usually quite pronounced. 
The animal may be lame in one or more legs, 
and the lameness may shift form one point to 
another. The swelling of the joints, such as 
the hock and knee, is usually very marked. 
They very tender upon pressure. 
Whenever the leg is handled there is an in- 
tense pain accompanied by a squeal. Often- 
times one is inclined to believe that the limb 
has sustained a fracture, judging from, the 
severeness of the pain. While the animals 
are lying down, apparently asleep, there

season. Only a few weeks ago we visited 
what is supposed to be the dryest part of the 
corn belt and saw fields of corn “laid by” 
with that deep plowing and root-destroying 
and high ridge plan used when we were boys, 
when corn growers knew no better. These 
fields were curling under the intensely hot 
rays of the late July sun, but right across the 
fences in fields tilled by the more up-to-date, 
“paper farmer’, if you please, the corn still 
held its wonderfully attractive green and was 
growing into a crop despite the adverse con- 
ditions under which the other fields were 
dying. Conservation of moisture and the dust 
mulch were unknown to our fathers and “dry 
farming” had not yet been mentioned, but it 
does one good to see that in most localities 
there are a majority of farmers who are up- 
to-date in these as well as many other matters 
and we don’t lose hope. We can remember 
when in our youth we wefe engaged in “lay- 
ing by” corn and we would come out to the 
end of the field with our shovels bearing the 
mutilated roots of hundreds of stalks whose 
growth we were stunting instead of assisting. 
We can’t imagine we were so far behind the 
times and so unlearned when we still see many 
farmers pursuing the same 
The cause of slow adapta- 


so-called. good 
murderous plan. 
tion of knowledge in farming lies at the door 
of the base falsifier who first started the story 
that anybody could farm. Anybody can put 
crops in the ground, and that is the limit, and 
let nature try to do the rest, but to be a suc- 
cessful crop grower requires more intelligence, 
more advance thinking, more laying of future 
plans, more hard brain work and longer hours, 
than seven-eighths of the professions. A few 
days ago we had an interview with a man who 
is working under the supervision of the agri- 
cultural department of the government, assist- 
ing in reclaiming poor lands wherever the de- 
partment has a call of distress. His work is 
to lay out the course of treatment to pursue 
and the crops to be raised, and he has the 
work laid out for the farm on which he is 
working now, five years in advance and knows 
to a nicety what he will put in each field, when 
he wilt plant it and better than all this, he 
knows with an almost certainty what the re- 
sult will be, for he is not only using his own 
judgment and the judgment of the leaders in 
the department, but he has back of him the 
experience and the results of the scientific ex- 
periments on just such soil, under just such 
conditions. Under the of such 
trained agriculturists as these, farms are made 
fertile and the acreage of the United States is 
increased, but the government cannot reach 
all of you, and it will depend upon your own 


guidance 


efforts and your own study to add to the fer- 
tility and productiveness of your own land. 
Plenty of reading matter on these subjects 
are all ready and waiting for the asking to be 
sent out, and a letter to your congressman 
will get you a bulletin on about every subject 
that could possibly come up for your solution 
the farm. A careful, thoughtful reading 
of these, with an intelligent application of 
their deductions, will be a help to you in 
making your farm more of a crop producer.

WE NEED A NEW Until we get one ap- 
WORD COINED propriate to the call- 

ing, we shall have to 
use the double appellation, Farmer-Breeder. 
Often we think there is a misunderstanding 
of the terms as applied to the breeder of pure 
bred hogs, when we speak of him as a breeder 
and a supplier of breeding stock to the farmer. 
There are in all lines of work a few who are 
seemingly destined either by birth or study 
to be the chosen ones and soon after entering 
any calling or profession find their way to the 
topmost round of the ladder. Many others 


get to the top by a long lifetime of earnest 
work. Those who occupy the middle and 


lower points seem to make as much money 
and have as much enjoyment out of life as the, 
fellow at the top, but they never rise from the 
common bunch. In the rearing and improve- 
ment of a breed of hogs this is eminently true. 
The great majority of men who go into the 
business have only moderate success in work- 
ing any improvement, while a few do prac- 
tically all the improving and supply the mid- 
dle ground with good breeding stock and the 
latter in turn sell to the farmer, or more prop- 
erly, the stock raiser. But when these two are 
joined in one man and we find a man who is 
farming and stock raising on a large scale and 
at the same time breeding and improving his 
herd of hogs, ‘then we need a new word, for 
he is both a farmer and a breeder. As the 
term is usually used, the word breeder means 
an improver, not simply a man who grows 
hogs. We need more of the combination kind, 
that is, we need more farmers who aside from 
their farm work will take time to improve 
their herds and put their brains and brawn 
into the art of breeding and not depend wholly 
on the svecialist who is putting all his time 
on hog improvement. The hog is simply a 
machine to carry the crops of the field to 
market in a condensed and more profitable 
form and if the farmer can become a farmer- 
breeder and improve his machine he will have 
done himself as well as all humanity a good 
turn. We leave the improvement of our regu- 
lar farm machinery to the mechanic and the 
inventor, but we have the material right at

2. Under existing conditions practically all 
the labor performed on highways is done by 
the farmers living adjacent thereto; road su- 
perintendents and even contractors rely almost 
entirely on them for hands and teams.

I'resh water on hand at all times is of especial 
importance. A few days’ neglect of this will 
materially affect the growth of the pigs. 

By putting in an artificial wallow filled with 
a disinfectant the pigs will be kept free from 
lice and scurfiness and their comfort material- 
ly aided during hot weather. 

A liberal grain feed must be used in addi- 
tion to the pasturage. Mixtures of different 
grains are better than any single grain as be- 
more palatable and better supplying the 
different needs of the pig. 

For the bulk of the ration nothing is better 
than wheat shorts. These are very palatable 
to the pig, nutritious, easily digested and serve 
well in working the feed into a slop. Tank- 
age, the by-product from the packing houses, 
has proven very valuable as an addition to a

Board floors are expensive, short-lived cold 
if up off the ground, and make the worst kind 
of rat harbors. The writer once visited an 
old hog house with wood floor, in which the 
owner said the rats had gotten over half the 
pigs. Several men report that rats may be 
kept out by packing sand or cinders to the top 
of the joists before laying the floor, but these 
materials are often too expensive to be used 
for this purpose. 

In making the inside partitions care should 
always be taken to have them perfectly tight 
at the floor and for abouf*ten or twelve inches 
above, so _ that pigs cannot crawl 
through and so sows in the adjoining pens 
cannot get hold of them and pull them 
through. A sow will often pull a newly born 
pig through under a partition and eat it, when 
if the pig was in the pen with her, it would 
be perfectly safe. Above the first ten or 
twelve inches it is better to have the parti- 
tions open enough so the hogs can see out;

Pig rails or guard rails should be placed on 
the inside of the pen from six to ten inches 
from the floor, according to the size of the 
sow, and should stand out six or eight inchehs

Hog doors should be twenty-two to twenty- 
three inches wide and thirty to thirty-one 
inches high in the clear. In cold weather a 
piece of burlap or ducking hung at the top of 
the hog door, with a stick a little shorter than 
the width of the door nail@” across we bottom 
to prevent the wind from biowing it back, will 
help materially to keep the pigs warm. The 
pigs will soon learn to lift the curtain when 
they ‘want to go through. The board doors 
would not then need to be closed except in 
very bad weather, or while the pigs are very 
small. 


In most cases either ventilation is lacking 


or the house is drafty. In a well-ventilate 
double-wall building litthe moisture will gathe 
on the walls even in cold weather, while in 
poorly ventilated one thick coats of frost wi 
often gather and the whole house will be dam 
when the frost melts. It is not easy to secur 
a good supply of fresh air and prevent a 
drafts from striking the pigs. There ar 
however, several quite satisfactory methods 0} 
ventilation in use. The commonest one is t 
make some of the windows so they will eithe} 
slide or swing on hinges. The cloth curtai! 
window also does good work. 

Whitewashing the inside of the house is a 
excellent practice. Besides-going a long wa) 
toward disinfecting, it increases the light ma 
terially. When the sunshine strikes a white 
washed wall, much of it is reflected to a 
floor and does a great deal of good.

They belong to corn rlubs, which have 
been organized in various focalities, and 
are working for prizes offered by the bank- 
ers, merchants, boards of trade, county 
clubs and public-spirited individuals of their 
neighborhoods. They are also working for 
the prize given to the best boy corn raiser 
of their respective states, consisting of a 
diploma from the department of agricul- 
ture and a free trip to Wasumgton, where 
they may spend a week, and see the presi- 
dent and congress and the interesting 
features of our national capital. The prizes 
given to such boys by the localities last 
year amounted to $40,000 and more. They 
will probably be twice that this year. They 
consist of cash, farm implements, ponies, 
pigs, bicycles, watches, guns, books and 
everything which will tend to gladden a 
boys’ heart and make him work. 


The number of southern boys competing 
in 1910 was, according to the government 
rolls, 43,225. Each of these planted an acre 
of corn and worked it under government 
directions, producing crops which staggered 
their respective communities. In Missis- 
sippi, where the average corn crop last 
year was less than twenty bushels per acre, 
forty-eight of these boys raised on the 
average ninety-two bushels. In one county 
of South Carolina, which state has an aver- 
age per acre of less than nineteen bushels, 
twenty boys produced 1,709 bushels of corn 
on twenty acres, and 140 boys averaged 
sixty-two bushels. The governors of the 
different southern states are now giving 
diplomas of honor to all boy corn raisers 
who can show a crop of seventy-five bush- 
els per acre, and at the national corn show 
at Columbus last fall an automobile was 
presented to the boy who had raised the 
most and best corn on one acre at the 
lowest cost. 


SWINE FEEDING IDEAS. 
Ever since we saw the remarkable exper- 
iment carried on at the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment Station, showing the effect on three 


pens of pigs of (1) ordinary feeding, (2) 
ordinary feeding with the addition of a 
small amount of phosphate, causing that 
pen of pigs to show unusual vigor and 
strength, (3) taking out all natural phos- 
phate from the food of the third group of 
pigs, showing very disastrous effects in 
their growth, we have felt the conviction 
that the mineral elements of food had a 
great deal to do with bodily growth, 

The Missouri Experiment Station has 
been at work on this problem and_ has 
brought out some valuable ideas on pig 
feeding. The work of the station has 
solved a few questions clearly. (1) Why 
does a corn diet produce a deficient growth 
of bone? Answer: Because corn contains 
too little ash and phosphate. 

That was what the Wisconsin experiment 
plainly showed. But all the valuable exper- 
imental work of the stations will be use- 
less if their conclusions do not get out 
into the conviction of the farmers. It is a 
slow process, The knowledge must be put 
out through printed language, but few 
farmers as yet read these things under- 
standingly, although their number is in- 
creasing through the young farmers who 
attend the short course. 


The spread of this valuable knowledge 
must come through example, here and there 
a farmer who reads and puts into practice 
what he reads, thus demonstrating its truth. 
The Missouri Experiment had to do with 
several kinds of ration, such as corn fed by 
itself, corn fed in combination with the fol- 
lowing feeds: tankage, soy beans, germ oil 
meal, wheat middlings, linseed oil meal. 


Each combined ration had the same nut- 
ritive ration, but the effect on the hogs was 
widely different, and here we come to the 
kernel of the valuable truth we can all 
learn, viz.: that we must feed a ration that 
will stimulate the growth of bone if we 
wish our hogs to do well. This ration was 
found to be a mixture of corn and tankage 
or corn and oil meal, or corn and soy beans, 
Here we have plenty of protein and phos- 
phate. 


Some may ask, why is the growth of bone 
so closely allied with the general promo- 
tion of growth and weight? We, cannot 
say, but we will state the following physio- 
logical fact: The red corpuscles in the 
blood are constantly formed from the bones 
that haye red marrow, like the ribs and 
spinal column, The vitality of the blood 
is therefore dependent on the proper nour- 
ishment of a certain portion of the bony 
structure. To this end the food must con- 
tain sufficient phosphate, protein and cal- 
cium. 


Farmers must study the physiology of 
feeding as well as that of breeding. We 
know as yet but little of these laws, but 
that little seems to be very important if we 
would let nature help us.—Hoard’s Dairy- 
man. 
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HOW TO ADVERTISE TO SELL 
STOCK AT PRIVATE SALE. 

There is nothing more hazardous in any 
business than the selling end. This is 
where the most business men who fail to 
make a success, fall down. They figure 
the cost of production all right, but fail to 
estimate correctly the cost of disposing of 
their product. 

The breeder of pure bred stock should 
give particular attention to the disposing of 
He is at a disad- 
vantage for two reasons, Because he is not 
selling an article that is in itself a neces- 
sity to the average buyer, and because his 
training as a salesman has probably been 
in the line of selling such necessities as 
grain and fat stock, the selling of which 
requires no advertising or salesmanship at 
all. But pure bred live stock cannot be 
classed with fat stock, corn, potatoes and 
all staples that are necessary to the main- 
tenance of life, and for which there is al- 
ways a market value. 


his surplus profitably. 


Pure bred live stock, is, from a selling 
point of view, more in the class with in- 
surance, good books, telephones and other 
articles for which a demand must be cre- 
ated. They are good things, but need lots 
of pushing, because there is no man but 
can live without them. 


In regard to the creating of a demand 
for pure bred live stock, there is something 
that need not worry the breeder, as our ex- 
periment stations, our agricultural writers, 
and our agricultural journals are constantly 
at work on it. It is a work that should re- 
ceive the support of all good breeders, both 
individually and through their associations. 
A breeder should let severely alone as an 
advertising medium, any agricultural jour- 
nal that neglects or is luke warm in the 
work of creating a demand for improved 
live stock, e 

The best way to learn how to advertise 
is to watch the work of successful advertis- 


ers, both in your line and out of it. By 
studying the advertising that appeals to 


you, you will learn the methods that will 
appeal to those you want to reach, 

The man who sells at private sale can 
only afford to use as his advertiseing med- 
iums those journals that are in themselves 
interesting to the reader. The journal that 
is one solid mass of live stock advertise- 
ments, and has little or no reading matter 
that is of practical interest and benefit to 
the general reader is a poor advertising 
medium. It is necessarily read almost ex- 
clusively by those who are advertising in 
it, and they are the ones who have stock 
for sale and are not usually buyers. 


Select a publication for advertising that 
will reach the kind of customer to visit 
you and see the stock, and who are willing 
to pay what it is worth. If I wanted to sell 
service boars at $40 and bred sows at $50, 
it would be foolish for me to insert my 
advertisement in a paper in which adver- 
tisements are carried for service boars at 
$5 and bred sows at $7.50. 

Breed your stock and grow it out so as 
to have it ready and right, and with the 
bloom on at the time of the year when the 
demand is strongest. 


Treat your advertising space as you 
would a field. Cultivate and rotate so as 
to get the most out of it that is possible. 
Every inquiry costs you money, and should 
be answered promptly and given close at- 
tention. Remember that when a man writes 
you, he wants something. He may be out 
of the notion next week. He has prob- 
ably written several others and the most 
prompt reply, and the most interesting one. 
will be the one that will get his trade — 
Exchange. 


EVERY FARMER A BREEDER. 

Every man engaged in the profession of 
agriculture should be a breeder. Not in 
the ordinary sense of the word, an indis- 
criminate mater of male and female, but 
an improver of the plants or animals with 
which he is dealing. The man who gets his 
seed corn from the crib, who chooses all his 
seed wheat from the bin with the scoop 
shovel is not in reality a breeder. Neither 
is the man whose main consideration in 
buying a sire is the price he is to pay. The 
improver of plants and animals must study 
the life with which he has the privilege of 
dealing. The male must be chosen with 
reference to the good qualities and defic- 
iencies of the female which which he is to 
be mated. : 


There are many men now who think they 
are breedrs, but they merely are increasing 
the numbers of plants and animals. They 
sow the seed and harvest it, but no thought 
is given to the improvement in quality or 
yield as it is dependent on the plant itself. 
They breed their mares to the nearest or 
perhaps the cheapest stallion they can find. 
These are not breedrs, they simply supply 


the conditions for reproduction and let , 
ture go her riotous way. -

BREAD EATERS OF THE ORIENT. 
By Cy Warman, Author of “Frontier Stories,” 
“The Last Spike,” 
When the importation of foreign flour into 
China jumped from 240,000,000 pounds 
1906 to 588,000,000 pounds in 1907, 
terested in growing or grinding wheat all over 
the world began to look to China and Japan 
for-a new market. As a matter of fact, this 
rapid increase in the amount of flour imported 
as due largely to the fact that there was a 
famine me China at~that, time, a.fact that 
seemed to have escaped uotice for the mo- 
ment. Marketing this sudden demand _ for 

reign flour, a demand which was regarded 
: more or less permanent, capital rushed to 

e rescue and the result was the immediate 
construction of a number of modern mills in 
Shanghai and throughout the northern prov- 


etc.

inces of the Chinese empire. At Harbin 
alone, no less than eight large roller mills 


were constructed with a combined capacity of 
1,500,000 pounds per day. These were scarce- 
ly completed when the Russian army left 
Manchuria and the mills were idle with the 
exception of a single mill to satisfy local re- 
quirements. It would seem that the idea or 
habit of eating bread had come too suddenly 
to the yellow people. Moreover, they were 
constantly setting the price of flour against 
the cost of rice, with the cost of which and the 
steam-making or life-giving powers of which 
they were familiar. In prosperous times they 
were tempted to eat bread made from foreign 
flour, but when hard times came they reverted 
to the cheap native product, to rice, to bean 
jam which the average Canadian would no 
more undertake to subsist on than he would 

undertake to subsist on a log-jam. Canadian 
trade commissioners tell us that the native 
wheat from which the Chinese make flour 
would be considered poor chicken feed 
Canada. About the time grain exporters were 
looking to the east for a market, Chinese 
truck gardeners began to experiment in grow- 
ing wheat. Chinese farmers have no modern 
machinery. They scratch the surface of the 
earth, as the Arabs did in the fertile fields of 
the Holy Land, and take what they can get. 
In China the wheat is planted in February, 
and harvested by the end of May, after which 
they scratch the stubble and plant cotton, get- 
ting two crops a year. The average wheat 
crop, however, measures up about half the 
yield in Canada, the wheat being about half 
§ valuable as Canadian wheat. As the ex- 
tation of native wheat and four is

The annual capacity of 
the Japanese flour mills has increased since 
the war with Russia, from 19,000,000 pounds 
to 52,000,000 pounds. The principal countries 
supplying wheat to Japan are Canada, United 
- States, Australia, British India, Asiatic Rus- 

sia, China and Corea; of those countries, the 

United States supplies the largest quantities.

The Southern Ruralist has been publishing 
a lot of prize papers on different farm sub- 
jects and the following one by T. M. George 
of Marietaa,'S. C., on his experience in hog 
raising in that state, is full of good ideas and 
is well worth reading by any one who is inter- 
ested in hog raising in Texas, for what he 
says applies to the business here just as aptly 
as it does to it in South Carolina. He says: 

My 500-pound Duroc-Jersey sow has two 
litters of pigs every year, with an average of 
twelve pigs in a litter. I keep all the pigs | 
need and sell the balance at a good price. [| 
think the Jersey breed is hard to beat. They 
are very ravenous eaters and | believe make 
more pork to the bushel of corn than the other 
breeds. I feed my sow very little corn, yet 
she is always fat. The only trouble is in pre- 
venting her getting too fat. She is allowed 
free range in a five-acre pasture. Here she 
finds a great many weeds, roots, etc., that are 
excellent conditioners. There is a_ small 
brook of pure, clear water running through 
this pasture, and I believe that is one reason 
why my sow and pigs are always so hearty 
and healthy. A brood sow fed on corn ex- 
clusively is never a paying proposition. I feed 
the pigs and shoats skim milk and sorts, and 
a little corn. The pigs are given more corn 
than the sow in proportion, but they are not 
given enough to make them ‘extra fat. 

When I put a hog up to fatten I give it all 
the corn it will eat, corn bread, shorts and 
skim milk. At killing time my hogs weigh 
from 200 to 600 pounds, according to their 
respective ages. I dike the meat. of ay 250- 
pound hog better than a 500-pound one. | 
went to North Carolina last fall and bought a 
pair of $12 Poland-China pigs, pure registered 
stock. I think I will like them. I hope to 
raise some fine pigs with them. They are 
growing very fast now and will weigh about 
150 pounds each. I value them at $25 each as 
they are now. I think it a bad idea to put 
rings in a hog’s nose to keep it from rooting. 
It is natural, for them to root. If they are 
well fed they will not want to root much. 
When a hog roots he is hunting something tu 
eat. The roots, worms, etc., that they find are 
a healthful change. Putting rings in your 
hogs’ noses to keep them from rooting is as 
foolish as cutting your chickens’ claws off to 
keep them from scratching. 

| figure that the income from one brood 
sow after deducting the cost of feed and care, 
is as much as the interest in $500, if you kept 
your money in a bank. Now this does not 
apply to scrub sows poorly fed and cared for. 
Pure blooded pigs sell for three times as much 
as scrub stock. Pure blooded hogs are the 
most economical to raise and fatten. I can 
get more pork to the bushel of corn with pure 
bred stock than with scrubs. I used to keep 
razorbacks. They are better than no hogs;

“HOGGING OFF” CORN, 

I have “hogged off” corn for six years, only 
‘a small piece at first, but now about fifty 
acres. I have it divided into four fields, says 
‘a writer in the Rural New Yorker. Many 
‘think, and I myself thought at first, that there 
would be a waste of corn, but now I think not. 
“The only waste is the fodder and what loose 
corn black birds pick up. 

It is my judgment that a hog on corn in that 
way, having pumpkins, Dwarf Essex rape, or 
having the run of a good pasture will not eat 
more than two-thirds as much corn and _ will 
fatten much faster. It is surprising 

much of his time he spends on the pasture. 
He is a very healthy, strong fellow and never 
Breaks down. My hogs have sold at South 
“St. Paul for the last two years at the top 
notch. I usually have enough corn in the field 
‘to last them till January or later, and there 
‘usually being snow then, they do not clean up 
‘the late fields, but as soon as the snow goes 
off I turn on my sows. One year I turned 
‘seventeen sows on the fields March 20, and 
mever fed them and seldom saw them until 
“May 20, when I planted corn. I took up this 
‘method because labor was so high and so hard 
to obtain.

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FATTENING HOGS ON HIGH-PRICED 
CORN. 

We claim that 75-cent corn can be fed at a 
profit provided hogs on foot will bring $6.30 
per hundred pounds, says a hog raiser. All 
arguments will be made from a feeder’s and 
not from a breeders’ point of view. We fed 
hogs one winter and paid as high as 77 cents 
for corn and made some money for our work. 
They brought $6.30 per hundred. They made 
thirteen pounds gain for each bushel of corn, 
giving us 8414 cents per bushel for the corn 
that cost 77 cents, and if sold at present prices 
would bring 97% cents per bushel, as they 
would bring $7.30 now and not half try; so 
there is quite a nice little profit. This was 
done after they were put on feed for the fin- 
ish, and the cost up to that time is always 
cheaper, if properly brought up to that age. 
But to get such gains, and to get a profit on 
such high priced corn, there are several things 
essential. First, you have to have well-bred 
hogs, regardless of what some high authori- 
ties tell us to the contrary, and if you don’t 
keep the pig in perfect growing condition you 
had as well have scrubs to start with, and you 
will come out the loser in the end. 

Our method was to use some mill feed in 
addition to the corn for the suckling sows and 
the pigs after weaning time and keep on pas- 
ture all the time. Some of our best breeders 
will tell you not to feed anything but what you 
raise on the farm and turn everything raised 
into hogs or some other kind of stock, and 
that there is no use in buying manufactured 
feed stuff. But we have found at time most 
all grain raised, except corn, could be more 
profitably sold at the market price and mill 
feeds bought in their stead; for you have to 
have something of the kind for best results. 
[ have fed shorts, bran, rice, tankage and cot- 
tonseed meal, with corn, all at a profit. Feed 
whatever is cheapest in your locality or any- 
thing else that you can use to advantage, but 
use something in the way of concentrated feed 
in addition to corn. Don’t get it in your head 
that the breeders are the only men that can 
afford such feed; it is essential for best re- 
sults for the feeder. 

There are men that turn on pasture and 


never feed any grain except to finish. Our 
idea is to feed some grain all the time. In 


such cases, corn alone will answer the pur- 
pose except for suckling sows and young pigs 
and they need something more for best re- 
sults. When we go to finish we crush and 
soak the corn, and don’t under any circum- 
stances feed more than the hogs will eat up 
/ We have 


made more than one feed with results as good 


u before leaving the troughs. 


Again, 
we say that 75-cent corn can be fed at a profit; 
though if we knew that it would never be un- 
der that price we would not advise feeding to 
a very great extent, but always for home use 
and some to sell.—Rural World.

cerned, to bovine tuberculosis was the new 
theory advanced by Dr. M. P. Ravenel of the 
jepartment of bacteriology of the University 
of Wisconsin in his recent address before the 
State Medical Society of Oregon. 

Out of 35,000,000 hogs examined last year, 
said Dr. Ravenel, the government experts 
found 7,000,000 that were afflicted with the 
iread disease, tuberculosis, and were rejected 
by the government. Over three and a half 
million dollars are lost annually through the 
ejection of tubercular cattle. 

“The packers don’t stand this loss, you un- 
ferstand,” continued Dr. Ravenel. “It is 
yorne by the consumer and by the farmer who 
‘aised the stock. The packer isn't going to 
4in the risk of losing several million dollars’ 
vorth of meat annually through the rejection 
yf it, without seeing that he will. be reim- 
uirsed. Undoubtedly, the severe testing of 
uberculous animals before the slaughter has a 
reat deal to do with the increased cost of 
neats of all kinds. 

“T presume Wisconsin ships more high class 
ttle than any other state. Buyers from all 
wer the world come and pay on the average 
10 a head more than the market price else- 
vhere so as to obtain cattle free from tuber- 
ulosis. Those stockmen and dairymen who 
ight the laws declaring that cattle and dairies 
nust be kept clean and that milk must be pure, 
ie in the same position as the anti-vaccina- 
ionists.” 

The opponents of the anti-tuberculosis laws

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THE FINAL COST, 


If you happen to be a producer or an ulti- 
mate consumer perhaps you will be inter- 
ested to know something of what happens to 
the products of the farm after they leave it, 
says the Farmers’ Guide. The natural suppo- 
sition would be that most of the expense in 
feeding the world is incurred in producing the 
food and transporting it to places where it is 
needed. But apparently this is not true, at 
least in a large number of cases. [for in- 
stance, cherries which the California fruit 
grower sold for five cents a quart have been 
known to sell on the streets of Chicago for 
forty cents a quart. The railroads have often 
been unjustly censured for their part in in- 
creasing the cost of farm products, but the 
fact that they received only from one cent to 
a cent and a half a quart for moving those 
cherries several thousand miles is proof 
enough that the blame lies elsewhere. We are 
forced to accuse the swarms of other middle- 
men who clutter up the marts of trade with 
their superfluous presence. 


B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Frisco railroad and who is 
making commendable efforts to bring the rail- 
roads and the farmers to a better understand- 
ing of each other, recently addressed the 
Texas farmers’ congress. He said: “Last 
year’s agricultural products were. worth nine 
billion dollars to the farmers. * * * As- 
suming that the farmers kept one-third for 
their own use, the consumers paid over thir- 
teen billion dollars for what the producers re- 
ceived six billion dollars. The cost of getting 
the year’s products from producers to con- 
sumers amounted to the enormous sum of 
seven billion dollars.” 


Numerous instances can be found which go 
to show that these figures are probably not far 
from correct. The local butcher seems to be 
so far off from the great central markets that 
the shock of a change in price of mutton or 
pork is largely absorbed by the various mid- 
dlemen before reaching him or else he does 
not give any heed. This is true of other foods 
to, as great an extent. The price that the 
wholesale grocer charges the retailer may go 
down. The customer seldom knows it. The 
retailer stocks up heavily and sells at the same 
price or when the wholesale price goes up he 
takes advantage by boosting the price to the 
consumer. 


These fluctuations in prices of products al- 
most invariably represent the difference in 
vhat it has cost the grower to produce them. 
Unfavorable conditions have reduced the yield 
and made the labor requirement per unit 
greater. During such times of unstable prices 
those who handle these different articles, by 
virtue of their positions of vantage, are en- 
abled to exact profits which are not rightly 
theirs. Difference in cost of production 
should increase the price paid the producer, 


but should not increase the percentage of 
profit to middlemen.

A QUESTION OF PURE BREEDING. 
In answering a question regarding regis- 
‘tering and the use of a pure bred sow, Geo. 
P. Williams of Radnor, O., touches on a ques- 
tion that has been debatable whenever it has 
been sprung. His article appears in the Na- 
tional Stockman and Farmer. 
“An Ohio subscriber who has never been a 
breeder of pure-bred hogs wishes to. know if a 
four-year-old Duroc sow can be registered. 
She has been bred several times to a Poland- 
China boar. Associations for the registration 
of pure-bred animals generally accept individ- 
tals of all ages if pure-bred, and even animals 
that are already dead, but the fees for such 
registration are considerably higher than for 
young animals. It will be necessary for the 
owner of this sow to secure a pedigree from 


the breeder having first owned her having 
owned her dam). The matter should then be 
taken up with the secretary of the association. 
Many associations are remiss in the matter of 
specifications concerning the previous mating 
of pedigreed and registered animals to indi- 
viduals of another breed. Unskilled breeders 
often practice this kind of mating with no 
Whatever 
the several associations for the registration of 
pure-bred animals may say, or neglect to say, 
it is quite generally maintained by competent 
students of breeding that any female having 
become pregnant by a male of any other breed 
is thereby permanently damaged and forever 
thereafter liable to bring forth young show- 


thought of any evil consequences. 


ing the characteristics of the cross, however 
pure the subsequent sire may be. It is quite 


likely that the owner of this sow would have 
no difficulty in getting her registered, but he 
would thereby tend toward the defeat of the 
very purpose of registration, viz., the per- 
petuation of especial excellence and purity of 
breeding. The question of this reader is op- 
portune in his case and it will be the part of 
wisdom for him to make a study of all similar 
questions as they may come up, and not begin 
the pure-bred stock business by rashly ignor- 
ing its ethical principles, whether written or 
unwritten, and whether allowed or disallowed 
by the association for the registration of his 
animals.” 


Keep the hogs gentle, especially the mother.

KEEPING UP RENTED LAND, 

“Why does the land owner permit this 
robbery of the soil? The answer is that 
large crops and increasing land values have 
made his fortune. He retires to the city to 
educate his children and pass his old age in 
He considers the increasing land 
values as so much earned, and does not 


ease, 


worry if his farm improvements run down 
and his share of the crops is not as large 
as it might be. Probably he does not con- 
sider that land values ultimately reach a 
limit and that when he decides to sell he 
finds too late that his farm has been robbed 
and that its value is far less than it should 
be.” 

From this it would seem that the land 
had considerable responsibility in 
bringing about the run down condition of 
his land that is so much deplored. 

The owner could hardly expect that his 
tenant would take the same interest in the 
future of his land that he would do him- 
self. If he does so expect he is sure to be 
disappointed. His object is to get as much 
as possible from his labor on the land, with 
the least cash outlay. That is natural. He 
sells all he can from the land and puts back 
nothing that costs him anything. The land 
owner in making his contract with the ten- 
ant should stipulate that so many acres 
must be kept in clover each year, and that 
so many head of stock, of the various kinds 
must be fed in the yards and stables, and 
that their offal must be thrown out upon 
the fields as soon after it is made as pos- 
sible, 

Most likely the tenant would require 
some additional compensation for such ad- 
ditional service, but it can well be afforded 
by the landlord. Deal generously with your 
tenant if you expect him to increase the 
producing power of your land.—Exchange.

Our theory is that the en- 
ergies that should have bene expended in 
milk production were put into useless labor 
and, so far as we could see, both the pigs 
and the sows suffered as a result. 

_ The rooting habit may be partly inter- 
fered with by feeding a ration containing 
a liberal supply of flesh forming material. 
A ration composed of equal parts corn and 
mill feed will answer the purpose quite 
well, and so much the better if to this can 
be added, say a pound a day of oil meal 
for each sow or half a pound of tankage. 
In addition it is an excellent thing to allow 
sows to have access to salt or to give them 
a pinch of salt in their slop. But we do not 
claim that the very best system of feeding 
will prevent rooting entirely.

Good 
roads will mean more profit in your crop, 
increased price in your land, and a time and 
money saver to every farmer and stock 
raiser, 


PUBLICITY AND THE Since the ad- 
PUBLIC SALE vent of the pub- 

lic sale system 
into the Duroc realm of business, live stock 
and farm papers have been adding a good 
deal to their income from advertising con- 
tracts for these hundreds of sales, and in 
order ta “make good” on these sales and 
convince the advertiser that his money has 
not been spent in vain, the several repre- 
sentatives of the paper, either buy or make 
believe they want to buy, or have orders 
for some of the offering. That is the busi- 
ness of the fieldman, pure and simple, as it 
is lined up in the mind of the average 
breeder ‘who is holding sales, and if the 
aforesaid newspaper representative don’t 
come to the sale with orders from his cli- 
ents, the said fieldman has not “made good” 
and is due for a reduction or is off the fu- 
ture sales held by this breeder. So thor- 
oughly has this idea been imbued that the 
thought of publicity through the paper 
never enters his mind. Field work in the 
locality where the writer has worked for 
several years is based on wrong calcula- 
tions and wrong principles. The work ofa 
fieldman after writing an advertisement and 
proper notes about the offering, should be 
to talk to or write to people who might be 
in the market for something to build up 
their herd, and his work should be along 
intelligent lines, and in order to do the best 
work he must be thoroughly acquainted 
with the best blood lines, know where the 
best stuff is located and must be, as it were, 
a walking encyclopedia of hog information. 
The work of a good fieldman is practically 
done when the day of sale arrives. Often 
he can help by word of argument or by his 
presence, but the man who depends entirely 
upon his orders or upon the ability to bid 
and boost a sale without buying anything, 
will fall short in the end. Advertising con- 
tracts are and of necessity should be based 
on the paper’s ability to give you publicity 
where you most need it, and if you are em- 
ploying a paper because their representative 
will carry bids, with no thought of his pa- 


pert giving you an adequate return in pub- 
licity, you are only courting failure, for the 
time will come, and it comes to every field- 
man, when he is up against it for orders and 
at the same time his paper may have been 
the means of making your sale what it was. 
The Bulletin is a breed paper and works for 
the Durocs year in and year out and we 
know we have made good; for the public 
sale system fostered and assisted by The 
Bulletin, and the wide publicity given the 
breed by being a live breed organ, has been 
worth more to the breeders of Durocs than 
all the other advertising they have been 
able to buy, beg or force out of the other 
papers. This is not said in boast, for we 
are in a field by ourselves and it has been 
our duty to do this. When The Bulletin 
was first issued the amount of advertise- 
ment carried in all the farm papers by 
Duroc men did not equal by half what is 
carried in each one of a dozen publications 
we might name. Agitation and improve- 
ment in the breed has made it possible and 
we are just at the beginning. There are 
more sales dated for the next six months 
than has ever been set at this time of the 
year. Breeders have spent too much 
money in their work of publicity, and in 
many cases have spent it without the proper 
consideration.. They have used certain pa- 
pers because other breeders who have suc- 
cessful sales use them. Take the matter up 
in your own mind and don’t let any one else 
do your thinking. You know where you 
want the publicity and it will be easy to tell 
where and how to get it. Stinginess in ad- 
vertising has made many a sale a failure, 
while many a good sale has left the seller 
without any profit on account of useless and 
reckless expenditures. Strike the happy 
medium and the only way to do that is to 
get down to “brass tacks” and figure out 
what you can spend and where you can get 
the best returns for the money. 


The true idea is that the hog is a commer-~ 
cial product. The value of this product of the 
farm is measured by the scales. It is the 
farmer’s business ambition to sell a type of 
hog that will cause that old scale to record 
something for him on market day. Silky hair 
does not weigh any more than goose feathers. 
He can grow tip ears on a pug dog. He is 
after pounds and all of them he can get along 
with a well-shaped hog. He wants the big, 
roomy sow, whose prime virtue is that of 
being a good mother for a litter of from eight 
to a dozen good, lively pigs. He wants the 
type of hog fitted for liberal exercise during 
the growing period of its life. He gets all 
this in the big type hog.

It may be a long time before they get 
square with the packers, but in the mean- 
time they have the their own 
hands of getting at least in part even with 
them, and putting something in their own 
pockets. We talk about it in this hot 
weather, because our readers will be eating 
ham, and the old men who were reared in a 
time when people knew how to cure pork 
will say: “It doesn’t taste like the old sort 
that was killed about Christmas, and 
smoked in March with sugar tree wood in 
the old smoke house.” Now, of course, the 
younger folks.will say that this ham is a 
good deal like the pies that “mother used 
to make;” that the old man had a better ap- 
petite when he was young, and ham and 
everything else tasted better, even to the 
water in the spring.

There may be.a grain of truth in that; 
but none the less we believe that the old 
folks are right in this, and that these meats, 
which retail at from 35 to 40 per cent. above 
the cost wholesale at the packing house, if 
Secretary Wilson’s figures are right, are 
bought back at about three times the price 
he receives from his hogs from the packer. 


So while the old folks and the young 
are disputing about the correctness of the 
old folks’ taste, we suggest that even if the 
weather is hot, they take up for considera- 
tion the propriety of avoiding this extra ex- 
pense next year and eating home cured 
meat. We have been urging this for a 
number of years, and some of our readers 
wave tried it. Some have succeeded and 
others have failed, simply because they did 
not take pains to learn how to cure meat.

"TWENTY YEARS WITH ALFALFA. 


_ Experience of a Successful Grower.. 

I do not know that success in growing 
ifalfa is limited to any one, or to a single 
y or method, for varying conditions may 
dify some usually considered essential 
quirement. In other words, there is like- 
0 unvarying absolutely best way for all 
litions. From the knowledge which I 
ve gained, from the numerous experi- 
ants which have been made, from in- 
mation received from many growers, and 
m my own actual experience in sowing 
alfa annually for nearly twenty years, I 
ve reached the point in alfalfa growing 
vere I look for favorable and certain re- 
ts just as confidently as I do when I sow 
eat, rye, oats, timothy or clover. There 
o unexplainable mystery connected with 
seeding and growing of alfalfa. The 
ntire process is easily acquired and con- 
ists in a knowledge of the requirements of 
ep Plant, in knowing how to do and doing 
rhat is required. 

My last seeding in September, 1910, was 
the most successful and productive of the 
st results of any seeding in my experi- 
ce, and the method employed was the 
ulmination of the best knowledge and in- 
OPrmation on the subject derived from all 
Sources, during my twenty years’ experi- 


ence. This tract consisted of about twenty- 
five acres of well drained creek bottom 
land. It was quite heavily manured during 


the winter and spring of 1909 and to the 
manure there was added about 1,000 pounds 
of ground rock phosphate per acre. 

As early as possible in the spring of 1909 
the ground was plowed to a depth of six or 
seven inches. It was well worked down 
and as soon as it was sufficiently warm, 
was sown to cowpeas. It was my intention 
to harvest the peas in time to seed to alfalfa 
in August or September of that year, but 
various causes and conditions prevented the 
preparation of the seed bed for alfalfa until 
October, which I considered too late and I 
had the ground prepared by disking and 
sown to wheat. 

As soon as the wheat was removed in 
July, 1910, the ground was again plowed to 
a depth of six or seven inches and followed 
with a sub-soil plow set for about the same 
depth. After plowing, about one ton of 
ground limestone and three or four hundred 
pounds of inoculated soil was applied per 
acre, and was thoroughly disked and har- 
rowed in. Following this the ground was 
disked every few days, as conditions would 
permit until about September 15, when the 
seed was sown. The seed bed was in about 
as fine a condition as repeated disking, har- 
rowing and rolling could make it. It was

the most perfect seed bed for alfalfa I have 
ever made, 

The seed was sown broadcast with a hand 
seeder about twenty pounds to the acre— 
one-half of the seed sown in one direction 
and cross sown with the other half. The 
seed was harrowed lightly and rolled with a 
double disk roller. The alfalfa came up 
quickly and evenly all over the field and at- 
tained a growth of three or four inches be- 
fore the ground was frozen. So far as I 
know not a single plant winter killed, and 
there was an almost perfect and even stand 
all over the entire field. 

The first cutting this season (1911), less 
than nine months after seeding, was esti- 
mated at two tons per acre. The second 
cutting was not quite so heavy. The third 
crop is coming along nicely and will be 
ready within two weeks. There will be a 
yield of four or five tons per acre for the 
first year from seeding, 

The question may be raised whether it 
was necessary to do each and every thing 
that was done in this case. I can only say 
that it was more than I had ever done be 
fore, but the result was correspondingly 


better in every way. Whether any part 
could have been omitted with the same re- 
sult I am unable to say.

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course, was to be expected. From my ex- 
perience and observations, I am satisfied 
that the application of some manure at the 
time the ground is being prepared for seed- 
ing is most desirable, in order to give the 
plant a good start and assist it until it be- 
comes well and deeply rooted. I think that 
the manure applied at this time is a most 
important element in securing a good stand, 
and when the stand is secured, three or four 
crops each year, for several years} is as- 
sured. It is most important, therefore, that 
a good start and good stand be obtained. 


I have obtained very good results with- 
out the use of ground limestone, but on the 
other hand I have obtained better results 
with it. There is, I think, no question that 
for best results on most soils, limestone is 
necessary. No doubt there is so much acid- 
ity in some soils that alfalfa cannot be 
grown successfully without it. It is a con- 
dition that should be ascertained by test. 


I can say the same of phosphorus as of 
limestone, that I have grown good alfalfa 
without it, but I have grown much better 
alfalfa with it. I do not know that it is 
necessary after the plant roots have ex- 
tended down below the soil that has been 
exhausted by frequent croppings of much 
of its phosphorus, but I do believe it is just 
as essential and necessary in the beginning 
as any of the other elements of plant food. 

I am frequently asked if inoculation is 
really necessary. I can most emphatically 
say that it is, if immediate and satisfactory 
results are desired. When my first at- 
tempts at growing alfalfa were made I 
knew nothing about inoculation, in fact, had 
never heard of it. My first sowing never 
grew very rank and only lasted three or 
four years. When this field was plowed up 
and reseeded with additional ground, I soon 
discovered that the reseeded part was much 
thriftier and better than the other. It was 
about this time that I learned about inocu- 
lation and tried it and obtained a good 
healthy growth from the start. 


It is probable that inoculation would have 
come to my fields in time, but it would have 
taken years to obtain the result that I ob- 
tained in one season by applying inoculated 
soil. After a start has once been made 
and alfalfa hay has been fed upon the farm 
and the manure applied to the fields to be 
sown, there will likely be sufficient inocula- 
tion for all purposes, but in the beginning 
inoculation is absolutely necessary for best 
results. : 


Alfalfa is a deep-rooted plant and there- 
fore the ground should be plowed and thor- 
oughly pulverized to a considerable depth 
in order to give the plant a good start. It 
is better to plow some time before seeding 
and give the ground frequent disking and 
harrowing until it is thoroughly and finely 
pulverized. It is one of the most important 
things in sowing alfalfa.

I have always sown the best seed I could 
buy and cannot recommend any other. For 
the small difference in price no one can af- 
ford to take chances with poor seed. With 
well fertilized soil, thoroughly prepared 
seed bed and good seed sown at the proper 
time, I have never known of a failure. 

I have usually sown twenty pounds to the 
acre, but am now convinced that when all 
the conditions named have been complied 
with, a fertile soil, limestone, phosphorus, 
inoculation, good seed and well prepared 
seed bed, a much less quantity will suffice. 

I have always used a small hand seeder, 
broadcasting and cross sowing, which plan 


has always secured for me a uniform and 
even stand. A light harrowing is given 
after the seed is sown, and on my last sow- 
ing I followed the harrow with a double 
disk roller apparently with the best results. 
I believe the rolling is important, especially 
in a dry time. 

I understand that disk drills are being 
made for sowing alfalfa in rows three or 
four inches apart. I have never used or 
seen one, but think the idea a good one, as 
the seed could be distributed more evenly 
and covered to a more uniform depth, 

To those who sow .alfalfa for the first

HOW DOES THIS STRIKE YOU? 

The following from the Galveston, Texas, 
News was sent us recently by President 
Frazier of the National Association: 

“It’s an oldtime saying that when a man 
has failed at everything else, he always feels 
that he can make a fortune by raising 
chickens,” said L. C. Hill, horticultural 
agent of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe, 
when seen Saturday, at the conclusion of 
the. meeting of the gulf line representatives 
in Galveston. “I don’t know how true it is, 
but it strikes me that if that man comes to 
Texas and raises pigs instead, he has a 
whole lot better show than his eastern or 
middle western brother who starts in the 
incubator business. In*my work I get 
pretty close to some actual facts and fig- 
ures, and the man who doesn’t realize the 
potential profits in the Texas pig won’t be 
hurt if he follows a little calculation that is 
based on cold facts. A farmer I know in 
Texas—I could give his name if it was nec- 
essary—bought 100 pigs on April 1, 1910. 
There isn’t any special significance in the 
fact that he bought them on April Fools’ 
Day, either. The only one they fool is the 
pessimist, 

“He paid $150 for that bunch of a hun- 
dred squealers. On October 1 he had paid 
out $325 for rice polish and rice bran, and 
$25 for fifty bushels of corn at 50c a bushel. 
By the 10th of November he had bought $60 
worth of corn more, and had paid another 
$172 for polish. December corn cost him 
$40, rice polish $43 and rice bran $75.24. 
Through January he haa spent $74 more for 
corn. By this time his 100 pigs cost him, 
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including the purchase price, $964.24. He 
shipped them in January, 1911, sending to 
market 81 head weighing 18,110 pounds net. 

“This was an average of a little over 223 
pounds each. The pigs sold for $8.30 a 
hundred pounds, bringing $1,503.13. Tak- 
ing out the freight, yard and feed charges 
of $57.53, that netted him $1,445.60 in cash 
for the lot. 

“This sale brought him in a net average 
of $17.85 per head, and as the cost a head 
amounted to $9.64, there was a net profit of 
$8.21 a head for the pigs he sold. The

Pigs or shoats on good winter pasture 
will be in much better health and will make 
faster and cheaper gains than when no pas- 
ture is furnished. Rye and wheat furnish 
the best winter pasture hogs. Blue- 
grass, if not pastured too heavily in the fall, 
makes a good winter pasture. Rye 
should be sown in August and September 
to make the best pasture. Wheat usually 
makes the best fall pasture, but it is not so 
good as rye for spring pasture. The incon- 
venience of clover and other pasture dying 
out may be overcome by the use of some of 
these quick growing crops and rape, oats, 
cowpeas, etc.

For the best results with the pigs, they 
should have supplementary feeding after 
they are three or four weeks old and while 


still running with the sow. This can be 
provided in a trough placed in a small pen 
or yard, to which the sow cannot gain ac- 
cess, and a little sweet skim milk and mid- 
dlings, with perhaps a little molasses and 
some ground oats, with the hulls sifted out. 
But little will be needed at a time, but in 
this manner the pigs can be taught to eat 
early in life, and when weaned at the age 
of eight, or at least ten weeks, they will go 
right on growing without any setback from 
the weaning period, 


It is well to have a trough in the hog house 
in which. is kept wood ashes, salt and cop- 
peras.

A SUCCESSFUL HOG 
RAISER. 


| I do not believe that the most successful 
jog raiser is the man who gets the largest 
\nimals at a certain age, but the man who 
vets the least cost per pound for feed, 
writes A. B. Bennett, in Nebraska Farmer. 
have been watching the success of one of 
ny neighbors for the past three years, and 
the other day I went over to his lots to see 
f I could learn how he fed his sows and 
igs. 
| He is feeding his sows one-half gallon of 
»yats, one-half gallon of corn and some tank- 
ge. The corn and oats are soaked. This 
's the first time he has tried tankage, so he 
‘s not prepared to state just how it will pan 
put. He gives his hogs nothing to drink 
out water. No slop of any kind is offered. 
is reason for this is that some of the ani- 


mals gorge themselves when slopped and 
then get off feed. In winter these sows got 
alfalfa and dry corn. His alfalfa hay was 
all fed up before spring came and that is 
the reason he is feeding some tankage. 

The sows have the range of a field in win- 
ter for exercise, and the sows with their 
pigs run out in the same field as soon as 
the pigs are a few days old. The pigs are 
farrowed in March. The sleeping place is 
a shed open to the south so the sun can 
shine clean to the back side. In winter this 
is boarded up about three feet from the bot- 
tom and arranged so it can be closed up at 
the top in case of a cold wind or rain from 
the south. For a floor woven wire fencing 
is used.

From 
this data we concluded that blood meal and 
skim milk have a similar feeding value 
when fed on the basis of an equal number 
of pounds of protein, and as supplements 
to either old or new corn. 


3. Hogs fed old corn made gains slightly 
in excess of the hogs fed new corn in the 
ear. 

4. Hogs fed old corn made a profit 
slightly in excess of hogs fed new ear corn. 

5. Where a good market is offered for 
skimmed milk, a margin of $1 between the 
cost and selling price of the hogs is neces- 
sary in order that this by-product may form 
a part of the ration fed to fattening pigs. 

6. Since blood meal is a commercial pro- 
duct and always available, it is unwise and 
unprofitable to use corn alone for growing 
or fattening hogs.—Bulletin of Virginia Ex- 
periment Station.

DIAGNOSING HOG CHOLERA, 
The symptoms may be the same in any 
two hogs, and sometimes they are quite 
different, says C. E. Wilson of the Missouri

One is the acute form, 
which causes the death of the pigs in a few 
days. The other is the chronic form, with 
which a hog may linger quite a while and 
finally get well. However, while one hog 
may have the chronic and less dangerous 
form, another hog exposed to infection 
from the first may take the acute form and 
die in a day or two. 


forms of cholera. 


With both forms of cholera, the first out- 
ward symptom is weakness and a tottering, 
wabbly gait. Sometimes there will be a 
profuse diarrhoea, but in the same lot some 
others may be constipated, Sometimes also, 
there is a gummy exudate around the eyes. 

The chief characteristic of cholera is the 
formation of hemorrhagic spots in various 
parts of the body. This may sometimes be 
seen on the skin of the belly, showing a 
speckled red. This is about the surest sign 


that can be detected from the outside, but 
it cannot be seen except in light-skinned 
This is caused by the bursting of 
the small capillaries or blood vessels in the 
skin. 

Another indication which is almost cer- 
tain for cholera is the spreading, infectious 
nature of the disease. It will be in the 
whole herd if one animal has it and_runs 
with the others, 

If a hog has died and cholera is suspect- 
ed, the carcass should be carefully exam- 
ined for indications of the disease. As in 
the case of symptoms, some may be found 
in one hog, and different indications in an- 
other. But some are sure to be present if 
the hog died of cholera.

The many 
small glands in the region may show the 
same characteristic speckled condition as 
those in the neck.

The above indications are more likely to 
be found in the acute form of cholera, and 
are associated with a rapid working action 
of the disease and rather sudden deaths. It 
is the most virulent form and should be 
carefully guarded. 

In the chronic form almost any of the 
symptoms may be found, but there are 
likely to be fewer indications. The intes- 
tines, however, will likely show serious ul- 
cers. These entirely

pork production, and we know, too, that 
having our great crops of corn will always 
give us the world’s advantage in the most} 
profitable production of pork. But a 
don’t all appear to know so well that the 
common practice of confining our fattening 
hogs to an almost exclusive ration of corn 
means that we are using this great corn so| 
uneconomically that we are often neutral- 
izing the great trade advantages our corn 
gives us over the countries that make pork 
without so much corn, 
Some time it is hoped the American 
swine breeder will come to realize that the 
fat hog is not wholly corn, but that the| 
most profitable fat hog is one that has been 
normally fed with a view of maintaining 
such good digestion and constitution that 
his appetite will be a sure indication of his 
Brettable use of feed eaten. 

“This condition will mean, of course, that 
he has had as much corn in his ration as 
possible and that the corn has been supple- 
mented with such nitrogenous feeds, grown 
or bought, preferably grown, if possible, 
other things being equal, as shall make the 
full utilization of his full feeding of corn a 
certainty. 


“When we corn growers and corn feed 
ers come to a full realization of the funda- 
mental feeding fact, especially as related 
to swine husbandry, that our corn as we'l 
as every other single feed has its limita- 
tions, both as to profitableness and nutri- 
tive value, then we will be approdéfine

evident that this influence must come from 


one of three sources: From the sow en- 
tirely, from the breeding boar entirely, or 
partly from both, 

That the sows do influence the size of the 
litters is generally conceded among all of 
the leading swine breeders. Some sows 
will produce eight to twelve pigs at a litter, 
while others will produce but three or four, 
though mated with the same breeding boar. 
Some may ask if this does not prove that 
the breeding boar exercises no real influ- 
ence upon the size of the litter. I would 
say that it does not. The most it can pos- 
sibly prove is that he does not exercise as 
much influence upon the outcome of a sin- 
gle mating as the sow. But even such evi- 
dence is not conclusive, for the same breed- 
ing boar, if mated with other sows, will in 
some instances bring large litters. This 


| makes it possible in the absence of evidence 


to the contrary, that the breeding boar does 
exercise an influence upon prolificacy in 
procreation. 

I have noticed that many times when a 
breeding boar is mated with a large num- 


ber of sows during one breeding season, 
_that the first litters are usually larger than 


those that come later in the season. Some 


will claim that this is due to the greater 


/ vigor possessed by the breeding boar. But 
if vigor by the breeding boar exercises. an 
influence upon prolificacy then it is only 
fair for me to assume that vigor in the sow 
exercises the same influence, thus we can 
see that it is easy to reason that the result 
stated may come chiefly from the sows, as 
the most healthy and vigorous sows will 


| come in heat before the less vigorous ones. 
| It is almost certain that some of the influ- 


ence resulting in large litters comes from 
‘the breeding boars, for if we were to breed 
a herd of good, vigorous sows to a breed- 
‘ing boar that had become enfeebled by ex- 
ercise of service, it is almost certain that 
there would be an increased proportion of 
small litters, 

It has been claimed by many intelligent 
breeders that a bunch of corn fed sows that 
have had their breeding powers impaired by 
heavy feeding will produce larger litters 


when they are mated with a Large York- 
‘shire or Bamworth breeding boar.

vigor and food are important factors in in- 
creasing prolification in procreation, 
While it is obvious that breeding boars 
should have the power to transmit tenden- 
cies to prolificacy as well as to beget pro- 
lifcacy in the female progeny, it is of course 


of 


impractical to attempt to determine the 
degree of this influence which they will 


thus exercise absolutely, or relatively, since, 
as previously mentioned, it is quite certain 
to be a varying quantity because of the in- 
fluence from the mentioned, but 
one thing we should keep in mind is the 
fact that the influence or increased pro- 
lificacy will be greatest when the influence 
exercised by the breeding boars and the 
sows operate in harmony rather than in op- 
position. To speak more plainly, select 
both the breeding boars and brood sows 
that are to be kept for breeding purposes 
from fair sized litters. To me it seems the 
height of folly to assume that these influ- 
ences of a prolificacy come from one parent,

RAISERS SHOULD BE POSTED ON 
RATIONS. ; 

Swine raisers should be well posted as to 
what their hogs want and need and know 
the value of every ration that is fed to 
them. B. E, Carmichael of the Ohio Ex- 
periment Station was queried on this point | 
by a number of hog raisers and answering 
he told them of experiments. He said: 

“In swine feeding experiments conducted 
at the Ohio Experiment Station special at- 
tention has been given to various supple- 
mental concentrates, skim milk and green 
feeds for use in connection with corn, the | 
feed which constitutes by far the largest 
part of the ration for hogs in the corn belt, | 
but which on account of its deficiency in 
protein and ash does not in itself consti-- 
tute an adequate ration for growing fatten 
ing swine. 


Experiments along this line, the resume 
of some of which are available in bulletins 
of the Ohio station, show very forcibly tke | 
need for a more intelligent utilization Of | 
corn in pork production and the high value | 
of various home-grown and commercial 
concentrated feeds, such as soy beans, mid- 
dlings, linseed oil meal and tankage, of skim 
milk and green feeds (whether from pet | 
manent or annual pastures) for use in COM | 
nection with corn, which, although not a 
perfect feed in itself, is the cheapest grain | 
feed of high efficiency that-is available for 
a large use in pork production and can weil. 
continue to be used extensively in making 


“Feeders need to know the food require- 
ments of their animals, and the value and 
limitations of feeds that are produced on 
the farm or that may be produced there, | 
and of feeds that may be purchased, This 
information coupled with an intimile | 


q 
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‘knowledge of market conditions will per- 
mit feeders to avoid wasteful methods and 
to secure more profit from their swine-feed- 
ing operations than would otherwise be 
secured. Young, growing swine need ra- 
tions higher in protein and ash than do 
swine that are well grown or well along 
toward maturity, and on this account a 
Jarger proportion of the supplemental feeds 
should be used ‘with corn for them than for 
the older swine.

For winter graz- 
ing artichokes should be planted, for they 
are as easy to raise as Irish potatoes and 
they will yield several hundred bushels per 
acre and provide a succulent and most de- 
sirable form of food for brood sows and 
other hogs during the winter season. In 
spring fall-sown oats and vetch will serve 
every purpose.

A Splendid Lot of Durocs Passes 
R. J. Harding. 

The Illinois Duroc show at one of the greatest of 
all fairs was in keeping with the magnitude of the 
big exposition, and while some classes failed to show 
any outstanding individuals, there was plenty of 
quality in the show as a whole. One of the most 
unfortunate things that can befall a show of this 
kind is for the spectators and exhibitors to lose con- 
fidence in the judge’s work at the outset. This 
thing occurred at Springfield and although his work 
in the main was well done, this misstep in the first 
tie cost him a good deal of annoyance clear to the 
end. His evident error here seemed to throw 
down the bars for trouble and they gave it to him 
almost to the close. There were other places 
throughout that were most unsatisfactory not only 
to one man, but to a majority of the exhibitors, and 
it was a very unpleasant two days’ work that Mr. 
~Harding had to do. We believe if Mr. Harding had 
finished the work of each division with more speed 
and taken much less time, he would have come out 
of the job with more breeders standing with him. 
The grand champion is a boar by Defender, a great 
smooth senior, only two days too old to show in the 
junior class. He was undoubtedly the best boar of 
the show. The grand champion sow is a splendid 
silt’ by Bo & @oseCol.; almostwa--perntect type 
of animal, and Mr. Harding was warmly applauded 
for his courage in turning to her from the Iowa 
grand champion, a sow of his own breeding, and 
tying it on this one. It is the first time in his 
fifteen years of judging that he ever tied a cham- 
pionship on an under year sow, but she was too 
good.

out of the formative period and is enjoying 
an era of prosperity. Still Mr. Frazier is 
striving as hard as any young breeder could, 
to his system of management, 
and by so doing he is making his business 
more and more profitable all the time. He 
insists that his farm is by no means con- 
ducted perfectly. The fact is, he is so busy 
raising hogs that he does not realize the 
merits of his methods. 

This farm, as has already been observed, 
has a name. A farm, like any well managed 
institution, should be given a name so that a 
reputation may be established upon it which 
will become a part of it, as well as of its 
owner, for if the reputation should reside in 
the owner alone, he may die and the reputa- 
tion of the farm die with him, while reputa- 
tion of a farm with a name clings to it and 
may remain a part of it even with changes 
of ownership. The kind of a reputation a 
farm maintains, however, depends largely 
upon the ability of the present owner. 

The farm contains 275 acres of land, but 60 
acres are rented out on shares, so that there 
are about 215 acres in the hog farm proper. 
It is distributed as follows: 60 acres in corn; 
10 acres in the farmstead, including barn- 
yard, pig pens and the home grounds; 40 
acres cut in small fields of three to eight 
acres each by hog-proof fences; and 105 
acres aré in native mesquite, Bermuda and 
rescue grass sod. A strip of low land along 
a spring branch which passes through the 
farm-is sub-irrigated and suitable for alfalfa. 
Usually it is devoted to this crop, but last 
year the meadow was grazed too close and 
the stand lost, and since then it has been too 
dry at planting time to reseed 
meadow. 

The pastures are well watered by the 
spring branch. Along it there is plenty of 
shade for the live stock. 

As this farm is located on the prairie al- 
ready described and is cut with numerous 
streams, the description of the soils of the 
Fertility 
has not been considered a problem until re- 
cently, when the owner began -to notice the 
falling off in the yields of corn ,his principal 
grain crop. The changing of crops and the 
grazing of hogs on the small fields have 
maintained their fertility very well. A valu- 
able lesson in the management of a corn 
field was learned this season by watching an 
experiment on an adjoining farm where the 
farmer planted two rows of corn and skipped 
the third row, which a little later he planted 
to cowpeas: This area was compared to an- 
other field of similar soil in which corn was 
planted in the usual manner with no cow- 
peas. At the proper time the crops were 
gathered and weighed on a set of farm scales. 
The result was that two rows of corn where 
the cowpeas were planted produced a little 
more corn than three rows on the ground 
that had been planted all to corn, and the 
quality of the corn was considerably better.

Mr. Frazier, desiring to grow a legume upon 
all of his soils a third of the time, now plans 
to use this system on his corn field hereafter. 

The equipment of this farm is rather in- 
expensive and very simple. The climate of 
Texas is such that expensive hog barns are 
altogether unnecessary. Mr. 
rowing pens cost him probably $2.50 each, 
they being constructed of six-inch boards 
with a cover over one end of them. No other 
houses are used. The fencing of the pas- 
ture consists of 26-inch woven wire and three 
barb wires, on posts about 12 feet apart. 
There is a nice barn sufficiently large for a 
few head of horses and milk cows and such 
grain and forage as is necessary for all the 
stock. The home is a modest cottage, well 
built and rather attractive. All of the 
buildings are kept painted and add much to 
the appearance of the farm. 

Owing to the high price of grain, Mr. Fra- 
zier considers hog raising in Texas unprofit- 
able unless adequate pasture is provided for 
winter and summer grazing, and he urges 
the importance of feeding some _ grain 
throughout the year. Discussing these points 
he said, “I-make pastures the basis of my 
feeding operations, because they decrease the 
cost of production, but a man cannot afford 
to grow hogs on grain or pasture alone. 
Bermuda, mesquite and rescue furnish graz- 
ing a large part of the year, the first two 
lasting from April to October and the rescue 
from November until May, except during 
drouths. Supplementing these I plant 
small fields in such crops as alfalfa, winter 
oats, sorghum, cowpeas and soy beans. I 
have them in patches so that I can turn my 
hogs into one, and as soon as it is grazed 
down, turn them into another. This pre- 
vents the hogs from killing out the stand in 
one field and allowing another to become too 
coarse.” 

Mr. Frazier takes his stock off the oat 
fields in March and in June he 
crop of oats, and since they are a red rust- 
proof variety which he has grown the past 18 
years without loss by winter killing, he sells 
them as seed oats at double the ordinary 
market price of oats. He buys what he 
needs for feeding purposes. After the crop 
is off he turns in some hogs to glean the 
fields. He says it is generally too dry at 
his place to grow cowpeas or soy beans after 
oats. 

Mr. Frazier has never determined definite- 
ly what it costs to raise a hog, but the many 
evidences of success to bee seen on his farm 
are conclusive that he knows how to grow 
them economically. He feeds a grain ration 
the year round. In September of 1910 he 
was feeding approximately the balanced ra- 
tion of corn chops, shorts and digested tank- 
age mixed with artesian water. 
his grain feeding he said, “I vary the amount 
of grain that I feed to suit the needs of the 
individual animal, the condition of my pas- 
tures are in and the purpose for which I am 
feeding. To feed properly a man must at all

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WIRE CUTS. 
Farm animals are frequently cut with 
wire. When the injury is severe it will pay 


to employ a veterinarian to dress the 
wound. Where the services of a competent 
veterinarian cannot be obtained, the farmer 
will have to handle the case himself, and 
this advice is for the farmer in this pre- 
dicament. 

The first thing to get right is the correct 
point of view. By this I mean to remem- 
ber that remedies are used for the purpose 
of assisting nature and not to cure the dis- 
ease. This thought, if kept in mind, will 
eliminate innumerable nostrums, suggested 
by enterprising neighbors, and insure an 
opportunity for the wound to heal without 
harmiul interference. 

The ordinary wound will heal if not in- 
terfered with. This interference may be 
from germs, parasites, meddling with the 
wound, on the part of the man or the ani- 
mal itself, 

The first thing to do, of course, would be 
to stop the hemorrhage. This can be ac- 
complished by a tight bandage of clean, 
white muslin applied either over the wound 
or above it. A thread may be run under 
the artery by using a needle ,and tied. D« 
not use flour, dirt, cobwebs, or anything of 
that sort on the wound; they are unneces- 
sary and may produce a dangerous infec- 
tion. 

Having checked the bleeding, remove the 
clots of blood and cut off the ragged edges 
of tissue with clean shears. A pan of anti- 
septic solution should be provided, and one 
of the best antiseptics on the farm is creo- 
lin. Add a teaspoonful of this to a pint of 
water that has been boiled and use it on the 
wound two or three times a day. Place the 
knife, shears, etc., in this solution and wash 
the hands before beginning to dress the 
wound. See that there is good drainage 
from the wound and do not tie the wound 
up with covering of-any kind. 

In about a week it may be well to change 
to dry dressing. In the meantime it will be 
well. to get in communication with some 
veterinarian who will advise you in the case 
from this time on, 

I did not mention sewing up the wound 
for the reason that in ragged cuts it is bet- 
ter not to do so.—Geo. H. Glover, Colorado 
Agricultural College.

The danger lies in the 
fact that if this prejudice becomes thor- 
oughly established it will be hard to cor- 
réct it.

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LOUISIANA GOING AFTER NEW FARM- 
ERS. 


The state of Louisiana with many million 
acres of now unéultivated but highly pro- 
ductive soil, a mild climate which permits a 
series of crops to be grown on the same land 
each year, and.a net work of navigable 
canals and streams which insures cheap 
transportation, will bid for the immigration 
Canada is now getting from the United 
States. In order to make the bid most ef- 
fective, a Louisiana Agricultural Exhibit 
Company has been appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, and supplied with funds by the par- 
ishes, or counties of the state, for the pur- 
pose of gathering exhibits and data concern- 
ing agricultural production, cost and profits, 
health and market conditions, character of 
the soil and climate, ete., and thus equipped 
meet the people of the North and West face 
to face. 

The commission will demonstrate that with 
only 5,000,000 acres in cultivation out of 
27,000,000 acres comprising the state, the 
people of Louisiana have prospered, her 
planters have enjoyed wealth and affluence, 
and her farmers have never known want. 
The plantation, or overlord system, is now 
rapidly disapearing, and the great estates are 
being subdivided and cultivated by smaller 
independent farmers. The cut-over forests 
are being cleared and opened up to settle- 
ment. The wet alluvial lands are being 
drained and made available to the plow. In 
this manner new tracts of virgin lands are 
being made available and the state in its 
official capacity is taking time by the fore- 
lock, and is going after farmer families to 


occupy these lands. 


The first exhibit the Louisiana Commission 
will give will be at the United States Land 
and Irrigation Exposition, at Chicago No- 
vember 18 to December 9. Others will follow 
later. The object of the Commission is to

7 WHY MILK SOURS. 

Mr. G. L. Martin of the North Dakota 
Agricultural College gives this concise ex- 
planation of milk becoming sour: 

The souring of milk is not unlike the sour- 
ing of fruit juice or vegetable matter. It is 
due to the action of a particular kind of 
micro-organism which we call _ bacteria. 
These little organisms are a good deal like 
other forms of life, in that they must have 
air, moisture, warmth and food in order to 
/live, multiply and work. The particular food 
‘of a great many bacteria is sugar, and the 
product which they manufacture is called 
acid. For instance, when the juice is 
pressed from the apple, it is called sweet 
cider, because of the sugar it contains. But 
| soon the bacteria enter from the air, from 
“unclean utensils, or from other surroundings, 
‘and at once begin work upon the sugar, 
ywhich soon turns the cider hard, and finally 
it becomes vinegar unless put into an air- 
tight keg and kept in a cool place. 

Among the constituents of milk are water 
to the-amount of 87.1 per cent., fat 3.9 per 
cent., casein 3.5 per cent., mineral matter .75 
\per cent., and sugar 4.75 per cent. When the 
milk is first drawn it tastes sweet because of 
the milk sugar which it contains, just the 
same as cider tastes sweet when it is first 
\pressed from the apples. The average milk, 
,aS will be seen, contains nearly 5 per cent. 
‘sugar, which means about five pounds for 
yevery 100 pounds of milk, which, when 
,echanged into acid by the bacteria produces 
what we call souring. 


\ To work best, these bacteria require warm 


surroundings of about 70 degrees F.; or room 
)temperature; besides, they must have some 
air and enough moisture to keep their food, 
‘the sugar, in solution. The milk, the same 
as cider, has all these conditions present, so 
(just as soon as it is drawn the bacteria be- 
‘gin to work rapidly, because, since the milk 
|is warm, all the conditions necessary are ex- 
jactly right. Then, unless the milk is cooled, 
they continue rapid work until all the sugar 
\is changed to acid—the milk soured. 

| Since these little organisms must first get 
into the milk, then have a warm tempera- 
‘ture in which to work, the way to prevent 
the milk from getting sour is to keep the 
bacteria out as much as possible, then make 
‘the surroundings so cold that they can not 
work. To do this, have all surroundings, as 
yard, stable and stall, in good sanitary con- 
dition, then curry and brush the cow at least 
|with as much care and attention as is given 
(the horses. Keep all pails, strainers and 
(other milk utensils scrupulously clean, and, 
finally, cool the milk to 50 degrees F. imme- 
diately after milking. Setting milk into an 
‘ice box, a cave or a cellar to cool is not a 
Very good plan, because of frequent poor 
ventilation and bad odors. A more satis- 
factory way is to make either a small vat, 
big enough to hold several shotgun milk 
fans, or cut a barrel into halves and provide 
with a well-fitted cover to keep out all dust

There is more 
‘right kind of ancestry than in the 
ig of a ribbon by the boar you have 
yes on. When you see an outstand- 
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when you see a good litter all the way 
through, all of the same type, you know 
that it is the breeding and the ancestry that 
has made that possible, so don’t tie your 
faith to a prize winner if he isn’t backed by 
the blood lines that have done something 
for the breed before this record. You may 
think when a breeder advertises “every one 
a hot blooded one,” that he is wasting print- 
ers’ ink, but the principle he is advocating 
is right.- First, get a hog that is made 
right, then see that his ancestors are of 
the right kind, and have helped make the 
breed improve; then if he is a descendant of 
a champion you have all you need and no 
more than you need, wrapped up in the one 
package, and don’t let a few dollars keep 
you from owning such a one. 


KEEPING THE Too little attention is 
HERD BOAR paid to the keeping and 
VIGOROUS the condition of the herd 

boar. Because he. is a 
ranter and has to be kept in a pen, many 
breeders go on the theory that any old pen 
will do the boar. No greater mistake was 
ever made. The sire of your next year’s 
crop needs a grass lot with plenty of range, 
and needs proper feed. Corn is good if 
given in small quantities, but oil meal, 
shorts and other supplemental slops should 
be given and every attention paid to keep- 
ing him in good physical condition. The 
size of your next spring litters will depend 
greatly upon his vigor and healthfulness, 
and now that the breeding season is at hand 
the care and attention should be doubled. 
Use a breeding crate, too; it will save much 
trouble and add much to the good work of 
the sire. This adjunct to the hog breeding 
farm has become a necessity. Many of the 
good boars over the country are sacrificed 
on account of their weight, but they can be 
used at any weight and of any size*if you 
have a breeding crate. Don’t try to get 
through this season without one.

KEEP PLENTY OF GRASS LOTS. 


Hogs cannot be raised cheaply or in the 
thriftiest condition without green pasture 
crops. The clovers, lespedeza, Bermuda 
grass, garden stuff, peanuts, cowpeas (not 
on certain alluvial lands), soy beans, sweet 
potatoes—all make good spring, summer 
and fall pastures for hogs. 


WHEN A SOW IS A GOOD MILKER, 


The principal test of whether a sow is a 
good milker or not is the thrift of her pigs 
and her condition while nursing them. If 
they do well and she eats liberally and 
keeps up good health and digestion, and at 
the same time gets a little thin, it is pretty 
good evidence that she is a good milker, 
and will do to keep as long as her useful- 
ness lasts. 


STOCK HUSBANDRY 
EDUCATION IN ILLINOIS 


An Exhaustive Article from Breeders’ Ga- 
zette on the Work Being Done in 
Our State Institution. 

From a recent number of the Breeders’ 
Gazette we clip the following article by De- 
witt C. Wing, one of their staff writers, rel- 
ative to the education along stuck hus- 
bandry lines in Illinois. The article is so 
thorough in its treatment of the subject that 
we felt every reader of this paper would be 
interested in it: 

Animal husbandry is the most popular 
subject taught in the Illinois College of 
Agriculture. Last year almost as 
many students were enrolled for the various 
courses in this work as were listed for any 
other study in the institution. Nearly 1,000 
young men, a large majority of them from 
Illinois farms, were members of animal hus- 
bandry classes. A steady increase of inter- 
est in this department has been expressed 
not only in enrollment figures, but in a large 
and growing demand for instructors, lectur- 
ers and judges to serve at institutes, chau- 


twice 


tauquas, meetings and national, state and 
county shows. Still another evidence of the 
department’s practical bearing upon the 


problems that confront stock farmers is its 
intimate touch with them through personal 
visits and extensive correspondence. It has 
a broad field in which to serve as an investi- 
gator and as a teacher, and its record of 
performance in either role reveals the high- 
est technical standards as regards objects, 
methods and results. Manned, as are the 
other departments of the University of Llli- 
that discriminating basis which 
weighs personal character along with scien- 
tific ability, this branch of the great school 
at Urbana has earned, gained and retained a 
public confidence and respect which are the 
richest assets of an educational institution. 
A large-visioned harmony, a fundamental 
unity of effort, a spirit of dignified modesty 
and a passion for truth, expressed in the 
personalities of students, and in words of 
pen and mouth, have given the teaching and 
research staff of this university a standing 
of distinguished eminence. 

Illinois is linked by the wisdom of nature 
to stock raising. It must continue to breed 
and feed animals that produce meat, milk, 
wool and power. Climate, topography, the 
range and rotation of crops, the nearness of 
markets, the dietary requirements of the 
country, and the development of an agricul- 
ture that shall increase and conserve soil 
fertility, predestine the expansion and main- 
tenance of animal husbandry in the state. 
Informed men do not speak of stock-raising 
as a specialty or as a narrow system; it is 
as a leg of a biped or possibly a tripod. It 
goes with and complements crop production 
in wide variety. Every stock farmer is a 
grain farmer, and most grain farmers are 
stock farmers. 
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Among thoughtful men there is no con- 
tention as to which system of agriculture 
should predominate in any community; their 
only concern is that the system shall be 
sound, judged according to direct results, 
permanent effects and the character of its 
influence expressed in human values. His- 
toric experience and the outcome of current 
practice leave no roo mto doubt that on this 
basis the breeding of improved live stock is 
inseparable from the most fruitful use of 
agricultural soils. Exclusive grain farming 
has been and may continue to be financially 
profitable; it may even be permanently pro- 
fitable, judiciously conducted, but it is too 
narrow, too bare of life and variety, too 
simple and monotonous, too mechanical and 
insular, too highly specialized and too stim- 
ulative of proxy farming to claim as its fol- 
lowers those men who aspire to be not ar- 
tisans, but artists, not cogs in an automatic 
commercial wheel, but whole wheels of a 
symmetrical life, hubbed, spoked and rim- 
med to move in harmony with the natural 
order. A bushel of grain, we are told, with 
a commendable exhibition of human sym- 
pathy, will feed more people than the same 
bushel converted into any animal product. 
If our only business in the world were to 
feed its people, then we should promptly get 
rid of every food-furnishing animal and live 
chiefly by bread alone the rest of our pale- 
faced days. 

It is not a bread famine that an enlight- 
ened country should fear; it is not an indi- 
vidual’s duty to feed his fellows, even al- 
though “he make money in doing so. It is 


not morally incumbent upon any farmer to. 


narrow his own life in order that his-labor 
may yield more food for the hungry. 
Brotherhood does not admit of expression 


in a material food supply. Grain-growing 


as a specialized art would increase many 
fold the stock of coveted loaves, and so, in 
an adjusted society, decrease human hun- 
ger. Looking at the problem from the 
fed’s point of view this would be altruism 
magnified to the nth power; but there is no 
altruism in a stupid sacrifice of life; that is 
sentimental heroism with which romancers 
have hypnotized many good people. 

What our country needs to fear is a fam- 
ine of vital, beautiful personal lives, ‘offered 
up on “the altar of gain, dwarfed by a nar- 
row, one-angled existence, atrophied by de- 
naturalized vocations. What would happen 
to the man’s real life who developed any 
specialty to the limits of its possibilities is 
quite as important as what would happen to 
his brother’s life if he should abandon his 
specialty. Feeders as well as the fed have 
a particular business to transact during 
their short stay in this land. To feed the 
hungry is a blessed privilege which mutu- 
ally opens the wells of the heart; but none 
of the exigencies of humanity can justify 
the emptiness of one man’s personal life by 
the consequent fullness of another’s stom- 
ach. Now the tendency of any specialty is 


toward more full dinner pails and 
rich, full-fledged lives.

Poultry husbandry is in charge of Pro- 
fessor D, O. Barto, who for the past sev- 
eral months, has been superintending the 
building of an excellent type of practical 
poultry house, with yards and coops. Last 
winter’s legislature made an appropriation 
for the establishment of this needed branch, 
and valuable investigations are planned, 
Other members of the animal husbandry 
staff are A. D. Emmett and W. H. Smith, 
and recently Professor W. F. Handschin, 
whose work with milking Short-horns in 
Minnesota, and connection with the animal 
husbandry department of the college at St. 
Anthony Park in that state, render his ser- 
vices of timely value in Illinois, was elected 
to an assistant professorship. Two addi- 
tional appointments also are just an- 
nounced: J. J. Yoke, a senior student in 
the college, is assistant in horse husbandry, 
and Sleeter Bull, a graduate of Ohio State 


University, joints the staff as assistant in 


animal nutrition. 

Dairy hsubandry conStitutes a separate 
department, which for many years has been 
headed by Professor W. J. Fraser, who re- 
cently resigned as chief, -but continuous of- 
ficial connection with the work. An ex- 
ceedingly useful educational service has 
marked many of the investigations and 
movements set on foot by Professor Fraser. 
In its reorganized form, with a number of 
experienced men added, the department is 
better prepared than ever before to meet 
the large and growing demands made upon 
it by dairymen and students, 

On the verge of a widespread shift to 
stock-farming, with keen interest among 
farmers expressing itself in sales of breed- 
ing stock and questions on all sorts of 
breeding and feeding problems, it is for- 
tunate for Illinois that the animal hus- 
bandry department at the university should 
be so admirably equipped for practical and 
thorough courses of instruction’ and scien- 
tific investigation in this inviting field. 

With a foremost research record back of 
it, with men of comprehensive training 
serving it as investigators and instructors, 
and with the facilities for giving the de- 
gree of Ph. D., which is offered by no other 
animal husbandry department in this coun- 
try, this branch of the Illinois College of 
Agriculture stands for ideals worthy of the 
memory of Lincoln and Turner. Gradu- 
ates in it have the outlook, insight and faith 
which stock-farmers require who stick to 
the business through fat years and lean, 
never letting loose to join a panicky crowd, 
but holding fast to that which is good. Such 
men cannot be happy in the contemplation 
of a landscape unadorned by those higher 
forms of life which have been companions 
of the race for many centuries. 


LACK OF KNOWLEDGE CAUSES 
FAILURES, 

How to feed hogs for best results is one 
thing important that every man who raises 
hogs does not know when he starts in the 
business, and a great many do not try to 
learn. They constitute the class who fail 
to make good money in the business. Pro- 
fit in the business of feeding hogs for a 
dozen years has been so soft that there is 
no wonder that hog raising is now on the 
increase, and how to feed for profit is some- 
thing worth knowing. 

Hog feeding is a good business, and not a 
few men who in the past have fed hogs and 
cattle are now feeding hogs alone, because 
there-is more money to be made with the 
hogs. 

With the big. increase in pork making 
that is likely will doubtless result in a level- 
ing down to some extent of the hog-on- 
hoof values, but that the settling down of 
swine prices is likely to be pronounced 
enough to put them below the point of pro- 
fit making to producers is a proposition 
that no well informed person believes. Such 
things, under such conditions as now pre- 
vail, rarely occur. 

With bread riots in many countries of 
Europe and prices for edible fats and food 
produce of all kinds far beyond the reach 
of working people abroad it seems practic- 
ally impossible for American swine breed- 
ers and feeders to create enough of a sur- 
plus to make the business unprofitable. 

The pig used to be the mortgage lifter. 
Now he is the education and home comfort 
and luxury buyer. 

From the rock-ribbed shores of Maine to 
the fruit orchards of California, and from 
reciprocity-racked Canada to _ revolution- 
racked Mexico there is a steady, strong and 
sure demand for fresh pork, hams, bacon, 
real hog lard and cured pork that would not 
be easy to over-supply. 

Iowa is going to have a bouncing crop of 
young porkers to exchange for money in 
the bank, and there are spots here and there 
over the country where there is some ex- 
cess over normal supplies, but taking the 
country from coast to coast and northern 
extremity to southern boundary, and the 
offering of fatted hogs will not be equal to 
the home demand, to say nothing about 
having much to spare for lands beyond the 
seas, 

Mexico has not been doing much lately 
except breed trouble and fatten discord, and 
our neighbors to the north never have been 
able and naturally never will be able to pro- 
duce heavily of fat hogs. 

The guff about Chinese pork coming to 
America is swept away by reports of suffer- 
ing and famine beyond the Pacific, and if 
reciprocity is carried by Canada, our north- 
ern feeders will find a most ready and pro- 
fitable demand for fat hogs beyond our 
northern border. 

What has the American hog breeder and 
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feeder to worry about? Not a thing, ex- 
cept how to breed and feed more and bet- 
ter hogs.—Exchange. 


SOME ESSENTIALS IN PIG FEEDING. 


Part of An Address Delivered at the Na- 
tional Corn Exposition, Columbus, O. 
Corn is primarily adapted for fattening 

purposes. Now to use corn to the best ad- 

vantage we must look at the animal to 
which it is to be fed. One of the best feat- 

ures in my work in swine feeding is that I 

have learned how to feed myself and to feed 

my family, and this is the foundation of 
good health for which we are all striving. 

A Process of Building—The animal is 
made up of different substances, as mineral 
matter, protein, fat, meat, non-nitrogenous 
tissue and water; in order to utilize corn 
best we must make it part of a ration that 
will supply all those different parts to the 
animal’s body. The growing of an animal 
is a process of construction, the same as the 
building of a house. 

We have found in practice that if we give 
hogs free access to mineral substances, such 
as charcoal, ash, bone lime, hardwood ashes 
that they will supply themselves with these 
materials. The animal must be supplied 
with a given quantity of protein; now corn 
again is very deficient in protein; it con- 
tains plenty of carbohydrates and consider- 
able fat. 

A pig which has been given all the corn 
it can eat, and all the water it can drink, 
cannot grow to any considerable extent be- 
cause there is a deficiency in mineral mat- 
ter and protein. We must go to some 
other feed that contains more protein; must 
use what we call nitrogenous concentrate. 
Now that is on the farm in the form of 
skimmilk, soy beans and cowpeas, and if 
we want to patronize the feed dealer we can 
buy oil meal or other feeds. 

First of all, we must make use of nitro- 
genous roughage, which every one can 
grow on the farm. The principal ones are 
alfalfa and clover, they not only furnish 
protein, to a very large extent, but they 
also furnish bulk, which is very important; 
this will give better results than the ration 
made up entirely of concentrates. 

Protein is important; but it is just as im- 
portayt that you do not feed too much pro- 
tein. This is very often entirely *over- 
looked, and that is why we see so-many 
stunted animals. We find that in order to 
develop a pig to the best from a market 
standpoint, it should have between six- 
tenths and seven-tenths of a pound of pro- 
tein per 100 pounds of live weight. When 
a pig is grown it can be fed more corn; 
there is no better feed to fatten a pig than 
corn, 

Corn is rich in carbohydrates, and the 
pig requires between 2 and 2% pounds to 
every hundred pounds of live weight, de- 
pending on the purpose for which the ani-

CANKEROUS MOUTH KILLS LITTLE 
PIGS. 

The loss of little pigs from canker sore 
mouth, annually, is extensive in some sec- 
tions of the country, but it might be pre- 
vented to a great extent by: proper care. 
The cause of the disease is infection of 
slight scratches of the nose, mouth, tongue 
and gums by bacilus necrophorus. ‘This 
germ is present normally in the intestines 
of hogs and may be found wherever their 
voidings have dropped. The disease, there- 
fore, is most likely to attack pigs kept in 
unsanitary buildings and yards, for the con- 
tagion breeds there from year to year. 

The sharp teeth of newborn pigs cause 
lacerations when the animals play and fight, 
and the cuts and scratches becoming in- 
fected by the germs derived from the filth 
of the floors and the soiled udder of the 


sow, develop the eating canker sores or 
ulcers of the disease. 
To prevent the disease sows and pigs 


should be provided with clean pens and 
yards. Provide clean bedding, keeping it 
fresh and dry. Pens should be cleaned out 
often and yards kept free from accumula- 
tions of filth. Disinfectants and lad plaster 
(gypsum) should be freely used in the pens 
daily. At birth the sharp teeth of each pig 
should be carefully nippeu off with pincers, 
but more harm than good may follow if the 
gums are cut or bruised when performing 
the operation. ‘Treat the disease by scrap- 
ing each ulcer thoroughly and then rubbing 
it lightly with a lunar caustic pencil, after- 
wards, with a 5 per cent solution or per- 
manganate of potash. 

If lumps or boils form upon the snout cut 


deeply into each one with a sharp knife and_ 


at once saturate with tincture of iodine, Re- 
peat the application once daily. and each 
other day apply iodine tincture to the ulcers 
in place of the permanganate solution. In 
mild cases good results have followed sous- 
ing the heads of the affected pigs over and 
over aagin daily in a solution of one or two 
ounces of permanganate of potash in one 
gallon of warm water.—Texas Citizen-Star. 


FEED FOR BONE AND MUSCLE. 


The sow must have bone producing and 
muscle-producing material to develop the 
unborn pig. If she does not get this in her 
food she must furnish it from her own sys- 
tem. This deranges digestion, impover- 
ishes her, makes her irritable and cross, 
with an unnatural appetite. The result is 
that the pigs are puny and weak when born. 
The sow is uneasy and restless. One or 
more of the pigs may come dead. She may 
kill one or two accidentally. She eats them 
because their bodies furnish the food her 
system craves. Having a taste, she is likely 
to kill and eat the entire litter.

The largest transaction ever made in the Duroc 
business, involving a greater number of animals 
and more noted animals than any other deal, and for 
more money than any similar trade ever made, was 
consummated last week, when Chas.

The 
trade includes an agreement on Mr. Jackson’s part 
to practically stay out of the business two years, 
and every one of Jack’s friends will be glad to 
welcome him back to the ranks after his short re- 
tirement, for we know he just can’t stay out very 
long. 

In buying this herd Mr. Sprague puts himself in 
the forefront among Duroc breeders. Through the 
transaction he gets a class of boars that are rated 
among breeders as the best in any herd in the 
land. Not many weeks ago S. E. Morton told us 
after a visit to Jackson’s herd, that Ira had the 
best lot of sows and gilts selected for his winter sale 
that he ever saw on one farm. Breeders who have 
attended the Jackson sales and seen the kind he 
has sold, and those who are aware of Mr. Morton’s 
splendid judgment, can have some idea of what Mr.

The 9th of June I began cutting teosinte, and 
a little later millet and grass, Some of the 
corn was eaten and sold-for roasting ears, 
and the green stalks, with some ears, given 
to the hogs.

With 
more land it would pay better to have: sev- 
eral lots and pasture them off alternately. 
Some shipped feed was bought to mix with 
and occasionally a little corn was 
thrown in the lot, but with these exceptions 
all the feed was grown on one-half an acre.

Be- 
sides the hogs about sixty chickens have 
been raised on the half acre lot. They were 
cross breeds, but I have 50 to 75 Buff Orp- 
ingtons at another place which will be 
brought home before long. 

“On the half acre lot is the house, front 
yard, smoke house and some pecan trees, 
which draw part of the land, and the rest of 
the land is infested with Bermuda and nut 


grass, but I am trying to destroy these and 
have succeeded pretty well with the under- 
taking.”

These 
were turned on my twelve acre field of 
alfalfa with absolutely«no other feed until I 
penned 23 hea dto fatten. I fed these about 
six weeks and sold them October 25 for 
$433.14. The corn and shorts up to this 
time had cost me $101.35, but a small por- 
tion of this was fed to hogs on the outside. 
I sold at 75 cents per cwt. less than I paid, 
as the market had declined. On October 
25, 1910, I had left six sows and fifty-seven 
shoats, ranging in size from a few sucklers 
to 100 pounders. These were worth on that 
market not less than $385, leaving a profit 
to me of $334.09. I have cut part of the 


alfalfa four times and the balance five times. 
I sold the hay for $323.40 cash and used (at 
same price) $73.75 worth. Thus I figure 
my hogs and alfalfa have paid me $731.24. 
[ have owned the hogs less than seven 
months, and it must be» remembered I 
bought on a higher market than I sold on. 
“Winter wheat and alfalfa will carry my 
bunch through the winter with practically 
no other feed or expense. My shelter cost 
about $20, and is only a low shed, open on 
the south. I have had no trouble of any 
kind with disease, nor have I heard of any 
in this locality.’—Fort Worth Citizen-Star.

Immune hogs, from which you wish to 
obtain serum may be prepared for bleeding 
in three different ways; that is, by the slow 
method, by the quick method and by intra- 
After a hog -has been 
treated by these methods, it is 
known as hyperimmune. The slow method 
consists in giving the hogs three increasing 
of virulent blood, which is injected 
under the skin, at intervals of seven to ten 
days. It takes about a month to produce 
an hyperimmune by the slow method, The 
quick method consists in injecting a very 
large amount of diseased blood at one time. 
The intravenous method consists in inject- 
ing virulent blood in small.doses into the

The hog, after being placed on a table, is 
washed and then the tail is thoroughly 
washed with an antiseptic solution and luke- 
water and soap, and then with a 
weak solution of alcohol. Before preparing 
the hog, bottles are sterilized and covered 
with cloth, which has also been sterilized. 
The entire rump is covered with a cloth, so 
that no dirt can fall into the bottle. A piece 
o fthe tail is amputated, and in this way the 
blood is drawn from the hog. From a hog 
weighing 150 pounds, about three pints of 
serum is obtained at one bleeding. A hog 
can be bled four times before he has to be 
hyperimmunized again. The blood received 
this defribinated, and a small 
amount of carbolic acid is added to preserve 
it, and yet not injure its protecting power. 
The blood is then ready for use. A hog 
weighing 150 pounds will yield from 90 to 
100 dozes of vaccine at one bleeding. A

Hogs may be protected against hog chol- 
era by two different methods: - (1) by the 
serum alone method, and (z) by the serum 
simultaneous method. The serum alone 
method is used mostly on sick herds, and 
protective power. It 
produces immediate, but only a temporary 
immunity. However, if the animal is ex- 
posed to the disease during the treatment, 
the period of immunity is prolonged, and in 
some cases for life. In the serum alone 
method we use from 20 to 30 c. c. of serum, 
obtained from a previously hyperimmun- 
ized hog, as described above. The injec- 
tions are made with a hypodermic syringe 
under the skin (subcutaneously) and into 
the muscle tissue, preferably on the inside 
of the thigh and high up towards the body. 
3efore injecting the serum the syringe and 
also the vessel containing the serum is ster- 
ilized, and the thigh is washed with a 2% 
per of carbolic acid, or »with 
one of the coal tar dips.

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HONEY FROM ALFALFA. 

A profitable industry is being developed 
on many of the government irrigation pro- 
jects in the production of honey, and press 
reports from recent state and county fairs 
indicate that the quality of this honey is 
superior. The flavor is exceptionally fine 
and the color clear and sparkling. Alfalfa 
is the chief source from which the bees se- 
cure their supply, and as it blooms con- 
stantly from early spring until late in the 
fall, the bees have something to work on 
all the time, allowing a greater amount of 
honey to be stored. 

Many of the projects are located in fam- 
ous fruit sections and the combination is 
found to be of mutual advantage. The trees 
furnish an abundance of honey during the 
blossoming period, and orchardmen state 
that the economic importance of the bee, 
from the standpoint of its value in the pol- 
lenization of fruit, cannot be overestimated. 
White clover and small fruits, and in the 
plains regions, many varieties of wild flow- 
ers, also furnish sources of supply. 

The bee industry is a lucrative side line 
for the regular farmer, but there is also a 
wide field for the bee man on these projects 
where everything tends toward specializa- 
tion and where the farmers organize for the 
standardization and marketing of their 
crops. On nearly all the projects small 
tracts for the purpose may be purchased at 
reasonable rates. On many of them there 
are model towns laid out at intervals of a 
few miles. The business lots are grouped 
around a central square, and near the outer 
boundaries of the townsites the lots contain 
several acres each. These large lots, sur- 
rounded by wide areas of new agricultural 
lands devoted largely to the raising of al- 
falfa, are ideal locations for apiaries: They: ja eg ea 
are sold at very reasonable rates, and af- 
lord opportunities for engaging in a bus. 
ness which pays large returns on the in- 
vestment, The average price of bees in the 
west is probably about $5 a hive. The 
manager of a large apiary on one of the 
irrigated tracts gives the average produc- 
tion of his hives as’ 76 pounds of surplus “==. 
honey per annum, At 10 cents per pound 
the returns would be $7.60. In addition to 
that the increase averages 100 per cent from 
year to year, doubling the original invest- 
ment and making a total of about 150 per 
cent profit each year on the original invest- 
ment.

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MINERAL ELEMENT MAKES BONES 
$ GROW. 

Mineral element in hog feed has a great 
deal to do with the bodily growth of the 
animal, is the conclusion reached by a writ- 
er in Hoard’s Dairyman. This conclusion 
was reached after seeing results of an ex- 
periment carried on at the Wisconsin ex- 
periment station in which there were three 
pens of pigs fed as follows: 

First Pen—Pigs given ordinary feeding. 

Second Pen—Ordinary feeding with the 
addition of a small amount of phosphate, 
causing this pen of hogs to show unusual 
yigor and strength. 
| Third Pen—Taking out all natural phos- 
phate from the food fed to the pigs in this 
‘pen, the result being disastrous in its ef- 
fects in the pigs’ growth. 

The Missouri experiment station has been 
at work on this same problem and _ has 
| brought out some very valuable ideas on 
pig feeding. The work of the station has 
solved a few questions clearly, one being 
jwhy does a corn diet produce a deficient 
growth of bone? the answer being: Be- 
cause corn contains too little ash and phos- 
phate. 


| That is what the experiment at the Wis- 
‘consin station showed. But all the valu- 
able experiment work of the stations will 
ibe useless unless their conclusions get out 
{into the convictions of the farmers, It is a 
‘slow process. The knowledge obtained 
through these experiments must be put out 
| through pointed language, and but few 
farmers as yet read these things under- 
‘standingly, although their number is in- 
creasing through the young farmers who 
|| attend the courses at the different stations. 


|” The spread of this valuable knowledge on 
i Swine feeding must come through example, 
(a farmer here and there reading and putting 
into practice what he reads, thus demon- 
| Strating its truth. The Missouri experiment 
‘had much to do with several kinds of ra- 
tions, such as corn fed by itself, corn fed in 
| combination with tankage; soy beans, germ 
| oil meal, wheat middlings and linseed oil 
meal. 


| Each combination ration had the same 
nutritive ration, but the ‘effect on the hogs 
was widely aitterent, and here we come to 
| the kernel of the valuable truth that all can 
| learn, viz.: That there must be fed a ration 

that will stimulate the growth of bone if 
| the hogs are expected to do well. This ra- 
' tion was found to be a mixture of corn and 
| tankage, or corn and oil meal or corn and 

soy beans. In either there is plenty of pro- 
| tein and phosphate. 


' Some may ask, why is the growth of bone 
So closely allied with the general promotion 
of growth and weight? This cannot be 
exactly stated, but the following is a physi- 
Ological fact: The réd corpuscles in the

Farmers who raise hogs should study the 
psychology of feeding as well as breeding 
—it’s a part of the business. As yet there 
is but little known of these laws, but that 
little seems to be very important 1f nature is 
permitted to help. 


CORN FOR PIGS. 

Just how much corn can be _ profitably 
and safely fed to spring pigs has been 
worked out by the North Platte (Neb.) 
substation. Their bulletin says: 

A few years ago three lots of pigs were 
fed from July 16 to October 22 on alfalfa 
pasture, each lot getting a different ration 
of corn. One lot received one-half pound 
of corn daily for each 100 pounds of live 
weight; another lot received one and one- 
half pounds; and the third lot two and one- 
half pounds. 

The pigs receiving the smallest ration of 
corn paid the biggest price for it, but their 
gains were enough slower to make the pro- 
fit per pig only $1.28, whereas the profit on 
the lot getting one and one-half pounds of 
corn per 100 pounds of live weight was 
$1.48, and from the lot getting two and one- 
half pounds per 100 pounds of live weight 
$1.64. In later experiments the substation 
found that two pounds of corn for each 100 
pounds of live weight daily was about the 
right amount to give good, thrifty growth 
on an economical basis. 

In feeding new corn it should be calcu- 
lated to a dry shelled basis in following this 
rule. For pigs that are well grown and 
which are to be pushed along toward mar- 
ket from this time it would probably be 
well to feed heavier than this. But we are 
here speaking of a growing ration and not 
of a fattening ration, 


Pigs or shoats on good winter pasture 
will be in much better health and will make 
faster and cheaper gains than when no pas- 
ture is furnished. Rye and wheat furnish 
the best winter pasture for hogs. Blue- 
grass, if not pastured too heavily in the 
fall, also makes a good winter pasture. Rye 
should be sown in August and September to 
make the best pasture. Wheat usually 
makes the best fall pasture, but it is not so 
good as rye for spring pasture. The incon- 
venience of clover and other pasture dying 
out may be overcome by the use of some 
of these quick growing crops, and rape, 
Oats, cowpeas, etc. 


When you dip your pigs great care must 
be taken to see that every spot is covered 
from tail to snout. Do not leave a little 
patch anywhere uncovered,

HOG PEN FLOORS. 


Woven Wire on Bare uround and Con- 
crete, Are Said to Be Good. 


What is the best hog house floor? This 
is still a question that is being debated 


swine breeders. Many suggestions 
been made, but up to this time there 
is general agreement on this one thing. 

One man claims that a ground floor with 
woven wire stretched on top of it so as to 
prevent the hog from rooting is good. He 
electrically welded corncrib wire is 
very satisfactory, This makes a floor which 
is easy on the hogs, almost free from rats, 
and if properly bedded, warm and dry. It 
is, however more difficult to keep free from 
dust than some other floors. 

Many concrete floors are used, but they 
are cold, liable to be wet, and are hard on 
the hogs’ feet. Often almost an entire pig 
crop and many sows are lost by taking cold 
concrete floors. However, when con- 
crete floors are covered with plank they 
give satisfaction. The plank should be 
raised from the concrete about an inch by 
cleats on the under side of the 
plank. The wood part of such floors should 
be of 2 by 4 inch timbers, laid about one- 
fourth = an inch apart to allow drainage. 

But there is this objection to board floors 
that are not underlaid by concrete: They 
are short lived, cold if up off the ground, 
and make the worst kind of rat harbors. 
Some contend that rats can be kept out by 
packing sand or cinders to the top of the 
joists before laying the floor, but these 
materials are often too expensive to be used 
for this purpose. 

In making the inside partitions of hog 
houses care should always be taken to have 
them perfectly tight at the floor and for ten 
or twelve inches above so that young pigs 
cannot crawl through and so sows in the 
adjoining pens cannot get hold of them and 
pull them through, as they will do if they 
can get at them. A sow will often pull a 
pig newly born through under a partition 
and eat it, when if the pig was in a pen 
with her it would be perfectly safe. Above 
the first ten or twelve inches it is best to 
have the partition open enough so the hogs 

can see out; otherwise at every sound the 
hogs will be up to the partitions to see what 
is going on. 

Pig rails or guard rails should be placed 
on the inside of the pens from 6 to 10 inches 
from the floor, according to the size of the

to be longer in order to give room to feed 
and water without getting the bed befouled. 
Very large sows,’ such as are sometimes 
kept by breeders, may need more room, but 
the producer of pork will not need a larger 
pen. Small sows do not need this much 
room, and it might be good economy to 
make half of the pens five feet wide. Five 
by seven feet will accommodate a small sow 
very well. 

Hog doors should be 22 to 23 inches wide 
and 30 to 31 inches high in the clear. In 


‘cold weather a piece of burlap or ducking 


hung at the top of the hog door, with a 
stick a little shorter than the width of the 
door nailed across the bottom, to prevent 
the wind from blowing it back, will help 
materially to keep the pigs warm. The pigs 
will soon learn to lift the curtain when they 
want to go through. The board doors 
would not then need to be closed except in 
very bad weather, or while the pigs are very 
small, 

In most cases either ventilation is lack- 
ing or the house is draughty. In a well 
ventilated double wall building little mois- 
ture will gather on the walls even in cold 
weather, while in a poorly ventilated one 
thick coats of frost will often gather and 
the whole house will be damp when the 
frost melts. It is not easy to secure a good 
supply of fresh air and prevent all drafts 
from striking the pigs. There are, however, 
several quite satisfactory methods of ventil- 
ation in use. The commonest one is to 
make some of the windows so they will 
either slide or swing on hinges. The cloth 
curtain window also does good work. 

Whitewashing .the inside of the house is 
an excellent practice. Besides going a long 
way toward disinfecting, it increases the 
light materially. When the sunshine strikes 
a whitewashed wall, much of it is reflected 
to the floor and does a great deal of good.

At the Wisconsin experiment station, as 
a result of a trial with hogs, they found that 
an acre of rape produced as much gain on 
pigs when used as a pasture crop along 
with grain as 56 bushels of corn would do. 
It will thus be seen that the small pasture, 
or a minor rotation, produces a vast amount 
of value as measured in grain feed.’ In ad- 
dition to this feeding value of rape for hogs, 
they were found to be stronger and gained 
more rapidly after the rape feeding was dis- 
continued than the ones which had been fed 
on grain alone.

CHUBBY GILTS POOR BREEDERS. 

It is not the little fat, chubby females 
which should be retained as breeding ani- 
mals, says Professor Sanborn of the Ore- 
gon Agricultural College, for they almost 
always prove disappointing at farrowing 
time. They neither produce~ large litters 
nor save little ones from being crushed in 
the pig bed. They are not good milkers, 
either, and thus do not give the litter a 
good start during their sucking days. 

One should rather select the _ long, 
growthy females, taking care, however, that 
they do not stand too high from the ground 
and are not contracted at the heart girth or 
the rear flank. One should make sure, too, 
that there is no tendency for the back to 
sag or the feet to go down on the dew- 
claws. It is better to select one with some 
arch to the back, making sure that the arch 
is in the back and not in the rump. An 
arched rump, with a low set tail, means a 
shorter ham, and that curtails the carcass in 
its best parts. The back should be wide, 
and the sides should come down perpendic- 
ularly to a low straight underline, 

Width between the eyes and smoothness 
and freedom from coarseness about the 
head are of importance; but one should look 
to the body first, for that is the valuable 
part of the hog.

The idea that mule- 
footed hogs are immune to cholera belongs to the 
|scrap heap along with “hollow horn” and “wolf in 
‘the tail.” Mule-footed hogs are said to be very 
hardy and healthy animals. The fact that they have 
lived in the wild until recently gives them an ad- 
|yantage in stamina, perhaps, over our corn belt 
hogs, but Dr. Gain tells us that they can give the 
|cholera to mule-footed hogs at the station serum 
plant, and they get just as sick and die just as 
|rapidly as any other breed of swine. The story 
‘that mule-footed hogs will not take cholera is a good 
deal like the story put up by some vendors of pat- 
vent nostrums that their medicines will cure or pre- 
_ vent cholera—it holds good only until real cholera 
strikes. Do not misunderstand us; we are not fault- 
ing mule-footed hogs. So far as we know they have 
been satisfactory to their owners. But they will take 
tcholera and will die from it—Nebraska Farmer.

We have 120 
acres of wheat sown, and it looks fine; we have 
had plenty of rain all along since July 5. Corn will 


be a light crop, and right through here we had quite 
a severe hail on August 18, and many were com- 
pelled to put up silos and store away enough feed 
to run this winter. My silo has forty acres of corn 
in it, and you would be surprised to see how the 
Durocs and all the stock like silage. Pastures of all 
kinds have been good, the fall sown barley and 
wheat are headed out in the. corn where tue -hogs 
are gathering it will; we-were allowed 50 per 
cent loss on corn by the hail adjuster. I find it a 
mighty nice thing fo have the farm all fenced with 
high woven wire, so the stock can have the run of 
the farm, and the hogs need the range, and the feed 
they gather, which would otherwise go to waste, is 
quite an item. One morning-a short time ago I 
drove over one of the fields and found 38 young 
pigs that had arrived during the night before. I 
have the best bunch of fall pigs I ever had on the 
farm. These had the run of a sixty acre 
stubble field and alfalfa and water. I have found 
that the close, penned-up heavy grained stock is not 
the kind that gives the best satisfaction as breeders.

The system is emin- 
mtly conservative. It discourages variabil- 
ity, and rapidly reduces it to a minimum. 
Moreover, whatever variations do occur 
vill be “in line with the prominent char- 
\eters of the chosen branch of the breeds.” 

The nature of results secured by this sys- 
‘em can almost certainly be predicted, and 
when they do appear, and improvement is 
\t hand, it is backed up by the most power. 
ul hereditary influence obtainable, because 
\f the simplicity and strength of the an- 
vestry, which, if the selection has been 
yood, all “pulls” in the same direction. The 
yecords of all breeds will show the pro- 
hounced results that have followed judic- 
jous line breeding. A volume could be filled 
lvith pictures of famous animals so pro- 
luced. The pig is popularly supposed to be 
‘he most sensitive to close breeding. 
| The chief danger in line breeding is that

ual selection. A pedigree is not a crutch 
on which incompetence can lean; it is a 
guaranty of blood lines, a field inside of 
which breeding operations and _ selection 
may with confidence be confined. 

The word “confined” is used advisedfy, 
for, after line breeding has been practiced 
for a few generations, the ancestry becomes 
a kind of pure breed of its own—a breed 
within a breed, so to speak—and any at- 
tempt to introduce blood from other lines is 
likely to be followed by. the pains and pen- 
alties of hybridization; for a departure from 
line breeding is a kind of crossing in a small 
degree, and so rapidly do blood lines be- 
come intensified that line bred animals as- 
sume all the attributes of distinct strains, as 
they in truth are, and they will be likely to 
behave as such ever after, 

In saying that line bred animals tend to 
behave like pure strains, and their progeny 
from union with other strains behave like 
hybrids, it is not meant that such unions 
should never be made, or that such be- 
havior is as persistent as with real crosses. 
In truth, many lines are so stubborn as 
never to blend with others afterward (be- 
having like the most strongly established 
races); but, on the other’ hand, most of 
them will yield to well directed and persist- 
ent effort—that is to say, a line bred herd 
can be modified and in time made to as- 
sume the characters of another family, but 
the process is attended with a struggle and 
not a few failures. It has been fashionable 
at times to decry line breeding, but the fact 
remains that a few generations of good 
breeding soon bring the herd and its career 
to a point where line breeding must be 
practiced or a worse alternative must be ac- 
cepted, for with well selected strains all 
out-breeding is mixed breeding. — Dean 
Davenport, in Animal Husbandry.

But little will be needed at a time, but in 
this manner the pigs can be taught to eat 
early in life and when weaned at the age of 
eight, or at least ten weeks, they will go 
right on growing without any set back from 
the weaning. period. 


Scours among little pigs is quite a com- 
mon disease, and is usually caused by their 
becoming wet and taking cold. A. good 
remedy for this is to take one teaspoonful 
of copperas, dissolve it in hot water and 
give it in one gallon of skim milk to sows 
for eight pigs. If skim milk is not available 
water will do.

BEST SELECTION. 


\ Study of Breeding Stock Necessary for 
the Beginner. 
-To know how to make the best selections 
or breeding stock is a valuable asset to the 
wine breeder, and it is something that 
vhould be studied in connection with the 
musiness. J. M. Dryden, practical hog rais- 
t, in White Breeders’ Companion, offers a 
ot of good suggestions, and as the time of 
year is at hand when a great many farmers 
ind swine breeders make their selections of 
yreeding stock from this year’s crop of 
\pring pigs, what he says is interesting and 
orth reading: 

It must be remembered that there are two 
mportant truths which should be kept in 
mind when selecting young animals for 
\)yreeding purposes, and a failure to’ do this 
vill, many times, result in disappointment. 
Phe first one of these is that “like” does 
Mot always “beget like,” and the second, 
hat “perfection” does not exist in the hog 
amily at the present time. In selecting the 
Hilt which is to become the future brood 
Ow, one should avoid as far as possible the 
| blocky, fancy type, which has nothing 


O recommend them but quality. But, in- 
tead, one should select those gilts which 
lave both size and quality combined, of 
food length and depth of body, and having 
Wenty of belly room, with not less than 
\welve teats, and as many more as nature 


can provide. She should have a _ good 
strong and evenly arched back and well 
sprung ribs. The heart and flank girth 
should be about equal and in proportion to 
length of body. The legs should be straight 
and strong and of good length, so as to be 
able to carry the udder clear of the ground 
when suckling, and they should be set well 
apart in order to sustain the weight of the 
body with greater ease, assuring an easy 
and graceful movement. 

Look well to the feet and see that the gilt 
stands up well on the toes and that pasterns 
are short. Such a sow will invariably trans- 
mit to her offspring necessary vital energy 
and constitutional vigor, producing larger 
and more uniform litters, and will raise a 
larger per cent of pigs farrowed. 

The selection of the male is of far greater 
importance as well as a much more difficult 
task to perform. It is possible that we may 
have set our standard a little too high, but 
let that be as it may, we have yet to find a 
male pig which completely fills our require- 
ments. The first essential point in making 

a selection is to decide on the type de- 
sired, and then be governed accordingly. 
However, we believe all breeders will agree 
that the male should possess more quality 
and compactness of form, having greater 
vigor and activity than is usually found in 
the female. He should have a shorter body 
and large bone, and be a little wider behind 
than in front, so that when fully developed 


he -will be even in width from end to end. 
His back should be broad and_ slightly 
arched above a straight line drawn from 
crown of head to root of tail. Ribs should 
be well sprung, sides deep and hams full, 
extending well down toward the:hock. He 
should have four straight legs of medium 
length, set well out on the four corners, 
with short pasterns and upright hoof. Test- 
icles should be of medium size and hang 
way down. The head should be short, with 
good width between the eyes, which should 
be full, bright and active. Ears should be 
medium in size and not thick and clumsy. 
These are only the most essential points 
to be taken into consideration when select- 
ing a male pig for breeding purposes, and if 
they are strictly adhered to will enable any- 
one to select his breeding stock with the as- 


‘surance and intelligence of an expert. 


The best specimens to be found in any 
family are none too good, and by exercising 
more care when selecting breeding stock it 
is possible to greatly strengthen and im- 
prove our herds each year, thereby getting 
nearer the goal for which we are striving to 
attain in the end, which is perfection.

Get a boar with a registered pedigree, but 
good individual for there are 
culls in all litters. Never use a grade sire, 
no matter how good he may be, for he can- 
not be depended upon to produce his equal. 

In general appearance the boar should 
have a smooth and well rounded body, with 
a good length and depth, carrying a deep 
covering of flesh throughout;*back arched, 
with no depression back of the shoulders; 
underline straight, low in flank and floor of 
the chest; and width of forequarters should 
greatly exceed that of the rear quarters. 

Quality is shown by a smooth skin, free 
all and all appearance of 
coarseness; of “silky = texture sand 
straight bone, large but clean (that is, free 
from meatiness). 

In form, the snout should be short; the 
face broad. between the eyes; eyes full and 
bright; ears refined and neat, typical of the 
breed; short’ and deep; 
smooth on top, fitting smoothly 
body; chest broad and deep, with no con- 
of the shoulders. This 1s 
especially important as indicative of the 
vigor and constitution of the hog. The ribs 
should be well sprung and come from deep 
on the sides; loin wide and deep; rump 
smooth and not too sloping, and tail set 
well up; hams full, extending well down to 
the hocks; legs short and straight, with 
plenty of bone and short pastern. 

Avoid hogs with long legs and snouts, 
bodies, narrow heads, contracted 
heart girths, or long pastern combined with 
a small bone.

them for this show. But this year we hope 
to see the barrow class far and away above 
former years, and if it isn’t, the manage- 
ment of the show and the officers of the 
associations will all be disappointed. There 
has been a general awakening to the fact 
that much importance is attached to the 
winning of grand champion in a show of 
this kind in competition with other breeds, 
and while many of the breeders of Durocs 
have laid the winning of champion barrow 
here to political influences, yet the truth 
cannot be denied that the Duroc men have 
themselves been in a great measure to 
blame for the lack of the proper material 
coming up before the judges, giving our 
breed an opportunity t owin on merit. The 
trade on outstanding boars has’ been 
so good with the majority of the Duroc 
breeders that they have considered it finan- 
cial suicide to castrate anything that looked 
like a herd header prospect and put him 
into condition to trot out in the barrow 
class in a try-out for champion honors. The 
fact of the matter is that*not enough of our 
males are castrated for any purpose. If 
half the cnes that have sold in fall sales 
this fall had been castrated and sent to the 
market, the breed would be that much the 
gainer. 

Aside from the regular prize money 
which is paid by the International Live 
Stock Company on each breed, the Ameri- 
can and National Associations have added 
more than $200 each in class and on cham- 
pions. Added to this is $25 each by Cols. 
Reppert and Igleheart, the well known 
Duroc auctioneers, who give this amount 
to the winner of the grand champion bar- 
row of the show if the winner be a Duroc. 
These gentlemen have been instrumental 
through the public sales of the country in 
making the breed popular, and have pos- 
sibly done more than any other two men 
outside of the constructive breeders who 
have mated, developed and improved the 
red hog till he stands at the fore front of 
the swine kingdom. They are to be con- 
gratulated on their public spirit in this mat- 
ter, and every Duroc man should do all in 
his power to. help someone in winning this 
grand championship, so they will have the 
premium to pay, a thing they will most 
gladly do. The total that can be won by a 
Duroc barrow foots somewhere near $600, 
and looks like it would be worth going 
after. In addition to the money prizes, the 
Duroc Bulletin gives a $25 cup suitably en- 
graved, to the winner of the champion bar- 
row of the breed.

ILLINOIS STATE FAIR HOG BARN. 

The following is the report of the meet- 
ing held during the Illinois State Fair by 
the hog and sheep men relative to the loca- 
tion of the new hog and sheep barn: ; 

At a meeting held in the Coliseum at 
the Fair grounds, of the most prominent 
sheep and hog raisers and exhibitors of this 
and other states interested in the exhibits at 
the Illinois State Fair, a protest was re- 
corded of the proposed action of the State 
Board of Agriculture to erect the new 
$125,000 hog and sheep barn provided for 
by the last legislature in the form of a long 
narrow structure and on the northwest cor- 
ner of the grounds. 


The hog and sheep men did not meet to 
censure the board or start any altercation, 
but merely in friendly protest and to re- 
quest a hearing before the members of the 
board. 

There were 193 hog and sheep men in at- 
tendance at the meeting, and addresses 
were made by the following prominent men 
interested in the movement: C. M. Mc- 
Millen, superintendent of several sheep 
fairs; Ed A. Baxter of Pawnee, a raiser of 
Duroc-Jersey hogs; A. M. Caldwell, one of 
the leading reporters and writers for agri- 
cultural papers, representing the Chicago 
Live Stock World; J. M. Kemp, Kenney, a 
prominent raiser of Poland China hogs and 
an expert judge; A. J. Lovejoy, Rosco, ex- 
member of State Board of Agriculture and 
prominent in stock circles; Phil Haner, 
Taylorville, president of the state live stock 
commission; Dr, A. T. Peters, Springfield; 
Col. Correll, Taylorville and Col. D, P. Mc- 
Cracken, Paxton, prominent auctioneer of 
swine, and E. C. Stone, president of the 
Illinois State Swine Breeders’ Asscciation, 
of Peoria, 

The following committee of five who 
were elected by the twelve representatives 
of the various breeds of sheep and hogs, 
will meet with the Board of Agriculture to 
present their views: R. B. Swift, Liberty- 
ville; William McFadden, Chicago; E. C. 
Stone, Peoria; D. C. Lewis and R. J. Stone 
of Stonington. The first three will repre- 
sent the swine breeders and the other two 
the sheep breeders. 

The sheep and hog men want the barn 
constructed in the same location of the 
present barn.

THE HCG SHOW AT STATE FAIR OF 
TEXAS. 
(Krom Murray’s Swine Breeder.) 

The hog show at the State Fair of Texas, 
Dallas, 1911, was a record breaker; 1,211 
head, iricluding 101 head exhibited by the 
Texas Boys’ and Girls’ Hog Clubs of the 
state. Eight breeds—Poland Chinas, Du- 
roc-Jerseys, Tamworths, Berkshires, Essex, 
Hampshires, Yorkshires and Chester 
Whites, represented in numbers in the or- 
der named, J. M. Stewart of Ainsworth, 
Iowa, judged all breeds, beginning Monday, 
the 16th, and finishing his work Saturday, 
the 2lst, giving general satisfaction, if such 
a thing is possible, where each exhibitor is 
not able to win first place.

HOG NOTES. 

Where breeding pure bred hogs is made 
a business, the herd requires regular at- 
tendance and a large herd requires constant 
attention, writes G. W. Berry in Berkshire 
World. The care of brood sows, breeding, 
farrowing and watching young pigs, require 
the presence of some person who is faithful 
and industrious. Regularity in feeding and 
watering is highly essential to the proper 
growth and development of good individ- 
uals. The beginner, if inexperienced, can 
learn more in a few days by visiting the 
farms of practical hog raisers than can be 
gained from a volume of papers, and in this 
article it is only possible to treat the sub- 
ject in general. 


It is hardly necessary to tell anyone in 
this age that hogs cannot be successfully 
raised on corn alone. Corn is the cheapest 
factor in pork production, and for this 
reason has been made the basis of hog 
feeding in the corn belt. But corn is de- 
ficent in ash and protein—bone and muscle 
forming material. It is rich in carbohy- 
drates—fat and meat forming material. 
Wheat middlings show nearly the same 
analysis as corn. Shorts are more appe- 
tizing than corn and when the two are 
combined, form a cheap and efficient feed 
for fattening. Bran and oats contain more 
protein and when these are added to the 
ration containing corn and shorts, we have 
a better balanced feed. 


When a hog misses a feed, watch it; if it 
does it the second time, remove it from the 
herd at once and disinfect where it has 
been.

tHE STATE FAIR AND LIVE STOCK 


S. Plumb, B. S., Professor of 
; Animal Husbandry. 

The agricultural fair in most important 
ymmunities,, where farming is seriously 
onsidered, relies upon the live stock ex- 
libit for its chief attractions. While the 
Ita Fairs of the Middle West are great 
“eticultural expositions, in which farm pro- 
jucts and machinery generally find prom- 
\ient positions, live stock is the largest and 
jaief attraction, 

| Almost from the first, since the fair was 
\itroduced in this country, it has been a 
hedium for the display of improved breeds. 
|t these earlier shows, as at the later ones, 
jie farmers gathered to study the charac- 
jristics of the animals exhibited, to decide 
1 their adaptability to their own farm con- 


y Charles 


ditions, to purchase, or to gain further 
knowledge. No other agency has been con- 
sidered equal to the fair for introducing 
breeds to the public and thus opening the 
way into a new field of purchases. In Great 
Britain no breed has real recognition, until 
given a class at the animal show of the 
Royal Agricultural Society, and the year a 
British breed is recognized by that society 
it is a well established historical point in its 
career, 

Many persons attend fairs with the view 
of comparing important exhibits of the 
breeds, to study their relative merits, with 
the view of purchase later. Only recently 
I visited a Shorthorn breeder in Western 
Pennsylvania who had a lot of excellent 
cattle of his own breeding. He had a dis- 
tinctly superior aged bull, which he told me 
with some pride he had purchased at the 


Ohio State Fair, where he won second in 
his class. He had attended the fair with 
the purpose of finding a creditable sire for 
his herd, and ever since, had congratulated 
himself on his purchase. 

Many men attend the fair to watch the 
contests within a breed, to see how old fav- 
orites come forward, and to note the en- 
trance of new candidates for honors. About 
every building on the fair grounds hous- 
ing stock, one will find groups of men who 
exchange notes and make comparisons that 
furnish important entertainment and _ in- 
struction for them for days to come. Here 
the herdsmen and the herd owner meet on 
common ground and exchange views and 
pass in comment on the animals. 

The work of the judge of live stock in the 
present day show is more exacting and re- 
quires more careful and intelligent consid-

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eration than at any time heretofore in the 
history of the show circuit. The work of 
the judges in many shows is watched with 
keen interest by both spectator and herds- 
man. More than one exhibitor has brought 
his stock to the show, satisfied with his own 
conceit, to be humbled by the rating of the 
judge. Where the exhibitor had the real 
merit of a stockman looking for the truth 
the decisions of the judge were to his last- 
ing benefit. He was led to see his herd de- 
ficiencies, and to secure such improvement 
in purchase and breeding as to materially 
add to his prestige on later occasions, both 
in the show ring and out. The most valu- 
able lessons many stockmen have received 
were secured in the show ring. No man 
becomes a great exhibitor without passing 
through the crucible of the judge. 

Many persons have no conception of the 
characteristics of some of the breeds until 
seen at the fairs. There are always herds 
shown that have but little, if any, represen- 
tation over wide extents of territory in a 
state. Men read and hear of these breeds, 
and the only opportunity they have to see 
them may be at the fair. 

Another feature of great value to the 
stockman is the opportunity to advertise 
and place his stock before the public. The 
wise exhibitor, who is familiar with the 
show circuit, will find a most valuable field

him his better class animals, and makes the 
best impression possible, while the buyer 
haunting the fair naturally has a concen- 
trated and often desirable field for selec- 
tion. Correspondence or traveling about 
from herd to herd over the country requires 
more time and much greater expense. 
Then if one purchases a prize winner, after 
inspection, he feels gratified that he could 
see the animal in comparison with others of 
the same class. 

The fair should be an inspiration to the 
young man who is about to enter his own 
live stock field as a future occupation, for 
certainly the gathering together of. the 
herds at some of the shows is a magnificent 
testimonial to the work of the breeder and 
feeder. A choice collection of varieties of 
grain or apples, or butter, is a small and in- 
significant thing, compared with a choice 
exhibit of animals, full of life, action and 
beauty, and representative of the highest 
ideals of the breeders’ art.

tatement is that a good feeaer has a great- 
r digestive power than a poor one, or that 
je power of assimilation ot the one animal

een assumed that the advantage of the 
etter type of animal lay in its ability to 
roduce more flesh or fat from a unit of 
xed than could the poorer one. It has also 
een commonly taught, and seems to be 
enerally accepted by animal husbandmen 
|s an established fact, that young growing 
imals not only actually larger 


make 


gains than more mature ones, but likewise 
more economical gains. 

The influence of type and age upon the 
utilization of feed by cattle has, therefore, 
been investigated by officials of the Depart- 

Good results are obtained by feeding a 
ration composed of five parts corn, five 
parts shorts and one part tankage or meat 
meal. Where large growth and the devel- 
ment of bone and frame are desired, wheat 
bran can be fed to all breeding stock, espec- 
ially brood sows, for the reason that bran 
is bulky, light and cooling, is filling and de- 
velops the capacity of the stomach to take 
more feed when the time comes to lay on 
flesh and the richer food, such as corn and 
middlings, are supplied. It has been found 
that while corn and shorts are nearly alike 


in their analysis, yet when the two are fed 
together hogs will consume more pounds 
than when either is fed alone. and at the 
same time make correspondingly better 
gains. And when tankage or meat meal is 
added the ration is still more acceptable, 
increasing the appetites of the hogs with 
improved assimilation and producing the 
greatest gains. We feed bran only to 
brood sows, old boars and sometimes to 
growing shoats which we desire to grow 
large. We consider bran too coarse to go 
into the stomach of pigs until long after 
weaning time,

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subjects of this investigation, one a pure- 
bred typical beef animal of one of the well 
known beef breeds; the other a “scrub” of 
mixed breeding. Exhaustive feeding trials 
were carried out with these animals, in- 
cluding twenty-four experiments with the 
respiration calorimeter. Finally the steers 
were subjected to a slaughter test, whereby 
the quality of the meat and the relative size 
of the various cuts were accurately deter- 
mined. The work is therefore important 
alike to the practical feeder and the agri- 
cultural scientist. 

The feeding stuffs used were of the same 
kind for both animals in all the periods, and 
the different grains used were mixed 
throughout in the same proportions - for 
each steer. At intervals during the time the 
digestibility of the total ration and the nit- 
rogen balance were determined for each 
animal, 

During each of the three winters covered 
by the investigation, four experiments were 
made on each animal by means of the 
respiration calorimeter in order to deter- 
mine the percentage availability of the en- 
ergy of the feed consumd. During the first 
winter, that of 1904-05, the feeding stuffs 
used differed from those employed during 
the ordinary feeding. In the succeeding 
two winters the grain feeds used were the 
same, only the amount differing. 

While the results fail to show any ma- 
terial difference between the physiological 
processes of food utilization in the two ani- 
mals, they do show clearly an economic 
superiority of the pure bred over the scrub 
steer, due first to his relatively smaller 
maintenance requirement and, second, to 
his ability to consume a larger surplus of 
feed above the requirement. Both of the 
facts tend to make the actual production of 
human food in the form of meat and fat per 
unit of total feed consumed by the animal 
notably greater by the pure bred animal. 

In the case of the pure bred animal, es- 
pecially, and to a less degree in that of the 
scrub, rations containing less available en- 
ergy and notably less digestible protein 
than the amount called for by the current 
feeding standards for growing cattle, pro- 
duced entirely satisfactory gains in live 
weight. 

A distinct influence of age upon the main- 
tenance requirement was observed between 
the ages of 14 and 39 months, the require- 
ments decreasing relatively as the animals 
matured. The gain in weight of the scrub 
as compared with that by the pure-bred 
steer consisted more largely of protein 
with its accompanying water and to a 
smaller extent of fat, and therefore repre- 
sented a materially smaller storage of feed 
energy. This was also indicated by the re- 
sults of the block test. 

The animals were killed on January 4, 
1908. The scrub was rated as “common,” 
and the pure-bred was graded as “prime.” 
The total dressed weight and the weights

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WOODEN VATS AS HOG WALLOWS. 

Everybody knows how in hot weather a 
hog, if given the opportunity, will hunt out 
a mud hole to wallow in, says A. E. Chase, 
superintendent of live stock, Idaho Univer- 
sity Experiment Station. A hog does this 
not because of his natural love of filth, for 
a hog is by nature a cleanly animal, but 
because it serves to cool off his body and to 
free him from the torments of lice and other 
insects. The hog is very poorly equipped to 
withstand the heat of the sun. Shade is a 
necessity, and a frequent wallow in water 
will, of course, aid materially in keeping his 
temperature normal. Unless his surround- 
ings are kept clean and he is dipped fre- 
quently he will be ‘lousy. The wallow, by 
disposing of lice and by bringing about a 
cooling effect, increases the comfort of the 
hog and as a consequence increases his 
growth and thriftiness. But the mud hole 
is unsightly and very unsanitary. All sur- 
face filth would drain into it and there 
would be no method of cleaning it out; also 
unless such a place was natural to the hog 
it would be very impracticable to main- 
tain it. 

Many practical hog raisers are now using 
artificial wallows, built of either cement or 
lumber. These may be frequently cleaned 
out and filled with fresh water. Then, by 
the addition of some of the Goal tar prepa- 
rations, lice and other insects may be killed 
and the skin kept clean, thus doing owes 
with all dipping. 

These vats or wallows may be easily and 
inexpensively constructed. The cement ones 
are more permanent and do not require to 
be filled with water when not in use, but 
very satisfactory ones may be made from 
ordinary two-inch plank. They being placed 
in the ground, little trouble should be had in 
soaking them up to hold water. They 
should be 10 or 12 inches deep and not less 
than eight feet square, with a rim around 
the edge to prevent slopping over, and a 
slope on one side for the pigs to run on. A 
one per cent. solution of a coal tar prepara- 
tion will generally be sufficient to kill all lice 
and keep the skin free from scurfiness. 


When the vat is placed in the sunlight the 
Pigs will not lie in it very long, but will run 
in and out, thus allowing it to be used for a 
greater number. One eight feet square will 
do very nicely for five sows and their litters. 

The wooden vats are used on the station 
farm, and any one seeing them in use on a 
hot day could not fail to realize their value 
in producing the greatest gain in pigs.

The 
most recent project is submitted by the 
park commissioner of the city. He pro- 
poses to mine and sell the coal underlying 
the city parks and sell it at cost.

This 
is good news, coming as it does just at a 
time when every citizen is saving his money 
for the winter coal bill. 


KNOCKING THE Indianapolis’ wide- 
MIDDLEMAN awake mayor, after 

taking a shot at the 
commission men by way of the potato 
route, and demonstrating to the consumer 
of his city that the middlemen were getting 
too much profit on “spuds,” is preparing to 
take a whack at the pork barrel, and has 
been out through the country getting prices 
on pork carcasses, for shipment into the 
ctiy. He has also found out that his people 
are paying from fifty cents to one dollar per 
bushel for apples, when they are rotting in 
the country, with no buyers at any price. 
He may conclude to take a side swipe at 
the apple man, too. Whether he $8ucceeds 
in getting low prices or not, he has already 
demonstrated to the people of Indianapolis 
just where they are being held up, and ‘they 
don’t feel the very warmest towards the 
middlemen in the deal, as you may guess. 
The farmer and the grower are not getting 
what is a just part of the profits. The 
middlemen are the ones who are living off 
the fat of the land, and seem to be able to 
so hoodwink both parties into submitting 
to the holdup without much of a protest. 
It does one good to see a man with enough 
snap in him to take a “shot” at things of 
this kind, and while the results are not us- 
ually lasting on account of the fickleness of 
the buying public, it has its effect, and 
some of these days when the steam roller 
starts, the middlemen and the other hold-up 
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men will get their desserts. It takes the 
suffering public a long time to wake up, 
but when they are thoroughly awake, they 
usually do something. President Waters of 
the Kansas Agricultural College attacks the 
system in this fashion in his address before 
the Missouri Rural Life Conference, held 
recently at Kirksville: “Too many people 
are getting a living out of the transit of the 
food from the farm to the consumer’s table. 
When potatoes leave the farmer’s railway 
station at 35 cents a bushel and land in the 
consumer’s kitchen at $1.50, there is too 
much spread. The American farmer must 
co-operate with his neighbor. Today he is 
the only individual of large economic im- 
portance in this country who is not com- 
pactly organized for his own protection and 
progress. He buys and sells and conducts 
all his operations as an individual. He will 
get his full share of what the consumer 
pays only when he is compactly organized.” 


THE WINTER Packers 
MARKET y 


are very busy 
spreading the report of 
increased production of 
pigs in the 1911 season, and pooh pooh the 
reported cholera epidemic through the hog 
belt. Their intention is to still further en- 
courage the marketing of pigs, a thing that 
has certainly decimated the present crop 
already. The evidences are that not many 
droves of 6 cent hogs will be put up by the 
aforesaid packers this winter, the better 
prophets putting the price at 8 cents before 
grass grows again. Pigs as well as sows 
have been shipped: under the disease scare 
until the fall and spring crop will again be 
very short, and the present active exporting 
adds another splendid angle for the disposi- 
tion of plenty of products during the winter 
months, The truth is that disease has af- 
fected the farmer and the feeder, but the 
loss in thoroughbred herds is small, com- 
pared to what it has been during epidemics 
of former years. This will put all the hogs 
in the hands of the breeder, the man who 
makes a business of disposing of his sur- 
plus stock to_others for breeding purposes, 
and the breeder will set the price that the 
farmer and big feeder and raiser has to pay 
for his breeding stock this winter. The 
man who has from scare or from disease 
been compelled to market his sows and his 
1911 crop, would do well to get into the 
early winter sales and get his brood sows, 
for as soon as the market hits ah upward 
turn, which it is bound to before the close 
of January, the price of brood sows will go 
up in increasing ratio, The early buyer 
will be the winner this winter, and by the 
time March comes we expect to see the 
brood sow selling for more money on the 
average than we have seen her bringing in 
ten years before. The number marketed 
during October is larger than for ten years, 
and the weight lighter than for fifteen years, 
indicating an unusual shipping of the 1911 


crop and immature hogs. ’Tis true 
corn is not so plentiful, but you will y 
hogs next year just like you have for y 
past, and the sooner you get your sow 
bring forth that crop the more money 
will have left when the buying is over,

Mr. Walter B, Franklin of Clint, Te 
in El Paso county, writing to the Petal 
Journal, gives an’account of marketing « 
direct from the ranch to the consumer, 
Mr. Franklin is manager of a pou 
plant that last year prouuced an averag 
152 eggs per year per hen from 2,000 lay 
hens. Naturally, having plenty of eggs 
sale, and with a railroad running d 
from his farm into El Paso, he was pr 
close to market, and he placed the fr 
eggs on the train daily and in cartons lab- 
eled “Perfection Eggs.” 4 
Notwithstanding the eggs were excell 
quality, guaranteed fresh and put up if 
most attractive manner, the dealers in 
city did not offer the owner satisfact 
prices. The consequence was that Mr. 
Franklin abandoned his railroad shipments 
and he also abandoned the city salesm 
Mr. Franklin bought an automobile deliv 
wagon, and, having a good pike road dit 
to town from his farm, commenced selli 
eggs direct to the consumer. 
The first introduction to the El Paso e 
sumer was a full page advertisement in a 
daily paper, asking the people how tl 
would like to get eggs absolutely fresh, 
over twenty-four hours old, that were larg 
full of nutriment, palatable and healthy 
that could be relied on. 
The consequence was that the automobile 
goes in as often as necessary, and the ranch 
is paying automobile and hired man expe 
out of 35 and 40 cents a dozen for eggs, 
stead of railroad express charges and se 
ing commissions out of 20 and 25 cents 
dozen for eggs. By reagon of having 
large number of eggs to sell the automob 
expense is justified, and in any commun 
farmers co-operating on the same plan Y 
be able to sell eggs direct to the consum

But corn is not usu- 
ally fed with care, and when raised on corn 
alone hogs are seldom very thrifty, conse- 
quently the cost will average much greater 
than this. Investigations show that seven 
pounds of gain to the bushel of corn is 
nearer the result when corn is fed on the 
cob without other food. This would place 
the cost of live gain at 10 cents a pound 
with 70 cent corn. 

The best way to make hog raising pro- 
fitable in the south is to graze the hogs 
upon pastures prepared especially for them, 
supplementing the green food by the addi- 
tion of a small grain ration.

It is not claimed for the serum that it will 
cure hog cholera, but under proper condi- 
‘tions, it effectually prevents it. The cost of 
the serum is its chief drawback, although it 
is not beyond the means of the ordinary 
farmer. The chief research work now be- 
ing done along this line is looking toward 
the cheapening of the serum. One of the 
large items of expense is, of course, the ne- 
cessity of maintaining dying pigs from 
which to obtain a supply of “cholera blood,” 
inasmuch as their meat is unfit for use. 
_There are two methods of immunizing 
(swine. One is by using the serum alone, in 
| which case the animal is protected for a few 
| weeks; this method being used mainly 
| where it is desired only to tide over the ani- 
| mals until the attack has passed; the other 
\is known as the serum-simultaneous meth- 
|od, in which a small amount of virus or 
“cholera blood” is injected at the same time, 
| thus taking the animal through an imper- 
| ceptible attack of the disease and effectually 
protecting him for six months or probably 
| for life. There is some little danger attend- 
| ant, of course, upon the serum-simultaneous 
method.

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acre of alfalfa produced pork to the value of 
$20.30 in the course of 98 days, while an 
acre of rape produced 210 pounds of pork 
or a cash return of $10.05 during the same 
length of time. These results were had by 
feeding three lots of hogs of ten head each, 
averaging 52 pounds per head at the begin- 
ning of the experiment. They were fed on 
the following grain ration: One-half 
shorts, one-fourth cornmeal and one-fourth 
kaffir cornmeal. Each lot of pigs received 
the same grain ration, and as much of it as 
they would eat up clean. All had free ac- 
cess to water and ashes. 

Lot 1 was fed the grain mixture referred 
to alone and not allowed any green feed; 
lot 2, in addition to the grain was given the 
run of a rape pasture one acre in size, while 
lot 3 was pastured on a patch of alfalfa one- 
half acre in size to supplement the grain 
consumed. 

In the following table, column 1 shows 
the total number of pounds of grain con- 
sumed by each lot; column 2 shows the 
total gains in pounds made, and column 3 
shows the total amount of grain consumed 
per each 100 pounds of gain made,

From the above it will be seen that it 
took 70 pounds more grain to produce 100 
pounds of gain without pasture than with 
pasture, Or, in other words, at this rate, it 
would have taken 4,094 pounds of grain to 
make 1,077 pounds of gain, the average gain 
of the other two lots. In other words, we 
may consider the one acre of rape equal to 
850 pounds of the grain mixture, the differ- 
ence between 4,090 and 3,244 pounds of 
grain consumed to make the same amount 
of gain, or the one-half acre of alfalfa equal 
to the same amount; or one acre of alfalfa 
was equal to 1,700 pounds of grain mixture, 
which is certainly a good showing for the 
alfalfa. Especially is this clear when we 
consider that the harvesting of the crop cost 
nothing, but that the hogs were actually 
benefitted and made more vigorous as a re- 
sult of grazing on the crop. 

If we figure the results above obtained 
That it took 371 pounds of 
grain to produce 100 pounds of pork gain 
and apply these figures to the other lots, it 
is found that 875 pounds of gain produced 
in the rape pasture lots should be credited 
to the grain, while 201 pounds was due to 
the one &cre of rape which at 5c per pound 
would equal $10.05 per acre. In the alfalfa 
lot, according to the same figuring, we have 
975 pounds of the gain produced by the 
grain and 203 pounds due to one-half acre of 
alfalfa; or, in other words, when pork is 
worth 5 cents per pound an acre of alfalfa 
would be valued as hog feed at $20.30.

SETTLE WITH We want to throw out 
THE CLERK a word of warning to 

breeders who buy stuff 
in the coming sales. For the past three 
months in some sections of the public sale 
belt, breeders have become more and more 
careless about leaving their settlement and 
shipping directions with the sale clerk the 
day of the sale. They go on to another 
sale or go home, and it takes three or four 
weeks and a lot of correspondence, when 
the matter could have been adjusted in ten 
minutes at the end of the sale. One sale 
held recently in the east, where about forty 
head were sold, only five men made settle- 
ment the day of the sale. Now there isn’t 
anything: to that but gross carelessness, and 
it will lead to all kinds of trouble, as it did 
in a certain section of Illinois a few years 
ago, and the fellows that practiced it are 
not in the business any longer. Now take 
it from us that this is all wrong. The man 
who makes the sale is entitled to a check, a 
note or something that stands for the value 
of the animals bought, and he can’t pay his 
bills until he knows just what he is going 
to receive. Breeders who make sales have 
bills to meet for feed, help and other neces- 
sities, contracted some times many months 
in advance, and expect to pay these from 
the sale receipts, and it is a great disap- 
pointment to have breeders who buy run 
away from the sale and never say a word 
about settling. It is an embarrassing posi- 
tion to put the man in who sells, as he 
knows that you are good for the amount, 
but that doesn’t help him any. He can’t use 
that in his bank. He hates to ask you for 
it, and there you are; the thing drags on 
and on, till a coldness which many times 
leads to discontinued business relations 
springs up, and both are injured over a 


little of your own carelessness. We beg 
of you to think of this matter seriously. 
You are digging your own grave®as a 
breeder and sale holder when you neglect 
to make prompt settlement in some way. 
If you have to give a note, better give it at 
once, and have the thing off your mind, than 
to cause a lot of correspondence, and then 
finally sign a note. If you expect to pay 
cash you can just as well give check sale 
day as twenty days afterwards. We hope 
to see an improvement in this matter, and 
right speedily, too. Winter sales are com- 
ing on, and when you get ready to go out 
and buy brood sows, make an arrangement 
with your banker to carry you for the 
amount you are compelled to buy on credit, 
and pay the seller with your own bank’s 
money. It is better business all the way 
round. This other habit leads to swapping, 
and the breed can’t afford any deals of that 
kind, even to make high averages. We 
hope the breeders have got the high aver- 
age fever out of their system, and are will- 
ing to sell for living prices on cash pay- 
ment, and we believe it is the best thing 
all around for both buyer and seller, and 
also for the advancement of the breed. 


FURNISH PEDIGREES We wish we 
PROMPTLY had the power 

of a wizard in 
order to work on the habits of some breed- 
ers, we would begin at once and get action 
against the habit many of you have in ne- 
glecting to send pedigrees for animals sold 
in sales or privately, There is only one way 
to do business—on the square. Buy what 
you want, pay how you can—that is settle 
at once, and then demand your papers. We 
know of many who have let this work ac- 
cumulate till it is almost impossible for 
them to catch up with the work. In the 
matter of public sales, the pedigrees should 
be ready sale day. The matter we mention 
in another article in this issue regarding the 
settling on sale day comes right along in 
this same line. The habit of letting the 
settlement go and take the matter up at a 
later day, has led to the delay in getting 
pedigrees, and the buyers are as much to 
blame for this habit as the seller is. If it 
was understood that everybody who bought 
was going to make settlement on sale day, 
the seller would in most cases have the 
pedigrees ready for you, and, presto change, 
the business would be done. In case of 
private sales or mail order business, there is 
less excuse for this carelessness, for a 
greater part of the mail order business is 
cash, and when you get your check or draft

and the pig is shipped, the pedigree should 
go along with the notification. of shipment. 
We hope some pressure can be brought to 
bear on breeders generally, so that this 
trouble will be greatly lessened. Along this 
line the editor of The Bulletin has worked 
out a herd register for private use that he 
thinks will be a great help in this matter, 
and they will come from the press in a few 
days. We hope breeders who need a register 
will hold their order till they see a sample 
of this. Among the big features of this is a 
column for date when the pedigree is mailed 
to buyer. With this heading and blank 
column staring them in the face every time 
they turh over the book we hope to con- 
tinually remind them of their neglect. This 
is only one of the good features. Another 
is the full pedigree of litter in plain sight 
when you are answering letters or out in 
the herd selling an animal, and you or the 
buyer can see at a glance three generations 
of the ancestry, and give the buyer a clear 
idea of all the blood lines in the pedigree. 
Ask The Bulletin man about these. 


DONT’S FOR BRED Don’t sell too 
SOW SALES many. Don’t sell 

sows or gilts that 
have been rebred more than once and not 
passed over sale day. They will cause you 
any amount of correspondence, and will not 
help your sale. Too much rebred stuff or 
too many substitutes make buyers very sus- 
picious, and you ought to avoid this trouble 
as much as possible. Don’t sell an animal 
you would be ashamed to show your cus- 
tomer in your own herd. Now we know 
you can’t get them all “dingers” or tops, 
but you can sell “decent” ones. Through 
all the fall sales boars have been sold by 
the score that ought to have never appeared 
anywhere after weaning time but in the 
feeders’ lot. Breeders who pretend to have 
a high standing as Duroc men have done 
this, too, more’s the pity. Two or three of 
our most intimate friends accuse us of tell- 
ing too much truth. Now we are at it again, 
but after seeing some of the “corkscrews,” 
if you please, sold in big sales as herd head- 
ers, we had to come home and weep for the 
low standard with which breeders were sat- 
isfied. Don’t let this occur in the winter 
sales. Don’t use a nondescript boar when 
good boars can be bought that will more 


than pay for themselves in a season, and 
don’t breed inferior sows to a high class 
boar, expecting the boar’s reputation to sell 
them. It may do it one year, but the in- 
ferior litter the man is likely to get will not 
bring him back to your sale again. 


PROOF OF BEEF CATTLE 
SHORTAGE, 

All doubts about the beef cattle shortage 
have been dispelled by the census report 
that the decrease in numbers in the last ten 
years has been 6.8 per cent. This announce- 
ment is very significant. This is the great- 
est decrease recorded in any class of live 
stock. Horses, mules and dairy cattle in- 
creased to a much greater extent than any 
class) of meat-producing animals. In fact, 
the census figures indicate a decrease of 
about 2 per cent in sheep, although an in- 
crease of possibly 10 per cent may have 
been made in hogs. We cannot escape the 
conclusion that the production of meat-pro- 
ducing animals, particularly beef cattle, has 
not kept pace with other branches of the 
live stock industry. When it is considered 
that the population of the United States has 
increased 21 per cent, while the decrease in 
beef production has taken place, it is evi- 
dent that a wide gap may develop in the 
supply. 

Not only have beef cattle decreased in 
numbers, but the average age of marketing 
has been lowered. So true is this that while 
market prices have appreciated, the farm 
value credited per head has actually de- 
clined. The clean-up of large range herds, 
resulting in the marketing of thousands of 
immature steers and females of all ages, 
has been a factor in the decrease which 
cannot easily be replaced. The expanded 
marketing of veal is another. The Pacific 
coast demand for meat is drawing cattle 
that formerly would have come eastward 
to market. These factors have been cited 
as indicating that we are living on our cap- 
ital, not on the increase of it, in the beef 
industry. 

With the decrease in American beef pro- 
duction appearing as a grim reality, some 
consumers are urging the free admittance of 
beef at the seaboard in the hope that South 
America may fill the gap in our markets. 
Even if this should come about, it will not 
destroy our market for first-class beef.

ALFALFA, CORN AND HOGS. 
(From Farmers’ Guide.) 


a 


southern Indiana subscriber, living 
thousand population, writes for private ad- 
vice. His question is of sufficient import- 
ance as to deserve a reply here, and having 
secured permission to publish this we give 
the benefit to Guide readers. This man has 
a farm of two hundred acres, all black soil, 
free from rocks and stumps, and all tiled. 
The soil is fertile and capable of producing 
175 bushels of corn per acre. He has been 
raising alfalfa for several years, and judg- 
ing from the specimens sent us it is suc- 
ceeding wonderfully, 

_ His present plan is to sow 40 acres of al- 
falfa next spring or summer. The first year 
Ithe crops are to be mowed for hay. For 
lthe second year the 40 acres will be divided 
into four fields of ten acres each. These he 
)will pasture, cutting a crop for hay when 
mecessary, and to follow with hogs, alter- 
mating with hogs and mower, as the growth 
sof the alfalfa may demand. He asks: “If I 
‘get a good stand of alfalfa on the 40 acres, 
how many hogs can I pasture and feed 
some corn all summer? In the fall will hog 
‘down corn that will make 50 bushels per 
acre or more. How many hogs will these 
fields sustain and feed out? How much 
‘corn should be fed during the summer while 
‘on pasture? What would you think of rais- 
ing alfalfa for hay on this kind of land? 
‘Have plenty of water for stock, and piped 
for convenient use.” 


_ Where" good crops of alfalfa can be 
grown, the hog is the one very best means 
of converting it into cash, while at the 
Same time little fertility is removed from 
the farm and the sum total of nitrogen and 
humus is largely increased. Where a good

within easy distance to a city of seventy* 


market is easily accessible the growing of 
alfalfa for the city market may be very pro- 
fitable and, once a stand is well established, 
there is not a great amount of work at- 
tached to it. However, this is not perman- 
ent agriculture, Although the nitrogen con- 
tent of the soil may be increased, a heavy 
drain is made upon the other fertilizing ele- 
ments, especially phosphoric acid. In or- 
der to keep up the fertility of the land in 
either case, some phosphate should be used, 
but when crops are fed to animals a large 
part of these constituents are returned to 
the soil. When crops are pastured off they 


are returned in the most economical man-. 


ner possible, 

The superior merits of alfalfa as a forage 
for hogs may best be appreciated by the 
comparisons with other foods commonly 
fed to them. Experts have shown through 
feeding trials that one-acre of good alfalfa 
is-equal to about six acres of wheat for 
growing swine. It is equal to practically 


four times that area of oats and to two and 
two-fifths acres of corn. It will grow as 
much pork as one and two-thirds acres of 
good clover. .: good heavy stand of alfalfa 
should provide forage for from 10 to 25 
head of hogs, depending, of course, upon 
the size. It would be difficult to give rules 


to apply in cases of this kind. There is one 
rule, however, that should be observed if 
the pasture is to survive, and that is not 
to keep it grazed down closely. It should 
be given. enough opportunity to get ahead 
so that it will be necessary to cut two or 
three times during the summer. This is 
necessary to the welfare of the plants and 
the young growth spring up affords better 
feed, 

Growing pigs and brood sows will need 
very little corn when on alfalfa pasture. 
One ear of corn per day will, as a rule, be 
ample for a sow. One must use his judg- 
ment in feeding the pigs, but it is safe to 
say that a large number of hog men give 
the pigs entirely too. much corn. Some 
practice is necessary in order to know just 
how to feed them at different ages. When 
preparing the pigs for market, grain, of 
course, must be fed, but not in such 
amounts as to entirely satisfy their appe- 
tites. About two-thirds of the ordinary 
ration will be sufficient. A hog filled with 
corn will not eat alfalfa, and he will not 
take the exercise, which is very necessary 
to the best gains. Yet there is a limit to 
this. Too much exercise as a result of too 
much range will cut down the gains. 


Hogging off corn has been found to be a 
very satisfactory and profitable method of 
harvesting the corn crop. Hogs make more 
economical gains than when fed in dry lot, 
keep in better health, have the trouble and 
expense of husking, and leave the manure 
just where it is needed. They should not 
be turned into more corn than they can 
“hog off” in two or three weeks. An acre 
of corn that will yield 50 bushels will keep 
ten hogs, weighing about 125 pounds, very 
nearly 40 days,

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THE INFLUENCE OF THE SIRE. 

(Prof. S. C Plumb, University of Ohio.) 

There is a great deal to learn regarding 
the reproduction of characteristics‘ among 
animals. However, one thing is pretty 
well established, and that is, that what we 
know as well bred animals transmit their 
qualities with more certainty than do those 
of inferior breeding. It is unfortunate 
that the results of the most successful ex- 
perience in breeding are not studied more 
carefully, and made greater use of by the 
rank and file of breeders. 

The average man, a breeder so-called, is 
not, in fact, a student of breeding at all. 
Far too many men are interested in simply 
getting their females in pig, without regard 
to the fitness of the sire to the purpose. 
That methodless way has actually been the 
undoing of many an American herd. This 
illustration has been made use of by one 
author. Let two men start to breeding at 
the same time. One selects a sire with 
great care and mates him to a lot of fe- 
males, with the view of remedying their 
defects in the offspring and of systematic- 
ally producing a type. The other buys a 
sire with no special plans in mind. He 
merely wishes a male and has no ideals to 
work toward. What is the result? After 
a term of years one man has a herd that 
approaches uniformity, and that gives re- 
sults in a measure approaching his ideals. 
The other has bred a nondescript herd, and 
produced nothing of serious value. The 
stock produced by one is in constant de- 
mand, The other wonders why he cannot 
iind buyers. 

We have some breeders in America of a 
constructive sort, men who have done 
inuch for the breed. These men have had 
ideals, and have sought to mate with the 
view of making something better than they 
found. 

Mr. N. H. Gentry in the production of 
some of his great sires, has contributed to 
the breed’s interests in a degree that ordin- 
ary breeders can never comprehend. The 


Snells of Canada were always found on the 
side cf constructive breeding. During their 
time they did much for the breed’s inter- 
ests in Canada. It was my privilege and 
pleasure to have known with some degree 
of intimacy the late James Riley and I. N. 
Barker. For many years these two men 
maintained herds that were potent factors 
in building up the breed. They stood for 
high class sires mated to superior females, 
The tact is, each of these men had ideals, 
and tried to attain them. No-man reaches 
the ideal, but many in the effort, contribute 
much to the welfare of mankind. 

The number of men who desire to pur- 
chase $12 to $15 boars is far in excess of 
what some might think. They want some- 
thing pretty good at that. What they 
really need is a scorching education, by 
which they are made to comprehend the 
meaning of the breeding business and what 
it leads to. It is most unfortunate that so 
many men measure their needs by a defin- 
ite price rather than a specific sort of ani- 
mal. 


liere is a man who has a lot of sows that 
are inferior in ham development. They 
may be very good otherwise. With him, it 
should not be cost as a first consideration. 
Rather it should be the securing of a sire * 
to improve their weakness. The old fash- 
ioned long nose is rather common even 
now. A herd of sows with heads of that 
sort will reproduce the same sort, unless 
they are mated to something different. A 
pug head is not desirable, but a short face, 
nicely formed, is more attractive and goes 
with far less carcass waste than the long- 
er, straighter face. No man today holds a 
trade of the particular buyer, who does not 
recognize this fact, and governs himself ac- 
cordingly, 

Thus it becomes apparent, and successful 
breeders readily agree to it, that the man 
who expects to succeed must mate his hogs 
to secure the most desirable form, through 
the use of the right sort of sires. 

In my conversation with the best breed- 
ers of my acquaintance, they have very 
generally agreed that the most profitable 
animals they have owned were the highest 
priced ones. Remember I have specified 
“best breeders,” not promoters and specu- 
lators.. A good many men have paid very 
high prices, and, as we say, “been stung,” 
but this has no application in this discus- 
sion, 


In the purchase of breeding Brac and 
especially the herd header, it is a big mis- 
take for one to buy animals without prev- 
ious inspection. If one will sit down and 
figure out how far reaching the influence 
of a boar may be felt in the generations, 
he may conclude that it will pay to look 
into the subject pretty carefully before 
buying. Think what Longfellow meant in 
the Gentry herd? In more recent years 
what a wonderful benefit has come to the 
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breed through the use of Masterpiece, one 
of the real high priced boars, in the herd 
of both Lovejoy and Corsa. Longfellow 
and Masterpiece are names to conjure with 
today, and they were the products of mer 
who measured the real value of both pedi 
gree and individual merit. 

The young man starting out in the de 
velopment of a herd will do well to secure 
high class animals, bred well. Better try 
one good female, a real topper, of both in 
didual merit ‘and with a popular pedigree. 
than half a dozen common ones. She will 
pay much the best in the end. That fact 
has been demonstrated time and again 
And the cheap sire is to be avoided. Young 
men should be ambitious, and get sires 
that bid fair promise to reproduce offspring 
of the sort in demand. If one aspires to 
sell breeding stock, a cheap pedigree will 
be the heaviest handicap imaginable. The 
average man inquires about pedigree, and 
if he knows what it stands for, he will not 
want the animal represented by it, except 
ing at little above pork price. The intelli- 
gent, discriminating buyer, will not want 
the stock, however, at any price. If one is 
not seeking the trade of the select sor 
then he might as well step down and out as 
a producer of pure bred stock. 


One should pattern after the successes, 
not the failures. If the breeder is to have 
inspiration, it must come to him through a 
knowledge of the results secured by the 
men who know how and who have suc- 
ceeded.

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- BURNS SAYS RICE BRAN IS 
ECONOMICAL, 


Rice bran as.a hog ration with corn and 
other grains, as high in price as they are 
this year, in the opinion of Professor John 
C, Burns of A, and M. College, is the most 
economical feed that can be found. The 
bran has bee tested as a hog food at the 
college, and results were highly satisfac- 
tory. Of them, Professor Burns says: 

“Pure rice bran is very similar in feeding 
value to corn, and is therefore a good feed 
In feeding it to hogs the 
Texas Experiment Station has found it to 
be practically equal to corn, pound for 
pound, in producing gain, but that the qual- 
ity of the pork produced from it is not so 
firm and desirable of texture as that pro- 
duced from corn. When equal parts of 
corn and rice bran were fed together the 
quality of the pork was practically as good 
as that from straight corn, 

“For pigs, from weaning time to the 
weight of about 150 pounds, a very effec- 
tive ration was found in four parts rice bran 
and one part tankage by weight. For fat- 
tening hogs weighing 150 pounds or over, 
a ration of five parts of corn, five parts rice 
bran and one part tankage is about right. 
In using cottonseed meal instead of tank- 
age to balance the ration, the proportions 
should be corn two and one-half parts, rice 
bran two ana one-half parts and cottonseed 
meal one part, by weight. 

“T think that all the feeds except the 
tankage may be soaked in water for about 
twelve hours before feeding to advantage, 
and then supplied to the hogs in the nature 
of a thick slop. The tankage should be 
thoroughly mixed with the other feed at the 
time of feeding. With corn as high in price 
as it is in most places this year, I think it 
will be more profitable to substitute rice 
bran for it, practically altogether, although 
the quality of the pork cannot be expected 
to be quite so good. 

“Rice bran may be purchased in carload 
lots from the rice mills in South Texas, and 
dealers in the larger South Texas towns, 
such as Houston, Galveston and Beaumont. 
In purchasing you should lay stress on the 
chemical analysis, and should insist on bran 
of pure quality. The bran is often adulter- 
ated with rice hulls, and its feeding value is 
lowered in proportion to the amount of 
hulls contained. These hulls not only con- 
tain no feeding value, but are injurious to 
live stock. Pure rice bran will analyze as 
high as 13 to 14 per cent fat. The average 
for 30 pounds of rice bran given in bulletin 
127 of this station, is 13.16 per cent protein 
and 12.79 per cent fat.” 


Try this for broken down sows: Stir a 
tablespoonful of sulphur in sweet milk once 
a day, and give it to the sow for three days. 
Continue for some little time and notice the 
improvement,

frequent cause of disease among hogs in 
the fall results from allowing the animals 
to sleep outside during cold and frosty 
nights. While taking a number of early 
morning drives through one of the leading 
hog growing states last fall it was common 
to see 50 to 100 steaming and heated hogs 
crawling out of bunches where they had 
been sleeping. Sleeping in bunches and 
coming out in the cold morning air creates 
conditions favorable for the development 
of coughs, colds and lung diseases. As a 
rule every hog on the farm should be com- 
pelled to sleep inside as soon as the nights 
begin to get cold and frosty. 


Caution must be used in getting the pigs 
and fattening hogs used to the change of 
food when they are placed in the feed 
yards. One of the greatest dangers con- 
fronting hog growers at this season of the 
year is the feeding of new corn. Feeders 
should introduce new corn gradually by 
cutting it up and feeding it in connection 
with pasture and other feeds. If fed mod- 
erately at the start hogs will consume both 
ears and stalks, and by degrees become ac- 
customed to the new feed. By the time the 
stalks have hardened they will be in con- 
dition to consume larger quantities of the 
grain with safety and profit. Unless hogs 
have plenty of pasture and forage crops the 
change of feed must be gradual to escape 
derangement of digestion and disordered 
stomach. It means a little more work to 


feed supplemental feeds and old corn with 
the new, but the advantages are so great 
that the careful and intelligent feeder will 
not ‘neglect that which is safest and prom- 
ises the best returns. Hogs relish new 
corn, and we are often tempted to feed too 
much at the start. At least a month’s time 
should be taken to bring them from pasture 
and forage crops to a full fed of the new 
corn, It requires more bushels of new corn 
to make the same gain that sound corn will 
produce, hence it is advantageous both 
from the standpoint of health and profit to 
feed some old corn while bringing the hogs 
to a full feed of new corn. Severe losses 
may be avoided by the exercise of care and 
judgment in feeding new corn to hogs, 


Charcoal, ashes and salt help to keep 
the hog’s digestive system in good condi- 
tion, and should be kept within: the reach 
of the animals at all times. Corn cobs make 
good charcoal. By digging a pit about four 
or five feet deep and quite a bit smaller at 
the bottom than at the top, it is a simple 
matter to prepare the corn cob charcoal in 
the right form for the hogs. Start a fire at 
the bottom of the pit and gradually fill the 
pit with cobs and cover with a sheet iron 
cover as soon as filled, and in about 12 
hours’ time there will be a good grade of 
charcoal. Five bushels of this charcoal, 
one bushel of wood ashes, six pounds of 
salt, two quarts of air slacked lime, two 
pounds of sulphur and one pound of cop-

Such a mix- 
ture is at once a food, vermifuge and tonic. 

Good pure drinking water from an un- 
contaminated source is a safeguard to the 
health of the herd. It is of so much im- 


portance that every hog grower should 
equip his feed yards with an adequate sys- 
tem of supply tanks and drinking foun- 
tains. At this season of the year thousands 
of dollars worth of feed is worse than 
wasted because the hogs do not have 


enough water to work the impurities out 
of their systems and for that reason cannot 
perfectly digest their foods. Ponds, brooks 
and springs are many times insidious 
sources of danger on the hog farm, besides 
they frequently give out just when they ,are 
neded most. If water can be found at a 
reasonable depth a windmill or gasoline en- 
gine that will raise the water and distribute 
to the various places where it is needed 
will give the best satisfaction and instre a 
supply of pure water for the herd. 

As a general proposition it seldom pays 
to carry hogs along after they are ready for 
market. Feeders who have held their hogs 
for a rise in the market have found that the 
expense for feed wipes out all of the ad- 
vantages of a higher price later. After the 
grass and forage crops have stopped their 
growth, there is little cheap feed left. From 
now on hogs must have liberal grain ra- 
tions. Gains must be made of profits will 
be materially reduced. Light feeding is a 
risky speculation, because they cannot be 
carried along without expensive grain feeds. 
Heavy feeding can be continued profitably 
on growing pigs as long as supplemental 
feeds are fed along with the corn to sup- 
port an increase in frame and muscle com- 
mensurate with the fat put on by the corn. 
In this way many 150 to 200 pound hogs 
can be continued on full feeu to a weight of 
300 pounds or more and pay larger profits. 


Hogs that are to be kept over for breed- 
ers and fall pigs should go into the winter 
in good condition. A blanket of fat under 
the animal’s hide is worth bushels of corn 
in’ the crib as a protection against the win- 
ter’s cold. Fat can be put on during the 
fall easier than it can after winter begins. 
The fall pig that has not been well fed 
during the fall months has a winter of mis- 
ery before it. Its hair affords but little pro- 
tection, and without.a blanket of fat it is in 
a sad predicament. Fat, vigorous pigs will 
continue to grow during the winter, but the 
thin ones are expensive boarders. Older 
breeding animals will endure more hard- 
ships and exposure but they come out in 
the spring in poor condition and cannot 
produce as good pigs as those that go into 
the winter in good condition. A _ chilled 
body reduces vitality and saps the animal’s 
reserve energy and it comes out in the 
spring in a weak, emaciated condition, By

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should be fenced into a number of lots, the 
more lots the better it can be managed. 


Fencing is the expensive part of the 
equipment on the hog farm in the south, 
for we do not need expensive buildings, but 
must have some shelter. In making the 
fences I like to put up good fencing, and 
know where our hogs are. We need to 
have several lots and have some crop grow- 
ing in each; then we can change as soon as 
the hogs have eaten one crop down into an- 
other, and then at once plow the lot and 
sow to another crop to have it ready for 
the future. Some of the good crops to sow 
for forage and pasture are oats, rape, field 
peas, cow peas, rye, wheat, clover, peanuts 
and in fact most any kind of green crops. 
I think it best to feed a little grain at all 
times to the pigs to keep them growing. 
Brood sows after being bred may be turned 
on good pasture without grain for a while, 
but just a little grain is a great help in all 
cases. 

This plan of hog raising will build up our 
farms, and instead of saying that hogs mean 
poor farms, we can show that if handled 
right they mean better farmers. Let us 
keep up the fertility of the soil, at any rate. 


STATE HIGHWAY REPORT. 


The Illinois highway commission has is- 
sued its report for the years 1908 and 1909. 
The work of the commission is reviewed 
and the results commented upon in the 
light of experience gained during 1910. It 
is estimated that approximately six million 
dollars are annually expended on roads and 
bridges in Illinois. Chapters on earth road 
construction, macadam roads of various 
kinds and on highway bridges are contained 
inthe report. Ineach of these chapters is 
given in detail a description and the cost of 
various methods of construction. A goodly 
number of photographs have been used, 
and much of the story is told in this man- 
ner, The report contains a large amount 
of miscellaneous information of value to all 
interested in road improvement. The dis- 
cussion of the problem of systematic state 
wide road improvement is particularly im- 
portant and timely. The various roads are 
classed as local roads, main business roads 
and pleasure roads, and methods of con- 
struction and maintenance for each class 
are outlined. The suggestions of the com- 
mission are worthy state wide consideration 
and adoption. The greatest improvement 
in highways is impossible until a uniform 
system is put into operation. The report 
shows that the demands made upon the 
commission by township officials have 
steadily increased. This indicates increas- 
ing confidence in the work of the depart- 
ment. Copies of the report may be ob- 
tained from the State Highway Commis- 
sion, Springfield.

Being a provi- 
dent man he has bred his sow in June and 
now has 5 more pigs for which he can: get 
$7 apiece. If he is any trader at all, he 
should get $10 at least. At $7.50 per pig 
his clear profit is $36.50. The pigs should 
be sold by the first of December, and the 
sow bred to come in March, 

Now the question arises, why should a 
farmer pay $50 for a registered sow in- 
stead of a scrub at $15. In the first place 
he has something that he is not ashamed 
of, but in which he takes apride, and for 
which he is willing to make the permanent 
investment to which I have referred. A 
scrub hog and a dirty hog pen will soon 
disgust any man, and he is at all times 
1eady to go out of the hog business. The 
well bred hog will dress 80 per cent and 
the scrub 56 to 70 per cent, a difference in 
the case we have presented of 28 pounds 
per pig, or on the litter of 5 pigs, 140 
pounds, its equivalent in money being $21, 
or on two litters in one year being $42, or 
nearly the purchase price of the well bred 
sow.

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HOGS AND SOIL FERTILITY. 


A few years ago it was the prevailing idea 
that hog farming, or the exclusive feeding 
_of hogs, was a sure method of robbing the 
soil of its fertility, and by the old method 
of handling hogs that was true. 
er raised his own corn, and fed it to the 
hogs in a dry lot or pen, thus hauling the 
fertility from the fields and piling it up in a 
pen, where it was allowed to remain. There 
is no surer way to run down the farm than 
this. It does not take long to rob the soil 
of its fertility when corn is grown on it ex> 


| clusively, and nothing returned to the field 


in the form of humus or organic matter. 

But by the more improved methods hog 
farming does not rob the soil of its fertility. 
On the contrary, it is one of the quickest 
and surest of any of the methods of build- 
ing up the soil. Instead of hauling every- 
thing from the field and feeding it in a pen, 
everything is fed on the field that produces 
it. Less corn and more forage makes eco- 
nomical gains on hogs. Rape and clover 
sown at the rate of an acre for eight to ten 
hogs, to be used for summer pasture, makes 
excellent growth, and will last until the 
corn is past the milk stage. 

One-half the corn field to be hogged 
down is planted to cowpeas (put in at corn 
planting time), the other half sown to rape 
at the last plowing of the corn.’ The reason 
for putting one-half the field in cowpeas, 
the other half in rape, is that the cowpeas 
are ruined by the first frost, while the rape 
will be available until real cold weather, 


since it is not injured by frosts. 


The hogs should not be given the whole 
field, but should be confined to a small por- 
tion of the corn and cowpeas at a time, by 
means of a temporary fence, which can be 
made by fastening ordinary field wire to 
temporary posts driven in.the ground 10 or 
15 feet apart. They should have all this 
eaten by the time of the first frost, after 
which they should be given a small por- 
tion of the corn and rape. By the time the 
corn and rape are eaten, the hogs should be 
ready for market. 

The superiority of this method over the 
old is quite easily seen. In the first place it 
permits of the growing of two crops on a 
field each year, both of which are eaten by 
the hogs without having to be harvested by 
the farmer. Cowpeas is especially valuable 
as a fertilizer, since it is one of the heav- 
iest producers of nitrogen of any of the 
legume crops. The rape, which is a very 
heavy producer of organic matter, is eaten 
on the ground, and is almost equal to a 
coat of humus. The corn, when fed with 
forage, is much more efficient, and greater 
gains can be obtained than on corn alone. 
Therefore, this method of hog farming is 
not only an increaser of soil fertility, but 
it is. also the cheapest, easiest, and most 
economical method of feeding hogs.—C. K. 
Snellings; Missouri Agriculutral College.

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MANAGEMENT OF PIGS. 


One of the first essentials to securing a 
strong, healthy and vigorous litter of pigs 
that will rapidly grow and mature without 
loss from start to finish is to breed from 
the right kind of sows. A sow that will 
give birth to this kind of a litter of pigs 
must have all the predominating. mother 
qualities. She must be strong and active, 
free from disease, wide across the hips, 
have a large number of teats and be of ma- 
ture age, not much under a year old for the 
first litter, and older than this is better. 
The very young sow has not the size.and 
vitality to give birth and feed a large litter 
of pigs. If she does give birth to a large 
litter and sustains them all, such heavy 
drains are made upon her physical nature 
that she becomes stunted in growth and so 
weakened in general that it is impossible 
to make the brood sow of her that would 
have been possible had the exacting de- 
mands of mtoherhood been deferred to a 
later period in her life. This fact, of course, 
is true of all animals. It is not absolutely 
necessary to defer the breeding of a sow 
until she becomes fully grown, yet she 
must not be bred when she is a mere pig, 
both for her good, the good of the first 
litter and the good of the future litters, 


The sire of the litter is also an important 
factor. He must be strong, well built, both 
as to flesh and bones, healthy, active and 
not related to the sow. Hogs breed fast, 
and so many farmers keep males so long 
that they become so closely related to the 
whole herd, especially the young, that very 
close inbreeding is the result. Many farm- 
ers allow all of their hogs and pigs to run 
together in the same lot or pasture; unal- 
tered males of all sizes and ages with all 
the females of all ages. This is bad pig 
management, and very soon results in stock 
weak in vitality and subject to all manner 
of diseases through inbreeding. Many of 
the sows get with pig too young, and also 
many of them mate with males which are 
small, weak and scrubby. 

The first litter from a young sow of such 
injudicious breeding nearly always proves 
a failure and a direct loss to the owner. 
Many of the pigs are dead at birth, and the 
remaining few are low in vital powers and 
subject to many physical disorders, and 
frequently die when only half matured. The 
male which is to sire the pigs should never 
be a member of the fattening pen, where 
‘he will become heavy and inactive. He 
should be kept in a separate lot or pasture 
and be active and kept in good normal flesh 
on feed that viu.us bone, blood and flesh 
rather than fat. The pigs will inherit half 
the constitution of their sire, hence his 
physical vigor should be strong so that the 
pigs will have frame and vitality with which 
to grow and mature. 

Young pigs must have unbounded free- 
dom in direct sunlight and pure air for

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THE BREEDING SOW. 

* Troubles in the farrowing pen often have 
| their origin at a date long antecedent to 
| parturition; in fact, as we have often 
| pointed out with regard to the ewe at 
_ Jambing time, the cause of a great deal that 
| is unsatisfactory at the time of birth must 
be sought for in defective management 
from conception onward throughout the 
‘ whole period of gestation. 

_ The condition of the sow is a point that 
"4 is often overlooked, and it is one of great 
‘importance, Breeding condition is quite a 
different state from “show” condition or 
condition for the butcher, and it should be 
_ recognized that the fit condition for breed- 
‘ing is that of carrying no more fat than 
“accompanies vigorous growth and robust 
health. Many of the breeding difficulties

ance of oestrum and failure to “hold” when 
sent to the boar, are due to the animal be- 
ing too fat, while in the case of exhibition 
-pigs, and this applies to both sows and 
boars, the reproductive capacity has often 
been permanently injured by continuous or 
repeated feeding up for show purposes. 
The principal quality to be desired is 
growth, and this is not to be attained by 
feeding with fattening material in close 
confinement, but on muscle making food 
with plenty of exercise. When in pig the 
sow should be well fed, but not so as to 
fatten her, and she should always get some 
exercise, because exercise is essential to the 
well-being of every pregnant animal and 
the proper development of the offspring. 
Those who have not the conveniences for 
breeding pigs should, if they keep pigs at 
all, confine their attention to feeding them, 
when room for exercise is not so essential. 

Having the sow overeat at farrowing 
time is responsible for many of the difficul- 
ties attendant on birth-giving, and for the 
absence of milk and the occurrence of the 
so-called milk fever, which, in the sow, is 
only another name for mammary inflam- 
mation. Where many breeding sows are 
kept, there may not be time to pay special 
attention to each animal, but it is very 
often possible by a little kindness and per- 
sonal notice to change a sullen and intract- 
able animal into a gentle one, and where 
only a few sows are kept it certainly pays 
to be on friendly terms with them. Pigs 
are popularly supposed to be unsympa- 
thetic, utterly devoid of intelligence and 
concerned only with eating and sleeping, 
but those who take the trouble to cultivate 
their acqauintance know better, and that 
they respond to’a little kindly notice. It 
may not matter much about being friendly 
with the fattening hog, better not, perhaps, 
if at all sensitive or sentimental, and the 
animal is intended for domestic consump- 
tion, but it may make considerable differ- 
ence whether or not the pig man is on good 
‘terms with the farrowing sow, for if the

RESULTS OF DISSEMINATING 
AGRICULTURAL INFORMATION 
An investigation by the Department of 
Agriculture into the extent of the operation 
of agricultural instruction trains in the 
United States reveals the fact that 52 of 
the leading railroad companies had en- 
gaged in this form of disseminating agri- 
cultural information during the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, -910. The number of 
cars employed aggregated 239, an average 
of 4.6 cars per train. The 52 trains trav- 
ersed altogether during the year 40,771 
miles of track. One thousand, seven hun- 
dred and ninety-three stops, ranging from 
40 minutes to two days each, were made, 
during which lectures upon agriculture and 
domestic science topics were delivered; 
demonstrations made and exhibits of ani- 
mals, charts, and agricultural products. 
What such work has accomplished may 
be illustrated by the experience of one com- 
pany, which for eight years has been en- 
gaged in organizing farmers’ associations 
in the districts through which it runs, until 
now there is hardly a town of 300 people on 
that line which has not an active associa- 
. tion of farmers for the promotion of di- 
versified crops. The result has been that 
the road in 1904 hauled in about 90 days 
3,500 cars of truck and fruit as against al- 
most none five or six years before. An- 
other company reports an increase in busi- 
ness of over 100 per cent in five years as 
the result of its efforts. Still another rail- 
road, in a locality adapted to the growth 
of strawberries, agreed to furnish plants 
and send an expert to instruct the farmers 
how to plant and grow this fruit. Eighty- 
six acres were put out the first year, and 
the yield was nine carloads. In 1904 about 
1,000 acres were planted and 50 car loads 
were shipped; the next year 130 car loads, 
and in 1906 between 250 anu 300 car loads.

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PERMANENT HIGH PRICES OF AG- 
RICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 
(Wallace’s Farmer.) 

The present high prices of agricultural 
products is one element in the distress 
aomng urban or city population over the 
entire civilized world. It is not the sole 
cause. Part of the high cost not merely 
of agricultural products, but of living gen- 
erally is due to the great increase in the 
world’s output of gold, cheapening the 
value of that basis of the world’s exchanges 
and advancing prices faster than wages can 
be advanced to correspond. Part is due to 
the burden of taxation, the result largely of 
past wars and largely of preparation for 
wars which it is to be hoped will never 
come. Part is due to a system of distribu- 
tion which gives the producer but a small 
fraction of the consumer’s dollar; but as 
man must eat if he is to live at all, a large 
part is due to present prices of food pro- 

ducts. 


The question we raise in this article is: 
Are these prices permanent, or are we to 
return after a period of the present prices 
to the prices which prevailed from 1870 to 
1900? We make no claims to the gift of 
prophecy; but even without that gift one 
may and must, if he is to succeed in life at 
all, be able in some small measure to judge 
the future by the past. 

The whole question turns on whether the 
prices of farm products from 1870 to 1900 
were normal or abnormally low; whether, 
in fact, we are, after years of abnormally 
low prices, returning to normal conditions. 
In other words: Was there some great in- 
fluence, world-wide in its bearings, that 
created abnormal conditions and for long 
years depressed the price of food the world 
over? That is a matter capable of reason- 
ably exact determination. 


It will be the object of this article to 
show that the disturbing cause in prices 
during the period mentioned was the open- 
ing up to settlement of the prairie sections 
of the Mississippi valley, a territory vast in 
acreage and rich beyond measure in the 
stored fertility of the ages. Old men re- 
member the opening up of this territory in 
the 40s. Something had been done west of 
the Mississippi in lowa and Kansas in the 
50s, At the close of the 50s came the Civil 
war, which arrested the movement, and it 
was not until the 70s, when the waste of 
the human life and in material 
values had been made good, that the effect 
of this opening up of the prairies began to 
be seriously felt in the nation and in the 
world. Had the prairie sections of this 
vast region been covered with timber, the 
world’s economic history would have been 
altogether different. It would then have 
required a lifetime, as it did in the early 
part of the last century, to fit a quarter sec- 
tion for the plow. Instead, it needed neith- 
er ax nor mattock nor tiling spade.

The results may be seen in general, 3 
most striking way in Bulletin No. 78, « 
the Department of Agriculture, entitle 
“Agricultural Graphics.”

The average annual production of -

Oats increase 
from 305,000,000 to 849,000,000 bushels; ri 
from 73,638,000 pounds to 832, 607,01 
pounds; flax from 1,715,000 bushels to 2¢ 
580,000; hay from 27,558,000 tons to 59,137 
000; cotton from 3,997,000 bales to 10,84 
000 bales. Beet sugar increased from 16: 
500,000 pounds in 1899 to an average yie 
of 889,500,000 pounds in 1907-1908. Lil 
increases occurred in almost every oth 
line of agricultural production with the é 
ception of hemp, which fell one-half. 


In the meantime the population engag 
in agricultural pursuits, comparing the ce: 
sus reports of 1870 and 1900, increased fro 
5,992,000 to 10,392,000; while the populati 
engaged in all pursuits increased from 1; 
506,000 to 29,074,000, and urban populati

According to the same authority there 
es constructed nearly 40,000 miles of rail- 
roads in the Mississippi valley, approxi- 
mately half of the entire mileage con- 
structed in the United States during that 
time (1870 to 1890) and nearly three- 
‘fourths of the total mileage of the nation 


n 1870. 


\ In these twenty years there was grown 
west of the Mississippi river 20,000,000,000 
bushels of corn, an amount almost equal to 
| that produced in the United States in its 
whole history previous to 1870. Of wheat 
there was produced nearly 3,500,000,000 
_ bushels, over half the total amount of this 
cereal raised in the nation before that date. 
In 1860 there was produced in the whole 
country 5,490,000 bales of cotton. Of this 
only 470,000 bales were produced in the 
territory now constituting the states of 
Texas and Oklahoma, Therefore 90 per 
cent of the whole was at this time raised 
in the older sections of the country, where 
the growth of cotton developed slowly. In 
1900 the total production of cotton had 
teached 10,250,000 bales, and of this the 
two sattes of Texas and Oklahoma pro- 
_ duced 3,710,000 bales, an astonishing in- 
crease of over 700 per cent in forty years. 
; Had it not been for two things there 
"could have been no market whatever, for 
hese astounding crops of the Mississippi 
"yalley. One was the repeal of the corn 
| laws of England and the other the marvel- 
ous development of manufactures and con- 
sequently of urban population. Our ex- 
" ports in the twenty years which we are 
| mainly considering were enormous. For 
| example, from 1870 to 1890 we exported 
| over 2,000,000,000 bushels of wheat, a quan- 
_ tity three times that of the whole exports 
of the nation during the entire history of 
| the country prior to that date. From 1880 
' to 1885 we exported over 700,000,000 bush- 
"els of wheat, an amount quite equal to that 
"exported prior to 1870. From 1870 to 1900 
we -exported 4,600,000,000 bushels or six 
and one-half times as much as had been 
exported prior to that time, an amount 
“equal to two-thirds of the total product of 
this cereal in the entire nation prior to 
1870. During the same period we ex- 
ported a billion bushels of corn, or five 
times as much as we had exported since 
"we were a nation. We exported meat pro- 
"ducts in the same proportion. 
i Is it any wonder, then, that from 1870 to 
18 


90, and, in fact, up to 1898, farming was 
‘on the whole an unprofitable business? 
The phrase “only a farmer,” was not un- 

Se Many of them were land poor 
_ and allowed their lands to be sold for 
"taxes. Many an lowa farmer lost a farm 
with but a small encumbrance, which would 
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now sell for $150 an acre cash down, The 
farmers who have held on even though 
at great sacrifice, believing that there was 
a limit to virgin soils watered by the rains 
from heaven, believing that by and by con- 
sumption would overtake production and 
give them higher prices, have become rich, 
not through crop production, but through 
the inevitable advance in land prices. 

If we were to return to the prices of 1870 
to 1890, these farmers would become bank- 
rupt; for the land itself has no higher pro- 
ductive value; that is, will not produce any 
more bushels of corn or wheat or oats thon 
it did when it was worth ten dollars an 
acre. It is a matter of fact genérally not 
so productive, other things being taken 
into consideration. With the prices then 
prevailing, when corn was often sold at 
20 cents, 15 cents, 12% cents and even as 
low as 10 cents a bushel, with wheat but 
little over 50 cents, and sometimes under, 
the farmer was obliged to farm exten- 
sively, getting all he could out of the land 
without regard to future fertility. He be- 
came a miner rather than a farmer, and 
when he gets down, as he now must, to 
the serious business of farming, he is often 
compelled to buy back in the form of fer- 
tilizers the fertility which his father and 
his grandfather so recklessly threw away. 

In short, a return to the prices that pre- 
vailed from 1870 to 1898 would bankrupt 
absolutely the entire west. If they con- 
tinue at approximately present levels, as 
we think they will (and we believe we 
have shown good reason for this faith), 
then the great cities and manufacturing 
centers must adjust themselves to the nor- 
mal conditions now prevailing. 


The re-adjustment will be a hard one, 
and especially in the British Isles, where 
as a result of the opening up of our prai- 
ries wheat fell 50 cents a bushel. In 
other words, the British manufacturer 
bought wheat at 50 cents less than it was 
worth; or, to put it in another way, the 
American farmer contributed 50 cents a 
bushel on wheat to make England the 
greatest manufacturing country in the 
world, The re-adjustment will be easier in 
France and Germany, because these coun- 
tries protected themselves against the flood 
of cheap grain by tariffs in favor of the 
farmers. The United States could not do 
that, for the simple reason that such tariffs 
would be merely paper tariffs as long as 
we had a surplus which we must sell in the 
markets of the old world, thus fixing the 
price for the same products in the new. 

We have here opened up a question of 
immense importance, not merely to the 
farmer, but to the urban resident as well, 
and one which is certainly worthy of the 
careful study of the statesman. We do 
not say “politician,” because the politician 
is usually. anything else than a statesman. 

If we are correct, we have accounted for 
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the uprising of the Grange in the 70s, for 
the uprising of the Alliance and kindred 
organizations in the 80s, for the agitation 
of railroad reforms in the 90s, and as the 
influences operating to advance prices of 
land are continuous since 97, we need not 
wonder at the discussion over reciprocity 
and the agitation the nation over for a re- 
vision of our tariff schedules. The funda- 
mental fact is that we disturbed the bal- 
ance between the producer and the con- 
sumer, between urban and rural population, 
by the sudden opening up of the Missis- 
sippi valley, and by the subsidy given to 
the farmers in the homestead law and to 
the railroads in the land grants and cash 
subsidies, 


PLOWING UNDER ALFALFA, 

When in his system of rotation the farmer is ready 
to plow up his alfalfa, he has another inestimable 
contribution to the land’s fertility in the stubble and 
roots. It is not recommended to plow under and 
considerable growth as green manure, as the hay 
crop is too valuable. Its market value would buy 
more fertilizers than the same growth is worth for 
humus. After a field has stood for five or six years, 
the roots have added largely to the humus content. 
Prof. W. P. Headden of Colorado estimated that the 
fertilizing value of the stubble and 6% inches of 
roots plowed under is about $20 per acre, while the 
value of the stubble and entire root system is not 
less than $35 per acre.—From Coburn’s ‘“‘The Book 
of Alfalfa.” 


SOME ALFALFA. 

In 1902 F. S. Kirk of Garfield County, Oklahoma, 
sowed a field near a creek, but about 25 feet above 
water, with 30 to 35 pounds of alfalfa seed per acre, 
broadcast. The soil, which he calls “‘high bottom,” 
was a dark brown and contained considerable sand. 
For two years no attention was given the alfalfa 
except harvesting from it three crops the second year 
and four the third year. In 1905 he harvested from 
ten acres nine cuttings, estimated to weigh fully one 
and one-half tons each, per acre. The longest time 
between any two cuttings was twenty-two days, and 
the shortest fourteen days. During the season of 
1904 seven cuttings were made and the field was 
gone over with a disk harrow each time after re- 
moving the hay from the field. It was possible to 
cut another growth of 8 to 12 inches, had he not 
preferred to use it as pasturage for stock.—rrom 
Coburn’s ‘‘The Book of Alfalfa.’

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PURE BREDS IMPROVE, 
(D. O. Thompson, Purdue University.) 


The terms descriptive of the breeding of 
horses are more or less well understood, 
nevertheless an exact understanding of 
their meaning is essential to an intelligent 
discussion of the horse breeding situation 
in the state of Indiana. The term “pure- 
bred” is applied to the horse having sire 
and dam of the same breed and both elig- 
ible to registry in the book of the standard 
record or registry association, The horse 
thus bred is himself eligible to registry in 
the standard book. The term “cross-bred” 
is applied to a horse having sire and dam 
of pure breeding, but of different breeds. 
For example, the get of a pure-bred Perch- 
mare is a cross-bred, and is not eligible to 
registry in either of the associations in 
which its sire and dam may be registered. 

The term “grade” is applied to the get 
of a pure-bred stallion mated with a mare 
of impure breeding. The filly produced 
from the mating of a mare of common or 
nondescript breeding with a pure-bred stal- 
lion is a half blood; if she is mated in turn 
with a stallion of the same breed as her 
sire, the offspring is a three-quarters blood. 
If this foal be a filly and she be mated with 
a pure-bred stallion of the same breed as 
her sire, the offspring is a seven-eights 
blood. The result of the next top cross is a 
fifteen-sixteenth, blood, etc. Although at 
the end of a series of years of top crossing 
the progeny will show many of the char- 
acteristics of the pure-bred and carry but 
a trace of the blood of the common mare 
in the remote ancestry, nevertheless they 
are not eligible to registry in the books of 
the standard record associations in the 
United States, and the colts are not desir- 
able for the stud because it is highly prob- 
able that if they were retained for service 
in the stud the foals sired by them will re- 
vert in some degree to the characters of the 
common mare in the ancestry. 

The terms “mongrel” and “scrub” are 
used interchangeably to designate the 
breeding of the get of a stallion of impure 
breeding. When applied to the individual- 
ity of the animal they designate inferiority. 
Either of these terms also applies to the 
offspring of a pure-bred mare got by a 
stallion of impure breeding. Mating a 
pure-bred mare with anything but a pure- 
bred stallion is not up grading; it is rather 
a step in the opposite direction, away from 
progress and improvement. 

In times past, and to some extent at 
present there have been companies and as- 
sociations organized that supply pedigree 
registry certificates for animals not eligible 
to registry in the standard associations. 
They can do business because their ident- 
ity is not known to the great majority of 
farmers who breed mares and to many of 
whom a certificate from one association 
means as much as that from another, Prior

get of crossbred, grade or scrub stallions. 
About ninety-five per cent of three hun- 
dred farmers in Indiana replied to a ques- 
tion that the get of the pure-bred stallion 
sold for better prices than the foals sired 
by a grade. 


HAY FARMING. 
(T. B. Hutchinson, Virginia Experiment 
Station.) 
The money crops, as wheat, tobacco and 


cotton, are sold away from the farm, and 
the plant food thus removed is supposed to 


‘be replaced by the application of commer- 


cial fertilizers. While commercial fertiliz- 
ers are very useful when applied with judg- 
ment, they do not return humus to the soil, 
and when used without humus the me- 
chanical condition of the soil soon be- 
comes poor. Hay, on the other hand, is 
too bulky and usually too cheap to bear 
long shipment, consequently only a com- 
paratively small portion of it goes to mar- 


ket. In most cases the growing of grass 
involves the keeping of live stock to con- 
sume it. The manure from the stock is 
returned to the land, so that little plant 
food goes away from the farm. Where 
grasses are grown and fed the farm should 
keep fertile, and fertile farms mean pros- 
perous farmers, 

A few figures will show how much more 
rapidly farms become depleted of fertility 
when thé crops are sold off than when they 
are fed to stock and the produce from the 
stock is sold. Valuing nitrogen at 16 cents 
per pound, phosphoric acid at 5 cents per 
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pound, and potash at 5 cents per. pound, 
crops remove plant food as follows: 

Fifteen bushels of wheat, with the straw, 
removes $4.75 worth of plant food from the 
soil, 

Thirty bushels of corn, with stover, re- 
mov $9.80 worth of plant food. 

One thousand pounds of leaf tobacco re- 
moves $9.80 worth of plant food. 

In comparison with the above a 1,000- 
pound steer removes about $4.50 worth of 
plant food, while 500 pounds of butter 
takes only about 18 cents worth of plant 
food from the farm.

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FARMERS’ PROBLEMS. 


The University of Wisconsin has issued 
a bulletin designed to show that 90 per cent 
of the many millions spent annually for 
food, shelter and clothing in this country is 
expended by women who have no adequate 
knowledge of money values. It is con- 
tended that the average home maker dis- 
poses of money as her mother did before 
her or as her neighbor spends her money. 
This is a pretty strong charge, and yet 
when one has seen a few bargain counter 
rushes, and has observed the methods of 
marketing practiced in many households, 
one is forced to the conclusion that the 
spending class in this country needs edu- 
cating in household economics, and the 
University of Wisconsin will undertake to 
supply this instruction so far as it is pos- 
sible for a single institution to do so. 


In harmony with this suggestion of the 
Wisconsin State University is a bill re- 
cently introduced in the senate by United 
States Senator Page of Vermont. This 
measure provides for the appropriation out 
of the United States Treasury of moneys 
for the support, in the various states and 
territories, of instruction in agriculture, the 
trades and industries, and home economics, 
in secondary and normal schools, and in 
maintaining extension departments in state 
colleges of agriculture and mechanic arts. 
Mr. Page’s bill makes the federal appropri- 
ations for the purposes named, conditional 
upon the appropriation by the various states 
and territories of sums at least equal in 
amount to those granted by congress for a 
like purpose. The provisions as outlined in 
this bill would take from the United States 
treasury annually less than the cost of a 
single battleship. 


As the author of the bill well Beetwea 
“The high school, the academy, and the col- 
lege are taking excellent care of those boys 
who are financially able to avail themselves 
of their advantages, but it requires only a 
superficial examination to show that the 
average boy, on arriving at the age when he 
must begin, because of lack of means, to be 
a bread-winner for the family, is neglected 
by the state and in far too many cases, fol- 
lowing the line of least resistance, he drifts 
into a cheap manhood.” The country is 
full of inefficiency, while industry and trade 
are constantly seeking men who can do 
things, and who know that they know. The 
need of business efficiency in railway man- 
agement, in factories, in workshops and in 
merchandising has been clearly demon- 
strated in recent times, and so absolutely 
proven that there is no longer any doubt 
that a great deal of our national energy is 
being wasted. 

Nowhere is efficiency more urgently need- 
ed than on the farm and in the household, 
The cry for help goes up from every farm- 
house in the land, and too often the answer 
is from a hopelessly inefficient: class of 


workers. The scarcity of labor has become 
the great handicap of agriculture and any 
method which promises an improvement in 
the intolerable condition is well worth earn- 
est consideration. In some of the skilled 
industries the value of the technical schools 
has been tested and young men who go out 
from them are among the most thoroughly 
equipped for life’s battle. But these schools 
are for the most part accessible only to the 
favored few, while to the mass of earnest 
young men they are closed. It is to give 
this shut out majority a fair chance that 
Mr. Page has prepared the bill which we 
have here outlined. It is a measure well 
worthy of adoption and we hope that it will 
be favorably considered. 


The cities of Reading and Lancaster in 
Pennsylvania, the one with a population of 
more than 96,000 and the other approaching 
48,000, have long enjoyed the reputation of 
having the cheapest markets of any cities 
in the east. Both towns are situated in the 
midst of an industrious and thrifty German 
farming population, popularly but errone- 
ously known as “Pennsylvania Dutch.” Ex- 
cellent street markets are maintained upon 
certain days of the week in these cities, as 
well as in Wilmington, Del., a city of 87,000, 
in’ which living is also cheap, where the 
householder and the producer meet without 
the intervention of the middleman. Not 
only does this method eliminate a profit 
that is oftentimes immoderately large, but 
it insures fresh supplies. 


We are led to this conclusion by the pub- 
lication a few weeks ago in the big daily 
papers throughout the country of an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch describing an innova- 
tion in Des Moines, Ia., where, with the 
consent of the city authorities, the public 
square was given over to the farmers of 
the surrounding country for the marketing 
of their products directly to the household- 
ers of the city. The difference between the 
prices that had prevailed in the groceries 
and those asked by the farmers was deemed 
of sufficient importance to be telegraphed 
to every newspaper in the country which is 
served with the Associated Press news, and 
yet the public square and the street market 
are but revivals of an ancient and honor- 
able custom-that prevailed in this country 
for generations, when in every city and 
town of considerable size there were street 
sheds and market houses for the joint ac- 
commodation of buyer and seller, to which 
the farmers for miles around, once or twice 
a week, brought the products of field, gar- 
den, hen house and buttery, fresh and crisp. 


There have been great changes from the 
time of Chief Justice Marshall, the great 
expounder of the constitution, who did not 
regard it beneath his dignity to go to the 
market in the early morning for the family 
supplies and to carry home his own basket, 
to our day when three-fourths of the house- 
hold purveying is done over the telephone 
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wire stretched between the kitchen and th 
grocery store, “sight unseen” as the boys 
express it when they swap jack-knives, 
Many of the well-to-do in the cities still 
keep up the practice of going to market 
once or twice a week, and by dealing di-_ 
rectly with the producer not only have the 
advantage of making their own choice, bul 
of saving the middleman’s profit. % 
But marketing at long range is not con-__ 
fined to the cities. The telephone is ubiqui- — 
tous, and in the smaller towns many house- — 
wives find it much more convenient to tele- | 
phone their orders to the grocer than to go © 
to market. When an enterprising farmer 
who is endeavoring to build up a trade in 
produce fresh from the farm, solicits town | 
trade, he is too often met with the state- | 
ment: “I buy everything of your sort from 
my grocer; it is much more convenient.” 
And yet townspeople continue to complain 
of the high cost of living and to put the 
responsibility upon the farmer, forgetting — 
that the grocer can not afford to sell as 
cheaply as the man who produces the — 
article desired, and that a profit is taken” 
every time produce is handled; the more 
often it is handled the more expensive it is 
to the consumer, | 
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The hope of the farmer, however, lies in 
the parcels post, which is intended to furn- — 
ish a direct and reasonable medium between | 
the producer and consumer. Marketing by _ 
mail has been sticcessfully and satisfactor- — 
ily tried in Great Britain, Germany and 
other European countries, and when adopt- 
ed in this country will prove equally con- 
venient and successful. The arguments of | 
the opponents of this measure, who are not 
unjustifiably charged with having ulterior 
motives, is that we can not fairly compare © 
an English parcels post with such a scheme 
in the United States, since it is but a few 
hundred miles from one end of Great Brit- 
ain to the other, whereas the United States 
is 3,000 miles in breadth and almost as 
many miles in length from the Canadian 
border to the Gulf of Mexico. However, 
the fact that the United States postoffice — 
Department is already carrying interna- — 
tional parcels post packages entirely across 
the. continent for a few cents is satisfactory 
evidence that domestic packages of equal 
weight on a much shorter average haul can 
be carried equally cheap—Farm Journal. 


WARMING A CHILLED PIG. 


Of all the means of successfully warming a chilled 
pig and restoring his interest in things earthly, prob- 
ably there is nothing better than a pail or otuer ves- 
sel of water heated to about 95 to 98 degrees F., in 
which his body and limbs can be submerged for 10 to 
20 minutes. In many instances it will well-nigh re- 
vive the dead. If after this hot bath Mr. Pig is dried 
and placed where he can suck a well-filled teat his 
outlook on the future will be much improved.—From 
Coburn’s ‘‘Swine in America.”

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FEEDING FARM WORK HORSES. 
| It is of immense importance to know 
: ‘ow much hay and how much grain a farm 
jyork horse needs while employed at hard 
bor, so that it may work with the greatest 
ficiency and economy. When grains are 
igh priced, a knowledge of the relative 
\utritive values of the different roughages 
$s a necessity, if economy is practiced in 
naking up a ration for the working horses, 
Nith this problem in mind, Professor R. 
>. Obrecht of the Illinois Experiment Sta- 
jon made a number of experiments in 
eeding the college and experiment station 
iorses that were used for teaming and field 
work. Full and complete results of his re- 

search may be found in Bulletin No. 150, 
ssued by the Illinois Experiment Station, a 
summary of which bulletin follows: 

‘The objects of the experiments were to 
make a comparison of clover and timothy 
aay for farm horses at work; to study the 
effect of mixing ground grain with chaffed 
clover hay; make a comparison of alfalfa 
hay with clover and with timothy hay, re- 
spectively; a comparison of corn and alfalfa 
hay with with a mixture of corn, oats, bran, 
oil meal, timothy and alfalfa hay, and to 
study the effect in grinding corn-and oats 
when fed with wheat bran, timothy and al- 
falfa hay. 

Ten teams of horses were used in the 
‘various tests. They were well bred grade 
igeldings, except one team of mares, with a 
predominance of Percheron blood. The in- 
itial weight per horse was from 1,003 to 1,- 

560 pounds; but the horses in the experi- 
ent proper only varied from 1,250 to 1,420 
/pounds. In general the plan was to feed 
\the two horses of each team, simultan- 
eously on the respective rations to be com- 
pared, and then reverse the rations for an 

equal length of time to eliminate the influ- 

ence of individual feeding capacity of the 
horses. 

But little difference was observed in the 
value of clover and timothy hay when fed 
‘in conjunction with corn, oats, oil meal and 
‘wheat bran, the difference being slightly in 
favor of clover. 

The results showed a slight saving due to 
ixing ground grain with chaffed clover 
hay, but not sufficient to justify the ex- 
pense. 
~ Horses fed corn and alfalfa ate 22 per 
cent less grain and hay and gained slightly 

‘more in weight than those fed clover and 
‘timothy while doing the same amount of 
labor. 

‘ Twenty to 22 per cent less grain was re- 
quired to maintain the weight of horses fed 
lfalfa than those fed timothy hay. 

Horses fed corn,and alfalfa ate 22 per 
‘cent less grain than those fed the mixed 
ation, and lost 6 pounds more in weight 
er head in eight weeks. The ration of 
orn and alfalfa cost 6 cents less per horse 
per day than the mixed ration, 
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Horses fed ground corn and oats with 
wheat bran, oil meal, timothy and alfalfa 
hay consumed 9 per cent less feed and 
gained 3 pounds more in weight per head 
in six weeks than those fed whole corn and 
oats with a similar ration. 

In conclusion the bulletin says: 

Where a mixed grain ration of corn, 
oats, oil meal and bran is fed, clover hay 
is equally as efficient if not a little super- 
ior to timothy for horses at hard work. 

There was no observable difference in 
the effect of clover and timothy upon the 
spirit of the horses or their ability to en- 
dure hot weather. Those receiving clover 
had a glossier coat of hair and their bow- 
els were looser, but not too loose to endure 
hard work, 

When clover is used as a horse feed, the 
quality should be good and the quantity fed 
limited. 

A slight saving in grain may be made by 
mingling it with chaffed hay, but the saving 
in this test did not appear to be enough to 
justify the expense. 

There may be a benefit not shown in 
these tests, in preserving the horse’s health 
by mingling the grain with chaffed hay. 
The results of this test are not conclusive 
on this point. 

Where the grain was ground and mingled 
with chaffed clover and with chaffed al- 
falfa, the latter proved to be a little more 
efficient in preventing loss in weight of 
horses at hard work. 

The mingling of grain with chaffed tim- 
othy hay did not prove satisfactory. 

Where alfalfa hay is fed as the rough- 
age part of a ration for farm horses at hard 
work, less grain is necessary to prevent 
them from losing weight than where tim- 
othy hay is fed. In this test there was a 
saving of about 22 per cent of grain. 

Though too short to be conclusive these 
tests indicate that mature horses at hard 
work can be maintained quite satisfactorily 
for a short time, at least, on corn fed in 
conjunction with alfalfa hay, and at a sav- 
ing in cost. 

A saving of about 10 per cent may be 
made by grinding the grain for farm work 
horses when at hard labor.. 

It requires twice as long for horses to 
consume ground grain fed dry, as when the 
same quantity is fed thoroughly dampened. 

Farm work horses at hard labor should 
receive from one and one-fifth to one and 
one-third pounds of grain, and from one to 
one and one-fourth pounds of hay, per 100 
pounds of live weight per day, in order 
that their weight may be maintained. 

Satisfactory results have been secured by 
feeding the grain in three equal feeds, and 
giving one-half the hay at night, the other 
half being divided between the morning 
and noon feeds, 

The grain fed should be reduced one- 
half on idle days until four days have 
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elapsed, or until they are again put to 
work, when it may be again increased if 
desirable. By following this method at- 
tacks of azoturia were prevented. 

The results of the experiment indicate 
that the general impression is correct that 
horses may very properly be given a more 
bulky ration when idle or doing light work 
than when at heavy work. It is believed 
that the practice of permitting work horses 
to gorge themselves with hay is all too 
common, 


PIGS ON PASTURE. 


A farmer who does not grow much corn, 
but who has an abundance of good hilly pas- 
ture, makes a specialty of growing sows and 
pigs on pasture, with grass and clover for 
their principal support. He keeps grade 
and common sows with a pure-bred male, 
yet his sows and pigs are good average 
stock, and he frequently has his pigs en- 
gaged before they are born. 

His pastures are good and provided with 
pure running water at all times, and the 
sows during much of the year get along 
without grain feeding. Outside of the cost 
of the pasture, the pigs during the summer 
months are almost clear profit. This farm- 
er has his hog pasture fields fenced= so that 
every pasture has some valley or creek land 
and some hill land in it, making it ideal for 
stock pasture. 

The fences follow the valleys, crossing the 
water courses, so that there is good water 
in every pasture. Some shady trees are 
along these valley fences, making it pleas- 
ant for the sows’ pigs during hot weather. 
He breeds his sows to farrow twice each 
year, in the fall and spring, and the sows 
average about eight pigs to the litter. He 
sells the pigs at weaning time at $3 to $5 
apiece, making each sow bring in $30 to $50 
worth of pigs each year. 

It is claimed that $15 in feed will keep a 
sow a year, but he does not feed his sows 
outside of pasture more than one-half ot 
this amount, and all the sows are thrifty, 
healthy and prolific. In hog growing farm- 
ers do not provide enough pasture for their 
hogs, a large number of them confining the 
sows in close pens for a large part of the 
year on corn feed, says an exchange. 

Wide range is essential for the best de- 
velopment of a sow for good breeding pur- 
poses, and pasturing is far better than feed- 
ing them grain. The young pigs will be 
much healthier and do better in every way 
if they have a wide range of good pasture 
with the sow. The pasture gives them vari- 


ety in feed, and the exercise conduces to 
health and large frame.—Colman’s Rural 
World.

By a mere statement of the yearly re- 
ceipts and disbursements it is not possible 
to show the real results of the year’s work. 
On December 1, 1911 we had filed in volume 
40, which is not closed, 7,324 pedigrees, 
which at the approximate cost of printing 
the herd book, would be $1,903.24, and for 
mailing this portion of the herd book would 
be about $476.06. Also the cost of mailing 
Volume 39, which was not paid until after 
December Ist, 1911, was $631.62, or a total 
of $2,011.92, 

During this year we have paid for print- 
ing 2,900 pedigrees in the herd books, more 
than we have recorded in the same period. 
So this year’s business should be credited 
with $760 for this outlay. Also of this 
year’s disbursements $852.82 was expended 
on office equipment, making a total of $1,- 
612.82, which should be added to $4,577.85, 
the credit shown by this year’s business, 
making in reality a credit of $6,190.67 to 
this year’s business. The report of the ex- 
ecutive committee shows that the associa- 
tion has property to the amount of $25,- 
053.61. If -we should deduct from this 
amount $2,011.92, as shown above, as the 
amount necessary to finish the work of 
printing herd books and mailing them out, 
for which the association has received the 
revenue, we would in reality be worth today 
$23,041.69,

Would use a shallow trough, so the pigs 
could eat when they get old enough. As 
they will learn to eat much quicker by get- 
ting to eat with the sow, and by the time 
they are six or eight weeks old they can 
be weaned if you prefer, and they won’t 
hardly know it if you use the proper feed 
judgment, ete. 

In conclusion will say that I have never 
weaned a pig yet. If I want to breed my 
sows I usually breed the first time they 
come in after farrowing, which is about 
eight or ten weeks. In about ten days or 
two weeks after they are bred the pigs had 
just about as well be chewing on rags for 
what they get as to be trying to get milk 
from the sow. The pigs soon find out the 
same thing, 

If I don’t want to breed the sow it won’t 
hurt the pigs to suck until they are about 
ten weeks old, and then the sow will wean 
them, that is in most cases.

THREE CENT PORK IN THE SOUTH) 


Dan T. Gray, Animal Husbandman, Ala. 
bama Experiment Station, 


The northern farmer thinks of the South 
as being a section of the country where 
hogs are almost a curiosity on account oj 
their scarcity. It is a fact that the South 
does not raise a sufficient number of hogs, 
but this is not due to the fact that comm 
tions are unfavorable to hogs. Much ol 
our meats are shipped in from western 
states, states that do not have the advant- 
age of long grazing seasons, mild climate 
and cheap shelter. On account of the lame 
grazing seasons, mild climate and cheap 
shelter the South can make pork more 
cheaply than it can be made in the North, 

The southern farmer is rapidly introduc- 
ing hogs into his system of farming, The 
inquiry for pure bred boars is a large and 
continuous one. There is probably not a 
breeder of pure hogs in the South who has 
not had, during the last three years, twice 
as many orders as he could fill. Our farm- 
ers are wanting good boars’and sows, and a 
great number of these good animals are 
being shipped in from the North. The 
writer knows of one locality in Alaball 
where more than two car loads of pure 
bred hogs have been brought in from the 
North the last year. Several influences are 
bringing this change about. First,, our 
farmers are now realizing that we have ex- 
ceptional advantages for hog production. 
Green pastures can be had the year around, 
by planting some temporary winter crops, 
and by the use of these pasture crops w 
have learned that we can easily make pork 
for three cents a pound. Second, the boll- 
weevil is advancing and overrunning more 
and more of the South each year; this pest 


ing operations in addition to cotton, and 
the hog is the most satisfactory addition. 
Third, the hog is an animal that can be in- 
troduced upon almost every farm of the 
South. He is well adapted to both the 
large planter and the small farmer, The 
sow is a rapid producer. Money is turned 
rapidly, and that is what our farmers want, 
There is no question at all in the writer's 
mind but that the South will, in time, -be 
the great hog producing section of this 
country. The conditions are almost ideal. 
Four gr five years ago it was often 
claimed that hogs could no be raised a 
finished at a profit in the South, since b 
was selling around one dollar a bushel» O 
farmers were often told that they could 
their pork cheaper than they could make 1 
Our farmers believed these statements fo 
several years, but when salted side meat 
began to sell for 11 to 13 cents a poum 
they began to have serious thoughts abe 
the cost of the meat if they should make:

Worth; this discouraged our farmers for 
rears; for they thought that they could not 
compete with the great Northwest, where 
corn sells for from thirty to fifty cents a 
yushel. Our farmers realized the fact that 
they could not compete with the North in 
making pork if they followed the feeding 
ylan laid down by the northern farmer. Up 
there they fed corn alone and still made 
york at a profit; down here in the South 
his method of feeding could not be fol- 
/owed on account of the high price of corn. 
+ So our farmers began to try other feeds 
“long with corn. They at first thought that 
here was no other feed equal to corn for 
york production. But they began to study 
‘he work of the experiment stations, and 
soon learned that when corn is fed alone 
or any length of time there are few feeds 
which are poorer. But they also learned 
hat when corn is fed in combination with 
ther feeds its use is to be highly com- 
ynended, and can be used to a great eco- 
jomical advantage, too, even though it sells 
fipon the market as high as one dollar a 
pushel. The hog is not adapted to living on 
torn alone, and when we require it of him 
ve are forcing him to do a thing which is 
jot consistent with his nature. Men like a 
‘nixture of feeds as a change of diet; so do 
jhe lower animals. The hog in its wild state 
{ ‘omnivorous, feeding upon roots, nuts, 
uit, worms, fish, grass, snakes, “etc., in 
jlact, but few feeds can be mentioned that 
1é will not eat if he be given the opportun- 
ty. In the South the old feeding custom is 
oO Biclose the hog in a small, dry pen when 
he fattening period arrives, and feed noth- 
ng but corn. Our best farmers, though, 
aave long since learned that our domesti- 
vated hogs have inherited the tendency to 
jielect their feeds from a variety of sub- 
jitances, and when enclosed in a pen and 
; riven but one feed, they are not allowed to 
each their highest possibilities. 
| There is an abundance of experimental 
lata to show that pork cannot be made pro- 
itably when raised and finished on corn 
‘lone, or, at least, cannot be made as pro- 
itably as it can be made when the corn is 
‘ed along with certain other feeds. The 
\Mabama Experiment Station has published 
ileaeits which show that when corn is worth 
0 cents a bushel, and is fed alone, the cost

The farmer who cannot arran ge 
grazing areas for his hogs should be espec- 
ially interested in tankage, as it is a very 
valuable feed to go along with corn. Tank 
age is extremely rich in protein and asl 
corn is naturally poor in both protein and 
ash. Tankage is a slaughter house by- -pro- 
duct and can be secured from - 
larger packing houses of the North or 
or from the smaller packing houses an 
abattoirs of the South. As it is an ex 
tremely rich feed, it should be used | 
smaller amounts. The Alabama station 
cently tested the value of tankage when é. 
along with corn. One lot of hogs was fed 
corn alone for 110 days. A second lot o' 
hogs was fed a ration of corn .9 and tank- 
age .1 for the same length of time. T 
corn fed hogs made an average daily 
of only .198 of a pound, while the tan 
fed pigs averaged .972 of a pound each dg 
The pigs averaged about 45 pounds 3 
weight when the test began. If they ha 
been larger hogs the corn would have beet 
more satisfactory. When corn is value 
seventy cents a bushel each 100 pounds 
pork costs $9.15 in the corn fed lot af 
only $5.58 in the tankage fed lot (tank 
$40 a ton). It was learned in this test 
42 pounds of tankage took the place of 
pounds of corn. The 42 pounds of tan 
cost only 84 cents; the 353 pounds of 
was valued at $4.41. On an investment 0 
84 cents the tankage saved $4.41 in te 
of corn, or, expressing it in other te: 
one ton of tankage was equal to 300 bush: 
els of corn in these tests. 
Among the various concentrated sup 
ments which can be used with corn 
raising and fattening hogs are the dairy 
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products. At the present time the South 
has but little dairy by-products to use in 
finishing hogs, but as the dairy business as- 
sumes greater proportions a much larger 
amount of these valuable feeds will be at 
the disposal of the feeder. In the North 
great amounts of skim-milk are at the dis- 
posal of the hog feeder, and it is safe to 
say that the pest and most profitable way 
to sell this skim-milk is. through hogs. 
Probably the skim-milk and _ buttermilk 
could be used to best advantage in feeding 
the small pigs and the suckling mothers, as 
green pastures take their place after the 
pigs are weaned; but still there are many 
cases where they should be fed to the suck- 
ling pigs. Many farmers and many experi- 
ment stations can testify to their value. To 
illustrate, the Alabama station fed two lots 
of pigs. One lot received nothing but corn. 
A second lot was fed corn along with skim- 
milk in the proportion of one part corn to 
two and one-fifth parts of skim-milk. The 
gains in the corn fed lot cost $8.38 per hun- 
dred, while the same gains in the skim- 
milk fed lot cost only $4.02 (corn, 70 cents, 
and skim-milk 30. cents) per hundred 
weight. The Tennessee station carried 
through a test in which the value of skim- 
milk was tested. The first lot of pigs was 
fed corn alone. The second lot was fed 
corn and skim-milk in proportion of one 
part corn to four parts skim-milk. It cost 
$15.79 to make a hundred pounds of pork 
in the corn fed lot and only $4.56 to make 
the same amount of pork in the skim-milk 
fed lot. Corn and skim-milk were valued 
as above.’ Too much skim-milk should not 
be used. The correct proportion is about 
one part corn to three parts skim-milk. 
All of the concentrated feeds mentioned 
are good, and should be used, but still no 
farmer is upon a safe hog basis who de- 
pends altogether upon grain feeds for his 
hogs. Concentrated feeds of all kinds are 
high in price, especially so in the South, in 
fact, they have been so high in the South 
that our farmers have been forced to look 
for cheap feed to go along with the con- 
centrated ones. Our aim here is to save as 
much of the concentrated feed as possible; 
in casting about in search fot cheap feeds 
we have finally become satisfied that pas- 
ture crops are the salvation for the hog 
farmer. Without pasture crops we all 
know that the hog business is upon an un- 
safe basis. With pasture crops we know 
that the hog business is upon a safe and 
sound basis, even though the price of hogs 
should go down again to four cents a 
pound. Until the farmer sees his way clear 
to make a good, permanent pasture, or has 
one already made, he should keep out of the 
live stock business. Pastures come before 
hogs, or should anyway. It is true that the 
South, the place where they can be made 
easily, is sadly deficient in pastures, but our 
best farmers are now making extensive use

of them. In fact, many of our farmers fat- 


ten hogs now without the assistance of a 
single ear of corn. In the North blue grass 
pastures would, of course, be used. In the 
South Bermuda grass takes the place of 
blue grass. But no farmer should stop 
with the establishment of a permanent 
pasture. This is only a beginning. A sys- 
tem of temporary pastures should be 
planned to reinforce and supplement the 
permanent pastures. It is upon these tem- 
porary pastures that the hog will be fat- 
tened, while the sows and the pigs will 
largely be run upon the permanent pas- 
tures. Now what temporary pastures can 
be used? The Alabama station has done 
several years’ experimental work along this 
line; many pastures have been tried. Rape, 
cow-pea, soy bean and peanut pastures 
have been used with the greatest satisfac- 
tion. This far south the rape pasture is 
used as a winter grazing plant; there is no 
reason at all why it should be used as a 
summer plant. The rape seed should be 
planted in September or early part of Oc- 
tober; when thus planted the crop will be 
ready for grazing within forty days from 
the time of planting. As a result of its use 
the land is kept busy the year around, as 
it comes off early enough in the spring for 
the common summer crop. 

Three winters ago the Alabama station 
raised some hogs upon a rape pasture. The 
area was grazed twice, as the peanuts grew 
up behind the hogs after the first grazing, 
and as a result of both grazings it was 
learned that one acre of rape was equiva- 
lent to sixty-two bushels of corn. The 
pasture was on land that would produce 
about twenty bushels of corn to the acre. 
Or, when hogs sell for only 5 cents a pound 
each bushel of corn that was fed to hogs 
was sold, through the hogs, for 96 cents 
for first prazing and $1.36 the second graz- 
ing. The southern farmer should remem- 
ber, too, that these results were secured 
in the winter tide, just the time of the year 
when the average farmer is getting no re- 
turns from his land at all. Many summer 
erowing pastures can be used, but the 
writer will call the reader’s attention to 
only two. Peanuts rank among the ex- 
ceedingly valuable hog crops. Some sec- 
tions of the South are now using the plant. 
very extensively. In parts of Alabama the 
hog reecives no corn at all during the fat- 
tening period. Both the Arkansas and 
Alabama stations have done experimental. 
work with the peanut plant. In one Ar- 
kansas test, one acre of peanuts proved to 
be equal in feeding value to 86 bushels of 
corn, in another test to 53 bushels and in a 
third test to 51 bushels. When it costs $8 
to make an acre of peanuts pork costs 63 
cents a hundred in the first test, $3 a hun- 
dred in the second test, and $3.02 in the 
third test.’ In an Alabama test one acre 
of peanuts took the place of 57 bushels of 
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corn, or, when corn was valued at 70 cents 
a bushel and the crop of peanuts at $8 an 
acre, it costs $3.18 to make 100 pounds of 
pork. In a second Alabama test+one acre 
of peanuts took the place of 78 bushels of 
corn, or each hundred pounds of pork cost 
| $3.07. These results were all secured on 
_poor, sandy soils. In the South the pea- 
muts can be made ready for grazing by 
July 1st, and where the large varieties can 
be grown the grazing can be’ continued 
throughout the early winter months. 

Ancther leguminous crop that is an ex- 
ceedingly valuable crop, both for hay and 
for use assa pasture for hogs, is the soy 
bean. It will grow in both the North and 
| the South. This crop can be planted any 

time from April 15th to July 1st in the 
| South. It is ready for grazing about 90 

days after planting, and the grazing period 
can be prolonged over about 80 days. Hogs 
will make excellent gains upon this pas- 
} ture, without corn as a supplement, but it 
| seems that it is more profitable to use 
some corn along with the pasture. The 
Alabama Experiment Station has used this 
| plan for several years as a hog feed, and 
(has made pork for less than 3 cents a 
pound as a result of its use. In Bulletin 
PNo. 154 of the Alabama Station are re- 
ported results where a corn fed lot of hogs 
“was compared to three other lots which 
‘received different amounts of corn along 
“with soy-bean pasture. The corn fed hogs 
_ made an average daily gain of only .375 of 
"a pound. The second lot of hogs, which 
had the run of the soy-bean pasture plus a 
fourth ration of corn, made an average 
© daily gain of 1.1 pounds. A third lot of 
hogs, which were grazed upon the same 
pasture and had a half ration of corn, made 
"an average daily gain of 1 pound. A fourth 
lot, which grazed the same pasture and 
-had a three-fourths ration of corn along 
with it, gained 1.3 pounds daily. When 
corn is valued at 70 cents a bushel and the 
crop at $8 an acre, it costs $7.61 to make 
/ 100 pounds of pork on the corn fed hogs, 
$2.59 on the soy bean pasture plus one- 
fourth corn, $3.36 on the soy bean pasture 
plus a one-half ration of corn, and $3.17 on 
the soy bean pasture and the three-fourths 
corn fed hog; or the use of the pasture 
more than cut the expense in half in every 
case, 

In this work the point was thoroughly 
brought out that the farmer cannot afford 
to sell his corn at the usual market price. 
Much more money can be procured for it 
when it is first-fed to hogs. Where the 
hogs received a fourth ration of corn along 
with the soy bean pasture, the corn was 
sold for $4.33 a bushel when the hogs sell 
at 7 cents a pound. When a half ration of 
corn was fed with the pasture, each bushel 
' of corn sold for $2.18. Where the three- 

fourths ration of-corn supplemented the 

pasture, $1.93 was secured for each bushel.

In conclusion, the writer would recommend 
the following as a crop system that the 
farmer can follow out to get profit: Plant | 
soy beans and peanuts from May lst to } 
June Ist. The soy beans will be ready to 
graze by August 15th, they will afford 
grazing for at least 60 days, when the pea- 
nuts will be ready; turn the hogs into the 


peanuts and graze until the crop is ex- } 


hausted. Feed corn along with the crops. 


When the peanuts are exhausted the hogs 


should be enclosed in a dry lot for from ™ 
about 21 to 28 days and fed on a ration of 
corn two-thirds and cottonseed meal one- 


third. The gains during the short dry lot’ 4 


period are made rapidly and economically, 
and the cottonseed meal hardens the meat — 
and fat rapidly. But do not feed the cot-— 
tonseed meal for more than 28 days, as it is 
a dangerous feed when used for more than 
that length of time. If the hogs must be 
carried longer, discontinue the use of cot- 
tonseed meal. and feed ahead on corn or 
corn and shorts. © 


CARE OF GROWING PIGS. 
The most successful farmers recognize 
and follow certain basic principles in farm- 
ing and stock raising. These principles : 


’ have been discovered and demonstrated by . 


investigators on agricultural subjects, until 


they can be stated and discussed with a very | 


certain degree of accuracy. 

These facts are true especially in the case 
of the brood sow and her litter. 
swers to a list of questions sent out to the 
most successful hog 
showed that they recognized the principles 
that led to success. 

The brood sow, as an example, whether: 
pregnant or suckling her pigs, is called upon 
to manufacture from common feeding stuff 
the bone and muscle for her growing young. 
In other words, she is a machine transform-. 
ing one kind of material into a substance 
of the same material but of entirely differ- 
ent form. In doing this, the machinery—her 
body—must be of the proper composition in 
order to furnish the finished product, the } 
pig, with the necessary food elements. 

Of prime importance to growing pigs and — 
all other growing animals, is the question of 
bone and muscle-forming foods. For up to 
the age of four months, the desire of the 
raiser is to grow rather than to fatten the 
pig. 

Only the food containing an abundance 
of ash can furnish the nutrients required — 
for the formation of bone; only foods con- 
taining an abundance of protein can furnish 
the nutrients necessary for the formation of — 
muscle. So the growing animal must have 
a ration high in protein and ash. 

The fat and starchy feeds, and also pro- 
tein, are used for the production of energy 
and heat and for laying on fat. In other | 
words, the ash and protein feeds are used 
for making machinery and repairing old tis- 


The an- 
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b ics, while the fats and starches are used 
\ for fuel to run the machinery and storage of 
energy in the form of fat. As the object of 
the breeder is to grow rather than to fatten 
the pig or pregnant sow, the percentage of 
| fat forming feed should not be so great as 
when the fattening period is reached. 

In addition to the question of food nutri- 
ents which affect all growing animals, there 
are other factors affecting the food of the 
prood sow, one of which is in the laxative 
effect of the food given to the pregnant sow. 
Not only is she the provider of food, but 
her body is the guardian and protector of the 
unborn young. Any cause that may result 
in a disarrangement of her body will prob- 
ably result in death or serious injury to the 
young. A food that constipates a pregnant 
‘sow will cause a weak, sickly litter. Not 
only must the food be laxative, but the sow 
‘must take enough exercise to insure the 
food material. This is such an important 
factor that it may mean the success or fail- 
| ure of the litter. For a sow that cannot 
_have, during pregnancy, a free passage of 
waste matter, cannot produce a _ strong, 
healthy litter. 

- The question of the bulk of the feed is 
often of great importance, especially in the 
feeding of brood sows. The appetite of an 
animal is not satisfied until the stomach is 
| full. A food that is very concentrated, such 
as the grains, contains so much nutritive 
value that feeding so as to satisfy the hun- 
_ ger on such feeds results in the brood sow 
getting very fat. It is not desirable to have 
' _this occur. The only way to prevent it, and 
still satisfy the appetite of the sow, is to 
feed a more bulky ration. This is easily ac- 
_ complished during the grass season when 
‘pasture is available, but in winter it requires 
; “tne feeding of more than the very concen- 
trated grains and feeding stuffs. 

Another factor that often means success

_ to keep in good condition the digestive and 
_ reproductive organs of growing and breed- 
ing stock that do not have sufficient exer- 
cise. It not only tends to cause them to
